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When  Thomas  A.  Edison  was 
asked,  "Who  is  the  greatest  living 
American?"  he  named  Charles  P. 
Steinmctz,  chief  consulting  engi- 
neer of  the  General  Electric  Co., 
and  a  Fiji  from  Union  College. 

The  photograph  shows  Brother 
Steinmetz  in  his  laboratory  ex- 
amining the  fragments  of  a  tree 
branch  damaged  by  lightning  he 
invented.  Dr.  Steinmetz  has  a 
lightning  generator  which  stores  up 
electric  energy,  similar  to  a  thun- 
der cloud  in  the  sky.  When  a  cer- 
tain over-charged  point  is  reached 
—  in  this  ca.sc  120,000  volts  — the 
generator  flashes  like  lightning  does 
in  a  storm. 

Brother  JSteinniftz  is  one  of  the 
busiest  scientists  in  the  world,  but 
he  never  misses  an  (>i)i)ortunity  to 
be  interested  in  his  fraternity.  Last 
year  he  was  a  speaker  at  the  con- 
vention of  Section  III.  He  pays 
his  subscription  for  Thk  Phi  G.vm- 
MA  Delta  regularly  and  writes  the 
check  with  his  own  hand,  as  the  fac- 
simile above  shows.

2iIost  college  men 
feel  that  they  can 
get  a  ebaaee  to 
diow  what  they  can

man  asserts  preferences  and  insists 
that  the  chance  shall  come  in  a  par* 
ticular  profession.  Seniors  therefore 
are  often  determined  to  beprin  at 
sonuthinfj  and  fervently  liope  that  the 
sometiiinfr,  when  it  euiaes,  will  be  a 
particular  calling  for  wiiich  they  have 
discovered  in  themselves  a  mom  or  less 
well  settled  preference.  The  disci- 
pline of  this  nneertain  search  may  be 
good  for  US  bnt>  whether  it  be  or  not, 
we  have  not  yet  perfeeted  any  easy

system  of  assorting  men  to  jobs,  in 
substitution  for  it.  The  psycholo- 
gists have  made  a  start  and  here  and 
there  we  find  counsellors  who  make  a 
business  of  advising  young  men  where 
they  have  the  best  chance  to  succeed, 
in  view  of  their  capacities,  tastes  and 
limitations  as  determined  by  tests. 
Under  the  stem  pressure  of  war  an 
astonishing  amount  of  such  assorting 
was  done  and  the  results  contributed 
to  the  emergency  efficiency  of  the  war 
time  organization,  but  it  was  arbi- 
trary and  objective.  In  the  long  run 
perhaps  the  most  we  can  expect  from 
such  systems  in  times  of  peace  is  ad- 
vice—  the  decision  will  have  to  be 
made  by  each  man  and  rest  on  a  bal- 
ancing of  choice  and  chance.    At  any 


rate  college  men  will  be  helped  if  some 
of  us  older  men  will  speak  to  them 
frankly  about  particular  callings  and 
I  am  glad  to  speak  to  them  quite 
briefly  about  the  public  service  as  a 
calling. 

One  or  two  preliminary  observa- 
tions are  necessary  and  the  first  of 
these  has  to  do  with  certain  moral 
qualities,  without  which  public  ser- 
vice is  a  joyless  and  unprofitable 
grind.  The  monetarj'  rewards  of  pub- 
lic service  are  always  relatively  small. 
The  same  talents  and  devotion,  in 
practically  any  other  pursuit,  pay  bet- 
ter in  money.  If  the  making  of  money- 
is  a  man's  first  object,  and  it  is  not 
necessarily  an  unworthy  object,  lie 
would  be  restless,  unhappy  and  dis- 
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appointed  wl\eii  he  earns,  year  after 
year,  just  a  salary,  with  few  iucrcases 
and  no  ^^tacular  opportunities.  In 
iMOid  iilaee  *'1lie  public"  is  a 
wy  nrttered  and  inaccewible  mas- 
ter. It  lequares  Imaginatioii  to  real- 
m  that  the  poiblie  Is  worth  woikiiig 
for  and,  unless  a  man  can  be  loyal  to 
an  impersonal  ideal,  public  service 
will  not  satasfy  him.    Loyalty  is  at 
once  life's  greatest  need  and  its  high- 
est Hatisfaction.    Better  loyalty,  deep 
and  devoted,  to  the  humblest  o£  cail- 
ingjj  than  indifference  in  the  most 
splendid  stations.    In  the  third  place 
a  man  must  have  a  patient  confidence 
in  the  tfimuph  et  right,  to  be  a  happy 
pnhlie  aeryant,  for  we  Amerieana  do 
ear  beat  to  teaae  and  harass  publie 
aniants.  We  not  only  have  the  aa- 
perior  knowledge  of  the  onlooker  bat 
we  hare  the  eonseionanees  that  we  are 
Ae  masters  and  that  a  part  of  the  job 
for  which  we  liire  our  public  servants 
is  to  stand  beinjr  eritieised  whenever 
w-  think  we  know  better  or  couhl  do 
better  than  lln-y  —  a  state  of  mind  we 
are  fond  of  getting  int/>.    The  man 
with  patient  confidence  in  the  triumph 
of  right  la  troubled  only  when  he  finda 
himaelf  in  the  wrong  and  he  aoon 
realitts  that  tfaia  hasty,  - critical  pub- 
Ue  ia  after  all  a  very  fine^  generous 
and  right  leeliag  tbing  wfaieh  gets 
right  quickly;  but  the  sensitive  may 
die  or  resign  before  they  make  the 
discoven'. 

f^nvenuncnt  is  the  machinerj'  for 
yrj:4ujuiii<r  our  common  interests  and 
adjustiii<:  our  conflicting  interests. 
Aa  sotitty  becomeii  more  intricate 
that  amst  be  government.  Govern- 


ment is  in  part  offieial  and  in  part 
voluntary  and  uuoiBcial.  })erhaps  tlie 
voluntary  and  unoflSeial  part  is  the 
larger,  eonsiating  aa  it  doea  of  the 
infinite  self  restraint  and  diseiplinea 
which  are  imposed  in  deference  to  coa- 
tom  or  result  from  the  philanthiopiCy 
charitable  and  aodal  serriee  activities 
of  groups.  At  iiny  rate  public  aer- 
vice  as  a  career  includes  such  service 
through  offieial  position  and  throuprh 
work  in  or  for  a  voluntary  a.ssocia- 
tion  formed  to  ameliorate  harsh  con- 
ditions, diminish  disease,  stimulate 
patriotic  and  other  high  moral  im- 
pulses and  spread  love  for  the  beauti- 
fol,  in  art  and  life,  among  people 
generally.  Under  sneh  definitiona,  of 
coarse,  good  citiamship  entails  some 
public  aervioe  upon  everyone,  what- 
ever his  spedal  caUing  or  occupation ; 
but  when  a  man  devotes  his  whole 
time  to  any  such  sen^ice  and  makes  it 
the  source  of  his  livelihood,  lie  enters 
upon  pnblie  sonnee  a.s  a  career. 

So  far  as  elective  public  office  is 
enncenied,  it  is  ajipareut  that  it  must 
always  remain  an  aecident^il  career. 
Lord  Eoseberry  is  said  as  a  youth  to 
have  set  himself  three  things  to  be 
achieved:  winning  the  Derby,  writing 
a  great  book,  and  becoming  Prime 
Hiniater  of  England,  and  he  aeoom- 
pllshed  them  alL  There  are,  too,  aev- 
oral  instances  in  our  own  history  of 
men  successfully  attaining  youthful 
aspirations  for  high  elective  office,  like 
John  Quincy  Adams,  Seth  Low  and 
Theodore  Roosevelt.  We  have  no 
record  of  the  millions  who  have  quite 
lirmly  resolved  to  be  president,  but, 
if  we  had,  the  iuirequeney  of  success 
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woold  at  least  warn  th«  ambitious  to 
Tuen  some  alternative  pomihilily  eoa- 
stantlj  at  hand.  PeriiapB  the  only 
wise  oouusel  for  the  young  wxtih  xe* 

pard  to  plective  office  is  that  a  man 
who  is  called  upon  to  serve  should  re- 
fuse until  he  has  made  so  sure  a  place 
in  some  regular  occupation  that  a 
tempurary  interruption  of  it  will  not 
require  a  fresh  start  when  he  returns 
from  tiie  legjudature  or  mayor's  eflloe. 
To  stake  evexything  en  eontinned 
saeeess  in  eleetions  makes  a  man  a 
coward  in  office  and  alailnre  out  of  it 
But  eleetiye  ofBc^  axe  zelatiTely 
few  and,  if  they  aiford  no  certain  ea^- 
reer,  a  vast  and  increasing  number  of 
appointive  offices  do.  The  diplomatic 
and  consular  service,  the  technical  and 
scientific  services  of  the  Federal, 
State  and  municipal  governments  and 
an  increasing  number  of  posts  of  dig- 
nity and  responsibility,  are  changing 
ksB  and  to  for  poUtioel  reasons  and, 
pioteeted  as  to  tenure  by  a  growing 
poblio  appreeiation  of  tiieir  import- 
ance, are  affording  ns  with  a  career 
sadi  as  is  enjoyed  by  t}ie  civil  servant 
in  a  European  state.  To  this  sort  of 
service  a  college  man  may  aiqpire  and, 
liy  fitting  liiniself  for  it,  succeed  in 
making  it  the  avenue  to  a  life  of  use- 
fulnew,  ^ith  a  dignififd  purpose  and 
resulting  in  real  and  histing  satisfac- 
tions. Mr.  Justice  Holmes  lia.s  wme- 
where  defined  a  happy  life  as  one  re- 
quiring the  eonstant  devotion  of  one's 
best  powers  to  subjects  whieh  are  in- 
trinsieally  worth  while.  The  scienti' 
He  mm  in  the  Departm^t  of  Agricul- 
ture, the  Bureau  of  Mines  or  the  Bu- 
reau of  Standards^  the  economists  in 


the  Treasury,  the  Secretaries  in  the 
Diplomatic  Secviee,  all  have  at  their 
command  tiie  means  of  achieving  such 
a  happy  life.  Perhaps,  however,  the 
army  and  navy  aiford  tlie  best  exam- 
ples of  this  sort  of  career  at  its  best. 
I  do  not  refer  to  the  attractiveness  of 
the  military  calling  in  itself  for  that 
is  too  clearly  a  matter  of  pcrsuuHl 
taste,  but,  after  years  of  close  assoda- 
tioa  with  the  two  servtees,  I  doubt 
whether  there  is,  in  any  other  calling, 
an  equally  high  peroentage  of  sueeess^ 
fnl  careers,  measured  by  almost  any 
standard  except  mcmey  return.  To 
the  men  in  the  service,  their  prepara- 
ticm  to  defend  the  country  is  "intrin- 
55tcally  worth  while"  and  its  require- 
ments are  such  as  necessarily  to  have 
established  amoTitr  them  a  severe  and 
rigid  devotion   to  '*duty"  and  an 
equally  univeraal  emphasis  on  two  vir- 
tues :  loyalty  and  truth-speaking.  This 
in  Hsdf  B  hslf  way  to  happiness  that 
one  should  slways  have  a  dear  and 
obvious  duty  of  a  high  and  dignified 
kind  and  be  in  a  group  which,  person- 
ally and  professionally,  cultivates,  as 
a  part  of  its  trade,  two  noble  and  en- 
nobling virtues.    Other  branches  of 
the  official  public  service  tend  to  be- 
come more  like  the  military-  scr%'ices 
in  this  ret'^ird  and  perhaps,  as  our  in- 
stitutions develop,  office  holding'  will 
come  to  have  a  place  in  public  regard 
which  will  make  it  attraetive.  Ger- 
tmnly  that  dignity  will  come  the  soen^ 
er  if  cdlege  men  devote  their  tslents 
to  it  snd,  hy  making  their  servioe  ecm- 
spicuoDB,  make  the  attack  of  mere 
^oUamen  impossible. 
The  unofficial  public  service  offers 
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evn  wom  alluring  eaveen,  Imt  Hkey 
Aide  off  into  the  regular  prof enions 
«r  fndiiaUj'  that  it  is  often  hard  to 
Mliiketlifir  or  not  acnue  men  are  to  be 

eonadered  in  pablie  or  private  eerviee. 
The  physician  wlio  devotes  himself  to 
public  hygiene  and  sanitation,  or  dis- 
trict work  amongr  the  riecdj',  the  visit- 
in?  iinr=f\  the  public  school  teacher, 
ikt  recreation    expert,  all  drawing 
their  pay  from  t"he  public  tronsnry  are 
public  servants,  yet  eaek  has  a  pro- 
i^on  which,  he  may  follow  as  a  pri- 
vate ealUng  at  inlL  The  aoeial  ivodE* 
cr,  T.  )L  C.  A.  leader  and  Bogr  Soont 
vt^juaier,  all  draw  their  pay  from 
private  aonrcca,  yet  all  are  serving  the 
pablis. 

If  we  set  then  the  holding  of  elec- 
tive office  on  me  side  "the  public 
service'*  becomes  rather  a  question  of 
the  spirit  in  which  a  man  does  his 
work  than  the  source  of  his  pay  or  the 
name  of  his  job,  and  so  we  may  prop- 
erly ai»k  college  men,  in  choosing  their 
callings :  Just  what  reward  do  you 
icckf  What,  if  yoa  can  aneoeed-  In 
doing  it»  win  permit  yon  to  doae  fte 
faaek^  when  the  time  eomesy  with  real 
mtiaCnctiont 

The  genenaity  of  yonth  will  make 
moat  csollege  men  answer  that  they 
want  to  live  adequately,  bo  far  as  ma- 
t^^rial  things  are  concerned,  to  be  free 
from  embarrassing  want  and  from  the 
f-^ar  of  it,  to      p^ntlemen  in  the  es- 
tcc-m  of  their  InciitiN  and  neighbors, 
and  in  the  end  really  i(»  iiuve  carried 
just  a  little  more  lhau  their  full  sliare 
of  {he  eraimon  hiurden  whieh  their 
nee  owes  to  ita  own  and  anoeeeding 
gcnentkna  Thia  aspiration  can  he

satisfied  hy  real  woric  in  any  nsefnl 
pnnmit,  coupled  with  that  attention 
to  public  concema  which  democracy 
needa  from  ns  all.  But  if  this  dionld 

meet  the  eye  of  a  college  man  who 
feels  that  it  is  not  enough,  that  he 
wants  rather  to  start  life  with  a  sac- 
rificial offering  to  a  better  day  for  his 
follow  ixjaii,  then  let  him  look  about 
our  city  s'n m  ts  and  country  by-ways 
and  see  whicli  tt'  his  fellows  as  a  class 
seem  most  to  grope  for  a  helping 
hand,  and  select  as  his  life's  woik  a 
place  in  the  pnUie  service  in  which 
he  can  heat  serve  that  need.  He  can 
be  sure  that  thongh  he  cores  many  ilia 
he  will  continue  to  find  others  arising 
fresh  out  of  and  beeanse  of  oar  pro- 
grom,  so  that  his  career  will  grow  with 
his  capacity  to  serve.  Such  plaees 
may  be  in  the  work  of  relief,  they  may 
be  in  research,  thej'  may  concern 
themselves  with  the  vindication  and 
preservation  of  fundamental,  political 
or  economic  or  social  rights.  The 
choice  win  be  dictated  by  what  a  man 
sees  when  he  lodn  at  life. 

All  of  this  deals  with  the  choice  of 
a  career  as  a  more  or  less  ddibetate 
matter,  but  .there  come  times  when 
our  dioice  is  made  for  iu  and  when 
we  dare  not  hesitate.  In  the  great 
emergUM^  of  war  we  all  become  pub- 
lic servants  and  the  fact  that  the  in- 
dividual soldier  serves  unselfishly  no 
matter  how  unjust  his  conntr}''s  cause 
may  be,  is  the  exijlanatiou  of  the 
splendor  with  which  the  heroic  vir- 
tues blaze  out  in  the  midst  of  a  busi- 
ness which,  abstractly  considered,  is 
terrible  if  not  revolting.  In  times  of 
peace  an  equally  imperative  if  less 
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spectacular  call  may  come  to  aiiy 
num.  Quite  withont  his  will  and 
wholly  beyond  his  undeistandincr,  the 
eurrents  of  politieal  life  may  eddy 
about  him  in  sueh  a  way  that  a  great 
issue  is  to  be  decided  if  he  sacrifioea 
his  inclination  and  peihape  his  better 
material  prospects  and  accepts  elec- 
tive office,  with  all  its  burdens,  to 
work  out  a  policy  in  which  he  believes. 
Tlie  college  man  should  face  such  an 
opportunity  humbly  but  with  enthus- 
iasm, for  after  all  the  spirit  of  better 
things  ia  in  the  endowment  which  col- 
lege gives  tia  and  we  are  tnuteee  and 
gaardiana  of  that  flpirit 

May  I  then  sum  it  all  up  in  a  few 
brief  sentences  t 

The  public  servioe  is  an  e:q»anding 
and  growing  career,  daily  becoming 
more  honorable  and  more  neeeasary  to 
be  worthily  followed. 


Elective  public  office  is  not  a  career 
which  one  may  safely  seek  or,  under 
great  eireomstances,  h(morably  de- 
elins. 

All  those  Ber?loe8  of  one*8  fellow 
man  which,  whether  official  or  unof- 
ficial, really  promote  the  common 
good,  have  in  them  sources  of  satis- 
faetion  and  enduring  happiness  which 
make  then  real  careen  for  inen  whose 
minds  are  generous  and  whose  imag- 
inations are  quick  enough  to  realise 
that  somewhere,  quite  out  of  sight,  the 
common  good,  which  he  series,  is  a 
child,  perhaps^  restored  to  health,  or 
a  victim  of  wrong  or  oppresitfon  set 
face  forward  to  a  fair  chance,  and 
that  in  the  aggregate  it  means  a  bet- 
ter, finer,  juster  life  for  all  men — 
and  having  so  realized  is  content  to 
have  helped  in  it  all.

Rutgers  Chapter  Now  Occupies  Home  of  Its  Own,  After  Well 

Managed  Financial  Drive

My  father  sent  me  to  Old  Rutgers, 
And  resolTed  that  I  should  be  a  man;

be  literally  "settled  down  on  the 
banks  of  the  Old  Baritan."  In  short, 
Xii  Beta  is  now  oeeiipring  its  new  home 
—  ite  own  homo,  a  home  peculiarly 
appropriate  to  Phi  Ganinia  Delta  and 
to  Rutgers.  Appropriate  to  Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta  beca.u8e  it  is  generally  cou- 
eeded  to  have  the  finest  location  of  all 
the  fntcfnilieB  of  Botgers;  and  ap> 
piepriate  to  Bntiers  heeanse  it  stands 
qMa  the  bttnks  of  that  histone  river 
^rh/m  name  kng  has  been  so  eknely 
:  1*  nt'ified  with  that  of  the  eollege. 

When  the  writer  first  saw  Rutgers 
as  an  onsophisticated  freshman  twelve 
y-^ars  ago  this  fall,  one  of  his  first 
moves  was  to  walk  up  George  Street 
to  the  Athletic  Field  along  the  river 
bank.  It  comes  back  to  him  now, 
rather  liaxily,  that  one  of  his  first 
cnpresMBia  Iras  of  an  impodng  row 
cf  houses  topping  a  ridge  to  his  left, 
tad  eowmuindiTig  a  magnificent  vieir 


aeniss  the  river  to  his  right,  extend- 
ing up  the  vaUey  and  fa  bQrond  over 
tiie  countryside.  They  suggested 
teroily  houses,  but  later  he  learned 
they  were  private  homes.  Nothing 
was  farther  from  his  thoughts  than 
that  one  day  the  finest  of  these  build- 
ings would  beeonie  the  home  of  the 
fraternity  tliat  later  he  was  to  join, 
and  that  he  would  have  a  hand  in  pro- 
curing it. 

Now  a  word  about  the  house  itself. 
While  <^  eoniae  it  Is  haidly  in  the 
olasB  of  a  brand-neir  house,  built  for 
fraternity  purposes^  it  was  found  to 
be  in  good  oon^tion,  and  readily 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  a  fraternity. 
With  certain  alteration  and  renova- 
tion  completed  this  summer,  it  makes 
a  substantial  and  attraetive  home  for 
the  ehapter,  and  withal  is  a  valuable 
piece  of  property.  But  while  the 
building  itself  compares  well  with  the 
other  fraternity  houses  at  Rutgei*s, 
the  site  perhaps  is  its  chief  asset.  The 
lot — a  corner  lot — has  a  frontage  of 
approximately  ninety  feet,  and  is

about  190  feet  deep.  The  house,  cov- 
ering an  area  of  about  fifty  by  fifty 
feet,  stands  back  from  the  sidewalk 
about  forty  feet,  and  is  approached 
up  a  double  terrace.  Trees  and  orna- 
mental plantings  add  much  to  the  at- 
tractiveness of  the  place. 

The  outlook  —  there  is  none  finer 
in  the  city  of  New  Brunswick.  Fac- 
ing north,  from  the  front  porch  the 
observer  has  an  unobstructed  view  of 
a  choice  bit  of  landscape.  *A  few 
yards  across  the  street  the  red-shale- 
ribbed  bluff  falls  to  the  canal  and  riv- 
er, a  .sheer  drop  of  fifty  feet.  Over 
the  bank  the  muddy  Raritan  winds  its 
way  sluggishly  eastward  to  Sandy 
Hook.  Down  the  river  stands  the 
giant  stone  bridge  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  with  its  constant  traffic  of 
passengers  and  freight  between  New 
York  and  Philadelphia,  far  enough 


away  so  that  the  noise  and  smoke  are 
not  troublesome  —  near  enough  to  be 
picturesque.  A  quarter  of  a  mile 
farther  down  and  almost  obscured 
around  the  bend  is  the  Albany  Street 
bridge,  a  link  in  the  Lincoln  High- 
way, joining  New  Brunswick  with  its 
suburb  on  the  north  bank  —  High- 
laud  Park,  and  carrying  a  constant 
stream  of  motors,  electric  cars  and 
pedestrians. 

The  pretty  little  borough  of  High- 
land Park  is  perched  upon  the  hills 
on  the  other  side,  and  its  neat  and 
substantial  homes  half  concealed 
among  the  trees  and  shrubbery  make 
an  attractive  picture.  Two  miles  be- 
yond lies  the  sleepy  little  village  of 
Stelton,  scarcely  visible  except  for  the 
white  spire  of  its  old  church.  Up  the 
river  to  the  left  the  panorama  changes. 
Here  the  north  bank  rises  only  a  few 
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feet  to  its  flood-plain,  a  level  and  ler- 
tile  madow.  Bejond  fhe  meadow 
viods  th«  80-ealled  River  Boad  lead< 
ingift  the  town  of  Bonnd  Brook.  The 
Botor  ean  and  the  troQeara  are  plain- 
Iv  visible  as  they  dart  in  and  ont  tnm 
behind  the  trees  that  line  the  road  in 
the  distance.  Prom  the  road  the  hills 
rU"  rapidly  into  rolling  farm  Innd, 
(lotted  with  fields,  orchards,  wood-lots 
and  farm  homes.    Faitlu  r  up  the  val- 

ii  (lozfii  or  so  miles  in  t\u-  distaii  'e 
[►ptars  the  low  rangte  of  the  Waleh- 
tmg  Monntaina. 

It  woold  be  diiBecdt  to  dedde  at 
vfaat  season  the  landscape  is  most 
bcsatifol,  whether  in  the  fall  when  the 
InDs  ire  idrly  blaaing  in  a  riot  of 
tdkm,  or  later  when  snow-dad  and 
tKe  river  hidden  beneath  a  sheet  of 
ice,  or  on  a  spring  morning  with  the 
fields  in  tlioir  fresh  grom  coat  and 
the  warm  moist  air  of  the  valley  fill- 
ing tht^  iiCKstriis.  At  any  season,  the 
^iew  oil  a  clear  nip^ht  with  a  good 
moon  is  tnily  enchanting. 

Bat  we  started  to  talk  about  the 
bMie.  It  will  be  described  as  it  is 
Mr,  not  as  we  f  onnd  it.  Passing  np 
the  slepa  of  the  terraoe,  we  are  eon- 
faoted  with  a  three  stoi^  frame 
Wilding,  fronted  by  a  poreh  its  whole 
i^^agth,  which  is  of  stone  arch  struc- 
with  stone  bases  for  the  columns. 
T}.p  entrance  is  near  the  center  of  the 
pDttk.  Passing  through  a  small  ves- 
^ihule,  we  enter  the  rpeepti<»n  hall. 
Facing  us  is  the  stairway ,  the  first 
ttu^  steps  nsing  to  a  small  platform. 
It  tibe  cad  of  whieh  ia  a  eoqr  seat  — 
a  altiaetive  nook  during  a  house- 
pity.  The  steps  continne  beyond 


the  platfona^  taming  to  the  left  and 
up  to  the  seeond  story.  We  notiee 
to  onr  right  through  a  wide  opening 
with  portiers  drawn  back,  the  entranee 

to  the  drawing  room.  This  room  oc- 
cupies the  wliole  west  end  of  the  first 
floor,  being  fifteen  by  twenty-four 
feet.  Spneionf?,  liprht  and  airy,  with 
an  ()])  n  fiteplace,  it  is  a  most  attrac- 
tive room. 

To  the  Iflt  ol'  the  reception  hall  is 
the  liviiifr  room,  somewhat  larger  than 
the  drawing  room,  with  an  attractive 
fireplace  at  the  extreme  end.  X)ireet- 
ly  to  the  right  we  enter  another  room 
that  was  the  dining  room  when  the 
house  served  as  a  private  home,  and 
will  be  the  dining  room  for  the  fra- 
ternity when  the  chapter  feels  ready 
for  the  enterprise.  The  kitchen  and 
pantiy  just  otf  the  dining  room  are 
ample  for  the  eliai)ter. 

On  the  second  floor  are  five  bed- 
rooms, eacli  of  which  will  accommo- 
date t,wu  or  three  persons.  The  rooms 
are  so  arranged  that  they  are  light 
and  airy,  there  is  ample  closet  spaee 
and  each  one  opens  directly  off  the 
hall.  Across  the  hall  ia  the  bathroom; 
It  is  equipped  with  three  basinsr  two 
showers,  closet,  tile  floor,  and  a  tile 
wainscoatino;  about  the  walls. 

On  the  third  floor  is  the  "Fresh- 
man Dorm,"  a  large  room,  somewhat 
irrejrnlar  from  the  frabled  roof,  con- 
structed by  tein-in<r  out  tli<>  old  jiai'ti- 
tions  between  two  looms  and  a  hall- 
way. By  using  double-decker  beds 
the  room  will  accommodate  ten  or 
twelve  men.  Adjoining  the  sleeping 
room  is  a  small  room,  not  suitable  for 
a  bed-room,  but  which  will  be  used 
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Few  of  Our  Chapter-Houses  have  a  Vista  of  such  iLvGNiFicENCE 


for  stora^,  and  may  easily  be  con- 
verted into  a  bath  and  shower  room 
if  the  need  arises.  On  the  other  side 
of  this  room  is  a  spacious  attic,  that  in 
a  pinch  could  be  made  into  a  bedroom, 
but  which  will  probably  be  in  more 
demand  as  a  locker  room  for  the  boys 
on  the  third  floor. 

Where  do  they  study  ?  On  another 
side  of  the  sleeping  room,  and  to  the 
front  of  the  house,  is  a  good-sized 
room  set  aside  exclusively  as  a  study 
for  the  third  floor  tenants. 

The  decorative  effect  of  the  first 
floor  is  of  the  mission  style.  During 
the  alterations  this  summer  a  parti- 
tion was  removed,  throwing  two  small 
rooms  and  part  of  the  hall  into  the 
living  room.  Also,  hardwood  floors 
were  laid  where  needed,  and  in  the 
drawing  room,  living  room  and  hall, 
beamed  ceilings,  with  a  wooden  facia 
around  the  upper  border  of  the  side- 
walls,  were  put  in,  completely  trans- 
forming the  interior  and  giving  the 
house  a  real  "fraternitj-  atmosphere." 

The  house  is  equipped  with  elec- 
tric lighting,  with  gas  in  the  kitchen, 
and  has' a  hot-air  heating  system. 


To  the  rear,  and  on  a  level  with 
the  back  yard,  is  a  large  storage  room 
and  work-shop,  that  has  been  used  as 
a  garage. 

The  hou.se  is  well  adapted  to  addi- 
tion, being  so  planned  that  an  exten- 
sion could  be  easily  added  in  case  it 
becomes  desirable  to  increase  its  ca- 
pacity. 

The  back  yard  is  large  enough  to  ac- 
commodate a  tennis  court  and  garage 
when  the  time  comes  to  build  them. 
If  necessary,  a  goodly  strip  of  land 
could  be  .spared  off  the  rear  of  the  lot 
to  serve  as  a  building  lot  facing  on 
the  side  street. 

The  acquisition  of  this  house  is  the 
culmination  of  a  decade's  effort.  Just 
ten  years  ago  this  fall,  the  old  Scarlet 
Club  of  Rutgers  College  cast  the  die 
and  adopted  the  motto,  "Phi  Gamma 
Delta  or  Nothing."  We  determined 
to  leave  no  feasible  thing  undone  that 
would  strength  our  chances  of  having 
our  petition  for  a  charter  granted. 
We  had  wise  advisors  to  steer  us,  so  it 
proved.  And  Nu  Beta  owes  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  Brothers  "Tony" 
Voislawsky,  F.  F.  Thompson,  J.  V. 
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Lewis,  C.  A.  Watson,  Jack  Lawrence, 
0.  H.  Cheney,  and  others,  who  were 
always  ready  with  an  encouraging 
word  and  practical  suggestions,  and 
from  whom  we  gathered  some  of  the 
spirit  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  We  were 
told  that  one  of  the  most  important 
things  we  could  do  was  to  establish 
a  building  fund,  and  a  system  where- 
by it  would  t)e  regularly  augmented. 
This  we  did  by  means  of  a  series  of 
110  notes,  maturing  annually  in  suc- 
ctaion  over  a  period  of  ten  years. 
Upon  graduation,  each  member  was 
tdced  to  sign  his  series  of  notes,  thus 
obligating  himself  to  the  amount  of 
^100.  We  began  with  our  first  class, 
tbe  Gass  of  1912,  who  were  the  char- 
tw  members  of  the  Scarlet  Club,  and 
have  continued  the  plan  in  principle 
erer  since.  In  all  but  very  exception- 
tl  eases,  practically  every  man  has 
•gned  the  notes.  Later,  in  order  not 
to  miss  the  men  who  may  drop  out 
before  graduation,  the  members  have 
been  &sked  to  sign  the  notes  at  the 
time  of  initiation,  the  first  note  fall- 
ing due  one  year  following  the  date 
set  for  graduation. 


Up  until  after  our  charter  was 
granted,  no  effort  was  made  to  pro- 
cure a  piece  of  property;  rather  we 
concentrated  upon  strengthening  the 
chapter  in  various  ways,  and  in  swell- 
ing the  building  fund.  I  find  in  the 
files  of  the  Nu  Beta  News  Bulletin 
that  at  the  time  of  our  installation, 
April  6,  1918,  or  a  little  later,  our 
building  fund  amounted  to  $1,371.35 
and  we  had  additional  pledges  in  the 
form  of  the  notes  amounting  to  $3,700. 
A  gift  at  that  time  which  prompted 
the  wholehearted  appreciation  of  the 
chapter  was  a  donation  of  $50  by  Mrs. 
A.  P.  Voislawsky,  whose  husband  had 
been  of  so  great  help  to  us,  whose 
middle  name  is  "Rutgers,"  and  whose 
nephew,  Bayard  Van  Rcnscllaer,  is 
now  a  Rutgers  Fiji,  a  member  of  the 
sophomore  class. 

Subsequently  and  up  to  a  year  ago, 
the  chapter  took  a  rather  passive  at- 
titude toward  the  house  question ; 
with  the  inflated  values  following  the 
war  it  was  not  considered  wise  either 
to  purchase  or  to  build.  With  prices 
again  approaching  normal,  however, 
and  with  the  growing  probability  that 
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we  would  soon  be  forced  to  vacate  the 
house  we  had  rented  for  the  past  ten 
years,  last  fall  it  was  a^eed  i\u-  [nm 
had  come  to  make  a  serious  effort  to 
have  a  place  of  our  owzl 

It  was  not  a  very  eneouraging  pros- 
pect that  we  faced.  The  cash  in  the 
bnilding  fund  emonnted  to  leas- than 
$8,000,  and  we  had  pledged  in  the 
form  of  notes  about  $5,000  more.  Of 
oonrse,  the  ideal  plan  was  to  purchase 
a  desirable  lot  and  build.  But  de- 
sirable lots  were  scarce,  and  when 
found,  came  mighty  high.  In  faet, 
only  one  lot  that  seemed  to  meet  <jur 
ncttdb  WU.S  in  the  market,  and  we  were 
by  no  means  unanimous  that  its  loca- 
tion was  suitable.  And  then,  aa8uin> 
ing  that  we  oonld  get  the  lot,  bniliiUng 
seemed  to  be  out  of  the  question  for 
ufl  at  this  time.  It  would  have  taken 
more  than  our  cash  resources  to  have 
acquired  the  lot,  and  there  seemed  to 
be  no  feasible  way  of  financing  the 
erection  of  the  kind  of  house  we  would 
want  to  build. 

Tht'u  we  found  several  prhale 
liouM-s  were  for  sale,  and  consideiid 
Uu'ir  purchase.  While  the  local  ions 
were  good,  the  houses  were  scarcely 
suitable,  and  they  did  not  look  like  a 
good  investment. 

We  were  getting  pretty  tired  of  the 
search  when  indirectly  we  learned  that 
Dr.  Bemarest,  President  of  Butgeri, 
was  willing  to  sell  his  hnusf  on  upper 
G'  T  -'  St  i  t,  which  he  had  pur- 
chawnl  !>eveial  yeai-s  before,  thinking 
to  makf^  it  his  home  some  day.  For  a 
tiiiu'  lie  had  b«  'Mi  rontini?  it  tf  a  Fiji, 
Dr.  f  II.  McDonald  oi  Alpha  t.'hap- 
ler,  whose  son  George  was  a  member 


of  Nn  Beta.  Negotiiitions  were  be- 
gun with  Dr.  Demarest.  whieli  after 
several  weeks  resulted  in  the  signing 
of  an  agreement  of  sale  on  April  15, 
1922,  just  one  dsy  short  of  four  years 
since  Nu  Beta  was  installed.  The 
purchase  price  was  $22,500.  In  view 
of  the  seale  of  property  values  in  New 
Brunswick,  this  was  considered  a  very 
reasonable  figure. 

The  negotiations  were  conducted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of 
lit  >tb»>rs  H.  L.  Van  Mater,  Addison 
Si'iieii.  .1.  G.  Lipmnn,  and  Hudson 
Rowiiian.  and  tlic  writiT  acting  in  the 
place  of  Brutljer  J.  V.  Lewis  who  was 
on  a  year's  leave  in  Mexico.  The  close 
cooperation  of  the  undergraduate 
body  could  always  be  counted  upon. 
I  should  add  right  here  that  the  atti- 
tude  of  the  active  chapter  was  adiiiir* 
able  throughout  the  campaign,  and 
was  an  incentive  to  the  alumni  to  bend 
their  best  efforts  to  the  proposition. 
Two  or  three  general  meetin<?s  of  the 
alumni  were  called  to  thrash  out  the 
question,  and  numerous  confe renews  of 
the  trustees  were  held.    The  trustees 
made  it  their  policy  to  take  no  luove 
without  the  authority  and  backing  of 
the  alumni  body.  The  advioe  of 
Brother  John  SicUes,  our  Section 
Chief;  of  Phil  I^yon,  of  WaUace  Can. 
ningham,  then  on  the  Butgers  faculty ; 
of  Brother  Hargrave  Long,  who  hap* 
pt  in  d  down  to  one  of  the  smokers,  and 
of  Brother  David  Fales,  Deau  of  Stu- 
dents at  Rutgers,  was  particularly 
helpful. 

Many  diitcrences  of  opiiiinn  w,>re 
revealed  at  these  meetings.,  but  tlip 
trustees  were  much  encouraged,  and

in  fact  felt  convinced  that  the  pur- 
chase of  this  property  was  the  right 
move,  when  finally  everj'one  seemed 
agreed  upon  this  place.    A  detailed 
plan  for  financing  the  deal  was  pre- 
sented to  the  alumni  at  the  meetings 
when  they  were  asked  for  their  deci- 
sion, so  that  they  might  vote  intelli- 
gently, knowing  just  how  much  sup- 
port would  be  expected  of  them. 

The  decision  reached  and  the  op- 
tion taken,  the  next  move  was  to  raisi 
the   funds.    Available    funds  that 
would  be  loaned  on  a  mortgage  had 
already  been  located.    An  effort  was 
made  to  collect  all  notes  overdue,  and 
a  good  proportion  of  these  were  gotten 
in  within  the  next  few  weeks.  Then 
aU  alumni    were   circularized  with 
complete  information  about  the  h(»use 
and  the  means  of  tinancing  its  pur- 


chase. This  was  just  about  two  weeica 
before  the  Norris  Dinner,  which  was 
scheduled  for  April  22.  It  was 
planned  to  make  this  a  big  "pep" 
meeting,  a  climax  of  our  drive,  and  to 
clinch  the  thing  financially  then  and 
there. 

The  Norris  Dinner  was  a  success. 
Although  the  attendance  was  a  little 
less  than  we  had  hoped  for,  a  goodly 
number  of  the  grads  were  on  hand, 
and  the  dinner  was  a  riot  of  enthus- 
iasm from  beginning  to  end.  Brother 
"Dutch"'  Martin  was  ju.st  the  man 
for  toastmaster.  He  deftly  handled 
the  speakers,  the  songs,  the  cheers  and 
the  rest  .so  that  they  all  seemed  to 
h'ud  logically  up  to  the  serious  busi- 
ness of  the  evening.  The  Editor  of 
this  magazine  was  there  and  gave  a 
good  peppy  Fiji  talk.    Then  when 
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the  time  came,  copies  of  the  financial 
plan  were  passed  ardimd,  a  t'hart 
showinfr  an  outline  of  the  scheme  was 
posted  wliere  eveiyone  cuuitl  .see,  sub- 
scription blanks  were  passed  from 
table  to  table,  and  each  one  supplied 
with  a  aeries  of  ten  blank  notes  of  $10 

When  the  smoke  cleared  away  it 
was  found  that  $1,100  in  esah  had 
been  sabseribed,  and  $2,700  pledged 
on  the  notes.  That  settled  it  The 
new  house  scheme  had  been  put  over. 

Title  to  the  property  passed  into 
our  hands  May  6.  1922.  "We  were 
fortunate  in  having  the  legal  services 
of  our  old  brother  of  the  Scarlet  Club, 
Klcmmer  Kalteisseii,  now  practicing 
law  in  New  Brunswick. 

With  the  two  mortgages  totaling 
$18,000,  we  were  able  to  raise  preetie- 
all  of  the  balajnee  of  $1,500  in  eash 
needed  to  oomplete  the  pnrefaase^  oil 
the  date  fixed.  Some  other  eontribn- 
tions  came  in  later,  but  on  account  of 
the  general  stringency  of  the  times,  it 
was  found  to  be  impracticable  to  raise 
the  $2,500  in  eash  that  we  estimated 
we  needed  for  the  necessary  altera- 
tions. An  application  for  a  $2,000 
loan  by  the  National  Fraternity  had 
been  denied  for  the  purchase  of  the 
property,  since  the  national  building 
fond  is  designed  for  use  only  in  case 
of  an  emergency.  On  farther  inves* 
tigation,  however,  the  committee 
found  that  tilie  situation  appeared  '^o 
warrant  the  loan  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  improvements-,  and  word 
was  received  about  tlie  fii-st  uf  Auprn^t 
that  the  Board  of  Archons  had  grant- 
ed it. 

A  general  meeting  of  the  alumni 


was  palled  at  the  new  house  the  eveu- 
ins.r  of  rlune  11,  the  night  before  Com- 
mencement. At  this  meeting  an  or- 
ganization of  the  alumni  was  perfect- 
'  ed,  to  be  known  as  the  Nu  Beta  Alum- 
ni Aflsociatiom  of  Phi  Gamma  Ddta. 
A  oonstitatian  was  adopted  and  offi- 
cers elected.  At  this  meeting  the 
question  of  alterations  was  considered, 
and  again  good  fortune  was  with  us. 
Brother  Leonard  Metz<]rer  is  a  Nu 
Beta  sophomore,  and  it  happens  that 
his  father  is  an  architect.  The  Metz- 
gers  live  in  Brooklj'n,  which  isn't  so 
far  away,  and  ^^Tr.  Metzger,  bein«r  a 
good  fellow,  had  been  a  frequent  vis- 
itor at  the  old  house.  Naturally,  he 
was  interested  in  our  new  venture, 
and  generously  he  offered  to  assist  us 
in  undertaking  the  alterations.  With- 
out hesitation  his  proposal  was  ac- 
oepted. 

Meanwhile,  the  chapter  had  moved 
into  the  new  quarters.  In  order  to 
swell  the  revenue  to  the  maximum, 

rooms  were  rented  for  the  summer  ses- 
sion which  ended  August  4.  Mr.  Metz- 
ger  at  once  began  work,  drawing 
plans,  preparing  specifications,  and 
getting  estimates.  The  bids  were 
ready  about  August  1,  and  the  trus- 
tees met  to  consider  them.  It  waa  de- 
cided to  let  contracts  for  carpenter 
woi^  plumbing  and  decorating  to  the 
extent  of  about  $2,600.  The  finance  . 
committee  the  trustees  at  once 
took  up  the  question  of  raising:  this 
ammint.  The  loan  of  $2,000  from 
tiie  national  office,  of  which  they  were 
advised  shortly  after,  simplified  their 
problem  greatly.  At  this  writing  it 
is  not  known  just  how  the  remaining 
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$600  will  he  raised,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  a  further  canvas  may  result  in 
cash  subscriptions  for  this  amount. 

The  nnder^raduates  have  should- 
trtd  their  full  share  of  the  burden  of 
the  project.  Not  only  are  they  ready 
t»  inenue  the  mm  rentdB  in  ordvt 
to  pt7  the  trustees  sufSeient  Tent  to 
eofer  all  eBnyiiig  eharget»  but  they 
nbtenbed  outright  $200  to  the  build- 
ing firnd,  and  in  addition  had  raised 
by  means  of  a  sinking  fnnd  estab- 
Ushed  thre^  yeais  ago,  the  5;iim  of 
$800  which  tliey  will  use  for  the  pur- 
chase of  furniture  for  the  new  house. 
Tills  fuud  was  raised  principally  by 
seitiug  aside  ^200  out  of  the  under- 
graduate treasury  each  year. 

This  is  the  story  of  Nu  Beta's  new 


home.  "While  it  is  by  no  means  the 
finest  of  the  homes  of  the  sister  chap- 
ters, it  means  a  great  deal  to  us  ff)ur- 
year-old  Kijis.  And  it  promises  to 
serve  as  a  home  of  which  wc  shall 
have  no  occasion  to  be  ashamed  for  a 
eonple  of  decades  henee  when  in  the 
normal  eonzse  of  events  we  should  be 
able  to  bnild  a  house  that  shall  be  in 
keeping  with  the  strength  and  pres- 
tige that  we  believe  the  chapter  will 
possess  by  that  time.  Meanwhile, 
aside  from  these  concrete  results  of 
our  eampaiorn,  there  has  been  another 
very  real  fjain  to  the  alumni  in  the 
form  of  an  awakening  of  spirit,  a  re- 
newed interest  and  a  unity  of  pur- 
pose borne  of  the  team  work  of  the 
past  year.

MARKING  another  step  in  the 
progreas  of  the  fraternity  is  the 
annonneement  that  the  1922  edition 
of  Songs  of  Phi  Chtmrna  DtiUa  will  be 
ready  for  delivety  late  this  month. 

Brother  Walter  C.  Stier  (Lafayette 
*84)  is  the  editor  of  the  edition.  He 
was  assisted  by  Field  Secretary  Philip 
E.  Lyon.  The  r»'>iilt  has  been  a  hap- 
py combiiiati(t)i  of  the  oM-nm*-  favor- 
ites with  luon'  modern  nuiuofi s. 

Brother  8tier.  it  will  lie  recalled, 
was  the  compiler  of  Ihe  fiiit  publislied 
songs  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  1886. 
He  has  had  wide  experienee  in  direet- 
ing  ehoroa  singing  and  through  his 
efforts  the  1922  edition  of  the  song- 
book  is  said  to  be  a  decided  improve- 
ment npon  and  more  praetieal  than 
its  predecessors. 

*'My  ezperienoe  with  glee  clubs  and 
choruses  convinces  me  that  scarcely 
ten  per  cent  of  an  avcraL^f  ^/rnup  of 
voices  can  um^  hiirli ;  c(iMsi'([iu'iitly  I 
have  rewritten  the  indihpen.sahlc  stni'zs 
appearing  on  the  first  pages  ui"  tlie 
book  so  that  none  goes  higher  than 
C  or  D/'  Editor  Stier  said  in  com- 
menting upon  the  new  edition. 

"On  the  first  pages  of  the  volume 
will  be  found  the  songs  that  have  been 
used  most  during  the  last  thirty-six 


years.  If,  along  with  the  use  of  the 
other  songs,  the  brothers  will  become 
especially  ftuniliar  with  those  at  the 
veiy  beginning,  enthusiastic  singing 
at  reunions  and  gatherings  will  result. 

"The  new  tunes  appear  slong  with 
the  old  ones.  There  is  an  'Invoca- 
tion' with  new  music,  and  *Oar  Fra- 
ternity'  and  'Delta's  Praise'  have  new 
tunes. 

**  While  the  son^s  sung  most  fre- 
(pieiitly  have  Ix  en  written  in  low,  easy 
keys,  there  are  to  be  found  a  number 
of  male  quartet  arrangements,  so 
marked  in  the  index,  for  those  who 
like  to  sing  higher.  Many  of  these 
have  the  tenor  high,  but  the  melody 
in  lower  1^,  so  that  all  can  join  in 
the  singing  or  th^  can  be  used  as 
male  quartets." 

The  1922  song-book  is  the  fourth 
editif)n  that  has  been  published  by  the 
fratrrnity.  The  first  edition  was  is- 
su<d  in  1866.  The  siz4»  <»f  the  hodk 
was  six  and  three-fourths  im-lit's  hy 
ten  and  oue-half  inches.  The  Uxtk 
was  bound  in  purple  cloth  and  con- 
tained forty-eight  pages.  The  title- 
page  contained  the  following:  ** Songs 
of  Phi  Oamma  Delta,  Compiled  by 
W.  C.  Stier,  Esston,  Pa.,  1886.*'  The 
chief  contributors  to  this  book  were 
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W.  C.  Stier,  Frank  Keck,  M.  H.  Rich- 
anls  W.  Y.  Morgan,  V.  S.  G.  McClure, 
W.  W.  Clay,  S.  S.  Merriman,  and  A. 
N.  Mattoon. 

The  interesting 
stor>-  of  how  the 
edition    of  1886 
came  about  was  re- 
called by  Brother 
ijtier  as  follows : 

"In  the  sumnuT 
of  1884  I  attended 
my  first  fraternity 
convention,  held  at 
Pittsburgh.  We 
were 'Deltas'  then, 
not    '  Fijis' ;  we 
bad  'conventions' 
then,     not     *  Ek- 
klesiai/    The  fra- 
ternity consisted 
of  twenty-eight 
Kmall  chapters  in 
halls,  not  houses. 

"That  fall  I  be- 
came a  member  of 
the  Grand  Chapter 
and     we  always 
held  our  monthly 
meetings  in  Broth- 
er Frank  Kecks 
oflSee  in  New  York. 
1  had  met  Brother 
Keck  —  not  yet 
Major  —  as  well  as  several  other  *G. 
C  brothers  at  my  first  convention 
and  felt  that  1  had  always  known 
them. 

"It  was  while  I  was  attending  my 
first  *G.  C  meeting  that  Brother 
Keek,  ever  on  the  alert,  pulled  out  i 
drawer  of  his  desk  and  bunded  me

from  the  archives  a  few  sheets  of  pa- 
per containing  several  song  poems. 
He  asked  me  to  prepare  a  Phi  Gamma 

Delta  song-book. 
During  the  follow- 
ing year  I  wrote 
hundreds  of  letters 
to  the  various 
chapters  and  broth- 
ers requesting  ma- 
terial for  the 
book." 

At  the  1886  con- 
vention in  Spring- 
field, Ohio,  Broth- 
er Stier  sprang  a 
distinct  surprise 
by  passing  around 
copies  of  the  first 
song  book,  no  one 
in  the  fraternity 
but  himself  hav- 
ing known  of  its 
existence. 

"Like  all  song- 
books  of  that  pe- 
riod, it  was  print- 
ed from  punched 
metal  plates  and 
not  like  the  hand- 
some electrotyped 
copies  of  today," 
continued  Brother 
Stier  in  his  story 
of  the  historic  incident.  "But  it  con- 
tained forty-eight  songs,  many  <jf 
which  became  popular  instantly.  The 
publication  of  the  book  stimulated  en- 
thusiastic singing  throughout  the  fra- 
ternity." 

The  second  edition  of  a  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  song  book  was  published  in  1803 
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by  the  late  Brother  T.  Alfred  Vemoo. 
Brother  Stier  was  again  the  compiler 
of  the  edition,  which  contained  110 
pncrfs,  sixty-eight  of  whieh  were  de^ 
voted  to  fraternity  songs^ 

In  1908  the  third  edition  was  pub- 
lished hy  the  Board  ()f  ArchiJiis.  The 
editors  were  Brotlier  Stier,  Broth-jr 
William  F.  Chamber] in  and  lirother 
Kichaid  S.  Childs.  Tlie  hook  con- 
tained 137  pages  of  mtuie  and  was 
dedicated  to  the  late  Brother  Matthias 
BiefaardB  (Mtgrdmrg  '60),  who  was 
the  author  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
ehoms. 

The  1922  edition  of  Songs  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  is  of  attractive  format. 
It  contains  111  pages  of  muisc  and  is 
bound  in  dc  luxe  cloth,  with  the  title 
embossed  in  ijold  \ipon  the  eover.

3L  The  BkUeaiai  will  consider  the 
twaniciidatioas  of  the  Colonization 
Committee  and  vote  thereon.  *  The 
£kklef>iai  will  hare  no  opportonity  of 
,       observing  the  personnel  under  consid- 
eration, but,  after  all,  that  is  a  weak 
j       enter icm  of  judgment.    Phi  Gamma 
Deltfci  is  interested,  not  in  the  two  or 
three  Itical  men  who  have  been  com- 
^  to  EkkLesiai,  but  in  the  fertility 
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of  the  field.  We  want  to  know  wheth- 
er or  not  the  college  in  question  will 
be  a  thriving  institution  in  a  hundred 
years.  We  know  the  local  represen- 
tative ivill  not  be.  And  that  is  the 
very  data  that  will  have  been  care- 
fully prepared  for  the  fraternity  by 
the  Colonisation  Conunittee  and  pre- 
sented for  opinion  at  Ekklesiai.  There 
are  no  steam-roller  possibilities  given 
to  the  committee.  It  will  merely  pre- 
pare the  data  for  the  fraternity's  ac- 
tion. 

The  advisability  of  decision  will  be 
determined  on  the  eonvention  floor. 
If  the  Ekklesia  aj^aees  that  the  Uni- 
versity of  Blank  is  a  desirable  place 
for  expansion,  it  will  so  vote  and  the 
first  step  will  have  been  accomplished. 

Ton  will  see  that  so  far  we  have  not 
departed  far  from  thei  present  system. 
Fiji  friends  of  certain  propositions 
have  spoken  and  will  speak  in  de- 
fense of. or  in  oppefsition  to  the  Com- 
mittee recommendations.  Bnt  by  the 
first  vote  under  the  Colonization  Plan 
we  will  no  more  than  dfcirie  wber(>  we 
will  go.

For 
instance  a  gronp  of  Fijis  are  now  col- 
onizing a  twenty-year-old  local  in  a 
Canadian  nniversity.  This  local,  old, 
prominent  and  on  par  with  the  best 
nationals,  has  been  so  recommended 
by  local  Fijis  and  national  officers  of 
otlier  prominent  fraternities  that  it  is 
beinfr  worked  up  for  pre'^entat ion  at 
Pittsburgh.    There  has  arisen  some 
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misunderstanding  as  to  mothod  of 
colonizatiou  due  to  tiie  empliiuik 
Brother  Charles  Henderson  placed  up- 
on Chi  Flu  aetivitlea  at  the  University 
of  Colorado.  In  his  admirable  article 
in  the  magazine  last  q>iins  Brother 
Henderson  pmrtrayed  one  phase  of  col- 
onization  wherein  local  and  national 
Chi  Pais  gathered  as  a  nucleus  tor  a 
'  local  group,  Chi  Psis  from  other  ac- 
tivf  chapters.  Many  Fijis  have  been 
It'ad  to  believe  that  this  is  the  only 
method.  Not  at  all  I  The  Coloniza- 
tion Committee  working  with  the  local 
colonization  committee  may  choose  to 
weed  slightly  an  established  local  and 
etdtivate  it  into  a  Fiji  flower.  If  a 
loeal  is  decided  upon,  it  will  be  weed- 
ed, trained  and  developed  most  seal- 
ously  nnder  the  oonstsnt  care  of  loeal 
Fijis,  the  Colonisatioii  Committee  and 
national  officers.  It  will  be  an  em- 
bryonic chapter  and,  instead  of  drift- 
ing alonf?  in  its  own  attempt  at  Fiji 
efficiency,  will  be  given  direct  Fiji  in- 
struction. It  will  1)6  j^iven  the  uni- 
form accouniin^'  sy.^rem.  It  will  learn 
how  to  rush  and  Fijis  will  see  that  it 
rushes  Fiji  material.  It  will  leaiu 
real  organisation  — which  is  Fiji  or- 
ganization.  It  will  get  expert  help  in 
its  boose  campaign.  In  short,  it  will 
be  a  probationer  under  constant  con- 
structive criticism. 

(b)  It  may  be  that  a  lew  local 
students  will  be  decided  upon  to  form 
a  nucleus. 

(e)  Or  Fijis  from  active  chapters 
may  find  it  convenient,  pleasant  and 
without  embarrassment  to  their  orij:- 
inai  groups,  to  band  together  and  be- 


come charter  members  of  the  new  ^ 
chapter.  ^ 

Any  or  all  of  these  possibilities  may  1 
be  ntilised  toward  the  birth  of  a  Fiji- 
controlled,  Fiji-sapenrised  local.  This  jl 
meana  that  after  one  year's  work  or  ]\ 
maybe  ten,  we  shall  have  a  candidate  f 
with  no  objectionable  alumni,  no  bad  ^ 
habits,  and  one  with  actual  Fiji  ma- 
chinery operating  under  the  direction  ^ 
of  Fiji  personnel. 

5.    Then  when  the  Permanent  Col-  • 
onization  Committee  and  the  local 
committee  believe  the  local  is  ready 
they  will  say  so  to  the  Ekklesia,  wiiicii  ^ 
now  enters  its  second  and  final  vote 
for  an  actual  charter  grant  Yon  will 
see  that  the  BkUesia  firat  decides 
whether  we  shall  go.  Then  it  practic- 
ally aatomatically  grants  Ac  charter 
whBn  the  first  decision  shows  concrete 
results  in  the  form  of  a  prepared  and 
Fiji-supervised  petitioner. 

It  is  iwt  unlike  our  chapter  pledj?- 
ins?  nnd  initiHtion.  Mainly  on  the 
riM'niinnrndcit  i<  .ri  of  one  alumnus  or 
chapter  mt  uibt  r,  a  nishee  is  pledged. 
He  nut  intimately  known  by  the  ma- 
jority of  chapter  members.  Through 
the  sapervision  of  the  f  rediman  train- 
ing committee  and  the  offloen  he 
leanis  the  job  of  being  a  Fiji  and  at 
the  end  of  the  probationaiy  period,  is 
voted  upon  hy  the  chapter  for  the 
second  time.  If  he  has  made  good  he 
becomes  a  member  of  the  fraternity. 
But  all  the  while,  the  Fijis  are  doing 
the  training.  The  freshman  class  is 
not  set  to  one  side  and  told,  "Now 
try  to  get  in  this  chapter.**

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chapters  as  we  do  our  individuals?

Thpro  are  many  details  to  be  worked 
out  before  the  next  Ekklesia.  There 
are  maay  q^nestKms  to  be  answered.

States  at  November  £lectioB 


Ql'lTE  a  formidable  array  of 
Fiji  candidates  will  go  before 
the  electors  of  the  various  states  at 
the  November  election,  a  sun  ev  made 
by  The  Phi  Gamma  Delta  indieates. 

Headiiij?  the  list  of  membei*s  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  whose  names 'will  be 
balluiod  upon  next  month  are  two 
candidates  for  governor.  They  are 
Biofher  William  T.  Morgan  (Kanaaa 
'85)  and  Brother  Ben  A.  OriiBflL 
(Colorado  College  '00). 

Brother  Morgan  was  foimerly  lieu* 
tenant-governor  of  Kansas.  He  won 
the  Republican  nomination  for  gov- 
ernor in  a  large  field  of  candidates 
last  Slimmer.  Billy's  candidacy  was 
svipported  by  Governor  Allen  of  Kan- 
sas and  one  of  the  planks  in  the  plat- 
form of  the  Fiji  candidate  was  the 
indorsement  of  the  Kansas  industrial 
court.  It  is  confidently  predicted  that 
Morgan  will  be  elected  in  November, 
inasmneh  as  Kansas  has  strong  ten^ 
dendes  toward  the  6.  0.  P.  Candi- 
date Morgan  has  always  been  intensely 
Interested  in  Phi  Qanima  Delta.  He 
was  one  of  the  prominent  men  at  the 
Kansas  Ci^  Ekklesia  and  he  is  tak- 
ing an  active  part  in  the  carapaicrn 
for  tlie  new  chapter-house  for  Pi 
Dentoron. 
Although  the  Colorado  primaries 


had  not  been  held  when  these  lines 
were  written,  politieal  writers  were 
practically  coneediug  the.  nomination 
of  Brother  Griffith,  whose  name  was 
plaeed  on  the  primary  ballot  by  the 
Republican  convention  in  Colorado. 
The  convention  vote  gave  a  2  to  1  ma- 
jority  for  Brother  Griffith  oyer  an> 
other  eandidate.  If  Brother  Qriffilla 
is  nominated — which  seems  aasared 
— his  eleetkm  as  goTemor  is  ezpectecl 
to  follow. 

Fate  was  not  so  kind  to  Brothei 
John  P.  Deering  (Amherst  '95),  wlxc 
was  a  candidate  for  the*  Republicar 
nomination  for  governor  of  Main^ 
Judge  Deering,  a  chapter-mate  o- 
Vice-President  Calvin  Coolidge,  w  i 
defeated  in  the  primary,  but  the  iai- 
that  he  stood  for  the  nomination  is  a.i 
honor  that  the  fraternity  eheriahea. 

A  surrey  of  the  oandi^tes  for  Con 
gross  rev^ds  the  names  of  a  numbe 
of  Fijis^  indnding  two  of  the  to\x 
brothers  who  are  now  ineombent  mexK 
bei-s  of  the  lower  house.

W.  Shreve  (Bueknell  '84,  Alleprheii 
'86)  was  nominated  as  a  candidal 
for  reelection  by  the  Kepnbliean  a,Ti 
Prohil)ition  parties  in  the  Tweiitr- 
ninth  District,  which  includes  Crti.^ 
ford    and    Erie    counties.  BrotH., 
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Shreve  has  been  a  rrif^rnber  of  the  Six- 
ty-liiird,  Sixty-f  oxirlii  and  Sixty-sev-

Delaware  and  .Otsego  Goonties.  In<- 
asmneh  as  this  Lafayette  Fiji  is  a 
fanner  and  inasmneh  as  the  atar  of 
the  agrieoltiwal  bloc  seems  to  be  in 
the  ascendancy,  his  nomination  add 
subsequent  reelection  seem  assured. 

It  might  be  mentionofl  here,  inci- 
dentally, that  the  terms  of  the  two 
Fijis  in  tiie  Senate  —  Brothers  Thom- 
as Sterling  (Illinois  Wesleyan  '75)  of 
South  Dakota  and  Edwin  F.  Ladd 
(Maine  '84)  of  North  Dakota^o  not 
expire  nntil  in  1925  and  1927,  re- 
speetively. 

Fonr  Fijis,  not  now  members  of 
Congress,  were  nominated  as  candi- 
dates for  the  lower  home  and  they 
divide  themselves  equally  with  refer- 
ence to  political  affiliations. 

Brother  John  J,  BrowTi  (Illinois 
Wesleyan  '78)  of  Vandaiia,  Illinois, 
is  the  Repnblican  candidate  for  eon- 
gressman-at-large  in  that  great  mid- 
dle-western state. 

In  the  Seventh  Ohio  District,  now 
represented  by  the  widely  known 
ffimeon  Fess,  the  Bepnbliean  candi- 
date for  representative  is  Brother 
Charles  Brand  (Ohio  Wesleyan  '94). 
Brother  Brand  has  been  promin^t  as 
a  member  of  the  Ohio  Senate. 

Another  Fiji  candidate  in  Ohio  is 
Brother  John  MiSwceney,  Jr.  (Woos- 
ter  '13),  who  aspins  to  the  lower 
house  of  Congress  as  the  Deraoeratic 
nominee  in  the  Sixteenth  Ohio  Dis- 
trict, composed  of  Holmes,  Stark,  Tus- 
carawas and  Wayne  Counties.  John 
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had  a  brilliant  career  in  tlie  service 
during  the  World  War  aud  has  more 
thaii  au  even  chance  of  election,  Fijis 
in  Ohio  believe. 

Only  tweuty-two  votes*  kept  Brother 
G.  C.  Miller  (Ohio  State  '83)  from 
irinnmg  the  Dentoeratic  nomination 
lor  Congress  in  the  Eleventh  Ohio 
Biatriot. 

The  name     a  Fiji  will  appear  on 

the  ballot  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Penn- 
^Ivania  District.  It  is  that  of  Broth- 
er William  M.  McNair  (Gettysburg 
'00),  who  is  the  Democratic  nominee 
for  Cong'ress  in  this  unusually  strong 
Republican  community. 

Out  in  Idaho  a  Fiji  is  for<j:iiig  to  the 
fore  in  politics.  He  is  Brother  H. 
Clarence  Baldridge  (Illinois  Weslc- 
yan  '9d)»  who  waa  nominated  by  the 
Idaho  Bepobliean  oouTention  aa  can- 
didate for  lieut«uaitf|07emor.  His 
nomination  was  unanimous.  Brother 
Baldridge  ""s  home  is  in  Parma,  Idaho, 
and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Spokane 
Graduate  Chapter. 

Ohio  Republicans  in  August  again 
nominated  Brother  Benson  W.  Hough 
(Ohio  Wesleyau  '99)  to  be  a  candi- 
date to  succeed  himself  as  judge  of 
the  supreme  court.  Judge  TTough 
led  a  iicld  of  six  caudidatc^i.  It  is 
freely  predicted  in  Ohio  that  Col<mel 
Hough,  who  was  the  commander  of 
the  famous  166th  Jatsaatry  Begiment 
of  the  Bainbow  DiTiaion,  will  be  a 
candidate  for  governor  of  Ohio  some* 
time  in  the  next  decade. 

Colorado  Republicans  think  so 
much  of  Brother  Carl  Milliken  (Stan- 
ford '16)  that  they  unanimously  nom- 


inated liim  as  candidate  for  reelection 
as  secretary  of  state.  Carl  is  the 
youngest  secretary  of  state  in  the 
country. 

lu  addition  to  the  men  named  in 
the  foregoing  paragraphs,  there  are 
donbtlees  many  other  Fiji  brothers 
who  are  candidates  for  Tarioos  offices 
in  state,  eonnty  and  city  and  whose 
names  ha^  not  reached  Thb  Phi 
Gamma  Dei-ta. 

Members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  will 
watch  with  interest  the  candidacies 
of  their  broth*n*s-  at  the  Novemboi 
election.  In  nnic  cases  out  of  ten 
partisan  afilliations  will  be  forgotter 
when  a  chance  to  place  an  "X"  op 
posite  the  name  of  a  Phi  Uaiu  present;

Taking  my  orderly  and 
two  mnners  I  started  oat  on  my  mia. 
siooL  On  arriving  near  the  front  line 
I  found  an  immense  shell  hole  on 
the  side  of  tlic  mad  which  was  being 
used  as  the  head<iuai*tera  of  the  two 
front  line  battalions. 

That  shell  hole  fuiitained  ever>'- 
thinj?  from  major  down  through 
* '  buck ' '  privates  to  wounded  and  dead 
GMmans.  I  was  instroeted  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  one  of  the  bat- 
tslions  to  send  a  message  to  my 
eompany  *eammander,  which  was  done. 
In  giving  me  my  directions  and  oiders 
the  (^Bcer  in  question  called  my  name, 
and  I  noticed  a  surprised  look  come 
over  the  face  of  a  '  lari^e  major"  sit- 
ting in  the  opposite  siile  of  the  shell 
hole.  Up  to  that  time  I  had  not  caught 
his  glance.  After  writing  my  message 
and  sending  it  back,  I  was  waiting  the 
advance  of  my  company-,  when  the 
"large  major"  adnd,  "Did  yon  say 
yonr  name  was  Dnnfoidt"  I  was 
about  to  reply  that  such  was  tiie  esse 
when  I  realized  that  T  was  talking  to 
none  other  than  Cal  Chambers,  whom 
it  had  been  my  pleasure  to  meet  when 
he  was  Field  Secretary  and  I  was  an 
under«2:raduat<^  at  Richmond.  Cal 
was  commanding  a  machine  gun  bat- 
talion of  the  37th  Division,  on  the  left 
of  my  Division. 

Well  to  make  a  long  story  short,  we 
sat  in  that  shell  hole,  amidrt  the  burst 
of  shells  and  the  whine  of  machine  gun 
bullets,  and  renewed  our  Fiji  ac- 
quaintance. Tt  was  an  incident  and 
an  experience  long  to  be  remembered.

Then  he  began  to  practice  law.  And 
he  lawed.  He  elnn?  to  Snuk  county 
to  get  a  Rood  start.  He  hung  up  his 
shingle  in  Baraboo,  the  county  seat. 
Did  you  ever  hear  of  the  "Boot'* 
Great  burg,  tlio  "Boo."  That  s  where 
the  Einglings  Circus  came  tiQOL  In 
that  town,  there  were  giraffes  and 
Evans  an'  everjrthing. 

And  with  all  that  Tan  was  a  Dem- 
oerat  The  DemocratB  tried  rq;»eat- 
edly  to  push  him  as  thdr  party  nom- 
inee for  everything  from  attorney 
general  to  the  state  supreme  court  and 
governor.  But  he  stuck  to  his  shingle 
in  the  Boo  until,  in  the  winter  of 
191  (i,  tlie  Democratic  United  States 
Senator  from  Wisconsin  got  into  a 
deadlock  with  President  Wilson  on 
the  appointment  of  a  judge  to  the 
United  States  Girenit  Court  of  Ap- 
peals at  ChieagOb  Preaident  'WHaw 
did  not  approve  of  the  candidate 
named  hj  the  late  Senator  Knnting.

He 
Ims  in  a  sflaall  town  yet  more  appeal 
eases  are  turned  over  to  him  than  any 
attorney  in  the  state.    His  practice  is 
almost  wholly  before  the  supreme 
eftun  of  the  United  States.    And  I 
learned  only  the  other  day,"  contin- 
ued Tlu'  viiitor,  "that  ninety-sevcu  per 
ct-iit  of  his  taaoa  have  beeu  confirmed. 
That*!  a  reeord  which  no  other  law- 
yer I  know  of  cnjoyB." 

Tlie  name  of  Evan  Jl  Evans  was 
taken  haek  to  Washington.

Executive  on  Staff  of  New  York  World

BILL  JOHNSTON  —  William 
Johnston,  A.B.,  LL.D.  (Pitts- 
burgh '91),  if  you  must  — is  a  most 
unassuming  person.  To  mere  report- 
ers who  wander  into  his  little  deu  on 
the  eleventh  floor  of  Hie  Pulitaa 
Building  on  Newspaper  Bow,  he  tsatiaa 
to  be  the  ever-genial  direotor  ol  the 
Ifwf  York  Wodd*8  "MetropoUtan 
Seetion,"  ahrajs  ready  to  swap  a 
smile  and  a  honorarinm  for  a  pungent 
paragraph. 

To  readers  of  the  American  Maga- 
zine, Bill  is  the  largre  corporative  per- 
son who  recently  took  up  thrw  pages 
to  brag:  about  his  300  pounds  aiid  as- 
serted with  considerable  vehemence 
that  lic'd  rather  be  fat  any  day  in  the 
week  than  thin  and  hook-nosed.  Soon 
he  will  alio  be  familiar  to  readers  of 
fhe  Ameriean  aa  the  man  who  found 
eonntleas  advantages  in  being  lame. 

To  his  friends — and  I'd  snspect 
anj  estimate  of  their  nnmber  that 
didn't  take  into  aeeoimt  Europe's 
population  as  well  as  this  country 's  — 
Bill  seems  to  be  one  of  those  rare  han- 
py.go-lucky  geniuses  who  is  ewr 
ready  to  sit  down  ia  a  comfortal)le 
corner  aiul  ehin  —  on  anything  from 
anthropomorphic  theism  to  stud  pok- 


er. To  say  nothing  of  epicoieanin 
and  whist. 

**Fat,"  says  Brother  Bill,  "isn't 
matter  of  food  and  exercise  at  all.  It 
a  matter  of  philosophy.  Fat  peop 
are  merely  those  who  have  learned  i 
get  the  most  out  of  life,  who  have  di 
coTered  the  things  that  ;rea]]y  a: 
worth  while.  If  I  should  try  to  so 
up  a  fat  man's  philosophy  of  life* 
my  own  philosophy  —  I  suspect 
would  be  just  a  few  aphorisms  li!

,  From  all  this  one  might  ima^ 
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William  Johnston  at  his  desk  WRrriNQ  his  eighth  novel 


that  Bill  Johnston  is  one  of  those 
substantial  citizens  —  "nice,  comfort- 
able, pot-bellied  persons,  fairly  well 
oflf,"  he  calls  them  —  who  don't  both- 
er to  do  much  of  anything  but  stay 
iat  Forget  it. 

Johnston  is  one  of  the  three  men 
•elected  by  the  late  Joseph  Pulitzer 
for  training  to  fill  any  position  on  The 
World.  No  praise,  however  fulsome, 
can  outweigh  that  simple  statement. 

At  present  Johnston  is  a  general 
utility  executive  on  The  World,  in 
charge  of  the  metropolitan  and  roto- 
gTa\Tire  sections.  In  recent  years  he 
has  specialized  on  circulation  build- 
ing by  editorial  methods,  a  method 
too  generally  neglected  in  journalism 
today.  So  successful  has  Johnston's 


work  been  in  this  field  that  he  has 
twice  been  offered  the  management  of 
the  Eckstein  group  of  magazines  in 
Chicago  —  and  has  twice  declined. 
Shortly  before  the  death  of  the  late 
James  (Jordon  Bennett,  he  was  even 
offered  the  management  of  the  Sun- 
day edition  of  the  New  York  Herald 
at  a  salary  of  $25,000  a  year  —  and 
declined. 

So  it  is  evident  that  Bill  Johnston 
even  carried  his  pro-fat  and  anti- 
mountain-climbing  theories  into  his 
journalistic  work. 

"Being  fat  keeps  you  from  doing  a 
lot  of  silly  things,"  says  Johnston  ]n 
the  American.  "Once  I  recall  —  it 
was  way  up  inside  the  Arctic  Circle 
—  most  of  the  people  in  the  party  had 
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been  bopuiled  hy  the  guides  into 
cli]nbiu<?  that  bit  of  rook  they  call  the 
North  Cape,  on  the  promise  of  a  won- 
derful view  of  the  midnight  sun  from 
the  summit.  While  they  perspiriiig- 
ly  climbed  the  steep  path  I  sat  in 
eomf ozt  cm  tiie  deek  of  flw  yadit,  fldi* 
ing,  bringing  up  from  the  Axotie 
depths  all  aorts  of  vKnnge  and  won- 
derfol-Iookiiig  fish  I  sever  had  ae^ 
before.  Prosently,  one  by  one,  my 
fellow  travelers  came  straggling  back, 
breathless,  tired,  disappointed.  By  the 
time  they  had  reached  the  top  a  fog 
had  arisen,  and  there  was  nothing  to

enviously  inspected  my  catch. 

'*0f  courw  I  was  the  most  sendblel

Instead  of  elimfaing  the  Bekatein 
and  Bennett  peaks  that  looked  so  al- 
luring Johnston  went  fishing  in  his 
mind  and  pulled  up  a  lot  of  strange 
and  wonderful  ideas  for  Th^  World. 
He  started  Thr  World's  syndicate,  the 
gravure  .section,  the  school  field  days 
in  which  80,000  of  New  York's  kids 
who  have  no  place  to  play  participate, 
The  World'^  aviation  contests,  lie 
has  been  sponsor  for  most  of  the  plans 
nsed  in  boilding  up  the  circnlation  of 
the  Sunday  World  to  its  present 
600,00aodd. 

Johnston  knows  just  about  all  there 
is  to  know  about  all  phases  of  news- 
paper publishing,  with  the  possible 
e.xception  of  paper  manufacture.  All 
this  has  been  gained  thrnnph  difTercnt 
kinds  of  journalistic  work  since  his 


prraduation  from  the  Universily  of 
Pittsburgh. 

His  parents  had  an  idea  that  Bill 
would  make  a  good  clergyman,  or  at 
least  a  distinguished  lawyer,  but  one 
day  BUI  found  some  old  magazines  in 
the  attio  containing  Juks  Verne's 
Mffthrioui  Idand  and  then  and  there 
made  up  his  mind  to  be  a  newqiaper 
reporter  and  go  sksr-ssiling. 

After  trying  to  Study  law  and  teach 
Latin,  Johnston  went  back  to  his  home 
town  of  Wilkinsburg,  near  Pittsburgh^ 
and  started  a  count rv'  ne^^'spaper,  The 
Independent.  For  a  year  he  ran  it 
and  for  another  year  it  ran  him  and 
he  finally  got  out  from  under  just  iu 
time  to  save  enougli  to  pay  the  sheet's 
debts.  Then  the  old  home  town  an- 
vils began  clanking  and  it  is  was  feee- 
ly  predicted  that  Bill  Johnston  woald 
never  amount  to  mucb — "a  minis- 
ter's son  never  does." 

Somehow  folks  back  in  WiUdndiQr^ 
thotight  their  prediction  had  come  iu 
1918  when  Johnston  was  g(Mng  over 
old  times  with  f5omc  of  his  cronies  in 
the  town's  spcak-easy  —  and  the  vil- 
lage constable  came  in  and  pinched 
the  party.  But  the  verj'  next  year 
Johnston  was  summoned  back  to  Pitts- 
burgh to  receive  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  laterature  from  bis  Al- 
ma Mater  1 

From  the  WUkMmrg  Independent  ^ 
Bill  Johnston  went  to  New  York  and 
jrot  a  job  on  the  New  York  Journal, 
leaving  when  Hearst  bought  the  sheet 
and  reorganized  it.  Then  Johnston 
went  over  to  the  Herald,  where  he 
was  a  reporter  and  then  an  editor. 
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handling  Etpanish-Ameriean  war  dis- 
patches and  writing  a  book  about 
them.  From  the  Herald  Johnston 
went  to  the  Press,  now  absorbed  in  the 
MunspT  papers^  and  there  held  vari- 
ous positions, 

Tn  Vm  Johnston  joined  The  World 
and  has  at  various  times  been  in 
charge  of  every  editorial  department 
o(  the  morning,  evening,  and  Sunday 
Wtrid.  During  tbe  twenty-two  yean 
\m  been  on  Th$  Wortd  he  did 
naay  fhtnge,  but  1^  no  meeiui  the 
leaikef  Hiem  was  the  obtaining  of  182 
short  stories  from  O.  Henry  at  a  time 
vhen  O.  Henrr  was  hardly  known 
€xe<^pt  to  Bill  Johnston. 

Johnston's  close  friendship  with  0. 
H<»nrT  is  typical  of  his  sijeial  side. 
He  has  a  host  of  friends  not  alone  in 
newspaper  work  but  in  aii  walks  of 
life.  His  personal  acqnaintanee  with 
poUie  men  is  eztenaive.  He  knowe 
■oit  of  the  present-day  writeis  and 
aitiets* 

Johnston  is  widely  Ibiown  as  an  ex- 
Vith  John  H.  Finley,  prom- 
inent educator,  he  started  New  York's 
"Safe and  Sane"  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
brations and  for  three  years  ran  t]■>Jm^. 
He  has  been  on  many  rivic  eomiiiittees, 
tmsrtee  of  New  York's  tercentenary, 
publicity  adviser  of  the  National  Red 
Croes  daring  the  war,  and  has  held 
■any  other  MBd-oAleisl  poBitions,  He 
has  tmfded  over  Enrope  and  Amer* 

Johnston  is  the  anthor  ol  nine 
books:  The  Yellow  Letter,  TJw  Lost 
Alumaaf,  In  the  Night,  The  Home  of 
^^ftpm.  The  Apartment  Next  Door, 
Ike  War  of  1998,  The  My^ery  of  ihe 


mtmwre.  The  Tragedy  ai  ihe  Beaeh 

Club,  and  Limpy.  At  a  recent  na- 
tional booksellers'  convention  it  was 
stated  that  "Booksellers  are  agreed 
that  William  Johnston  is  the  coming 
American  writer  of  raj'stery  stories." 

But  Liwpy  IS  liis  greatest  book.  It 
is  the  story  of  a  crippled  boy  and  of 
it  Irviu  S.  Cobb  said,  and  truly, 
"Somebody  might  have  written  a  tru- 
er, sweeter,  more  appealing  stofry  of 
a  boy  than  LImipy,  but  nobody  ever 
has."

Jack  Crawford  was  Ijoi'ii  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  in  1878,  or,  as  lie  says, 
"When  Victorianism  was  a  virtue." 
He  prepared  for  college  in  private 
schools  in  England  and  was  graduated 
from  Prinoeton  University  in  1901 
with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts. 
In  1903  he  received  the  master's  de- 
gree. For  several  years  following  he 
lived  abroad  and  traveled  widely  in 
Europe.  Tn  1909  lie  went  to  Yale  as 
instructor  in  En^^lisli  in  the  Sheffield 
Scientific  School.  Duriug  the  war  lie 
served  as  a  civilian  instructor  in  field 
artillery  in  the  Yale  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Camp.  He  now  holds  the 
title  of  assistant  professor  of  English 
in  Tale  University. 

In  1911  Brother  Crawford's  iiist 
book  was  published  by  the  Tale  Uni- 


versity  Ficss.  It  was  Lovely  Peggy. 
This  was  followed  in  1913  by  Bohin 
of  Shmoood,  and  in  1916  hy  Com^ 
munity  Drwm  and  Pagwntry,  Pro- 
fessor Crawford  also  edited  Handet 
and  Aa.

In  the 

resulting  double  point  of  view  there 
is  an  amusing  internationalism.  And 
the  handling  of  it  is  balanced,  delight- 
ful, neither  anglomaniac  nor  anglo- 
phobic ;  the  observations  are  not  the 
subtleties  of  Henrj'  James,  and  they 
are  not  the  farcical  exaggerations  of 
the  stage.    Many  of  the  national  and 
local  peculiarities  have,  of  course,  been 
observed  before  by  novelists  and  by 
literary  children  taking  notes.  But 
Mr.  Crawford  through  his  hero  sees 
things  with  new  eyes  as  if  nobody 
had  taken  a  look  before.    He  has  clev- 
<:rly  blended  the  sophi.stication  of  the 
story  teller  with  the  naivete  of  the 
boy.   If  that   seems  an  impossible 
blend,  remember  that  the  author-hero 
of  this  book  is  a  chemist  as  well  as  a 
writer.

Here  and  there  a  "eourt- 
iug-pole*'  stuek  up  oat  of  a  village,  a 
peeled,  spmee  pole  tufted  with  its 
topmost  branches  and  planted  hy  an 
adoring  snitor  in  the  front  yard  of  hia 
heart's  desire.

look.  You  really  have  to  hunt  for  the 
commonplace,  the  dilapidation,  the 
squalor  which  conspicuously  mark 
many  of  our  own  and  other  European 
cities.  And  its  men  and  women! 
Why!  they  more  nearly  resemble 
Americans  in  looks,  dress  and  man- 
ners than  any  other  nation  in  Europe, 
not  even  excepting  the  British. 
There's  a  bustle  and  keenness  about 
the  business  men  which  makes  an 
American  immediately  at  home  and 
many,  many  of  them  speak  English. 
Of  course  they  all  speak  German,  most 
of  them  Russian  and  French  fluently 


and  the  man  of  any  business  or  cu 
ture  is  rare  who  does  not  commaiK 
including  the  above  tongues,  at  lea 
one  more.  And  in  the  whole  7 
000,000  of  people  in  Bohemia  there 
an  illiteracy  of  less  than  two  and  on 
half  per  cent.

B BOTHER  Christy  Mathewson, 
greatest  baseball  pitcher  of  all 
time,  roae  qniddy  and  eagerly  from 
his  chair.  "Hello  Vic,"  was  hia  greet- 
ing, **I'm  mighty  glad  to  see  jrou. 
Only  the  other  day  I  was  telling  a 
Wilkes-Barre  phntogrrapher  that  ynn 
were  the  only  person  wliom  I  know 
real  well  there,  and  that  I  eongider 
you  one  of  my  closest  friends." 

As  we  talked  on  the  lawu  of  the 
Miathewson  borne,  overlooking  Key- 
stone Academy,  at  Faetoryville,  our 
minds  went  back  to  that  September 
day,  in  1SS7  —  twenty-five  years  ago 
—  when  we  first  met  as  students  there. 
Christy,  a  senior,  had  been  elected 
captain  of  the  baseball  team.  The 
spring  before  he  had  phgred  seoond 
base. 

Before  the  '98  season  of  Keystone 
Academy  opened  I  had  been  citrtod 
manager.  During  the  .sunmicr  of  'U7 
Christy  had  pitched  several  games  for 
Mill  atj.  He  got  $2.50  a  game  and 
made  his  way  to  and  from  Faetory- 
ville the  best  way  that  he  eonld. 

Then  we  reviewed  how  Christy,  step 
by  step,  advanced  in  baseball.  It  was 
as  the  final  game  of  the  '98  season  that 
a  contest  was  arranged  between  Key- 
stone Academy  and  the  Pittson  Beds, 


at  the  old  "West  Pittson  fair  ground. 
Christy  pitched  remarkable  ball — it 
was  his  Isst  game  for  Old  Keystone. 
He  allowed  only  three  hits  and  stmck 
out  seventeen.  Bnt  we  were  ont- 
elassed. 

At  that,  we  really  won  the  game, 
threo  to  two.  But  the  umpire,  who 
did  not  see  the  play,  declared  Christy 
out  for  enttiMf;  second  base  on  a  hit, 
and  this  cost  us  two  runs  and  the 
game.  I  am  positive  that  the  umpire 
was  not  looking  as  I  purposely  watch- 
ed him. 

Two  Saturdays  after,  it  happened, 
Pittson  Beds  were  schednled  to  play 

the  Y,  M.  C.  A.  team  at  Scrantou. 
Before  he  left  the  fair  ground  the 
young  schoolboy  pitcher  had  agreed 
to  go  in  the  box  against  the  Scranton 
Y.  M.  0.  A.  With  Pittson  Reds  be- 
hind hiiu  he  won,  seven  to  three,  hav- 
ing fourteen  strike-on ts. 

In  turn  Scranton  Y.  21.  A,  en- 
gaged the  boy  wonder,  and  be  pitched 
for  that  team  several  times  during 
the  sommer  of  '98.  Before  fall  the 
Honesdale  team,  of  a  league  compris- 
ing Port  Jervis,  N.  Y.,  and  several 
other  dubs,  dgned  him.

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not  have  to  solve,  and  one  of  these  is 
the  fraternity  qncstion ;  for  though 
the  college  iiaU  ruity  was  in  existence 
thirty  years  ago,  it  did  not,  to  any- 
thing like  the  extent  it  does  today, 
dominate  eoUege  life  and  oontrol  the 
direet  nndeigradiiate  aetivitieB.  Its 
iaflnenoe  was  then  eonfhied  pnA!ty 
Urgify  to  a  limited  nmnber  of  anall 
colleges  in  a  restricted  territory;  its 
membership  was  not  large,  and  its 
members  not  closely  asBociated  or  or- 
ganized. 

Fathers  write  me  during:  the  sum- 
mertime concerning  the  advisability 
of  their  sons'  joining  this  or  that  or- 
ganization; anxious  mothers  tell  me 
their  troables  as  they  worry  over 
whether  their  boys  can  be  got  in  or 
be  kept  out;  and  the  boys  themselves 
some  in  to  get  advice.  I  tell  them  that 
joining  a  fraternity  is  a  good  deal  like 
getting  married  —  it  is  an  ea^  thing 
on  which  to  generalize  but  a  delieate 
matter  upon  which  to  give  concrete 
advice  in  specific  instance.'?.  Tt  is  like 
getting  married  in  still  another  way. 
When  a  man  first  contemplates  mar- 
riage, he  imagines  tliat  the  ceremony 
will  link  him  only  to  the  girl  in  ques- 
.tion,  but  he  has  not  been  in  the  mar- 
ital state  long  before  he  realizes  that 
he  has  married  her  whole  family.  So 
a  boy  who  jom  a  fraternity  not  only 
becomes  am  of  the  small  group  of 
men  upon  the  campus  of  his  Alwi«  Jifg. 
ter,  but  he  at  the  same  time  assumes  a 
less  clo.se,  but  nevertheless  a  binding, 
obligation  to  the  members  of  the  other 
eliapt.rs  of  the  fraternity  wherever 
they  may  be  found. 

When  a  boy  asks  about  fraternities 


•in  general  one  has  very  iilile  trouble 
in  saying  something  definite,  but  when 
he  a.sks  "WTiat  do  you  tiiaik  of  the 
Phi  Qamsf"  or  "Would  you  advise 
me  to  join  the  Alpha  Tan'st"  one  has 
to  qieak  discreetly  snd  dioose  his 
words  carefully,  knowing  that  wfaatev* 
er  he  says  will  sooner  <Hr  later  be  re- 
peated.   It  is  quite  safe  to  say  that 
no  institution  or  organisation  directed 
by  human  beings  or  composed  of  hu- 
man beings  is  perfect,  especially  if  the 
men  comprising  the  membership  are 
young  and  inexperienced;  but  it  is  a 
delicate  matter  to  point  out  these  im- 
perfections.   It  is  easy  to  pick  tiuw.'s 
even  in  the  Republican  party  or  the 
Christian  church  but  a  thing  may  be 
good  in  spite  of  its  faults  or  weak- 
nesses. 

It  is  not  easy  to  give  a  boy  specific 
advice  conoeming  any  definite  i»gan- 
isati<m  about  which  he  may  aak* 
though  one  may  say  something  even 
on  these  matters,  but  there  are  a  fgood 
many  things  in  general  which  can  be 
said  about  college  Gredc  letter  fra- 
ternities as  they  exist  today  that  misbl 
be  helpful  to  every  young  fdlow  vrhc 
is  going  to  college. 

In  speaking  of  the  college  fratem 
ity  I  do  not  wish  to  have  it  conf  usee 
with  the  fraternity  in  the  high  schciol 
Excepting,  perhaps,  in  academies  aiu 
boarding  schools  where  the  boys  ai> 
away  from  home  and  need  the  train 
ing  and  the  associations  which  cam 
from  an  t)rganizcd  home  life  and  th 
responsibilities  which  arise  frox 
bringing  these  things  about,  the  hig 
school  fraternity  has  been  pretty  gei. 
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erally  a  detriment  both  to  the  char- 
acter and  to  the  scholarship  of  its 
members.  It  has  often  taken  them 
away  from  the  restraints  of  home 
when  these  were 
most  needed.  It 
has  developed  snob- 
bishness, extrava- 
gance, and  social 
excesseswhich  have 
been  hurtful  to  the 
general  morale  of 
the  schools.  It  has 
had  many  of  the 
evils  of  the  college 
fraternity  without 
any  of  its  advant- 
ages. I  have  seen 
a  good  deal  of  the 
high  school  fra- 
ternity and  the 
product  which  it 
turns  out,  and  1 
am  free  to  say  that 
if  I  had  a  son  I 

should  not  want  him  to  join  such  an 
organization. 

The  college  fraternity  first  came  in- 
to existence  almost  one  hundred  years 
ago  when  college  attendance  and  the 
conditions  surrounding  college  life 
were  very  different  from  what  they 
now  are.  In  those  days  colleges  were 
small,  and  the  undergraduates  were 
housed  in  college  dormitories  or  scat- 
tered about  the  town  and  fed  at 
boarding  houses.  There  was  perhaps 
no  thought  in  the  minds  of  the  men 
who  founded  the  first  Greek  letter 
fraternities  of  developing  a  home  and 
home  life  for  their  members.  The 
main  purpose  was  to  strengthen  char- 


acter, to  develop  good  scholarship, 
and  to  emphasize  and  encourage  cer- 
tain qualities  of  friendship.  Often 
there  was  a  literary  purpose.  The 

men  who  founded

the  first  fraterni- 
ties were  mostly 
very  religious  men 
who  believed  sin- 
cerely in  the  prin- 
ciples of  life  and 
conduct  as  ex- 
pounded by  the 
founder  of  the 
Christian  church. 

Fraternity  rit- 
uals today  still  em- 
phasize these  prin- 
ciples and  hold  up 
to  fraternity  mem- 
bers the  highest 
standards  of  daily 
life.  The  teachings 
of  fraternities  are 
distinctly  religious 
in  their  influence,  aftd  the  secret 
work  to  which  some  of  the  enemies  of 
fraternities  object  has  nothing  sinister 
or  vicious  in  it  but  is  really  of  the 
most  harmless  and  innocent  character. 
Excepting  that  it  exercises  a  fascinat- 
ing influence  over  the  young  and  un- 
developed man,  it  might  just  as  well 
be  omitted. 

It  was  not  until  within  verj'  recent 
years,  when  the  attendance  upon  col- 
leges began  to  increase  and  the  condi- 
tions of  undergraduate  living  begnn 
to  change  materially,  that  fraternities 
began  to  expand  and  to  emphasize  as 
they  had  never  done  before  the  func- 
tion of  the  fraternity  in  developing 
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for  the  undergraduate  iu  college  a 
normal  and  a  healthy  home  life.  The 
idea  of  "ezpanaion" — of  increasing 
the  nmitber  of  ito  ehapteis  and  tliere- 
toT%  of  making  membership  posnhle 
for  a  krger  xnimber  of  people — baa 
within  recent  years  hecsk  quite  gener> 
ally  adopted  by  more  than  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  recognized  Greek  letter 
fraternities  of  the  coimtrr.  Not  a 
half  dozen  now  oppos*'  this  poliey,  and 
these  are  neither  pi  onunent  nor  influ- 
ential in  fraternity  affairs. 

In  fact,  fraternities  are  not  only 
increasing  their  own  membership  but 
th^  are  doing  everything  tbey  ean  ttf 
eneonnge  the  organisation  of  new  fra- 
teraitiea,  bo  that  OTeiy  man  ivho  wants 
to  join  may  have  a  ehanee  to  do  so. 
Colleges,  also,  whose  doors  have  hith- 
erto been  doaed  to  the  admission  of 
fraternities  are  relaxing  their  regula- 
tions and  are  giving:  permission  to  fra- 
ternities to  come  in  — and  all  this  be- 
cause tlio&e  wlio  know  most  about  fra- 
ternities think  their  influence  a  good 
one. 

There  are  good  reasons  for  this 
change  of  Tiew^point  The  men  who 
have  opposed  j&atemities  have  been, 
without  eseeption  so  far  as  I  know, 
men  who  have  had  no  first  hand 
knowledge  of  them  from  the  inside. 
They  are  men  who  have  judged  from 
an  external  point  of  view  only  and 
who  have  been  influenced  liy  rumor 
and  gossip  and  exafrrrerated  newspaper 
reports  of  the  pranks  of  college  un- 
derp-rfiduates.  They  have  not  known 
for  wliat  the  fraternity  actually  stood, 
and  what  it  was  doing  for  the  men 
in  it.  As  the  number  of  fraternity 


men  has  increa^d,  an  understanding 
of  the  real  advantages  and  purposes 
of  the  fraternity  has  .been  disseminat- 
ed and  opposition  has  deeroaaed. 

At  the  present  time  national  Greek 
letter  fratenities,  of  which  there  are 
perhaps  fifty,  are  the  organized  force 
in  college  activities.  They  take  the 
place  that  was  once  ooenpicd  by  the 
colleflre  literary  society  whi.  li  taught 
men  to  speak,  which  interested  them 
in  the  pMities  of  college,  and  which 
in  general  controlled  and  directed 
what  went  on  in  undergraduate  afiEaii? 
outside  of  the  elassxoom.  But  fte 
firatemity  does  still  mora  than  this. 
There  are  very  few  fraternities  now 
which  do  not  have  their  own  honaea  on 
every  oampos.  If  thegr  do  not  own 
these  honseSf  though  many  of  them 
do,  they  are  well  enough  organised 
to  rent  a  hoQse  and  to  operate  it  sue- 
cessfuUy. 

These  houses  form  centers  of  home 
life  which  do  much  to  take  the  plaee 
of  the  life  whieh  the  boy  has  kuown 
with  his  own  family  before  going 
away  to  coUege.  I  have  visited  many 
of  these  houses  in  most  of  Ihe  states 
in  the  Union  snd  I  esn  testify  that,  in 
a  msjority  of  eases,  they  are  well  run 
and  famish  for  the  youngs  fellow  in 
college  a  home  that  is  comfortable, 
that  is  not  overluxurious  as  is  some- 
times claimed,  and  the  influences  of 
which  are  on  the  whole  helpful. 

Should  you,  if  you  are  invited,  join 
a  college  fraternity?  That  depends 
a  good  deal  upon  what  you  want,  and 
how  free  you  are  to  pursue  what  you 
want.  At  any  rate,  yoa  should  not  be 
unhappy  if  you  do  not  join. 
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It  often  i'Ojsts  more  to  live  in  a  fra- 
ternity huuiie  than,  it  does,  outside. 
Hie  food  at  the  fraternity  table  is  or- 
diuiily  better  than  that  the  8tiid«iit 
gete  at  a  boarding  honae,  and  the  gen- 
<nl  living  eonditioiia  are  -more  com- 
ivltble  and  convenient;  one  has  to 
pt7  for  theae.  The  aoeial  life  of  fra- 
ternity men  is  more  aetive  and  so  re- 
qaires  the  ezpenditnre  of  more  money 
for  (lothin^  and  social  pleasures, 
^^"mt-timt's  the  livinpr  eonditions  have 
k-i'n  iiiado  t(X>  luxurious  for  the  doing 
of  gooti  work,  and  at  times  the  soeial 
life  is  exoessivo  and  the  expeniiitute 
ti  mouey  extravat^aiit ;  but  these  eou- 
ditim  do  not  frequently  or  generally 
csirt.  I  do  not  know  any  chapter  of 
tBj  fratemity  —  and  I  know  hnn- 
diodi  of  them — whidi  does  not  eon- 
tain  men,  respected  1^  every  one  in 
the  ehapter  and  in  the  ecdl^e,  who 
*K  earning  their  Uving  in  college 
through  their  own  efforts;  but  in  gen- 
("Tdl,  unle<!s  the  man  coneerned  has 
^fjme  special  talent,  this  is  not  so  easy 
to  '!(•  unaided  when  in  a  fraternity 
as  when  out  of  it.    .  . 

The  man  who  join.s  a  fraternity 
hWi  something  of  his  independence, 
flc  most  anbmit  to  regulations,  he 
■■t  letm  to  adapt  himself  to  the 
«aditions  of  home  life,  and  to  the 
tto^nerssies  of  a  seore  or  more  of 
P«>ple.  He  will  often  have  to  yield 
Us  desires  and  his  rights,  perhaps,  to 
th»-  will  of  the  organization,  for  those 
^fio  tro  into  an  orfsranization  must  be 
^iHinjr  to  do  what  will  brinf»  the 
greatest  pood  to  the  greatest  number. 
He  must  learn  to  ^et  on  with  people, 
^  give  op,  to  be  luiiselhsh,  to  do  that 


which  will  be  most  helpful  and  advan- 
tageous to  his  brothers.  Many  fellows 
do  nut  like  to  do  tiiis,  and  sometimes 
parents  do  not  widi  them  to  learn,  so 
that  such  men  wonld  make  poor  in.* 
temity  men,  and  make  their  friends 
unhappy  in  the  making.  .  . 

There  is  a  tendency  when  a  man 
joins  a  fraternity  for  him  to  he  satis- 
fied with  the  friends  he  meets  within 
its  membership,  and  so  to  narrow  his 
interests',  to  restrict  his  acquaintances, 
and  to  undervalue  the  >ir'>ader  train- 
ing which  eonies  from  a  more  general 
n  iitaet  with  men.  It  is  only  the  weak 
anti  narrow-minded  man,  however, 
who  will  fall  into  thia  snobbishness 
and  who  will  restrict  his  aeqnaintances 
and  his  friends  to  the  men  whom  he 
meets  within  his  fraternity.  The 
nnmber  of  sadi  men  is  fortonatdy 

not  lars^ 

But  there  are  advantages  in  fratem- 
ity life  and  these  I  believe  outweigh 
these  pos.sible  evils  or  disadvantages 
which  1  have  mentioned.  The  boy 
who  joins  a  fraternity  establishes  him- 
self in  a  home  with  many  of  the  same 
duties  and  comforts  of  the  home  life 
to  which  he  has  been  aceoMomed  be- 
fore going  to  college,  and  the  fratem- 
ity house  remains  to'him  a  home  even 
af^er  he  gets  out  of  college.  He  gath- 
ers around  him  immediatdy  a  group 
.of  friends  who  have  his  best  interests 
at  hesrt.  It  has  been  said  by  those 
who  oppose  the  fratemity  system, 
that  his  choice  of  friends  is  made  too 
quickly  to  be  satisf acton' ;  that  it 
is  a  very  mechanical  choice  seldom 
based  upon  the  principles  which  un- 
derlie true  friendships,  and  tiiat  the 
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friendship  thus  formed  is  an  evanes- 
cent one.  But  the  fact  that  fratern- 
ity brothels  ia  every  chapter  in  eveiy 
eaUege  where  tetemities  exiit  are  not 
only  dote  friends  while  they  ate  in 
eoUegei  but  ranain  so  thronghout  life, 
tends  to  disprove  such  a  statement. 
A  fraternity  man  is  seldom  dissatis- 
fied with  the  friends  he  has  chosen. 
There  are  no  closer  or  more  perman- 
ent friendships  anywhere  than  those 
formed  in  the  college  Greek  letter 
fraternity.  One  has  only  to  attend 
a  fraternity  convention  or  a  college 
rennion  to  prove  this. 

The  ideals  of  life  fonnally  set  be- 
fore the  Aratemity  man,  ahd  tiiese  as 
I  haye  said  are  praetioally  always 
based  upon  Christian  prineipleSi  are 
the  highest  possiUe.-  The  character 
of  the  men  who  were  responsible  for 
the  founding  of  these  organizations 
and  the  character  of  the  national  of- 
hcers  who  are  now  in  chaw'  of  fra- 
ternity affairs  in  each  organization 
will  substantiate  this. 

It  is  true  that  youn^  men  enter  a 
fraternity  at  an  age  when  they  are 
thoughtless  and  selfish,  an  age  when 
ihey  are  the  least  eagrer  of  any  time  in 
their  adnlt  lives  to  take  reqionsibil- 
ity.  It  should  no^  be  thonght  strange, 
therefore,  that  Ihey  do  not  alwiqrs  tAke 
the  ideals  of  the  oiganiaation  with 
which  they  are  connected  as  seriously 
as  an  older  man  would  do,  nor  should 
their  occasional  failure  to  do  so  be 
laid  to  the  weakness  of  the  org:aniza- 
tion.  It  is  ratlier  unjust  that  we  more 
often  judge  an  orpranization  by  its 
weakest  member  rather  than  by  its 
Strongest,  or  by  the  average  man  who 


makes  up  the  body  of  the  group.  It 
is  not  true  that  the  man  who  joins  a 
fraternity  subjects  himself  to  greater 
moral  danger  than  the  man  who  re- 
mains ont  The  moral  standards  of  a 
fraternity  .are  not  lower  than  the 
moral  standards  of  the  general  com- 
munis in  which  it  exists.  If  they 
seem  so,  it  is  because  the  irref^laritios 
of  the  group  are  more  commented  on 
than  are  those  of  the  individual.  It 
is  enough  to  say  that  the  man  who 
joins  a  fraternity  gets  with  a  group 
of  men  which  on  the  whole  represents 
what  is  best  in  the  life  of  the  college 
of  which  he  is  a  member. 

The  college  man,  ambitioiis  for  sne- 
eesB  in  eztra-enrrienlum  activities, 
stands  a  better  ehanee  of  gettinit  on  in 
these  if  he  belongs  to  a  fraternity 
than  if  he  does  not  do  so,  and  this  is 
not  because  the  fraternity  unduly  or 
irregularly  dominates  undergraduate 
affairs,  but  because  the  man  has  be- 
hind him  an  organization  to  direct 
anil  Hcivise  and  encoura|!;'e  him.  Com- 
petition ill  uudergraduule  aiiaire,  in 
a  big  institution  jit  least,  is  strong  and 
persistent,  end  the  nnorganised  nuuii 
unless  he  has  onnsnsl  self-reliance, 
is  likely  to  lose  heart,  to  take  his  fix8( 
defeats  hard,  and  soon  to  drop  onl 
of  the  contest  The  fraternity  mar 
is  not  allowed  to  do  SO,  He  is  pushec 
and  goaded  by  the  organization  behinc 
him  to  keep  on,  and  therefore,  he  mor< 
frequently  wins.  Every'  business  mai 
recognizes  the  value  of  organization. 

There  is  a  social  advantage  in  join 
ing  a  fraternity  wliich  .should  not  b 
overlooked.  The  shy,  iiiexperieuce« 
boy  going  away  from  home  for  th' 
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first  time  often   finds  it  difBcult  to 
^Bim  new    acquaint  auees,  especially 
>«piimtineeo  o£  the  right  sort.  If 
k  i»  Qoi  a  member  of  a  fnteniity 
tki  dmrah  end  the  boarding  house 
ttfe  ibaet  "bSm.  only  evennes  of  ap- 
piQMk  to  etrenserBy  and  these  avemifle 
areoCtea  inadeqtiate  to  meet  his  needs. 
Thieoi^  tlie  oilder  men  of  the  fratern- 
ity and  tikrough  their  contact  and  ac- 
quaintances vritli  other  organizations, 
the  new  man  is  able  to  meet  new 
Wends  qnicMy  and  to  benefit  by  the 
jnd^ent  oi  the  older  man  as  lo  wliom 
it  is  l>e&t  to  know.    He  is  thus  often 
v«ed  from  lonelineas  and  social  er- 
fvn.  The  sodal  fimetions  of  fhe  te> 
fenitgr  give  him  a  training  in  social 
eenwationa  ivhkli  he  will  And  valoa* 
hie  as  loeg  aa  ha  livea 

It  im  not  an  easy  matter  to  manage 
and  direct  the  social  and  business  af- 
fairs of  a  frdtornity.     Though  the 
xn&u  who  joins  a  fraternity  has  the 
opportunity,  if  he  will,  to  shirk  the 
rc:^ponsibilities  of  leadci>;liip,  yet,  on 
the  other  hand,  nowhere  in  collefre  life 
has  he  so  good  a  ehauce  to  assume 
v«aponalbilit7  in  business  affairs,  to 
ilMnr  leadership  in  moral  and  Intel- 
laetaal  matters^  to  indaenee  a  groap 
of  men  ia  tho  right  dizeetaon.  It  is 
^  oppoitanit7  whieh  appeals  to  the 
best  that  is  in  a  man  and  one  which 
gives  him  a  wonderful  efaanoe  for  de- 
velopment. 

Only  this  last  semester  I  have 
vatthed  the  growth  of  such  a  young 
fellow  with  interest  and  satisfaction. 
Throughout  the  first  three  years  of 
his  edlege  coune  he  hss  been  a  good 
itndmt  and  a  good  f  dlow,  hut  he  hss 


had  little  aggressiveness,  has  taken 
little  part  in  fraternity  affairs.  Fail- 
ing as  a  freshman  to  attain  athletic 
saeeoM  beeanse  of  sn  injured  heart, 
he  found  no  other  aetive  outside  in> 
terest  to  take  its  plaee.  He  did  his 
W€9*k  creditably,  he  Uved  a  elesn  lif e, 
but  he  kept  quietly  ia  the  background. 
In  his  senior  year  he  was  elected  pres- 
ident of  his  fraternity,  and  he  took 
the  responsibility  seriously.  I  can't 
say  that  he  enjoyed  the  experience, 
for  his  obligations  weighed  on  him 
pretty  heavily,  hut  he  became  at  once 
a  strong,  active  influence.  He  drew 
together  discordant  factions  and  aU 
tained  a  unity  of  feeling  and  action 
sueh  as  the  organisation  had  not  pre- 
Tioudy  known.  He  strengthened  the 
nyonsl  tone  of  the  group  and  rsn 
things  in  a  businesslike  manner. 

As  I  said,  he  did  not  especially  en- 
joy doing  these  things,  for  their  ac- 
complishment often  for  the  time  be- 
ing brought  him  caustic  criticism  and 
unpopularity;  but  in  the  end  his 
work  won  for  him  the  confidence  aud 
the  respect  of  every  member,  and  it 
gave  hhn  a  training  end  a  self-oonfi- 
denee  sad  a  strength  of  oharaeter 
whieh  in  the  years  to  eome  will  be 
worth  more  than  money  to  him.  If 
I  had  a  boy,  one  of  the  main  reasons 
why  I  should  like  to  have  him  j<»n  a 
fratstnity  is  the  opportunity  for 
strong  manly  leadership  which  it  gives 
him. 

The  benefits  of  joining  a  fraternity 
are  not  contlned  wholly  to  what  you 
will  get  while  you  are  in  college, 
though  these  are  the  principal  ones, 
bat  evea  after  yoa  sre  out- of  eoUege 
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you  will  find  a  strong  bond  of  friend- 
ship not  oi)ly  between  the  men  of  your 
own  fraternity  but  between  fraternity 
men  generally.  When  yon  pret  out  of 
college,  whether  you  establish  your- 
self in  MiiiurHpolis  or  Birmingham, 
whether  you  go  to  Seattle  or  New 
York;  aod  no  matter  from  what  odl« 
lege  you  have  eonie,  you  will  not  have 
been  in  town  an  hour,  before  yon  will 
have  met  a'  fraternity  brother  who 
will  make  you  feel  at  home  at  once. 
The  fraternity  has  been  a  great  force 
in  breaking  down  a  feeling  of  section- 
alism. In  making  the  right  soil  of 
friends,  in  establisliino:  pleasant  busi- 
ness relationships,  the  strantjer  in  a 
strange  land,  if  he  is  worthy,  can 
pretty  surely  count  upon  bis  fratern- 
ity brother  wherever  he  meets  him. 

No  boy  onght  to  join  a  fraternity 
simply  because  he  is  asked  or  beeanse 
his  friends  are  doing  so^  any  more 
than  he  ahpnld  many  for  the  same  rea- 
sons. He  shonld  not  be  depressed  if 
he  is  never  asked.  If  he  joins,  it 
shonld  be  after  some  deliberatiou; 
though  as  fraternity  business  is  now 
run  there  is  frequently  too  little 
chanee  for  prolonjrrd  eousideratiou  of 
an  invitation;  but  eveu  the  "<j(4-rich- 
quick"  organization  will,  if  a  man  in- 
sists, give  him  a  few  days  to  tliink  the 
thing  over.  He  should  take  thih  time 
even  if  he  hfti  made  np  his  mind  to 
accept  Go  slowly  wh^  yon  are  oon> 
sidling  fraternity  membership.  Don't ' 
spend  yonr  money  on  a  gold  brick. 

Goodspeed  came  into  my  office  the 
£rst  week  of  his  freshman  year,  to  ask 
me  something  about  his  schedule  of 
classes  which  he  didn't  understand. 


By  an  effort  I  kept  from  smiling,  for 
on  the  lapel  of  his  coat  he  wore  a 
three-inch  square  of  iiay  plaid  ribbon, 
and  I  suspected  what  it  meant.  Af- 
ter we  hail  discussed  the  schedule.  I 
asked  him  what  the  ribbon  signified. 

*'I  was  pledged  to  a  fraternity  last 
night,''  he  said.  He  seemed  to  be  a 
bit  embarrassed  about  it  for  he  added, 
"I'd  like  to  ask  a  Uttle  about  it" 

"What  is  the  name  of  the  organisa- 
tion t*'  I  inquired. 

" I've  forgotten, ' '  he  said. 

"And  the  men  who  bid  yout" 

"I  don't  know  their  names,  either, 
and  they  told  me  a  lot  of  secrets,  ancl 
nuide  me  promise  not  to  <^ive  them 
away.  They  said  they  were  piekinj^ 
out  the  ten  best  freahmeu  ou  the  cam- 
pus." 

"That's  what  they  always  say,"  I 
aoBwered. 

Qoodspeed  is  wiser  now  than  he 
was  then.  He  had  been  tricked,  made 
a  f od  of,  elected  unanimously  to  the 
Royal  Order  of  Goofs,  because  he  had 
bitten  on  the  first  thing  that  had  been 
held  out  to  him.  There  wasn't  anv 
fraternity  TTe  told  me  later  that  he 
never  thought  of  that  experience 
without  blushing  and  feeling  ashamed 
for  he  had  worn  that  gay  plaid  ribbon 
to  everj"  meal  and  every  class  that  day 
of  his  Royal  Goofing. 

Not  all  fraternities  are  alike,  and  a 
fraternity  that  has  an  exeeUoit  nation* 
al  reputation  may  have  a  veiy  week 
chapter  at  the  institution  whkh  you 
attend.  The  details  which  are  given 
a  freshman  about  the  organization  he 
is  asked  to  join  are  very  often  preju- 
diced details.  Before  accepting  an  in- 
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vilaticni  to  i<  'iri  anv  fraternity,  a  man 
ouglit  to  learn  sometliiug  of  its  history, 
its  loeal  standing,  the  ooet  of  member- 
diip,  the  actrrities,  the  seholanhip, 
ind  the  moral  and  aooid  eharaeteris- 
ticB  ot  its  active  members  and  es- 
pecially of  its  upper  elaaanen,  for  fhe 
character  of  the  upper  dastmen  deter- 
mines largely  the  character  of  the 
chapter.    He  ought  to  ask  his  ques- 
t!nn<;  "whencvor  possible  of  an  unprej- 
udiced person,  and  tho  safest  mau  of 
vrhom  to  inqnire  is  ordinarily  the 
Dean  of  ^len,  who,  if  lie  is  the  right 
sort,  will  tell  ^  ou  fraukJy. 

No  boy  ought  to  be  00  foolish  as  to 
pledge  himself  while  he  is  in  high 
school.  Hany  colleges  forbid  it,  and 
moet  tbooghtfol  fraternity  men  are 
opposed  to  it.  The  boy  who  does  it  is 
not  giving  himself  a  fair  chance.  If 
he  is  good  enough  to  be  bid  before 
he  coTTies  to  collepe,  he  will  not  be  less 
s<>  afterwards.  If  he  waits  until  he 
^»*ts  to  eollefre,  he  has  a  chance  to 
make  eomparisons  and  to  choose  more 
wibeiy. 

"When  a  man  joins  a  fraternity,  he 
is  choosing  the  firieods  with  whom  he 
win  spend  the  moat  intimate  hours  of 
bis  edllcge  Uf  e,  and  possibly  of  his 
life  after  lie  leaYCS  eollege*  He  should 
study  himself  and  them  pretty  eare- 
f ully  and  unemotionally  before  mak- 
ing a  final  ehoice.    If  they  are  not  his 
iype^  of  men,  if  he  would  not  care  to 
K-  like  fheni,  if  tht-y  do  not  hold  to 
tht  idvaU  whieh  to  him  seetu  vital,  if 
lie  would  hesitate  to  take' them  into 


his  oyni  home  and  introduee  them  to 
his  failier  ami  mutlier  aud  sister  and 
his  friends,  then  he  had  better  refuse 
their  invitation.  He  will  be  happier 
and  better  in  joining  no  organization 
than  in  joining  one  to  which  he  can 
not  give  his  aU^iance  heart  and 
soul. 

If  a  l)oy  entering  college  can  afford 
it,  if  he  is  willing  to  make  the  saeri- 
fiee  of  selfish  freedom  and  independ- 
enee  which  is  inevitably  involved  in 
fraternity  membership,  if  he  is  broad- 
minded  enough  to  rec(^nize  that  not 
all  virtue  aud  good  is  included  in  the 
f  ratwnity,  either  in  its  manberdiip  or 
in  its  perf ormanecs,  if  he  is  f ortnnste 
enough  to  be  bid  by  a  group  of  fel- 
lows with  ideals  and  tastes  similar  to 
his  own,  then  I  think  he  will  gain 
greatly  by  joining  a  fraternity. 

As  a  member  of  a  fraternity  in 
colle«re  he  will  find  unusual  opportun- 
ity for  friendship  and  friendly  inter- 
course, for  serviee,  for  leadei'ship,  and 
for  the  development  of  scholarship 
and  character.  After  he  is  out  of  col- 
lege he  will  still  have  the  memory  of 
four  yean  of  happy,  helpful  assoeia- 
tions»  and  wherever  he  goes  he  wiU 
eonstantly  be  meeting  n^en  who,  al- 
though they  may  eome  from  other  in- 
stitutions than  the  one  in  whieh  he 
was  educated,  were  broufrht  up  raider 
the  same  traditions  and  with  the  same 
worthy  ideals  of  life,  men  who  will 
stimulate  him  and  help  him  in  many 
ways  —  aud  he  will  be  glad  he  joined 
a  fraternity.

OKLAHOMA'S  most  perfect  man, 
physically,  is  a  senior  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oklahoma  and  a  member 
of  Nu  Omega  chapter. 

He  is  Marcellus  Priebe  of  Norman. 
Four  years  ago  Brother  Priebe  was 
awarded  second  place  in  an  interna-

tional  physical  development  contest 
at  New  York.  Since  that  time  he 
claims  to  have  excelled  the  record  of 
the  champion  contestant. 

Brother  Priebe  has  been  hailed  with 
joy  by  a  number  of  great  magazines, 
and  he  has  received  large  displays  in 
the  Physical  Culture,  which  said  he 
"is  one  of  the  most  perfect  examples 
of  masculine  symmetrj'  and  perfec- 
tion of  body  that  we  have  ever  seen." 

Priebe  has  competed  with  perfect 
men  from  France,  Germany,  England, 
Japan  and  a  number  of  other  coun- 
tries. In  Oklahoma  he  stands  out  as 
being  easily  Oklahoma's  foremost  ex- 
ample of  muscular  development. . 

His  measurements  are:  Weight, 
155  pounds ;  height,  feet ;  neck,  15^ 
inches;  upper  arm,  13  inches;  elbow, 
11  inches;  forearm,  12^  inches;  wrist, 
73  inches;  chest,  42  inches;  chest  (ex- 
panded), 43^  inches;  chest  (small), 
38  inches;  waist,  30  inches;  knee,  15 
inches;  hip,  373  inches;  calf,  15  inch- 
es; thigh,  22J  inches,  and  ankle,  9^ 
inches. 

Brother  Priebe  "hits  the  heavy" 
every  summer.  He  owns  a  large 
wheat  farm  in  northern  Oklahoma 
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where  he  spends  four  months  out  of 
every  year  in  hard  labor. 

He  is  an  attraction  in  steady  de- 
mand by  business  men's  clubs. 

Priebe  has  a  set  of  bells  attached 
to  the  muscles  of  his  chest,  legs  and 
arms,  and  by  twitching  these  muscles 
he  is  able  to  reproduce  any  tune. 

He  has  a  large  cabinet  of  tights  and 
his  posmg  is  always  a  treat  for  Okla- 
homa University  students,  before 
whom  he  plays  at  least  once  a  year. 

Priebe  is  a  he-man,  a  boxer  and  a 
wrestler. 

"When  Nu  Omega  chapter  moves 
any  of  its  belongings.  Brother  Priebe 
is  "imported"  to  carry  all  the  dress- 
ers by  himself ! 

As  chairman  of  Nu  Omega's  ath- 
letic committee,  he  has  done  much  to 
arouse  enthusiasm  among  the  entire 
chapter  in  athletics  and  healthy  phy- 
sique. 

The  fastest  record  for  the  mile  run 
in  Oklahoma  is  held  by  Brother  Fred 
J.  C'Jackrabbit")  GriflBth,  a  senior 
in  Nu  Omega  chapter,  whose  home  is 
at  Cleo  Springs,  Oklahoma. 

Griffith  made  the  mile  in  four  min- 
utes and  twenty-six  seconds  —  which 
is  faster  than  the  Southwestern  Con- 
ference record. 

Brother  Griffith  has  broken  the 
state  record  four  times  and  broken  his 
own  record  three  times. 

He  holds  a  letter  in  track  from  the 
University  of  Oklahoma. 

Brother  Griffith  was  end  on  the 
regimental  football  team  at  Camp 
Travis,  during  the  war,  and  won  the 
divisional  record  for  the  half-mile.

Overseas  he  played  guard  on  the  90th 
division  basketball  team,  which  lost 
two  games  out  of  twenty-five. 

Last  year  he  was  captain  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta's  fraternity  basketball 
team  which  plowed  its  way  to  the  su- 
premacy of  Soonerlaud,  winning  the 
inter-fraternity  pennant. 

It's  a  long  jump  from  an  Oklahoma 
publicist  to  a  Wyoming  ad  hound, 
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R.  Monte  Warnek 


but  that's  what  R.  Monte  Warner 
(Denison  '13,  Oklahoma  '19)  did. 

Brother  Warner,  who  following  the 
war,  was  head  of  Nu  Omega  chapter 
in  1919,  married  in  1921  and  moved 
from  Oklahoma  to  Laramie,  Wyom- 
ing, where  he  is  now  advertising  man- 
ager of  the  Laramk  Republican. 

In  addition  to  his  journalistic  du- 
ties, Brother  Warner  finds  time  to 
"bone  up"  a  little  on  torts,  contracts 
and  damages  in  the  University  of  Wy- 
oming School  of  Law. 

During  the  war  Brother  Warner 
achieved  a  nation-wide  reputation  in 
the  aviation  service  and  suffered  two 
airplane  smash-ups  that  seriously  in- 
jured him. 


His  letters  "back  to  civilization" 
are  somewhat  startling,  as  are  the 
snapshots  he  encloses.

Pranks  Played  at  1870 
Convention 

GOOD-NATURED  pranks  were  in- 
dulged in  by  Fijis  of  yesterj-ear, 
according  to  Brother  Boiling  J.  Dunn 
(Bethel  71),  associate  professor  emer- 
itus of  mathematics  at  the  University 
of  Arkansas. 

Writing  to  The  Phi  G.vmma  Delta, 
Brother  Dunn  said  that  he  and  the 
late  Brother  J.  X.  Luce  (Bethel  72) 
were  delegates  in  1870  to  the  conven- 
tion held  in  Delaware,  Ohio,  under  the 
auspices  of  Theta  Deuteron  Chapter. 

"We  arrived  early  in  the  evening 
before  the  convention,"  Brother  Dunn 
wrote.  "The  boys  of  the  resident 
chapter  invited  Luce  and  me  and  some 
other  delegates  to  an  initiation.  We 
met  in  a  student's  room.  Wliile  wait- 
ing for  the  ceremony  to  begin,  two 
boys  in  a  frolic  fell  upon  the  bed. 
The  other  boys  immediately  piled  up 
six  or  eight  deep  after  the  manner  of 
the  old-style  down  on  the  football 
field.  The  bed,  a  wooden  one,  was 
soon  a  complete  wreck! 

"When  the  meeting  began  the  pre- 
siding officer  in  a  nice  way  said  that 
the  credentials  of  the  visitors  were  ac- 
ceptable, but  as  a  formality  the  pass 
word  would  be  collected.    Luce  and  I 
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the  wronff  one,  wliiob  catised  all 
of  OK  to  be  embarraased  until  we  ez- 
pUined  that  oar  chapter  had  become 
atiDet  dnrins  the  war  and  that  when 
were  re-chartered  an  old  before- 
the-war  int  inbor  luul  jriven  us  the  pass 
void  which  had  been  formerly  used."

CAL  CHAMBERS  (Wiseonsi.i 
'12),  iirst  Field  Seeretai-y  of  Phi

tional Guard  and  assigned  as  Chief  of 
Staff  of  the  d7th  Division.

("oloiiei  Chambers  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  the  niaehine  gun  company, 
5th  Ohio  Infantry,  wlieu  the  NatioiM]

border  in  1916,  and  has  been  prcnnot- 
ed  successively  throu^  aU  grades  to 
his  present  rank.  He  sailed  for 
France  early  in  1918  as  major  of  the 
135th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  87th 
Division,  and  commanded  that  organ- 
ization during  fifty-four  days  m 
trench  sectors  and  in  the  Meuse-Ar- 
gonne  ofTi  nsive.  In  October,  1018,  he 
Vas  made  division  machine  gun  offi- 
cer.

What  About  Colonization? 
Some  diligent  work  and  some  deep 
thinking  must  be  done  between  now 
and  the  time  of  the  75th  Ekklesia,  if 
there  is  to  be  presented  to  the  dia- 
mond inbOee  convention  a  scheme  for 
colonization  that  is  workable.  It  will 
be  recalled  that  the  last  Ekklesia  at 


Birmingham  approved  the  colonising 
plan  for  the^eiqiiansion  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  and  reoommended  that  the 
modus  operandi  of  the  proposed  sys- 
tem be  worked  ont  and  submitted  to 
the  next  convention.

We  want  to  thresh  out  colonization 
thoroughly  this  academic  year,  so  that 
the  75fh  EkUesia  will  not  be  called 
upon  to  consider  some  half -baked,  has- 
tily-conceived notion  that  will  not 
bear  up  under  usage.

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Benjamin  Augostin  Enloe  (Camber* 
land  73),  chaiman  of  the  Tennessee 
Railroad  and  Pnblie  TTtilitiea  Ck>mmiB> 
fiion  and  former  memb^  of  Congress. 
Brother  Bnloe  bad  been  active  in  pub- 
lic life  of  bis  state  and  nation  for  more 
than  fifty  ye^rs.  He  was  seventy* 
four  years  old. 

Born  in  Carroll  county,  Tennessee, 
Colonel  Enloe  served  two  terms  in 
the  state  legislature  before  lit*  began 
the  study  of  law  at  Cinnberhind  Uni- 
versity, where  he  was  initiated  into 
Iota  Beuterou  Chapter  of  Phi  Qamma 
Delta.

THere  are  some  hard  situations.  Take 
u»e  case  of  the  Michigan  State  Agricultural 
Cnllc^  at  Timing.

housed,  with  honorable  history,  and  with  ex- 
cellent personnel.  Because  of  acquaintaneeo 
made  at  home  towns  and  eitieo,  becaoso  of 
ismilj  eoBneetlon«^  boeanie  of  aatoval  aad 
praise-worthy  ambition  to  secure  the  best, 
mpmbers  of  these  organizations  continue  to 
seek  charters  from  fraternities  represented 
at  Aan  Arbor.  Aad  ttoj  oMk  ia  vaia  in 
soma  qnarten.  The  state  imiversity  chap- 
ters  want  to  control  the  field.  In  a  way  the 
old  jtroblem  of  tlio  ' '  transfer  ' '  i.s  involved. 
At  Lawrence  College  locala  of  much  strength 
have  fltroggted  hopeleody  to  get  tiie  eadorae- 
ment  of  the  University  of  Wiseoniin 
chapters  of  the  fraternities  of  their  choioe. 
These  two  familiar  eases  are  typical.  There 
are  many  others  just  like  them.  Granting 
tha  perfect  right  of  a  chapter  to  block  a  pa* 
titfoaiag  group  under  the  "endorsement  of 
the  nearest  chapti^rs"  rule  which  is  ef- 
fective in  many  fraternities,  the  lield  for 
fraternity  expansion  is  dill  ttere.  Other 
fratcmitieo,  willing  to  take  strong  locals, 
ehonld  rush  in  and  occupy  the  territory. 

There  is  another  situation  which  is  worth 
attention.  One  who  travels  around  among 
tha  colleges  quite  frequently  dieooTara  an 
uaamallj  atroag  loeal.  On  Inquiry  he  ieanw 
that  it  is  petitioning;  Epsilon  Iota  or  Gamma 
Delta  Nu.  These  names  represent  conser- 
vative fraternities  with  two-letter  or  three- 
lettet  Bimea.  The  visttor,  beiag  aoqnaiated 
with  conditions  and  able  to  hazard  a  guess 
a.H  to  probabilities,  know?  perfectly  well  that 
the  local  is  not  likely  to  will  out  until  the 
year  after  the  celebrated  ca.«»e  of  Jarudyce 
M.  Jamdyoe  b  Anally  settled.  He  may  vary 
hla  literary  allmion  by  thinUag  of  ^e  glao* 
lal  incrustation  of  the  nether  realms.  One 
figrire  will  do  ns  well  as  the  other.  If  he 
seeks  further  H^ht  he  is  told  tiiat  some 
alumni  are  backing  the  project  and  that 
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thej  say  the  eoveted  charter  will  be  gr&oted 
'*iiait  year."  It  it  m ManDon  a  t/tmjf  and 
As  nidikely  and  untnttUul,  as  the  tradition 
in  many  families  of  "three  brothers  who 
eame  to  America  in  colonial  days"  or  the 
npoit  of  aome  Chase-Lawrence-Townley  es- 
teto  im  Bni^Mid.  Vvw  wliat  OtotM  be  done 
in  soeh  a  casef 

Quite  often  these  locals  continue  in  their 
hopeless  queet  in  sj^te  Qt  repulses  from 
inktaS^  cfflfliele  nUeh  eloaelj  appronek 
Inmlt  It  aeans  owlen  to  taD  than  there 
is  no  hope.  In  one  local  society  house  out 
west  I  was  told  of  the  preparation  of  an 
elaborate  petition  whioh  eost  more  than  sev- 
en Jmndied  doUata.  It  ma  ant  f ormrd 
f or  nia  «t  a  ftatendty  eowwHoii.  Later 
flie  group  learned  that  the  packa|?e  had 
been  romved  in  due  time  but  had  never 
eveu  been  opened.  The  group,  howeveTf 
through  one  ov  two  of  its  ehoaen  speakan, 
anured  mo  that  it  would  fwtfmie  to  aeek 
a  chartpr,  dpifite  the  expr<^?!»e<I  statement 
of  the  cjcccutive  of  the  fraternity  in  ques- 
tioit  that  the  hope  might  as  well  be  aban- 
doned. "BfentOAlIy,  iri^  not  newt"  mnj 
be  need  of  daapair  aa  itell  as  of  ambition. 

There  are  a  great  many  of  these  locals 
whieh  are  obasing  the  igrwt  fatwa».  If  they 
eould  be  ahonm  tke  tuelees&eas  of  a  losing 
figbt^  thflj  aig^  beeease  itreng  diapteia 
of  aggressive  fraternities.  The  eeonomio 
waste  of  petitioning  where  there  is  abso- 
lutely no  chance  is  extremely  great.  Al* 
thoogh  Urn  unjust  judge  theory  ia  aOBMtiaaea 
flUuifcratea,  irtten  a  long>«mght  fratemttj 
gets  weary  of  continued  coming  and  finally 
grants  the  desired  charter,  the  opposite  out- 
come is  far  more  common.  The  local  wastes 
money,  tfane  and  strength  in  vain  petitioii- 
ing.  The  same  amount  of  eapaaae  and  ef< 
fort  invested  in  building  up  a  chapter  of 
Gamma  Ctamma  Eta  (estabiifihed  in  1920 
but  growing  fast)  would  yield  far  greater 
leaolta.  In  tan  yean  it  be  the  moat 
powerful  Siieior  in  the  institution. 

Many  of  the  locals  which  are  petitioning 
for  charters  nowadays  are  very  strong.  The 
chaneea  an  that  alnaat  vmj  fratenaitj  baa 


groups  seeking  its  privileges  which  are  much 
atraoflBr  ttan  aoma  of  Ita  ealating  ehaf4e» 
Beqairemente  are  prettj  rigid.  Among  the 

fifteen  locals  now  asking  admission  to  Beta 
Theta  Pi  are  several  whieh  are  superior  in 
every  way  to  long-established  chapters  of  the 
fkatemit^.  OIBdato  of  a  avaber  of  oQwr 
fratemitiaa  have  made  similar  observatioBi 
about  groups  waiting  at  their  fratpn  The 
plain  truth  is  that  there  is  no  monopoly  of 
virtae  ia  the  fttatamttiea;  Ibaro  aw  nMH^ 
epkndld  gronpa  ooteide  the  pslfc  There 
should  be  a  systematic  and  concerted  effort 
to  secure  for  everj*  one  of  them  a  fratern- 
ity charter.  By  such  a  process  the  already 
itrong  positiaa  of  the  frataraitfai  mndd 
be  Bade  mneh  more  fotpiidahle. 

"With  80  many  forces  awaltinrr  ^  cTiance 
to  rally  around  the  standard  of  the  Greeks, 
the  duty  of  expansion  seems  plain.  Fra* 
tendtiaa  iHth  dgU^  du^ptera  laaat  go  to 
ninefy;  tiioae  with  forty,  to  aeventy-five; 
those  with  twenty,  to  forty-flvc.  The  newly 
organized  or  recently  expanding  fraternities 
must  keep  up  their  vigorous  work*  The  op* 
portonity  ia  mujoeatloned.  The  material  to 
abundant. 

A  fraternity  whicli  has  definitely  crossed

ters.  Attleboro  is  said  to  bo  the  jewelry- 
m&kiug  center  of  the  United  Slates  and  the 
fiaaat  aitiata  hi  fbia  Uiia  of  trada  ara  aa* 
semhied  bare. 

At  the  front  arc  Balfour's  offi  'f  nnd  a  bif^ 
room  and  with  dozens  of  typewriters  where 
many  girls  receive  our  jewelry  orders,  cheek 
them  and  handle  the  routine  work.  Th»  fac- 
tory is  a  long,  narrow  room,  lined  with 
windows  on  thr<^  sides,  with  plenty  of  air 
and  sunshine.  The  middle  floor  space  cou- 
tafaia  the  deliaala  poUibing  wheels,  the  heavy 
dia  alaaipar%  autal  enttei%  and  all  oUiar 
machinery  necessary  to  the  quick  and  ac- 
curate manipulation  of  precious  metals.  A 
small  electrio  furnace  supplies  any  heat  need- 
ed witbont  the  dual  and  nnpleaaantneas  of 
an  outside  fire.  The  ride  walls  are  bordered 
solidly  with  desks,  tables  and  work-l>enchos. 
Two  things  impressed  me  at  once  about  the 
workers.  First,  their  utter  absorptioB  in 
tbair  taika^  aad  aaeoad,  that  tiacy  axo  a  »oat 
unusual  crowd  af  adncated,  well-mannered 
and  good-looking^  people.  The  majority  of 
them  are  girls.  Borne  one  has  said  that  At- 
flabero  ia  a  bavaa  f or  vOBHn  wdrheti.  Gold, 
rilm,  aad  pndoua  itoaaB  an  ao  baaatifBl, 
the  tasks  are  not  heavy,  the  environment  is 
good,  and  I  understand  tbat  tbe  econpensa- 
tiou  is  worth,  while. 

An  ardar  for  a  Delta  pin  reoefved  in  the 
ofllaa  18  ehedkad  aad  paaaad  am  ta  a  aort  of 

cage  in  the  factory,  where  proper  material 
is  issued  and  our  badge  begins  in  a  small 
block  of  gold.  This  is  forced  into  a  hard- 
eaed  atad  die  to  be  eat  into  proper  ahape. 
The  crescent  i.s  trimmed  and  polished  and 
■the  safety  catch  and  star  sots  are  welded 
on  it.  The  star  sets  are  made  in  sort  of  a 
tttha^  a  tool  that  was  invented  and  made 
aapealally  for  our  needa.  It  ia  moat  eem* 
plicated,  but  makes  our  stars  with  accuracy 
and  celerity  —  and  they  tell  me  they  are 
quite  difficult  to  manufacture.  The  three 
Deltas  are  enamelled,  a  moot  interesting  pro- 
hi  itaelf.  Do  yoB  know  that  enamel 


if?  a  mineral  formation  and  comes  in  lumps 
tliat  must  be  pounded  into  a  tine  jtowder 
and  then  soaked  in  distilled  water  ?  And 

wlien  it  eontea  from  tbe  baking  proeen  it 
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do«8B't  look  right  at  all.  You  would  be- 
lim  that  Ih*  pin  Itad  hem.  aBtlrsIy  niiaed, 
but  tlM  poHflhing  iAbA  aoaa  And  thingi  op 

in  fine  shape.  The  pearls  sH  in  the  stars 
are  most  earet'ully  soh-ctcd  f(ir  color,  shape, 
aod  size.  A  thousand  of  our  stones  don't 
maktt  a  handful,  Imt  Ohf  tluj  an  lovely. 
TlMM  Uttle  jewelt  can  haidly  be  obtained 

at  any  price  now,  and  a  spwial  messenger 
was  sent  to  France  in  order  to  obtain  enough 
of  them  to  take  care  of  our  Deltaa  this 
wiuter. 

Tri  Delta  ii  fortunate  in  having  the  atten- 
tion of  a  larpe  mnnufru'tiin'r,  for  tht-  small 
dealers  have  been  unable  to  buj  pearls  at 
anything  lik«  a  leaaoDabto  pfke  far  aoma 
time. 

After  each  process  mentioned  above  our 
badge  goes  to  the  polishing  wheel  and  final- 
ly receives  a  most  careful  finishing  and  in- 
speetkm  befove  it«  journey  to  tbe  eDgraving 
inaahliie  wUeh  audm  it  your  own  partlenlar 
property.  Prom  the  engrfi^er,  the  jiin  goes 
to  the  sliii>ping  department,  is  once  inspeeted 
and  is  sent  to  you  just  as  soon  as  the  O.  K.

**Hip-PoGket  Heroes'* 

THB  post-Volstead  days  have  add>* 
ed  another  problem  to  the  fresh- 
man problem."  It  is  the  '^'iluImli 
problem."  Banta't  Greek  Exchange 
takes  a  resounding  wallop  at  the  "hip 
pocket  ht^ro"  wlio  comos  back  to  the 
chapter  atul  makes  himself  obnoxious. 
Here  is  the  punch  : 

There  has  grown  uj»  in  the  modern  college 
world  a  custom  whieh  ia  of  considerable 
TUlue  in  lnepln(  alunini  in  toueb  witb  tbeir 


aluiu  mater.  This  is  the  annual  houieeom- 
ing,  held  uaoally  on  the  oeeaeion  of  an  im- 
portaait  football  game  and  it  bas  grown  to 

be  a  date  looked  forward  to  fcgr  oM  grade 
and  undergraduates  as  well. 

Fraternity  and  sorority  cliapters  make  a 
great  effort  to  attract  as  nany  vidtora  aa 
poffidble.  A  prize  is  usually  given  to  the 
best  decorated  cliapter-honw  «nd  parades 
and  otht;r  forms  of  entertainment  are  given 
to  make  the  event  a  gala  affair. 

TJnfettuaately,  among  others,  tbere  ie  at> 
traeted  to  these  celebrations  a  si)ecie8  of 
nuisaiK-e  who  might  be  known  as  a  "hip 
pocket  hero."  He  may  or  may  not  be  a 
regular  drlnUng  man,  but  be  thinka  that 
be  must  impress  the  aethrea  and  the  younger 
crowd  at  a  homecoming  by  filling  hia  worth- 
less skin  with  li<juor  and  making  a  disgust- 
ing speetaele  of  himself.  Ho  usually  has 
to  be  bidden  nway  daring  the  greater  part 
of  bis  visit  and  In  the  siekened  eondition  at 
which  he  usually  arrives  he  is  pnt  to  bed 
and  liualty  leaves  with  a  heavy  head  and  a 
thick  tongue. 

If  be  banned  no  one  but  himself  tbere 
would  be  no  complaint.  Unfortunately,  the 
man  wears  the  fraternity  badge  of  a  brother 
and  he  is  a  bad  example  to  freshmen  whom 
the  chapter  may  be  trying  to  develop  i^o 
the  right  sort  of  ettiieaa.  He  alwaja  makee 
it  his  business,  too,  to  tempt  many  others 
of  the  cha^  'p'  who  may  V>e  trying  to  behave 
themselves  and  altogether  it  is  a  menace*  to 
the  homeeoming  and  to  the  frateraitgr  to 
whieh  be  bdonga. 

To  discourage  this  sort  of  thing  wo  sug- 
ge*rt  the  method  used  by  a  chapter  at  one 
of  our  large  western  universities.  They  in- 
eloded  in  their  invitation  to  thmr  bomeoom- 
ing  eelebratiou,  which  went  to  all  of  their 
alnmni,  this  requcat:  "Pleaae  do  not  bring 
any  boose."   

A  Societj  of  Sports 

KAPPA  Beta  Phi,  an  organisation 
that  has  been  iq>orted  aa  operat- 
ing in  a  number  of  coUeges,  is  plaeed 
in  the  same  category  of  ill-repate  as 
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"T.N.  E."  by  the  editor  of  the  Palm 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  He  says,  with 
wisdom : 

Tbcre  is  a  type  of  person  who  takes  a  cer- 
tain pride  in  being  a  shady  character,  who 
at  his  worst  boasts  of  his  drunkenness,  his 
exploits  with  women,  and  at  his  best  lets 
lus  reputation  for   these  things  grow  and 
feela  a  sort  of  satisfaction  in  being  known 
as  rake,  sport,  or  flunker.    The  rapid  growth 
of  an  organization  made  up  of  relatives  of 
this  sort  of  scalawag  is  an  interesting  de- 
relopment  of  rivalry  for  the  crown  of  dis- 
koaor  hitherto  worn  without  much  danger 
of  eompetition  by  "T.  N.  E." 

This  rival  is  Kappa  Beta  Phi,  which  turns 
the  name  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  wrong  end 
to,  and  wears  a  pin  that  is  a  vulgar  travesty 
of  the  well-known  key  of  the  oldest  and 
most  respected  of  all  fraternities  in  the  col- 
leges. A  statement  recently  received  at  this 
office  says  that  the  organization  began  about 
fire  years  ago,  that  it  initiated  at  least  two 
thooaand  members  last  year,  and  that  the 
chapters  have  spread  rapidly,  like  any  other 
itiieaae  that  suddenly  finds  conditions  favor- 
able. 

The  membership  requirements  are  that  a 
member  must  have  "busted"  or  "flunked" 
in  at  least  one  subject,  or  have  been  sus- 
pended or  expelled  from  his  college  or  uni- 
versity. It  would  seem  that  college  officers 
would  do  well  to  encourage  the  enrollment 
ia  itm  membership  of  all  who  arc  eligible, 
and  that  every  inducement  be  offered  to  the 
chapters  to  make  their  memlKTship  public. 
It  woold  be  a  great  help  to  all  concerned 
to  have  this  indication  of  who  among  us  vi 
proud  of  that  sort  of  achievement. 


Vhat  Phi  Psi  Is  Doing 

WITH  a  registration  of  488,  the 
biennial  convention  of  Phi  Kap- 
pa P»i  was  held  recently  in  Spring- 
field, Ohio.  Accomplishments  of  the 
convention  are  summarized  by  the 
Skitld  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  as  follows : 


The  outstanding  features  of  the  business 
sessions  were  the  changing  of  the  colors 
back  to  the  former  pink  and  lavender;  the 
authorization  of  the  immediate  publication 
of  new  editions  of  the  Catalog  and  of  the 
Song  Book;  the  adoption  of  uniform  regalia 
for  use  at  initiation  ceremonies;  the  pas- 
sage of  a  constitutional  amendment  provid- 
ing that  no  candidate  may  be  initiated  until 
after  the  satisfactory  completion  of  one-half 
year  of  college  work;  the  fixing  of  annual 
dues  of  all  members  of  alumni  associations 
at  a  minimum  of  five  dollars,  to  provide  for 
a  subscription  to  The  Shield  for  each  mem- 
ber and  also  a  contribution  to  the  endow- 
ment fund ;  the  emphasis  given  to  scholar- 
ship; the  placing  of  one  university  (Oregon) 
on  the  accredited  list,  no  new  charters  be- 
ing granted;  the  impetus  given  to  a  move- 
ment looking  toward  a  material  increase  in 
the  principal  of  the  endowment  fund;  the 
sel<^tion  of  an  entirely  new  set  of  ofBcers 
with  the  exception  of  the  Secretary;  the  se- 
lection of  an  eastern  city  (Boston)  as  the 
meeting  place  for  the  next  convention  in 
1924.

The  Board  of  Education 's  inquiry  into  the 
American  history  books  used  in  the  publio 
schools  was  ended  yesterday,  when  the  board 
of  aoperiatandaita  m»piovad  a  lepoit  en  the 
onlijeet,  made  \jj  Edgar  P.  8himer  (HuUea* 
berg   '74),  associate  superintendent. 

It  is  said  in  the  report  that  no  evidence 
was  fouqd  that  school  books  were  being 
made  the  vehiolee  for  propaganda,  but  that 
the  views  whieh  the  writers  expressed  soma* 
times  were  unsuitable  for  school  children. 
School  children,  it  was  said,  should  not  be 
iaatnieted  aa  to  tika  weakaaaiea  of  Battomal 
leaden. 

Writers  of  some  of  the  histories  told  the 
investigators  that  they  approved  of  efforts 
to  encourage  more  cordial  relations  with 
Groat  Britain  and  wrote  their  text  book* 
from  that  viewpoiiit.  The  enuBittee  be- 


lieves  this  impairs  the  value  of  a  text  book, 
from  the  viewpoint  of  a  teacher.  The  use 
of  ' '  olf ensive  illuatrationa  and  cartoons ' '  is 
eaadeonad.

The  active 
chapter  forgot  to  apologize  for  the  old 
house  —  they  were  too  busy  talking 
aboat  the  new. 

Today  it's  all  over.  A  big  white 
porch  holds  a  welcome  that  the  little 
old  brown  one  could  never  command. 
The  big  rooms,  the  furniture,  the  fire- 
places—  there's  a  hospitality  and 
comfort  in  the  new  that  even  Fiji 
eheer  could  not  lend  to  the  old.  It's 
all  over  —  except  the  worries  of  Trea- 
Miper  Brooks  Oalleher  over  unpaid 
pledges. 

Strictly  speaking,  the  new  house  is 
not  a  new  house.  It  is  the  old  one  re- 
modeled —  or  rather  rebuilt.    For  the 


old  structure  was  changed  from  base- 
ment to  roof  while  one  wall  was  torn 
out  entirely.  The  whole  landscape 
litis  been  altered.  There  is  little  left 
to  remind  you  of  the  old. 

Wide  cement  steps  lead  up  from  the 
street.  A  wide  cement  walk  curves 
around  to  the  steps  at  the  end  of  the 
porch.  The  latter  is  a  spacious  12 
by  42  affair  of  cement  with  big  white 
Ionian  columns.  By  spring  the  hand 
of  the  landscape  gardener  will  have 
worked  its  magic  and  box  plants  will 
be  blooming  along  the  edge  of  the 
porch.  Shrubbery  will  be  growing 
against  the  ba.se  of  it  and  vines  will  be 
climbing  the  white  pillars. 

Bronze  lanterns,  similar  in  design 
t{)  those  which  tlie  night  watchmen  of 
Paul  Revere 's  time  are  supposed  to 
have  carried,  hang  at  cither  end  of  the 
porch.  Above  the  big  double  doors 
is  a  bronze  shield  of  the  fraternity, 
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DrxiNQ  Room,  Finished  in  Light-toned  Mission 


correctly  inconspicuous.  Two  smal- 
ler lanterns  flank  the  doors. 

The  entire  front  of  the  house  is  one 
big  living  room.  A  fireplace  with 
inviting  chimney  seats  stands  at  one 
end.  The  woodwork  is  of  dark  maho- 
gany with  walls  and  ceiling  of  gray. 
The  furniture  is  overstuffed  mohair  of 
deep  blue  to  match  blue  draperies. 
Indirect  electric  lighting  has  been  em- 
ployed with  side-lights  under  parch- 
ment shades. 

A  short,  broad  hall  leads  to  the  wide 
staircase  and,  through  French  doors, 
into  the  dining-room.  A  cloak-room 
for  men  and  a  rest-room  for  women 
connect  with  the  hall.  In  a  niche 
opposite  the  stairs  is  a  memorial  can- 
dle, whose  bronze  plaque  is  inscribed 
to  the  men  who  founded  the  chapter  in 
1869. 

Around  to  the  left  of  the  staircase 
is  a  cozy  den  in  oak  and  gray  with  a 
big  red  tile  fireplace.    A  feature  of  the 


latter  is  the  two  central  stones,  rough, 
scarred  and  weather-beaten,  which,  as 
a  bronze  plaque  above  explains,  were 
brought  to  Delaware  from  "Fort" 
Armstrong,  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  the 
birthplace  of  the  fraternity.  From  a 
little  niche  overhead  a  stuffed  owl  will 
wisely  but  silently  oversee  the  card 
games  of  future  chapters. 

Adjoining  the  den  is  a  sun  parlor 
in  gray  and  blue  with  a  red  tile  floor. 
On  two  sides  it  looks  out  through 
French  doors  onto  the  lawn,  while 
a  third  side  opens  into  the  dining- 
room. 

The  latter  with  its  mission  gray  fur- 
niture, its  gray  and  blue  walls,  and  its 
Flench  doors  opening  on  the  lawn, 
is  at  least  half  again  as  large  as  the 
dining-room  of  the  old  Fairbanks 
Lodge.  It  will  not  only  seat  com- 
fortably the  active  chapter  but  will 
take  care  of  the  smaller  dinners  and 
banquets  which  the  chapter  may  stage.

The  kitchen  to  the  right  of  the  din- 
ing-room is  capacious  and,  just  now, 
spotlessly  white.  With  its  big  built- 
in  cabinet,  its  huge  ice  box  and  dou- 
ble range,  it  seems  equipped  to  handle 
^th  ease  tbe  demands  of  the  most 
voracious  chapter  appetite. 

The  rear  lawn  has  not  yet  been  im- 
proved but  "when  completed  will  re- 
semble a  miniature  park.  An  oval 
driveway  will  curve  up  to  the  house. 
Shrubberj'  will  border  the  driveway 
ind  a  box  hedge  will  separate  the  lawn 
from  its  neighbors. 

Both  the  second  and  third  floors 
have  been  entirely  rebuilt  to  conform 
>rith  the  modem  system  of  study 
rooms  and  dormitories. 

The  second  floor  plan  includes  four 
•Indies,  housing  two  and  three  men 
aeh.  and  two  airy*  dormitories,  whose 
donble-deck  beds  provide  sleeping 
qnirters  for  twenty-eight  men.  The 
big  tile  bathroom  with  its  three  show- 


ers and  four  lavatories  is  a  tremen- 
dous improvement  over  the  mediaeval 
tub  of  the  old  hou.se. 

On  the  third  floor  are  five  studies, 
another  big  bathroom  and  a  chapter 
office  where  the  "E"  and  "T"  may 
carrj'  out  their  work  undisturbed  by 
errant  brothers. 

The  two  upper  stories  are  finished 
in  oak  and  cream. 

In  the  basement  a  chapter  hall  has 
been  built,  large  enough  even  to  care 
for  initiations.  The  lighting  arrange- 
ment as  well  as  the  seats  follows  the 
diamond  shape.  Purple  draperies 
shroud  the  walls  and  an  illuminated 
.shield  surmounts  the  presiding  offi- 
cer's chair. 

The  chapter  hall  has  been  walled  off 
from  the  rest  of  the  basement  and  is 
reached  by  a  separate  pas.sage.  Pled- 
ges in  pursuit  of  stoking  duties  need 
never  come  in  contact  with  the  meeting 
place  of  the  initiated.

The  house  has  been  almost  entirely 
refurnished  and  everj-  possible  modern 
eonvenience  has  been  added.  The 
most  approved  system  of  li^^hting  has 
been  installed.  A  freshman  told 
me  confidentially  that  you  only  had  to 
get  the  boiler  up  to  four  ounces  pres- 
sure to  heat  the  entire  house.  He 
ought  to  know. 

Brother  E.  L.  ("Dutch")  Main, 
'08,  is  responsible  for  the  artistic  and 
comfortable  arrangement  of  the  new 
house.  "Dutch"  was  both  architect 
and  contractor  on  the  job  and  his  fore- 
sight and  ability  are  evidenced  by  the 
pleasing  results.  He  deserves  —  and 
is  getting  —  a  lot  of  praise  for  his 
work. 

The  actual  cost  of  construction  was 
$25,000,  while  furniture  and  fixtures 
bring  the  total  investment  to  $30,000. 

The  money  was  contributed  entirely 
bv  the  alumni  and  was  raised  by  a 
committee  headed  by  Brother  Benson 
W.  Hough,  Justice  of  the  Ohio  Sup- 


reme Court.  Among  his  most  active 
helpers  were  Brothers  John  W.  Hoff- 
man, president  of  the  University; 
Walter  A.  Jones,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University; 
Charles  M.  Roudebush,  Fred  C.  Rec 
tor,  S.  S.  Blair,  Brooks  Galleher,  J. 
Alex.  Sloan  and  Charles  B.  Mills. 

It  has  taken  three  years  of  active 
campaigning  to  raise  the  funds  but 
most  of  the  money  is  in.  The  biggest 
part  of  the  remainder  is  covered  by 
pledges  and  the  committee  is  optimis- 
tic about  Fiji  credit.

Every  man  ought  to 
feel,  and  has  the  privilege  of  feeling, 
that  he  is  working  with  God,  that  his 
labor  is  sacred ;  but  the  preacher  has 
the  satisfaction  of  feelinpr  this  in  a 
peculiar  and  exalted  defrree.  We  all 
love  power.  Tinit  is  the  passion  of 
the  modern  world  —  and  was  of  the 
ancient  world,  for  that  matter.  Now, 
spiritual  power  is  the  greatest  of  all 
power,  and  the  possession  and  use  of 
it  the  greatest  of  all  rewards.  To  pro- 
ceed step  by  step  as  God  gives  ordi- 
nance, to  declare  syllable  by  syllable 

God  gives  light,  to  feel  time  itseU 
and  your  own  soul  enforcing  your  tes- 
limony,  to  realize  that  sooner  or  later 
the  whole  world  must  seek  your  Lord 
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— moBt  demand  your  oommoditj— and 
to  look  daily  into  the  faces  of  those 
who  are  beine  transformed  —  this  is 
the  great  reward  of  the  preacher.

A 
modem  definition  of  oratory  is  to  have 
something  to  say,  say  it  and  stop. 
Many  of  those  who  sail  around  among 
the  stars  do  not  meet  the  terras  of  that 
homely  definition.  Preaehing,  after 
all,  comes  to  he  a  very  prrU'ticnl  and 
workaday  tiling  and  is  vastly  more 
sulKstantial  and  regular  than  tiro- 
works.  Far  and  away  the  most  im- 
poriant  qualifications  are  good  judg- 
mi^t,  intellectual  honesty,  education 
and  ehaiacter.  When  I  say  character 
in  connection  with  the  Oospd  lif  inis-> 
try  I  mean  the  persoasion  that  Christ 
is  supreme  in  life,  that  His  way  of 
sacrificial  service  is  the  only  way  of 
right  living  and  that  to  do  His  will 
is  better  than  Jongs  and  coronets. 

Phi  Gam  Badge  Had  Power  to 
Open  War  Prison  Doors

THE  late  Major  James  W.  Wilson 
(North  Carolina  '53),  during  a 
visit  to  Bpsilon  chapter  in  the  spring 
of  1891,  thrilled  the  undergraduates 
with  the  recital  of  a  Civil  War  inci- 
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dent  that  shonld  be  preserved  in  Fiji 

annals. 

While  servin<r  as  a  commissioned 
ofBeer  in  Lee  s  invasion  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Brest  her  Wilson  was  eaptnrcd 
and  lodfred  in  solitary  eontinemenl  by 
a  grim  Fetleral  lieiiti'uanl ,  wlio  offered 
him  not  a  whit  of  cunsnlatioii,  but  af- 
ter sweeping  a  sharp  glauee  at  the 
little  chapter  pin  consistently-  worn  on 
the  prisoner'a  blouse,  assured  him  that 
"all  damned  rebels  ought  to  be  hung," 
and  took  himself  oif. 

"And,"  ebndded  the  Major  in  the 
telling,  "hung,  I  sure  thought  I'd  be, 
but  do  you  know  that  about  midnight 
some  days  later  I  heard  an  almost  in- 
audible ercaking  at  my  cell  doort 
There  beinjr  no  furtlier  developments, 
and  haviiitr  reeovi-red  from  my  me- 
nit-ntary  apprclu-Tision  oi"  a  liring 
sipiad,  I  proeeedt-d  warily  t«>  the  door 
and  tried  the  i'asteuiug.  The  blessfd 
thing  swung  back,  and  I  nearly  threw 
a  fit  for  sheer  ecstacy.  Before  day- 
light I  was  far  south  and  going  south* 
er.  That,  young  gentlemen,  shows 
what  the  little  pin  will  do.  That 
Yankee  Phi  Qam  chanced  his  life  for 
it  pure  and  simple?"

He  f'-ols 
like  he  isn't  on  the  job  if  he  doesn't 
a««'inpt  ti>  s^-atter  as  mueh  Fiji  jjcKsppl 
as  iic  ciiu  en  route.    Which  reminds 
ne  that  Horace  Brightman,  who  knew 
bow  to  handle  Field  Seeretarieg  better 
thin  HcGraw  knows  how  to  handle 
UH-playetB,  used  to  say: 

"Now,  Phil,  if  yon  find  that  the 
*:ootimial  chapter,  work  occasionally 
?ets  on  your  nerves»  stop  off  for  a  day 
it  i  lif'td  in  some  city  en  route." 

Well,  I  have  tried  fur  Tears  to  get  a 
'^.v  of  rest,  bnt  to  my  knowledge  I 
tave  never  spent  one  in  total  absence 
Fijis.    Til  ere  is  always  a  little  lo- 
«1  problem  or  an  informal  luncheon 
'•T  something  of  iiiterest  that  is  too 
tjiod  to  resist. 
For  instance,  let's  consider  this  trip. 
9ite  of  shopmen  and  other  enig- 
^tie  mflwsy  adjnncts,  we  should 
ij^ve  been  able  to  niahe  the  jump  from 
^'ashington  to  San  Francisco  in  five 
^JiFs.  So  when  I  tell  you  that  I  rolled 
mto  'Frisco  three  weeks  late,  you  may 
U)w^nne  that  the  Pi€*ld  Secretary  can 
f»  rtile  soil  in  quite  a  few  spots. 
I     TLe  ikftt  morning  out  from  Wasli- 
L  ^fton   1  awoke  with  a  familiar 


ehoking  sensation  and  I  knew  that 
riUsburgli  was  gulling  rid  of  its  sum- 
mer soot.  There  are  700  Fijk  in  the 
Smoky  City  and  that's  no  place  to 
XMSS  by.  Harry  Wassell,  Earl  Over- 
holt,  Bollie  McCrady  and  others  were 
vacationing,  but  Karl  Davis  was  reign< 
ing  supreme  over  Pitt's  advance 
football  ticket  sale;  Bill  Zedcr  was 
selling  insurance,  and  Dixon  Shrum 
was  doing  the  "or«]ranized  hospitality" 
at  the  Athletic  Club.  Ekklesia  plans 
and  Pi  Sigma  trouliles  were  benched 
about  ^5  o'clock  so  that  some  ten  of  us 
could  do  tlie  local  honors  to  Pitcher 
Johnny  Coucli,  who  battled  for  the 
Beds  against  the  Pirates  in  the  after- 
noon. And  knowing  no  bettei^  travel- 
ing company  than  a  Fiji  eelebrily,  we 
continaed  on  onr  westward  way  with 
Johnny  and  his  team. 

Cincinnati  is  one  of  the  very  few 
cities  where  Phi  Qamma  Delta  is  not 
a  vital  topic  of  conversation  among  the 
youth.  There  are  reasons.  Young 
Cincinnatians  seemed  to  divide  into 
classes  that  ^'o  to  Princeton  and  Har- 
vard or  to  Miami  and  the  local  institu- 
tions. There  are  no  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  ehapters  in  these  colleges  and  so 
we  find  in  the  Queen  City  a  eomparar 
tivcly  small  number  of  Fijis,  most  of 
whom  have  filtered  in  from  other  lo- 
calities for  business  reasons. 

Bnt  there  is  a  conservative  vein  in 
me  somewhere  and  I  don't  know  bnt 
that  I  like  the  fact  that  Phi  Qamma 
Delta  is  not  a  thing  to  be  seen  and 
talked  about  on  every  street  comer. 
I  am  always  glad  to  <ret  to  Cincinnati 
and  know  I  am  <:oin^'  to  find  aliont 
fifty  Phi  Gams  who  represent  a  fra-

ternity  whose  policy  is  not  promiscu- 
ous and  whose  local  prestige  is  an 
enviable  one. 

For  instance,  if  you  were  to  ask  a 
casual  passer-by  to  name  Cincinnati's 
most  public-spirited  benefactor,  the 
chances  are  that  he  would  name  Bro- 
ther John  Withrow,  whose  efforts  to 
make  his  public  school  system  the 
finest  in  the  world  have  been  acclaim- 
ed throughout  the  land.  His  life  of 
service  has  culminated  in  the  erection 
of  the  amazing  East  High  School, 
whose  buildings,  athletic  fields  and 
beautiful  grounds  put  to  shame  most 
college  plants.  And  1  am  sure  you 
will  pardon  me  for  most  unethically 
mentioning  that  this  massive  project 
was  handed  to  a  Fiji  who  throughout 
a  period  of  ^0  years  has  handled  Cin- 
cinnati's high  school  affairs.  I  refer 
to  Brother  Edmond  D.  Lyon,  who  in 
1881  edited  The  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
and  who  spent  the  next  few  years  in 
the  less  successful  task  of  "editing" 
the  incumbent  Field  Secret arj\ 

If  you  should  ask  a  Cincinnati  lad 
to  name  the  city's  outstanding  athle- 
tic figures,  he  would  probably  include 
Brother  Boyd  Chambers,  director  of 
athletics  at  the  University  of  Cincin- 
nati; Brother  "Trampy"  McLaren, 


former  all-American  fullback,  now 
head  coach  of  football  at  the  Univer- 
sity, and  Brother  John  Couch,  pitch- 
ing ace  of  the  National  League.  And 
so  it  goes. 

Since  the  days  of  Tom  Pogue,  for- 
mer National  Secretary,  Cincinnati 
Fiji  affairs  have  descended  into  the 
hands  of  Sisson,  Merkle,  Hargrave, 
Rosebrook,  Bradley  and  others  of  the 
younger  generation.  Stop  off.  Bro- 
ther Fiji,  and  see  the  Cincy  crowd. 
You'll  find  them  as  good  as  they  make 
them.  I 

Our  interest  in  athletics  wouldn't 
allow  us  to  leave  Oliio  without  a 
glimpse  at  an  epoch-marking  struc- 
ture in  Columbus.  Pike's  Peak,  the 
(rrand  Canyon,  the  Royal  Grorge  — 
none  has  given  me  the  thrill  experi- 
enced upon  my  first  glimpse  of  the 
new  Ohio  State  stadium.

asquaintanee  with  Mr.  Parmelee,  piled 
liajr  and  bafriira^'e  into  the  Overland 
wiUiikd  and  wondered  if  the  next 
train  could  possibly  travel  as  far  be- 
kmd  whedole  as  its  predecenon.  It 
could  and  did. 

The  Overland  Limited  eanied  ns 
to  ClintoD,  Iowa.

net  resolt  was  merely  a  lot  of 
^^^^mble  advertising  we  ^dn't  need 
a  still  more  determined  desire  on 
^  part  of  Qniney  hda  to  ''go  the 


right  way. "  I  see  the  products  of  the 
Qniney  organiEatio9  all  over  the  coun- 
try. A  year  ago  we  were  rushing 
them  and,  of  course,  pledging  them  in 

New  Enfjland.  This  year  in  Califor- 
nia I  found  a  Quiney  boy  on  the 
rushing  list.  How's  that  for  big  busi* 
ness? 

The  next  stop  was  a  regular  one. 
Cedar  liupids,  publi^iliiug  center  of  Fi- 
ji propaganda  and  the  home  of  young 

Daddy"  Brewer,  is  not  likely  to  be 
passed  by.  We  found  "Daddy"  up 
to  hia  neok  in  political  and  journalis- 
tic work.  Not  the  lightest  of  ta^ 
resting  upon  his  shoulders  at  the  time 
of  nnr  azriTal  was  the  sale  of  his 
$100,000  newspaper.  But,  like  other 
good  Fijis,  he  dropped  mere  mnndane 
duties  and  spent  three  days  and  nights 
with  me,  reiidin<r  |)ri)ol'  and  prodding 
t%pe-setters  so  that  1  mi<rlit  luive  the 
finished  product  of  the  new  freslniian 
catedusmu  The  "  Bs"  have  it.  The 
Brewers,  the  Bakers,  and  the  Bright> 
mans  of  our  fraternity,  whose  lives  are 
full  of  great  things,  find  it  their  plea- 
sore  to  give  Phi  Gamma  Delta  more 
than  avocational  precedence.  They 
make  some  of  US  fccl  like  real  pikers. 

We  didn't  want  to  p^iss  up  Omaha 
when  wo  got  into  Nebraska.  This 
visitincr  in  graduate  eenterK,  at  leisure 
and  otf  active  duty  imurs,  was  fasci- 
nating US.  S(t  we  sp»  lit  a  day  with 
the  Swedes  Mild  tlie  Dudleys  in  that 
condiu.sktr  metrtipolis,  sometimes 
known  as  Dartmouth,  Nebraska.

And  Allen  and  Chct  Diidlt  v,  Dart- 
mouth foutbull  stars  aud  Omaha  Gra- 
duate Chapter  pillars,  deserve  more 
than  X  «ver  can  give  them.  Hogs  and 
cattle  were  sold  in  a  hnny  the  morn- 
ing I  arrived  and  tken  Allen  and  Gliet 
rounded  np  the*Fijis  and  we  all 
loosened  up  with  the  latest  in  Mis- 
louri  Valley  gossip  that  ended  with  a 
round  of  golf  in  the  midst  of  the 
Nebraka  state  tournament. 

Hf>ro  is  the  botriiining  of  the  West, 
as  we  r»  aeh  Colorado. 

Denver  and  "Rootch"  Henderson! 
"Scotch"  is  111  iiiost  versatile  and  the 
most  accommodating  of  Fijis.  He'll 
scrap  with  you  on  tmy  subject  —  from 
Colonisaticm  to  Cheney  Cup  reports. 
He  doeen't  believe  in  the  Chen^  re- 
ports and  we  do.  And  that's  the  fun 
of  it !  "What  a  sad  spectacle  we  should 
be  if  everybody  thought  the  same  way. 
That's  why  we  like  to  talk  with  Fijis 
of  the  Henderson  type.  They  think 
enough  about  and  of  their  fraternity 
to  serap  about  it  —  constructively,  of 
course. 

Now,  you  city  Fijis,  let  me  say  a 
word  about  Denver.  As  a  national 
fraternity  we  pride  ourselves  a  great 
deal  on  our  organization.  We  boast 
about  eur  alunini  interest,  yet,  in  spite 
of  what  Charlie  Eastman  and  his  as- 
sistants are  doing,  we  are  failing 
down  in  one  respect:  Our  city  or- 
ganizations are  not  what  th^  dionld 
be. 


I  know  the  case  of  a  metropolis  in 
the  Middle  West.  Though  the  city  is 
full  of  influential  Fijis,  we  are  almost 
unheard  of  as  far  as  high  school  raen 
are  concerned.  Individual  Fijis  are 
known  aud  respeeted.  but  the  frater- 
nity coiiucetioiL  is  lost.  It  is  a  per- 
sonal and  nut  au  organizat  ion  ail  air. 
What  that  city  must  do  is  to  bring 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  into  the  spotlight 
through  an  intense  aetive  and  almnni 
liason.  That  is  what  Denver  is  doing. 

The  two  Colorado  chapters  —  draw- 
ing heavily  from  Denver — have  form- 
ed, with  the  help  of  Tau  Graduate 
Chapter,  an  nil-state  roshicg  com- 
mittee. Through  one  agency  all  Den- 
ver prospects  are  investigated  and 
referred  to  the  ])roper  chapters.  I 
saw  tlie  orpanizatioii  at  work  and  I 
saw  hids  goinj;  to  Boulder,  Colorado 
Springs  and  Amherst  firm  in  tlie  de- 
sire to  become  Fijis,  if  they  got  a 
chance. 

We  most  hurry  on  to  California. 
But  we  ean  not  leave  Colorado  with- 
out a  word  about  the  unique  B^i 
summer  spot.  I  have  a  little  hobby 
up  my  sleeve.  What  do  you  think  of 
a  Fiji  summer  camp  f  I  mean  attrac- 
tive places,  co-operatively  supported, 
where  Fijis  can  meet  and  spend  a  few 
week.s  in  the  snmmer  in  the  best  pos- 
sible a.s.soeiation.  Every  time  I  visit 
Coluratio  Sprin<?s,  the  idea  appeals  to 
me.  Would  you  believe  that  at  times 
there  have  been  nearly  a  hundred 
Fijis  from  thirty  chapters  mingling 
there  t  The  dsy  I  arrived  there  I  met 
the  heads  of  five  active  chapters 
What  a  chance  for  the  exchange  of 
ideas! 

One  simply  can't  get  through  the 
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Siaings   without    being  expoBed. 
AaMig  the  *'lL%iier-iip«"  of  tiie  ira-' 
t^nutf,  a  Clki  Sigma  Fiji  named 
^ellvaine  takes  procodrnpn.    All  aiim* 
mer  he  held  forth  15,000  feet  up  on 
Pike's  Peak.    No  Fiji  escaped  him  or 
The  Brcezr,    an   "abnvo  tlie-clouds"' 
newspaper,  whicli  lie  edited  and  siold 
thw.   Likewise,  at  every  "sijsrht"  of 
&uy  impoi'laiiee  tiiere  was  a  Fiji  ready 
to  button-hole  you.    Rtiss  Ward,  head 
of  the  Chicago  chapt«  i,   ' received" 
at  the  poatOffBce  and  many  an  impa^ 
tient  general  d^vory  cnetomer  wbb 
kept  waiting  as  Boss  swapped  Fiji 
fOMtp.  At  hotels,  B^is  saw  to  it  that 
jott  were        taken  care  of.  Boherta 
was  at  the  Antlers,  Freyschlan:  at  the 
Acacia  and  Jaeohs  at  the  Broadmoor. 
If  you  wantf-d  a  tie  or  collar,  Brother 
Poijiie  wuidd  fix  you  up.    If  you 
'.vantrd   a  .swim,   lirother  Walholni, 
hend  of  the  Kiiux  chapter,  would  be 
your  life  guard.    So  it  went.    If  you 
want  to  enjoy  a  pocket  edition  of  the 
BkUena,  q>end  a  summer  at  Ocdorado 
Springs, 

Aroimd  the  Peak»  tlmragh  the 
Oo^ge  and  up  the  Valltigr  to  Salt  Lake 
we  went  next.

It  dawned  upon  ne  after  a  week,  in 
southern  California  just  why  some 
Fijis  from  aH  over  (he  eonntry  had  le- 
entlj  made  the  hegira.  There  ia  a 


spirit  of  optimism  that  can  not  he 
heaten.  Tonng  Fijis  are  happy  and 

sueeessful.  Though  I  saw  the  mirade 
of  Fiji  activity  exemplified  in  doaens 
of  ways,  let  me  tell  about  some  cases 
that  popped  out  before  my  eyes  daring 

just  one  afternoon. 

Not  many  ycai's  a^'o  a  young  man 
with  a  leaniiijj:  toward  and  niueh  ex- 
cellence in  biology  at  DePauw  and 
Indiana  went  to  Los  Angeles,  where 
he  promptly  forgot  ahoot  flcoa  and 
fauna  and  h^ian  selling  honds.  To- 
day Porter  McCoy — well,  he  has  such 
a  business  that  he  can  leave  it  without 
'  serious  interference  with  the  family 
larder  to  spend  days  acting  as  chauf- 
feur for  a  Field  Secretary  in  and 
about  the  southern  California  by-wa^-s. 

Tt  was  while  drivinpr  one  afternoon 
with  y\nc  that  I  noticed  the  sign, 
"Hrazier  &  McDonald,"  posted  over 
a  real-estate  uflBce. 

"Where  have  I  heard  those  names 
heforet"   I  asked. 

"Probably  in  Seattle/'  Mac  repUed. 
"They  left  the  chapter  last  year  and 
set  up  here  on  a  shoe-string  a  few 
months  ago." 

And  a  talk  with  the  young  and  en- 
thusiastic firm  which  forthwith  drew 
up  in  its  new  closed  car  convinced  us 
that  Wallingford  had  passed  up  a  ])et. 

On  out  in  Hollywood  (where  all 
Eastern  '  liieks"  eventually  land  with 
mouths  agape)  we  found  the  AVilliams 
brothers,  very  recently  of  Pittsburg, 
selling  lawn  mowers  to  the  movie  stars 
and  above  their  store  "Doc**  Hoyt  of 
Chicago  was  doing  the  dentist  act  for 
the  screen  luminaries.

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Fiji  Athletes  at  Leland  STiVNFORD 


his  Middle  Western  chapter  some 
years  ago  and  pioneered  in  the  indus- 
try. Still  another  Fiji  —  C.  B.  Hurtt 
—  is  making  films  and  working  on  a 
color-projecting  machine  which,  many 
experts  believe,  will  revolutionize  the 
industry. 

To  recite  the  activities  of  Fijis  in 
Los  Angeles  would  be  to  cut  out  a 
great  section  of  Who's  Who  and  print 
it  for  your  amazement.  The  story  of 
Lee  Phillips  of  the  Kansas  chapter  is 
but  an  example  and  this  great  cos- 
mopolitan melting  pot  has  stewed  up 
a  graduate  organization  of  merit. 

Allen  Stelle,  for  years  the  local  Fiji 
godfather,  left  the  city  recently  and 
his  loss  is  keenly  felt.  It  was  he  who 
conceived  the  idea  of  an  all-summer 


beach  clubhouse  for  Fijis  and  their 
wives  and  families.  The  plan  proved 
popular,  the  enterprise  flourished,  and, 
as  it  is  summer  nearly  all  year  around, 
it  could  have  been  truthfully  said  that 
Los  Angeles  joined  with  Detroit  and 
New  York  to  give  us  a  cross-country 
graduate  clubhouse  chain.  This,  and 
other  things,  Stelle  did.  Today  the 
duty  of  keeping  up  enthusiasm  has 
fallen  pretty  much  on  the  shoulders 
of  C.  E.  Noerenberg  of  Illinois  and 
Porter  McCoy.  They  are  planning 
monthly  dinners  with  addresses  by 
prominent  Fiji.s.  Thej'^  are  planning 
an  all-year  ru.shing  committee.  VTilh 
the  aid  of  the  Stanford  chapter,  they 
are  publisliing  an  up-to-date  list  of 
Fijis  in  southern  California.    If  J0\i 
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?ver  get  to  Los  Anj2:olcs,  call  up  the 
I   Rex  Anns  and  ask  for  a  Fiji,  They'll 
know  what  you  moan. 

It  has  "been  said  that  all  tliat  kocps 
some  towus  on  tbe  map  is  the  law 
«f  gravrity.   Palo  Alto,  California,  has 
miBflliiiiig  elae — about  10,000  acres  of 
WBcthtaig  else.  And  for  the  Eastern- 
er who  is  a  bit  bored  with  the  rather 
hondntm  layout  of  college  camfraaeSy 
then  li  something  poaitiTely  enchant- 
ing—something typically  Oalifornian 
—about  Xieland  Stanford  University, 
i    In  the  a(*rps  and  acres  of  campus  there 
^  not  one  ai)p()intment  that  does  not 
I    vi»ufvrm  with  another.    A  cnmhina- 
'    tioQ  of  Spanish  and  Italian  arcljitfc- 
'    hire  has  been  religiously  and  uniform- 
ly followed  in  the  halls,  dormitories, 
gyBuuHaum,  chapel.  Union  and  con- 
necting porticos. 

^  is  lavisly  eaibell»hed  with  my- 
tttds  of  flawen»  p.a]]iuiy  vines  and 
Mbs,  I  have  oft^  wondered  if  the 
Stanford  Fiji,  who  is  somewhat  ac- 
i    customed  to  this  aort  of  thing,  realizes 
jnst  how  much  more  he  is  getting  in 
Mieh  siirroimdings  than  some  of  us 
'who  took  cur  fdncntiou  in  nnacsthetie 
(1<>^.    If  there's  a  hit  of  the  artist  in 
Mm.  he'll  thank  his  lucky  .stars  that 
one  Lelaiid  Stanford,  some  fifty  years 
4go,  ccoiceived  the  idea  that  higher 
edneatioa  might  be  given  a  pleasing 
iBd  artistie  stage  setting.  LUu  Plato 
ttd  Socratea  who  took  their  yonng 
■   Ments  np  into  the  mountains  and 
garden  spots,  Stanford  gave  to 
I    the  modem  yonth  an  inheritance  of 
^Qehanting  beauty  —  a  c(»nplement- 
j    iiig  educational  lahoratory. 

LamHjIa  Si«nna.  like  so  many  of  our 
ea»pters,  is  emerging  from  the  doubt- 
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fid  afttT-thc-war  period.  The  renais- 
sance has  been  sh)W  but  sure.  And 
there  is  one  rea.son  why  it  is  going  to 
be  permanent.  Tixe  reason  iss  Brother 
Emmett  Quinn.  He  is  an  active  Fiji 
whose  hobby  is  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 
Through  a  reeent  period  of  sickness^ 
when  he  was  eoniined  to  hia  bed  for 
many  months,  his  eveiy  thought  was 
of  the  ehapter.  Beading  eveiy  bit  of 
data,  informing  himself  on  customs 
and  organization,  he  prepared  innum- 
erable charts  and  manuals  and  lists. 
Today  with  the  help  of  Elliott,  Colvin 
and  othci  s,  lie  has  organized  a  worlong 
inaehiut'.    To  ipiote  Quinn: 

"For  .somr  years  Lambda  Si^'uia  has 
maiutuiued  a  ehapter  of  individually 
prepossessing  men,  but  that  was  the 
trouble — they  were  just  individual 
men.  We  would  pledge  a  brilliant 
class  of  freshmen  and  than  £nd  at  the 
end  of  the  year  that  about  half  of  the 
eUifls  had  vanished.  This  meant,  of 
(  I  \irse,  that  our  sn  ]h  rvision  was  weak. 
Then,  again,  we  did  not  seem  to  be 
getting  the  alumni  recommendations 
nnd  house  support  that  other  ehapli-rs 
got.  That  nir'aiit  the  elojtmeiil  of 
a  better  liasnu  ihrrc.  In  dozens  of 
other  respects  we  felt  the  need  of  or- 
ganization. We  need  momentum. 
This  upper-class  group  of  ours  must 
start  whirling.  When  we  attain 
speed,  the  occasional  monkey-wreneh 
which  heretofore  has  stopped  things 
cold  wiU  be  merely  hurled  off  at  a 
tangent  and  the  constructive  momen- 
tum will  cany  nn." 

That  sounds  like  business,  doesn't 
it?  A  chapter  dofs  not  stand  still.  It 
pies  either  forward  or  backward. 

Things  were  buzzing  at  the  house 
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Proposed  Fraternity  Group  at  Stanford  University 


when  I  left.  Physical  improvements, 
new  furniture,  paint,  gardeners  at 
work,  Fijis  busy  here  and  there  — 
these  formed  the  picture  of  awakened 
activity.  I  hated  to  leave  that  beau- 
tiful colonial  home;  I  hated  to  leave 
the  good  local  alumni  like  Vic  West, 
Lou  Eaton,  and  Major  Collins,  Chief 
of  Section  XV ;  I  hated  to  leave  that 
handful  of  active  men  who  were  bend- 
ing every  effort  to  make  it  the  "best 
3'ear  ever."  I  regretted  having  to 
leave  the  university  and  the  Dean  and 
Mr.  Roth  and  Dr.  Wilbur  who,  con- 
trary to  public  opinion,  are  not  op- 
posed to  fraternities  but  are  making 
every  effort  to  improve  them.  I  want- 
ed, too,  to  wait  and  see  that  new  class 
of  fifteen  freshmen.  But  that's  the 
price  a  P'iji  pays  —  he  must  forever 
go  on.  The  compensation  of  satisfac- 
tion at  seeing  or  hearing  of  results 
comes  later. 

All  that  glitters  is  not  gold,  but  aU 
that  is  purple  around  Berkeley  has

been  in  the  habit  of  glittering  for  sev- 
eral years.  This  locale  of  champion- 
ship football  teams,  Greek  theaters, 
tennis  stars,  and  what  not,  has  pro- 
duced out  on  Bancroft  Way  a  start- 
lingly  brilliant  Fiji  array.  Never, 
in  talks  with  members  of  other  fra- 
teniities  about  the  'Frisco  district 
have  I  heard  anything  but  highest 
praise  for  our  chapter  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California.  Delta  Xi  has  main- 
tained a  "place  in  the  sun."  The 
impartial  alumnus  will  tell  you  that 
no  fraternity  can  boast  of  a  group  of 
graduates  to  compare  with  the  San 
Francisco  Fiji  crowd.  I  had  heard  it 
before  and  I  was  convinced  this  fall.  , 
The  old  feeling  of  isolation  has  dis-  i 
appeared.  I  remember  hearing  it  said 
that  years  ago  California  Fijis  usfd 
to  say  they  were  paying  their  "East- 
ern dues"  when  they  sent  money  to 
the  national  organization.  Thousands 
of  miles  from  fraternity  headquarters, 
seeing  little  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  ex- 
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cept  as  it  developed  locally,  and  losing 
much  of  the  national  idea  due  to  early 
mistakes  and  misunderstandings,  they 
quite  naturally  fell  upon  their  own 
resources  for  tlie  local  advancement. 

But  Ekklesiai,  intermingling  of  ac- 
tives and  alumni  from  the  East,  and 
the  development  of  our  supervisional 
system  brought  about  a  gradual  liason. 
Today  we  find  an  active  chapter,  like 
Stanford  and  many  others,  awakening 
from  a  post-war  nap  and  grasping  at 
everj-  proffered  medium  for  helpful- 
ness. Mat.son,    Glide,    Mills,  Van 
Horn,  Dollry  and  Wiggins  are  but  a 
few  of  the  men  who  are  seeing  to  it 
that  that  momentum  we  have  been 
talking  about  carries  on  at  Delta  Xi. 

I  have  never  met  nor  talked  with  a 
more  interesting  and  more  interested 
freshman  class  than  that  which  greet- 
ed me  at  Berkeley.    It  was  all  the 
more  interesting  because  it  was  my 
firrt  freshman  class  of  the  year.  I 
like  to  talk  with  freshmen.    One  rea- 
son is  that  1  know  that  it  is  the  one 
class  I  have  some  chance  of  seeing 
when  I  come  back.    Another  rqpson 
is  that  it  is  great  to  try  to  cultivate  in- 
the  fresh,  unspoiled  material  the  big- 
grer   idea  of  fraternity  ethics  and 
ideals.    Too  often  the  new  man  thinks 
he  has  joined  a  purelj''  social  or  sociol- 
ogical affair.    He  must  realize  that 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  was  founded  upon 
and  has  thrived  upon  something  more 
than  a  dance  floor  or  a  golf  course. 

Whom  do  you  think  I  found  among 
the  Berkeley  Fiji  freshmen?  None 
other  than  J.  Pierpont  Morgan.  Real 
■tuff,  all  related  up  and  everything. 
He  has  asked  me  to  announce,  how- 


ever, that  Fijis  need  not  attempt  ne- 
gotiation of  loans.  I  refer  you,  then, 
to  Brother  Rockefeller  of  Colorado, 
Brother  Ford  of  Allegheny,  or  Broth- 
er Dupont  of  M.  I.  T. 

I  have  mentioned  that  the  opinion 
has  been  that  the  California  chapter 
and  its  alumni  have  maintained  a  con- 
tinuity of  strength.    During  recent

years,  though,  it  was  felt  that  a  sort 
of  divorcement  had  developed  between 
the  two.  Alumni  were  graduating 
and  the  chapter  was  forgetting  them. 
Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Dick  Wood- 
ward, Ike  Upham,  and  others  on  one 
side  and  the  new  chapter  on  the  oth- 
er, there  now  exists  the  most  hearty 
reciprocation.  I  had  a  chance  to  see 
what  was  happening  when,  at  a  meet-

ing  in  Berkeley  one  night  and  at  a 
luncheon  at  the  famous  Bohemian 
Club  in  San  Francisco  one  noon,  these 
alumni  poured  forth  the  story  of  the 
"awakening."  An  elaborate  plan  for 
alumni  reunions  was  being  arranged. 
On  one  night  the  Fijis  from  1890  to 
1895  will  meet  and  renew  acquaint- 
ances. The  next  week  another  group 
will  gather,  and  so  on. 

Ike  Upham,  whose  generosity  and 
hospitality  have  been  displayed  on 
many  occasions,  is  going  to  make  the 
Delta  Xi  graduate  organization  a  he- 
man  affair  —  or  bust  trying.  After 
this  is  accomplished,  Ike  intends  to 
work  up  the  San  Francisco  affair,  en- 
listing the  faithful  Charlie  Prevost, 
Harold  Cookson,  "Doc"  Shoup  and 
others  of  the  Stanford  group.  Then 
it  is  planned  to  locate  all  local  Fijis 
from  other  chapters  and  give  the  fra- 
ternity the  best  there  is  in  graduate 
chapters. 


I  wish  I  could  take  the  space  to  tell 
more  about  Delta  Xi.  There  is  one 
feature  worthy  of  note  at  Berkeley. 
It  is  the  house.  Beautiful  enough  on 
the  exterior,  its  lower  floor  is  ideal. 
In  this  one  detail  it  is  the  finest  in 
the  country-wide  list.  And  that 
means  something,  for  our  house  valua- 
tion of  $1,700,000  today  leads  all  the 
rest.^ 

At  Berkeley  they  seemed  to  have 
happened  upon  a  most  fortunate  in- 
terior. Long  rambling  rooms  of  dark 
walnut  finish,  vnth  cathedral-beamed 
ceilings,  open  upon  one  another. 
Rangy  and  majestic,  they  appear 
sturdy,  yet  luxurious.  Upon  enter- 
ing the  hou.se,  one  is  impressed  with 
the  graceful  stairway  lighted  by  the 
Frank  Norris  memorial  window  of 
delicate  and  artistic  stained  glass  de- 
sign.

The  love  of  books  is  a  part  of  my    iual  letter  of  Charles  Lamb  or  Shelley. 
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The  love  of  books  took  hold  of  me 
before  X  learned  there  wa«  art  in  any- 
thing.  Long  befoxe  the  hair  on  my 
bttid  became  gny  and  patehy  I  was  a 
ymth  in  Maryland  irith  little  to  oe- 
copy  my  time  in  tiie  glorious  summer 
days  except  reading.  A  little  12mo 
Shakespeare  came  into  my  possessicm, 
through  what  source  I  can  not  now 
recall.   But  the  memory  of  the  hours 
I  spent  with  that  tiny  volume  nnder 
Mil  old  ptar  tree  iu  the  orchard  is  one 
of  the  precious  things  that  will  abide 
throughout  life.    There  wasu't  art  in 
H  —  just  "growed-up"  love  for  the 
greatest  literatora  given  the  vorid, 
after  the  Bible. 

Ify  matnrer  years  have  been  years 
ef  strenuous  and  persistent  woik,  but 
that  work  has  been  made  easier  to  per- 
form because  of  my  love  of  books.  I 
always  know  that  after  a  day  of  har> 
r;ii!sing  cares  and  perplexities  there 
await  mo  at  home  the  reading  lamp 
in  the  library  and  the  choice  of  many 
a  kn-t-d  volume.  It  is  ])leasant  there 
to  recal!  the  act  of  Charles  Lamb  kiss- 
ing tenderly  a  copy  of  Cliapiuan  s 
Bomsr  he  discovered  in  a  friend's 
library,  and  to  pietnre  him- and  Maiy 
listing  the  old  shops  of  London,  in 
his  poeket  the  small  som  of  money 
they  had  saved,  throogh  fmgal  liv- 
ing, for  the  purchase  of  a  ''ragged 
veteian"  in  the  book  world;  and,  fur- 
ther, to  be  inspired  by  the  recollection 
of  th^  fine  devotion  of  Lamb  to  his 
briiiiant  but  unfortnnut'^  sister.  Per- 
hap<?  I  will  refresh  my  tired  spirit  by 
foadliner  once  afjain  this  characteristic 
letter  written  by  Lamb  to  his  esteemed 
friend,  Leigh  Hunt : 


*Who  but  Lamb  would  or  eoold 
write  "indifferent  Wednesdayf "  This 
brief  note  ealls  to  mind  all  the  love 
and  tender  eare  given  by  Charles 

Lamb  to  his  unfortunate  but  brilliant 
sister,  Mary.  ''Greater  love  hath  no 
man  than  this,"  that  he  will  sacrifice 
his  life  for  a  friend.  The  world  does 
not  have  a  record  ol  more  surpassing 
loveliness  than  that  which  tells  of  the 
solieituele  with  whieh  Charles  Lamb 
ever  watched  over  his  sister,  who  was 
subject  to  melancholy  and  occasional 
fits  of  insanity.  The  letter  reads: 

"D'.  Hunt,  There  was  a  sort  of  side 
talk  at  Mr.  Novello's  about  our  spend- 
ing Good  Friday  at  Hampstead,  but 
my  aster  has  got  so  bad  a  cold,  and 
both  want  rest  so  much,  that  you  shall 
excuse  our  putting  off  the  visit  some 
little  time  longer.  Pertiaps  after  aU 
yon  know  nothin*?  of  it. 

"Believe  me 
**  Yours  Truly 

*'C.  Lamb. 

*  *  Indiflereut  Wednesday ' ' 
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Yoa  will  note  in  the  laoBimile  repio- 
daedoti  that  Lamb  at  the  end  of  his 
letter  started  to  write  Wednesday, 
"We"  witii  a  line  drawn  Ihroogh  it. 

His  sense  of  humor  evidently  gave  him 
a  second  thought,  and  he  deleted  the 
"We"  so  that  he  might  describe  the 
day  as  an  "indifferent"  one  —  truly  a 
Lamb  expression. 

Then  when  one  has  lived  in  imafrin- 
ation  for  a  time  with  Lamb  and  his 
sister  lie  may  further  refresh  himself 
with  re-perusal  of  a  few  Dickens  let- 
tersy  like  this  one,  also  written  to  Hunt :

Doubtless  tho  book  to  wiiich  refer- 
ence is  made  is  tho  1844  edition  of 
Leigh  Hunt's  yV/'  ^/'x,  which  was  issued 
by  ^loxon  in  a  small  pocket  size,  a 
form  much  desired  by  Hunt,  who  fan- 
cied that  if  ever  he  "conld  prodnce 


an3rthing  of  that  sort  in  that  shape,  he 
should  consider  himself  as  having  at- 
tained the  happiest  end  of  a  human 

heing's  existenoe,"  and  that  he  shoold 
require  ' '  no  other  praq»erity. ' ' 

This  letter  was  written  by  Dickens 
eight  years  before  the  appearance,  in 

monthly  parts,  of  his  liUak  House,  in 
which  the  character  of  "Harold  Skim- 
pole"  seemed  to  be  a  caricature  of 
Hunt.  Dickens  denied  the  accusation, 
but  did  acknowledge  that  the  ^rood 
traits  of  tliat  fictitious  person  were 
taken  from  Hmit»  while  tiie  disagree- 
able ones  were  drawn  ficom  his  imag- 
ination— a  defence  tiiat  did  not  ac- 
quit I  have  a  half  doien  or  more 
letters  written  later  to  Hunt  in  which 
Dickens  gently  tries  to  disclaim  the 
reference. 

And  speaking  of  Leigh  Hunt,  re- 
minds nie  that  in  him  all  booklovers 
find  a  kindred  spirit,  for  did  he  not 
say  in  a  letter  in  my  possession  that 
he  was  a  "perfect  'glutton  of  books,' 
novels  included,  and  that  he  made 
* 'nothing  of  washing  down  half  a  vol- 
ume at  breakfast''  And  did  he  not 
say  in  that  essay  so  loved  by  lovers  of 
books,  '*My  Books,"  that  he  would 
love  them  till  he  died;  "and  perhaps, 
if  fortune  turns  her  face  once  more 
in  kindness'  upon  me  before  I  go,  I 
may  chance,  some  quiet  day,  to  lay  my 
overheating  temples  on  a  book,  and  so 
have  the  death  1  most  envy.'' 

One  of  tlie  books  I  genuinely  love  is 
a  copy  of  Leigh  Hunt's  Wit  o-nd  Hu- 
mour, bearing  on  the  half-title  these 
words  in  the  author's  autograph:  "To 
Mrs.  Shelley  (I  mean  'Mary  ')  from 
her  affectionate  friend,  L.  H." 
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I  brlieve  that  when  oxistpnce  for 
j     me  oti  earth  is  to  bf»  teruiiuated,  with 
!     my  head  upon    tiiat  volume  death 
I     would  have  no  terrors  for  me.  It 
louldu  t  matter  much  whether  St. 
Peter  opened  the  gatGS  or  not,  for  the 
elsnaan  field  would  be  where  I  and 
tliat  book  foregathered. 

I  do  not  have  any  apologies  to  make 
for  sty  book-loving  tendeneka.  Did 
not  the  Savior  show  a  fondness  and  a 
•     respect  for  the  book  when  he  took  a 
volume  that  had  been  handed  him,  and 
1     aft^r  he  had  examined  it  i'Io^mI  it  rev- 
cMitly  and  returned  il  to  the  owner  I 
Am-I  Si.  Paul  in  prison,  yon  will  le 
call,  a^ked  that  certain  arlicies  be 
1     brought    him,    but    especially  the 
!     "books  aud  parchments." 

I       These  are  examples  worthy  of  imi- 
tatkii. 

I  Biehatd  de  Bniy,  the  English  sehol- 
tr  and  prelate,  biffn  so  long  ago  as 
1281,  had  the  nght  sort  of  lore  for 
Wks.  for,  as  he  wrotOt  th^  "arc  mas- 
I  ters  who  instruct  us  without  rods  and 
feniles,  without  words  or  anger,  with> 
^nt  bnafl  or  money.  Tf  you  approach 
ihem,  they  are  not  asleep;  if  you 
*wk  them,  they  do  not  hide;  if  you 
blunder,  they  do  not  scold;  if  you  are 
ignorant,  they  do  not  lanprh  at  von." 
An  of  wfueh  proves  tiiat  bookii  are 
Iriciids  that  ring  true.

While  writing  this  article,  the  post- 
man dropped  on  my  desk  two  bulky 
paekages  forwarded  from  London. 
They  proved  to  be  the  printer's  copy 
from  which  was  made  the  1860  edi- 
tion of  the  Autohiography  of  Leigh 
Hunt,  a  book  which  Carlyle  said  was 
second  in  interest  only  to  Boswell's 
Johnson.  The  paekagres  eontained  al- 
most the  eoniplt'ie  text  of  the  three- 
volume  edition  of  1850,  for  the  most 
part  inter-leaved,  and  revised  through- 
out by  Leigh  Hunt  and  his  son, 
Thornton.  Many  pages  are  in  the  au- 
tograph of  Hunt,  and  there  are  nu- 
merous marginal  corrections  and  other 
additions  by  him.  There  are,  besides, 
first  and  secimd  proofii,  manuscripts 
of  Thorntoti  Hunt,  and  other  odds  and 
ends,  all  of  which  go  to  make  the  item 
one  to  appeal  to  a  lover  of  things 
hookish. 

Certairdy  it  doesn't  require  much 
"art"  for  even  an  inditfercnt  book- 
man to  have  an  alfection  for  this  item. 

Ther*'  is  a  sense,  however,  in  whieh 
a  book  falls  under  the  domain  of  art, 
but  this  is  from  the  practical  side 
rather  than  from  the  sentimental  one. 
It  b  a  thing  of  arrangement  and  dis- 
position, and  there  must  be  one  sort 
of  arrangement  or  disposition  that  is 
more  pleasing  than  another.  The 
monks  who  produced  in  monasteries 
such  beautiful  manuscripts  under- 
stood this.  The  text  is  placed  on  the 
pa«?e  in  a  way  pleasinpr  to  the  eye. 
They  knew  tliat  one  ncvt-r  h>oked  at  a 
sinpfle  pa*r('  at  a  time,  but  that  two 
pages  came  under  the  vision.  Hence 
the  two  pages  were  made  the  unit,  the 
inner  margins  being  narrow,  the  top 
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maigins  a  Httle  wider,  the  outer  mst^ 
gins  atill  wider,  and  the  bottom  mar<- 
gina  widest  of  alL  A  general  rule  is 
lor  an  ineiease  of  twentgr  percent  in 
each  instance,  Why,  does  some  <me 
ask?  Because  sueh  an  arranf^ement 
is  pleasing  to  the  eye.  The  early  book- 
printers  reooprniTied  these  things  and 
made  their  publications  to  conform 
to  them.  Kor  artistif  7'ousons  the  out- 
er margins  of  a  book  must  bo  ample 
but  projjfrly  propjortionod.  One  oc- 
casionally finds  a  volume  in  wiueii  the 
surface  of  the  blank  paper  is  greater 
than  that  of  the  type  form— >"xita- 
letB  of  type  running  through  a  nead- 
ow  of  margin."  The  border  of  the 
garment  is  broader  than  the  garment 
itself.  This  of  eouise  is  an  offonse  to 
the  ^e.  Such  an  arrangement  is  not 
art. 

T  love  the  hook  with  the  deckled- 
edges.  In  such  a  book  each  page  has 
an  individuality  all  its  own,  no  two 
papros  hoingr  of  the  same  exact  size. 
Eaeii  is  a  picture  different  from  all 
the  other  pictures  in  the  same  volume. 

As  a  collector,  I  want  my  choice 
itrans  in  the  original  binding.  But 
this  doesn't  indicate  that  I  do  not 
have  a  liking  for  red  moroeeo,  crashed 
levant,  or  polished  ealf .  However,  I 
want  these  luxurious  bindings  on 
worthy  books.  T  do  not  care  for 
lAmb's  "things  in  books'  clothing" 
any  more  than  Elia  cared  for  them. 
He  eorniilained,  and  justly,  that  it  was 
a  disajipointment  "to  reach  down  a 
well  bound  semblance  of  a  volume, 
and  hope  it  some  kliubliearted  play- 
book,  then,  opening  what  'seems  its 
leaves,'  to  come  bolt  upon  a  withering 


populatum  essay."  When  Juliet 
hears  that  Borneo  has  dain  Tsrbalt  she 
cries  out— 

''Was  ever  book  containing  such  vile 

matter 
So  fairiy  bound?" 
All  true  lovers  of  books  re-echo  that 

sentiment. 

A  favorite  book  is  as  proper  an  ob- 
ject of  ornament  as  the  hilt  of  a 
sword,  but  the  contents  sliould  be 
worthy  of  the  housinisr.  I  will  never 
buy  a  book  for  the  sake  of  the  bind- 
ing, but  I  will  purchase  a  binding  for 
the  sake  of  the  book. 

Binding  is  an  Art  It  follows  thoe 
are  some  specimens  more  beautiful 
than  others.  I  rejoice  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Dennne  and  De  Thou  bindings, 
for  there  is  a  dignity  about  them,  and 
a  solidity  that  make  for  attractive- 
ness. These  are  araorg  the  old  bind- 
who.se  work  is  now  scarce.  De 
Huuty,  and  Sanp-orski  and  Snteliffe, 
and  Hiviere,  and  other  London  bind- 
ers are  privincr  an  artistic  touch  to  their 
work  that  is  appealing  to  lovers  of 
books.  They  are  real  artists,  and 
their  work  makes  its  instant  appeal

The  climate  ranges  from  about  40** 
to  75"  during  the  short  summer.  Hun- 
dreds of  icebergs  float  along  the  coast 
and  millions  of  black  flies  swarm  in 
the  interior.  The  island  surely  has 
its  distinfruisliiiig  eharactoristics,  for 
ibe  ic('}H'r;_'s  are  wonderful  and  the 
flies  aiT"  terrible.  There  is  mucSi  t  mi- 
■  l»er,  eottl  and  copper  in  the  island,  but 
I  theiocky  and  remote  location  discour- 
iget  development  beoanse  of  the  ez- 
poie  of  gettiog  these  raw  materials 
not  to  the  ports. 

The  principal  industry  of  the  peo- 
ple is  cod  flsbing,  and  the  men  haul 
thdr  sets  all  summer.  This  year  the 
nm  of  fish  alon^:  the  east  coast  has 
be<»n  very  good.  Hauling  cod  traps  is 
qmtc  stout  work,  and  cleaning  and 
birring  the  fish  re(iuire.s  an  extended 
vorHhnlary  for  explanation.  It  is  ex- 
eeedingiy  dirty  work  and  yet  general- 
ly whole  families,  women  included, 
help  dean  and  dry  the  day's  catch. 
The  nets  are  ezpensiTe  and  easily  lost 
Of  biQken  in  a  heavy  sea»  the  ivhole 
hsnneBi  being  a  decided  contrast  with 
hd^  and  its  unions  in  the  States.  In 
vmter  flie  main  occupation  m  getting 
timber  from  the  interior  by  dog  team 
for  fuel  and  building. 

The  people  themselves  are  small  of 
stature  and  very  larfre  of  family  — 
enrolliiiont  per  family  genei'ally 
funniiii.'  1o  a  good  baker's  dozen. 
They  live  in  small  wooden  houses,  of- 


ten of  not  more  than  two  or  three 
rooms.  This  tends  to  break  down 
their  health  and  bring  on  tuberculosis. 
Then  too,  because  of  the  distance  and 
hard  traveling  conditions  between 
towns,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  inter- 
marrying between  families,  which 
greatly  lowers  the  mentality  of  the 
people.  Tliese  conditions  have  offered 
a  large  field  for  mission  work  for 
many  years.  Dr.  Grenfell  saw  the 
need  and  fjave  all  that  he  had  to  the 
work  until  today  \w  is  at  the  head  of 
a  large  orjrani/.<itioii  which  does  a 
wonderful  work  in  Newfoundland  and 
on  the  Labrador.  The  work  is  divid- 
ed into  medical,  industrial,  nutritional 
and  orphanage  woric  At  St.  Anthony 
there  is  a  well  equipped  hospital  with 
a  steady  enrolhnent  during  the  sum- 
.mer  of  about  fifty  patientB.  There 
are  also  small  hospitals  at  other  places, 
and  a  unit  or  two  travels  along  the 
coast  giving  medical  aid  where  need- 
ed Tn  fact.  Dr.  Grenfell  makes  sev- 
eral tri|>s  each  summer  aloniz;  the  eoast 
in  his  hospital  ship,  the  Strathcona, 
and  does  a  jrreat  deal  of  medical  work. 
There  is  no  other  medical  aid  avail- 
able for  the  people  and  they  think 
that  all  the  mission  workers  are  doc- 
tors. Even  I  was  called  * 'doctor*' 
and  taken  for  an  eye  speciaUst  on  my 
trip  down,  and,  although  ]U[.D.s  are 
not  given  at  Amherst,  I  gave  some 
rare  preseri|)tions  for  a  mere  candi- 
date for  a  B.A.

Also,  sup- 
plies are  gathered 
in  a  storehouse  at 
St.  Anthony  dur- 
ing the  summer 
and  distributed  in 
the  coves  where 
needed.  Often 
whole  coves  run 
short  of  supplies 
during  a  winter 
and  the  people  contract  beri-beri,  due 
to  lack  of  food.  The  distribution  of 
supplies  tends  to  prevent  much  of  this. 

At  St.  Anthony  the  orphanage  takes 
care  of  about  sixty  small  children. 
Many  of  them  have  tubercular  legs 
or  arms  from  birth  and  hop  about  as 
best  they  can.  Their  great  desire  is 
to  get  to  see  the  States,  where  they  be- 
lieve everything  must  be  rosy.  Now 
a  new  orphanage  is  in  the  process  of 
construction  and  will  be  completed  in 
December.  It  is  a  large  cement  build- 
ing, three  stories  high,  and  very  mod-

Our  work  was 
most  any  job  that 
needed  to  be  done, 
and  we  went  by 
the  distinctive 
name  of  "Wops." 
Methods  of  work 
were  quite  elemen- 
tary and  crude. 
We  helped  mix 
cement  and  lay 
floors  at  the  new 
orphanage  and 
wielded  a  wicked 
paint  brush  on  oc- 
casions. Building  a  dirt  road  furnish- 
ed good  stout  exercise  for  a  while,  too. 
Eight  hour  days  were  the  regular  or- 
der of  business,  and  not  very  often 
did  we  find  opportunity  to  "take  a 
spell"  (the  natives'  polite  phrase  for 
"loafing"). 

About  the  middle  of  July  a  big 
four-masted  schooner  came  in  with  a 
700-ton  cargo  of  supplies  for  a  year, 
400  tons  being  coal.  She  sailed  from 
New  York  in  sixteen  days  and,  accord- 
ing to  the  contract,  had  to  be  unload- 
ed in  less  than  four  days  before  de- 
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luurra^e  would  be  charged.  All  avail- 
'  abk  help  was  summoned  and  we  got 
1  kr  empty  in  three  and  one-half  days, 
voikmg  day  and  night  in  lAiifts  of 
ttiilecii  to  fifteen  honn.*  WewereiT't 
■t  all  MTiy  to  see  her  sail  ont  of  tile 
iMYbor,  even  though  she  did  go  en  the 
rocks  later  in  a  fog  and  heavy  tide. 
She  was  a  beantiful  boat,  although  she 
was  a  loss  to  the  owning  company,  as 
^he  eo«t  $130,0Q0  to  build  during  the 
war.

During  the  summer  we  organized  a 
boys'  club  for  the  natives,  and  a  Beta, 
a  Phi  Sig  and  myself  g^ot  together  on 
f     a  little  ritual  for  the  bunch.  Dances 
in  tile  schoolhouse  were  the  favorite 
diiiui»eiiitnt,  and  the  Newfoundland 
;      reel  was  always  the  feature  of  the 
I     evening.    It  was  wonderful  training 
i    for  enisB  eoontry,  and  an  aeeordion 
was  sobstitnted  for  Paul  Whitman  to 
Nader  the  "Irish  Washerwoman.'* 

On  Sunday  evenings  the  whole  mis- 
sion staff,  doctors,  nnisea,  "wops," 
•ad  ereiyone,  took  on  a  very  religious 
»r  and  gathered  at  Dr.  Grenfell's 
house  to  sing  hymns,  listen  to  the  doc- 
tor f^r^f{  jjrid  enj<»\'  wafers  and  cocoa 
ttiih  real  creauj.  TIiom;  eveninj^  were 
Tei>'  pleasant  and  much  enjoyed,  al- 


though it  mifrlit  not  seem  so.  Some- 
how they  fitted  in  with  the  life  we  led. 
Certainly  the  cocoa  tasted  better  than 
any  banana  split  royal  I  was  ever 
treated  to  in  the  States,  and  it  af- 
forded variety  from  onr  eustomary 
menu  of  '^Newfoundland  turkey'' 
(Gkrrton's  variety)  or  canned  beef. 

When  the  boat  sailed  south  on  Au- 
gust 25,  with  a  number  of  us  workers 
aboard,  the  natives  felt  that  the  lone- 
some winter  was  abont  to  set  in,  and, 
as  the  little  harbor  faded  from  sight 
in  the  fog-,  we  wished  we  could 
honorary  B.A.s  from  coUepre  and  stay 
iu  St.  Anthony  to  drive  dog  teams  ail 
winter.  My  inclinations  to  return 
next  summer  are  very  strong,  and  if 
any  Fiji  brothers  want  a  summer  of 
good  stout  mission  work.  111  be  glad 
to  get  them  pledged  up  to  the  "hon- 
orable company  of  Wops."

You  may  —  probably  will  —  not 
agree  with  all  of  Billy's  conclusions, 
for  reasonable  folks  don't  expect  ev- 
erybody to  agree  on  any  philosophical 
or  religious  problem.  You  will  find, 
however,  that  Brother  Wright  has 
sommed  up  simply,  logically,  and  in- 
terestingly just  what  he  calls  the 
hook,  A  Student's  Philosophy  of  Re- 
ligion. 

The  religious  feeling  in  college  fra- 
ternity men  is  often  very  carefully 
and  cleverly  concealed,  usually  so  well 
hidden  that  the  casual  observer,  es- 
pecially a  critic,  says  it  doesn't  exist. 
But  it  is  there,  even  though  not  often

book,  a  one  volume 
liberal  and  scientific 
summary  of  the 
main  points  a  stu- 
dent should  and  us- 
ually does  consider 
in  working  out  his 
own  philosophy  of 
religion.  As  its 
purpose  states,  it 
furnishes  '  *  college 
undergraduates  and 
general  readers  with 
the  necessary  data 
—  facts  and  argu- 
ments —  on  which 
they  will  be  able  to 
work  out  their  own 
philosophy  of  relig- 
ion." Its  three  main 


divisions  cover  re- 
spectively the  his- 
tory, the  psychology  and  the  philoso- 
phy of  religion. 

Of  its  genesis.  Brother  Wright  says 
in  the  preface:  "The  book  is  an  out- 
growth of  lecture  courses  given  at  Cor- 
nell University  from  1913  to  1916. 
While  the  majority  of  the  students 
electing  these  courses  represented  the 
various  Protestant  denominations, 
there  were  a  number  of  Roman  Cath- 
olics and  Jews  in  each,  and  a  fair 
sprinkling  of  men  and  women  who  at 
anv  rate  believed  themselves  to  be 
atheists  and  agnostics.  The  constitu- 
ency of  the  classes  led  us  to  be  objec- 
tive and  impersonal,  to  respect  one 
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another's  opinions  and  aentiments, 
and  ttt  realize  that  tiiere  ara  aeTeral 
aides  to.  most  religions  and  philosophi- 
cal questiCKQS.  We  consecrated  our 
attention  npon  the  philosophical 
and  psychological  study  of  foHturps 
common  to  all  the  tliree  n-ligious 
coniessiuns  represented;  by  so  doing, 
we  believed  that  vvc  were  concerning 
ourselves  witli  those  features  o£  re- 
l^on  that  probably  are  most  s^poifi- 
eant.  My  endeaYor  never  was  to  in- 
flnenoe  anyone  to  ehange  his  zdigions 
affiliations.  Wheneyer  a  student  oon^ 
suited  me  privately,  I  advised  him  to 
continue  in  the  religious  fait]i  and  as- 
sociations in  which  he  had  been 
brought  up  —  unless  he  had  formed 
deep  and  rationally  grounded  convic- 
tions that  I'endered  this  impossible, 
which  was  very  rarely  the  case.  Stu- 
dents frequently  ur<;ed  ine  to  publish 
the  lectures,  and  1  promised  to  do 
so.    .  . 

''My  experience  has  been,  that 
when  an  undergraduate  elects  a  course 
in  the  philosophy  department  bearing 
on  religion,  it  is  usually  for  one  or 
more  ot  the  foUowing  reasons:  Either 
he  wants  to  make  up  his  mind  wheth- 
er or  not  there  is  a  Qod,  and  if  there 
is  a  God,  what  kind  of  one;  or  he  is 
piizzlcd  ahoiit  the  freedom  of  the  will, 
or  ihe  problem  evil;  or  he  wonders 
if  he  has  a  soul,  and  whether  it  is  im- 
mortal. .  .  \'ery  often,  too,  he  is 
curious  about  the  different  religious  of 
the  world.'' 

And  of  these  subjects,  and  many 
more  that  might  be  mentioned.  Broth- 
er Wright's  book  treats  most  interest- 
ingly. I  understand  it  has  been 


adopted  as  a  text  book  in  several  col- 
leges and  universities,  so  if  any  of 
our  undergraduate  brothers  discover 

this  year  that  they  are  to  study  A 
Student's  Philosophy  of  Religion^  I 
hope  they  may  find  it  *'ca.«^ier  to  take" 
because  its  author  is  a  brother  in  Fhi 
Gamma  Delta. 

Brother  William  Kelley  ^Vri^fht  iii 
now  assistant  professor  of  philo4>ophy 
at  Da!^tmouth  College,  where  he  has 
been  since  1916.  For  three  years  be> 
fore  .that  he  was  an  instructor  at  Cor- 
nell,  and  in  1912-13  he  studied  at  Ox- 
ford University  and  the  University  of 
London.  The  two  years  prior  to  that 
he  was  instructor  in  philosophy  at  the 
University-  of  Wisconsin. 

After  attending  the  public  schools 
at  Canton,  Illinois,  where  he  was  born 
April  18,  1877.  he  prraduated  from 
Lake  Forest  Academy,  Lake  Forest, 
111.,  in  1895,  with  honorable  mention 
for  scholarship.  When  he  went  to 
Amherst  College  that  fall,  he  was  im- 
mediately pledged  and  initiated  into 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  with  the  dass  of 
'99,  so  that  he  has  now  had  twoity* 
seven  years  of  Fiji  membership.  Af* 
ter  two  years  at  Amherst,  he  trans^ 
ferred  to  the  University  of  Chic^igo 
and  took  his  A.  B.  degree  there  with 
honorable  mention  in  189f^.  Th»^  next 
four  years  "liilly"  spent  in  his  h<»me 
town,  Canton,  111.,  in  the  retail  dry 
goods  businwiR,  hut  the  seiiolastie 
"urge"  brought  him  back  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  in  1904  as  a  grad- 
uate student  and  fellow  in  phOosophy. 
In  1906  he  obtained  his  Ph.  D.  from 
the  University,  magna  ewn  laude. 
The  next  year  he  served  as  instructor 
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m  philosophy  at  the  University  of 
Tffxas,  but  in  1907  he  returned  to  Chi- 
cago and  continued  in  the  same  work 
lor  two  years,  or  mitil  the  stimmer  of 
1909,  when  he  went  to  Qermaxijr  for

lITben  '* Billy'*  was  an  undergrad- 
oite  at  Chicago,  Chi  Upsilon  chapter 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  had  not  been 
fmmdt'd.  but  whon  he  returned  for 
graduate  study  in  1!M)4,  lie  was  aldli- 
a'l'd  with  the  ta  \\  thapter  and  prave  it 
great  help  durin<r  its  earlier  years,  so 
long  as  he  was  comiocted  with  the 
Uiiiversity  of  Chicago.  lie  luu»  con- 
•tently  maintained  a  llTely  interest  in 
the  advancement  and  progress  of  the

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Fiji  Writes  Big  Insurance 

TN  a  recent  issue  of  Railway  Age 
1  there  was  an  article  on  "Group  In- 
wrance  as  Applied  to  Railroads,"  by 
Billy  Chamberlin  (Denison  '93).  The 
article  referred  in  particular  to  a  plan 
of  life  and  accident  insurances  cover- 
ing all  of  the  employees  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Railroad  which  was  devised 
and  put  into  effect  by  Brother  Her- 
bert W.  Schaefcr  (Syracuse  '07).  The 
aggregate  amount  involved  was  $50,- 
000,000.  The  work  involved  a  solici- 
tation of  30,000  men.  Brother 
Schaefer  and  Brother  Chamberlin  se- 
lected and  trained  about  fifty  men 
and  in  seven  days  obtained  the  signa- 
tures of  over  eighty  per  cent  of  those 
who  were  eligible. 

A  wide  interest  prevails  among  rail- 
road managers  and  employees  in  group 
insurance  due  to  the  recent  strike  sit- 
uation. One  railroad  after  another  is 
taking  up  the  investigation  of  the 
wbject  with  the  result  that  there  are 
Dow  several  cases  of  group  insurance 
which  have  been  adopted  by  railroads 
in  one  of  the  various  possible  forms 
l)cst  suited  to  the  factors  and  circum- 
stances within  the  particular  organ- 
ization. In  addition  to  the  Lehigh 
Valley  case  Brother  Chamberlin  has 
successfully  negotiated  the  Bangor  & 
Aroostook  Railroad,  Erie  Railroad, 
Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and 
others.

ance written  by  Brother  Chamberlin. 
One  is  The  Selling  Problems  of  Group

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Sensible  Economy  Needed 

From  among  those  who  have  obaerv- 
ed  with  anxiety  the  increaaiDg  cost  of 
a  college  education  there  will  arise 
shouts  of  ontlnisiastic  approval  of  the 
movement  launched  hy  President 
Thomas  of  Penn  State  for  a  "sensible 
economy"  among  college  students. 

Dr.  Thomas,  in  an  address  to  the 
student  body,  deplored  the  tendency 
to  increase  perstmal  expenditures  nn- 
nnflCwarUy  from  year  to  year  and  pro- 
posed a  reform  in  the  direction  of 
economy  in  student  life. 

Besponsibility  for  mach  student 
extraTagance  he  charged  to  group  ri- 
valry. Ezpenstye  house  parties,  flow- 
ers and  favors  were  mentioned 
specifically  as  items  upon  which  the 
pruning  knife  could  bp  applied. 

I)f.  Thomas  admitted  that  the  wave 
of  extravagance  is  not  limited  to  col- 
lege communities,  but  suggested  that 
if  the  colleges  could  lead  iu  a  move- 
ment for  a  sensible  economy  among 
all  daaaes,  they  would  render  an  in- 
valuable service  to  the  country. 

Dr.  Thomas  will  And  widMipmd 
encouragement  in  his  efforts  to  make 
it  possible  for  a  student  of  modest 
means  to  attend  rollege  and  to  partici- 
pate in  all  the  helpful  features  of 
academic  life. 


Chapter  Dead-Beats 

Rigbt  now  the  chapter  treasurers 
ought  to  resolve  that  this  academic 
year  will  be  a  lean  one  for  llie  ehapter 
dead-beats.  These  liability  brothers

of  iiifiuhcrship  before  shipment. 

In  contnust  with  the  fair  metliods 
of  Balfour  liave  been  tlie  tactics  om- 
Iiloytisl  by  ce rial  11  otlier  jewelry  firniii, 
vboM  products  are  of  an  inferior 
grade,  vlioBe  as^^  ^  questions 
tt  to  the  right  to  wear,  and  from 
vlkOK  Balea  thiere  eomss  no  royalty  to 
tKe  fnternity. 

Loyalty  to  fraternity  ought  to 
prompt  chapters  to  co-operate  in  the 
'Effort  to  secure  for  the  Balfonr  Com- 
pany tlie  entire  jewelry  business  of 
the  fraternity.    By  permitting  repre- 
>'"atatives   of   rmofflcial  jeweh^rs  '  to 
■sho\s-  their  poods  on  their  premises, 
cijapters  are  failing  to  live  up  to  a 
gentleman's  agreement;  they  are  en- 
eoimging  the  sale  of  our  insignia  to 
petsona  not  cntifled  to  wear  it»  and 
they  are  materially  reducing  the  reve- 
nue that  is  a  substantial  help  in  ad' 
ministering  the  aAairs  of  the  frater- 
nity.

Phi  Gamma  Delta  lost  a  brother 
sturdy  in  the  faith  when  Brother 
James  Wesley  Kinnear,  Sr.,  (Alle- 
gheny '82)  of  Pittsburgh,  died  Sep- 
tember 7  in  Rochester,  Minnesota. 


James  W.  KiNNEiVR,  Sr. 
(Allegheny  '82) 


Brother  Kinnear  was  horn  in  1859. 
He  received  a  B.A.  degree  in  1882 
from  Allegheny  College  and  an  M.A. 
degree  in  1885.  His  law  work  was 
taken  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 


vania. He  went  to  Pittsburgh  in 
1889  and  built  up  an  extensive  civil 
practice  in  the  county,  state  and  fed- 
eral courts. 

During  the  last  eighteen  years  he 
devoted  much  of  his  time  to  a  num- 
ber of  manufacturing  corporations  in 
the  Pittsburgh  district  which  he  repre- 
sented as  general  counsel.  He  was 
president  of  the  American  Stainless 
Steel  Company,  vice  president  of  the 
Firth-Sterling  Steel  Company,  direc- 
tor of  the  Keystone  National  Bank, 
vice  president  of  the  Washington  Steel 
and  Ordnance  Company,  director  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Cold  Rolled  Steel  Com- 
pany, and  president  of  the  Wolf- 
Tonguo  Mining  Company, 

Brother  Kinnear  gained  a  world- 
wide prominence  in  Sunday  school 
work.  He  taught  an  adult  Bible 
class  of  400  members  in  Emory  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  church  in  Pittsburgh. 
At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  chair- 
man of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
World  Sunday  School  Association. 
He  was  also  active  in  philanthropic 
movements,  and  was  trustee  of  Alle- 
gheny College. 

He  was  prominent  in  the  work  of 
civic  and  fraternal  organizations  in 
Pittsburgh. 

Brother  Kinnear  always  evinced 
great  interest  in  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 
His  only  son  —  James  W.  Kinnear, 
Jr.,  is  an  Allegheny  Fiji. 
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AXEL  E.  BERGGREM 
(Iowa  State  10) 

Tragic  in  its  suddenness  was  the 
summons  of  death  that  came  to  Broth- 
er Axel  E.  Berggren  (Iowa  State  '10), 
who  died  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on 
August  17,  as  a  result  of  injuries  sus- 
tained in  an  automobile  accident. 

Brother  Berggren  was  born  in 
Marahalltown,  Iowa,  October  16,  1882. 


Axel  E.  Berggken 
(Iowa  State  10) 


He  was  graduated  from  the  college  of 
engineering  at  Iowa  State  in  1910 
and  went  to  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin as  instructor.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  assistant  professor  of 
gas  and  steam  engineering  at  the  uni- 
versity. 

Although  never  affiliated  officially 


with  Mu  Chapter,  Brother  Berggren 
was  one  of  the  staunchest  suj^orters 
of  the  Fiji  group  at  Madison.  Espe- 
cially during  the  dark  days  of  the 
war  did  he  render  valuable  service  to 
the  fraternitj'.  For  many  years  he 
had  served  as  secretary  of  the  Madi- 
son Graduate  Chapter. 

He  was  popular  with  both  faculty 
and  students  at  Wisconsin  because  of 
his  sincere  and  friendly  personality. 


ARTHUR  J.  KNIGHT 
(Dartmouth  11) 

Life's  unfinished  tasks  were  laid 
d^wn  on  September  17  by  Brother 
Arthur  J.  Knight  (Dartmouth  '11), 
who  died  suddenly  in  a  hospital  at 
Rockford,  Illinois,  after  an  attack  of 
peritonitis. 

Arthur  Knight  was  born  in  Rock- 
ford  in  1889.  He  entered  Dartmouth 
College  in  1907  and  was  graduated  in 
1911  with  a  degree  of  B.A. 

Later  he  studied  at  Chicago  Kent 
College  of  Law  and  in  1916  he  went 
to  the  Mexican  border  as  a  member 
of  Battery  D  of  the  First  Field  Ar- 
tillery of  Chicago.  At  the  outbreak 
of  the  World  War  he  went  to  Fort 
Sheridan  and  was  commissioned  a  first 
lieutenant. 

His  service  in  France  was  as  liasou 
officer  with  the  32d  Division  and  as 
instructor  in  the  artillery  school  at 
Saumur.  Captain  Knight  sen-ed  in 
France  for  nineteen  months  and  was 
discharged  from  the  army  at  Camp 
Grant  in  Aug\ist,  1919. 

Returning  to  Rockford,  Brother 
Knight  became  a.ssociated  in  the  prac- 
tice of  law  with  his  father  and  his 
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brnther,  William  D.  Knij?ht  (Dart- 
moulli  '06).  Arthur  was  active  'u\ 
civic  affairs  and  \va«  a  charier  nieiuber 
of  the  American  Legiou  pont  at  Kuek- 
ford.  He  was  a  momber  of  the  Uni* 
'trmty  Club  and  iiartieipated  actively 
m  the  work  of  the  Methodist  Eplsco< 
pal  ehnreh  and  Sunday  sebooL 

At  the  fnneral  service,  the  aermon 
was  preached  by  the  Bev.  Jesse  S. 
Dancey,  a  member  of  Phi  Qamma 
Delta,  in  whose  progress  Arthur  was 
always  keenly  interested.

OTHER  than  dues  paid  by  griiju- 
ate  groups,  Plii  Gamma  Delta 
has  no  system  of  collecting  fees  from 
almimi  membenL  The  sabjeet  has 
been  cUseoaed  at  sereral  Kkklemaii 
but  BO  definite  aetion  has  been  taken. 
One  of  the  moat  efficient  q^ems  of 
coUeeting  alnmni  fees  has  been  naed 
hy  Delta  Upsilon.  BlaeQaBing  D.  U.  'a 
]dan  editomUy,  liie  Caducetu  of  Kap- 
pa Sigma  Bays: 

Herbert  W.  Congdon,  secretary  of  A  T  and 
editor  of  its  quarterly,  reported  to  the  edi- 
tors' dinner  of  the  Interfrateraity  Confer- 
flw»  of  1921  s  remirfcsble  pimn  by  which 
th*  nnmher  of  alnmiii  mbseriberB  to  his 
magazine  bad  been  increased  in  a  short 
period  from  1,800  to  triple  that  number. 
Briefly,  the  plan  changed  the  alumni  "sub- 
wriptkn"  to  "alnnuii  dma."  Fotmer  gab- 
■criptkuu  of  $USQ  became  atnnuii  dues  of 
13. 

Alumni  paid  $2  annual  dues,  or  commuted 
the  dues  for  Ui'o  at  $50,  and  received  a  mem- 
benhip  in  their  chapter  of  Initiation,  vhidi 
offried  with  it  the  right  of  hellot  on  all 

things  except  the  election  of  officers,  the 
choice  of  delegates  to  conventions,  taxation 
of  active  members,  and  those  things  which 
woe  obnriously  the  concern  of  aetiTce  only. 
Then  the  fmteinitT'  tone  aronnd  and  aaye 
to  the  alumnus  who  has  thus  paid  his  dues, 
that  for  the  period  for  which  ho  has  paid 
the  fraternity  magazine  will  be  sent  to  him 
fiee. 

The  plan  bebg  pat  in  forces  duee  began  to 

flow  in,  and  the  fraternity  maf^xine  was 
Biailed  to  a  rai>idly-increa8ing  group  of 
elonmL  Alumni  zeal  increased  and  the  mag- 
ttbe  and  the  whole  fraternitj  benefitted 
Ihcraby, 


It  waa  latereetinA  tbnefore,  that  the-  in- 
ereaeed  mailing  list,  which  laat  year  amount- 
ed to  over  5,000,  was  still,  at  a  recent  issue, 

5,300.  Including  "dead  heads,"  which  hare 
been  dropped,  it  once  reached  6,700.  When 
one  realizes  that  this  figure  is  forty  per 
cent  of  the  total  living  membenhip  of  A  Tr 
estimated  at  about  13/)00,  one  appreeiatca 
what  a  task  has  been  accomplished. 

It  was  pleasing  to  hoar  Mr.  Congdon  re- 
port that  he  believed  the  dues  might  as  well 
have  been  pteeed  at  $6  aa  at  #3.  They  could 
have  been  gotten  as  easily.  Also  that  a 
number  who  might  have  commuted  at  #50 
for  life  actually  forwarded  voluntarily  as 
high  as  $60.  A  T  haa  thus  acquired  an  en- 
dowment fund  of  over  $41,IXH^.  It  has  re- 
ceived $3,000  in  unsolicited  subscriptions 
thereto  witliin  tho  last  year.  It  has  rol 
lected  teu  per  cent  more  of  alumni  dues  this 
year  than  in  the  previous  year;  39.7  per  cent 
of  living  alnmni  are  on  the  paid  liat  Bvery 
frsdunan  initiated  now  understands  that  he 
will  bo  expected  to  j>ay  hin  alumni  dues  and 
many  seniors  take  their  graduation  presents 
and  voluntarily  commute  for  life  at  $S0 
each.  The  younger  men  in  the  fraternity 
are  easier  to  sell  this  proposition  to.  The 
difficult  rmes  are  the  very  old  alumni. 

It  might  be  supposed  that  there  would  be 
objection  to  giving  alumni  a  vote  in  the  ac- 
tive chapter.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr. 
Congdon  stated,  their  active  chapters  raised 
no  such  objection,  and  out  of  all  the  num- 
ber only  two  alumni  voiced  such  an  objec- 
tion. All  objections  to  the  plan  have  now 
disappeared  from  his  fraternity. 

The  writer  was  interested  to  know  what 
Imd  lucn  tlie  fsloq-an  that  "j^old"  tliis  plan 
to  tlie  rilnmui  of  A  T.  Mr.  Congdon  re- 
plied, "A  man  once  a  A  T  is  always  a 
A  T.  Therefore  contribute  to  the  organisa- 
tion." The  alumnus  was  forced  to  enter- 
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tain  the  propoaitlon  that  ha  ahould  pay  his 
dtata  <if  the  expense  just  as  the  undergraJ- 

uato  paid  his.  The  fraternity  did  not  cease 
its  benefits  to  him  at  his  grndnation.  He 
ahould  obriouslyj  therefore,  continue  to  ya^ 
vnO'YmU  of  his  anaraal  dues  for  the  aapport 
of  the  fraternity  while  receiving  for  the 
nthcr  half  the  magarine  which  is  sent  to 
bim.

Beware  of  Bargains 

THIS  wholesome  wamiiig  against 
taking  men  who  "flivver  out"  in 

their  collofre  careers  is  sounded  bjr  the 
Signet  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa: 

The  typical  chajitrr  Irtter  rpininda  one 
curiously  of  tJie  exult^mt  anuouncemonts  of 
the  buyer  of  bargains.  "We  have  initiat- 
ed the  eraam  of  the  fFeshmaa  elaa%"  one 
exuberant  scribe  will  declare.  ''Uudonbt- 
o<!!y  nwr  ]>]c<\'^vs  art'  the  vt  iy  beot  men  to  be 
secured,"  will  add  another.  I  love  the 
leatfoi  wi^  in  which  at  initiation  Wnquets 
the  delegatee  from  distant  ebapter^  hardly 
distinguishing^  the  initiates  from  t|ie  waiteirSf 
congratulate  the  hosts  upon  thf«ir  discerniTig 
selection.  And  then,  little  by  little,  com- 
plalats  sift  tiuovgh.  "The  reason  our 
«3iapter  rated  so  low  in  seholarshlp  was  the 
bad  work  of  two  of  our  freshmen;  hat  now 
they  are  happily  drojiped  from  college  and 
we  ought  to  do  better."  Or,  "We  initiat- 
ed one  man  who  proves  to  be  no  gentlemaii| 
and  idaee  he  has  not  paid  his  initiation  fee 
we  desire  to  drop  his  name  from  our  books.'* 
Unfortunately,  in  froli  rnity  membership 
there  is  no  j)rivilege  ot'  exchange.  Some- 
times, too,  a  chapter  pays  too  mueh  in  ae- 
taat  eash,  not  as  cash,  of  eoiurse — we  do 
not  mrn'^nrp  men  in  'dollars  and  cents  —  but 
as  a  pn  i-edent  for  extrnrncr^nt  and  unwhole- 
some practices  in  rushing.  It  may  pay  too 
ranch  in  self -respect;  it  is  always  deplora- 
ble when  a  chapter  biunbles  itself  before  an 
atUetio  or  wealthy  underclassman,  excepting 


him  from  the  naoal  bordeas  of  diseipliae 
and  snbordination.  It  may  pay  too  much ' 
in  harmony,  due  perhapsr  to  rushing  disputes 
and  cotuproniiiies,  perhaps  to  temperamental 
cliques  of  one  kind  or  another.  But  more 
eflen  it  happens  that  the  quality  and  price 
are  both  right.  The  man  is  a  bargain  —  bat 
not  for  us.  L^ot  a  .snphoniore  dark  horse 
appear  on  the  gridiron  and  every  fraternity 
en  the  eamprn  wlU  be  making  eyes  at  him 
on  tiie  instant.  A  chapter  may  be  alrea^J 
so  large  as  to  be  unwieldy,  it  may  already 
have  more  athletes  than  is  wholly  j^od  for 
it,  it  may  need  an  extra  junior  to  balance 
the  delegations,  but  it  scents  what  seems  to 
be  a  bftrgain  Arom  afav  and  eorets  it  with 
inordinate  desire.  The  man  may  ho  u  bar- 
gain for  some  other  fraternity;  iiinler  the 
circumstances  he  is  nut  a  bargain  lor  ours. 


Fiji  is  Distinctive

in  that  Fiji  —  the  sobriquet  of  its 
members  —  is  distinctive.  Delta  Tau 
Delta  has  been  complaining  of  the 
wido-spread  use  of  the  term  "Delta" 
while  Sigma  Chi  elaima  priorily  on  the 
righta  to  "Siga. "  It ia  interesting,  in 
thia  conneetion,  to  read  the  following 
from  the  Paper  Book  of  Delta  Tbeta 
Phi:

that  pedtioR  ontU  IBM,  whea  he  was  sailed 
to  the  North  Dakota  Agricultural  College 
to  act  in  the  dual  capacity  of  professor  of 
chemistry  and  chief  ehemist  of  the  State 
Agrieattaol  Biqpefllneat  Statioo.  Despite 
thefMtfhathehasheea  in  WasUagtoii  coa* 
stantly  for  two  years,  he  continues  to  this 
day  to  hold  title  to  both  those  positions.

For  many  yeara  Dr.  LaUd  has  been  an  ae> 
ttve  BMiabw  ia  the  AaaoeiatUm  for  the  Ad>  * 
vancement  of  Science,  in  the  Soc^ily  for 
the  Promotion  of  Agrieulttirnl  Science,  in 
the  Association  of  Official  Agricultural 
Chemist^  and  in  the  Association  of  Dairy, 
Drug  ead  IVwd  OOeiala.  He  hse  senred  eadi 
of  the  latter  two  organizatimis  as  presi- 
df'T]f,  For  many  year-^  br  hn^  niuintuined 
Uicmbership  in  the  American  Chemical  So- 
ciety and  in  the  American  Public  Health 
Assooiation.

FIJI  VISITS  FIJI  ISLES 

"Wo  in  the  TTnitcd  States  of  Americnn 
traditions  and  American  ideals  will  uoiiie 
day  wake  np  to  dnd  onrselvee  at  borne  in  a 
foreign  land,  if  vre  do  not  look  to  the  great 
human  problem  of  inimiirration, warneil 
President  George  Norlin  (Colorado;  o£  the 
Univeriiity  of  Colorado  in  a  striking  addrete 
before  the  Members'  COunell  hmcheon  List 
Friday  noon. 

President  Norlin 's  subject  was  "Obser- 
Tatioas  tu  the  South  Seas."  He,  however, 
dreir  a  lesson  from  those  observatiaas  whidi 
hits  at  the  root  of  this  nation's  life  and 
problems.  First  describing  the  attractive 
life  in  the  Bouth  sens,  he  drew  a  contrast 
between  tho  Hawaiian  islands  and  New 
Zealand,  telling  of  the  lotos  eaters'  life  in 
ths  formw  and  tho  braeiag,  even,  invjgor- 
atinj:r  Himc  in  the  latter.  Then  he  gkotchod 
qiiii'kly  and  interestingly  the  g^rf^nt  adven* 
ture  Lu  state  socialism  made  by  New  Zealand. 

With  this  contrast  in  mind  tho  speaker 
emphasized  tho  fact  that  the  U.  S.  Oonsos 
has  just  shown  a  majority  of  the  citizens 
of  Greater  New  York  City  to  be  either  for- 
oign-bom  or  ehiidrcn  of  foreign-bom,  the 
number  being  approximatdy  8,500,000.  In 
other  great  cities  of  the  ooontry,  he  said, 
a  similar  situation  exists. 

Aa  to  the  New  Zoaland  experiments  in 
soeialiam,  Preddont  Norlin  declsnd  they 
are  jnst  now  undergoing  the  acid  teet.  They 
have  succeeded  through  a  long  j»eriod  of 
prosperity.  But  nnw.  with  depressed  finan- 
cial and  commercial  conditions,  they  are  fac- 
ing  the  Are  of  ttiaL  However,  the  gov«n* 
ment,  debits  a  staggering  borden  of  debt, 
is  solvent  and  appears  to  be  conducting  its 
activities  of  a  business  and  monopolistic  na- 
ture with  profit.  Only  the  future  will  tell 
the  ootoome  of  the  great  economie  test.—

The  next  speaker  was  Bishop  Wil- 
liam F.  McDowell  (Ohio  Wesleyan 
'79),  the  first  editor  of  The  Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta.  He  recalled  the  story  of 
the  founding  of  this  magazine  and 
said  that,  at  the  Editor's  request,  he 
was  planning  an  article  for  a  subse- 
quent issue  in  which  he  will  describe 
the  genesis  of  this  publication.

Urging  the  undergraduates  •  pres- 
ent to  work  through  the  fraternity  to 
make  this  a  world  of  the  ideals  our 
motto  stands  for,  the  bishop  said  that 
the  older  men  in  the  fraternity  were 
looking  to  the  young  men  to  keep  the 
soul  of  the  world  alive,  and  he  added 
that  he  did  not  know  that  the  soul  of 
the  world  would  be  kept  alive  unless 
a  definite  effort  was  made. 

"Do  not  let  us  older  men  get  in- 
crusted  by  walls,  but  break  through," 
he  urged  the  younger  men,  and  in 
closing  made  a  plea  for  "all  good 
fellows  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta"  to 
make  the  world  a  world  of  God.

WHEN  Uie  Editw  of  The  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  asked  iiic  to  write 
au  article  ou  the  opportunities  offer- 
ed to  college  men  by  businm,  he  re- 
nted the  faet  that  "eritieinii  is  often 
made  that  men  who  have  been  grad- 
uated from  college  have  no  fixed  plans 
for  their  careers  and  have  no  paitio- 
nlar  aims  id  life,  thereby  losing  a 
great  deal  of  valnable  time." 

Tbk  eriticiflm  is  made  and  fireqiient- 
ly;  and  it  is  small  wonder  when  you 
see  so  many  young  men  with  no  idea 
wh^  they  want  to  go  or  by  what 
means.  It  is  often  said  that  the  only 
odneatinn  -worth  while  is  that  whieli 
trains  a  man  for  a  skilled  profession. 
That  may  lie  if  you  look  iij)on  a  cul- 
lc?e  fducatioii  as  apprenticing  for  a 
trade  aiid  not  as  a  broadetiijig  and 
maturing  process  with  the  principal 
object  of  teaching  a  young  man  to 
think  and  reason  and  anslyie.  I  be- 
liye  that  the  criticism  is  placed  upon 
the  wrong  shoolden;  the  faolt  rests 
not  with  the  coUegiale  training  bnt 
rather  with  the  stndent's  meapability 
of  B^-snalysia  and  inability  to  ap- 
praise the  opportonities  open  to  him, 
and*  partly,  to  lack  of  parental  goid- 


It  is  my  opinion  that  the  business 
world  needs  men  who  have  had  the 
greater  time,  the  greater  maturity, 
and  the  greater  mental  training  which 
a  college  edneafioiL  affords,  and  who 
will  come  into  Imsinefls  with  minds 
made  up  to  follow  a  business  career 
— and,  if  po^aifale,  a  special  branch 
of  bnsinesBL 

Business  offices  are  many  times 
crowded  with  men  who  are  discon- 
tented and  ill-fitted  for  their  work. 
These  men  are  fi^^ting  a  hopeless 
fight  for  advancement.  They  are 
fftrivinrj  townrd  and  envying  positions 
whieh  they  eannot  occupy  because  of 
their  Iiinil;itions,  and  they  are  limited 
by  the  uiisfortnne  of  starting;  too  ear- 
ly at  the  iii'ht  thing  that  turns  up. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  a 
rare  thing  in  business  for  executive 
positions  of  importance  and  respon- 
sibility to  be  filled  from  the  ranks  of 
those  whose  start  in  bnsinesB  was  de- 
termined by  necessily  and  chance. 
The  call  now  is  for  men  whose  careers 
hare  been  planned  and  for  men  who 
haye  had  the  good  f ortone  and  good 
sense  to  fit  tiiemselTes  for  that  partic- 
ular phase  of  business  for  which  by 
nature  thsy  are  best  fitted. 
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The  advantage  of  the  college  man  working,  and  the  satisfaction  of  ade- 

in  making  such  a  selection  is  too  ap-  quate  and  increasing  compensation, 

parent  to  need  comment.    He  has  the  And  no  man  is  so  favored  in  planning 

time,  the  more  matured  judgment,  and  a  career  founded  on  such  principles 


the  mental  training. 

I  contend,  there- 
fore, that  no  criti- 
cism attaches  to  the 
university  for  the 
time  it  takes  from  a 
man's  active  service ; 
but  much  criticism 
may  be  made  of  the 
college  man  himself 
if  he  fails  to  employ 
bis  advantages  to 
help  in  determining 
upon  a  course  which 
will  conform  to  this 
formula : 

1.  The  selection  of  a 
career  in  which  he  will 
be  doing  what  he  is  best 
fitted  to  do  in  order  to 
render  the  greatest  service  to  society ; 

2.  Under  conditions  in  which  he  will  find 
the  greatest  measure  of  satisfaction  and 
happiness  —  and- 

3.  Where  it  will  further  reward  him  with 
the  largest  material  return  for  his  8er>'ice8. 

To  choose  a  vocation  which  will  con- 
form to  these  three  conditions  is  no 
small  task.  Certainly  no  choice  should 
be  made  immaturely,  or  impetuously, 
or,  if  it  can  possibly  be  avoided,  un- 
der the  whip  of  economic  necessity. 

Opportunities  Are  Many 
It  will  be  generally  conceded  that 
no  true  success  is  accomplished  unless 
these  three  conditions  combine  to  pro- 
vide the  feeling  that  one's  effort  is 
worth  while,  the  joy  of  living  and

as  the  college  man. 

Naturally,  I  be- 
lieve strongly  in  the 
opportunities  which 
the  business  world 
offers  to  the  college 
man. 

The  opportunity 
to  render  a  high  or- 
der of  public  service 
is  obvious. 

People  must  be 
supplied  with  their 
daily  needs ;  goods 
must  be  produced, 
3old,  transported, 
distributed,  and  the 
financial  control  of 
all  of  the  operations 
entering  into  these  vast  problems  of 
basic  supply  and  demand  must  be 
administered. 

The  satisfaction  and  enjojTnent  of 
such  service  is  great.  There  is  a  nev- 
er-ending thrill  in  the  struggle  to  de- 
velop and  improve;  the  slight  altera- 
tion in  the  movement  of  a  machine  or 
of  a  human  hand  which  registers  one 
more  forward  step  in  economical  pro- 
duction; the  growth  of  a  simple  ad- 
vertising idea  into  the  magnitude  of 
a  national  slogan;  the  weight  of  a 
fortune  balanced  against  the  design 
of  a  package. 

There  is  no  end  of  romance  in  bus- 
iness if  one  knows  how  to  find  it. 
And  the  financial  rewards  are  big. 
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Bquiimb  needs  brains  and  it  buys 
brains^  and  it  pays  well  for  them.  But 
it  requires  much.  It  demands  pre- 
cise thinking,  clear  thinking,  orderly- 
thinking,  and  aomethin'^  more  than  a 
mert^  horse-trading,  money-making  in- 
i»tiiict;  it  demands  a  hard-playing, 
winning  spirit. 

What  most  business  men  of  wealth 
keep  on  woikmg  for  is  not  j)nmarily 
to  make  more  money  but  to  win  more 
struggles  agaimt  mom  dilBealt  prob- 
lems. Tt»  moMusy  made  is  the  meas" 
nrement  of  the  world's  appreciation 
of  aeeonplidiineiit.  It  is  that  which 
keeps  nuMt  wealthy  men  still  at  work, 
not  the  money  ttael^  bnt  whali  it  zep- 
xesenta  in  a  stiff  game  of  hmdnesi  en* 
desvoir* 

Self-Introspection  Neceaiary 

The  big  question  to  the  college  man 
ia:  "While  I  have  this  advantage  of 
time  for  development  and  choice — 
■nmiming  that  X  do  want  to  choose 
and  chooae  lii^tly — how  do  I  know 
what  I  want  to  dot 

My  answer  is  this:  The  worth* 
while  man  will  study  himseif  and  his 
fitness  for  the  various  environments 
that  are  open  to  him  and  he  will  know 
what  he  wants.  He  should  not  make 
the  mistake  of  placing  consideration 
of  the  particular  company  in  which 
he  may  be  able  to  get  a  position  above 
his  fitne?®  to  fulfill  the  requirements 
of  that  poKi  I  ion. 

It  is  iiui  iiindamentally  a  question 
whether  he  can  get  into  General  Elee- 
triCf  Westinghonse,  or  the  National 
City  Bank.  It  is  rather  a  question, 
(1)  ibn  I  to  be  a  hndness  manf  and. 


(2)  What  am  I  best  fitted  to  do  in 
business  ?  He  must  then  locate  a  posi- 
tion which  will  utilise  to  best  advant* 
ages  his  ability. 

It  is  the  difference  between  start- 
ing ont  with  the  idea  of  accepting 
any  decently  paid  joli  or  starting  out 
with  a  plan.  If  a  college  man  has 
used  his  time  and  his  mind  to  deter- 
mine upon  a  plan  for  self-develop- 
ment in  the  field  of  service  which  he 
is  best  equipped  by  nature  to  occupy, 
the  size  of  his  first  job  is  a  matter  of 
minor  importance  —  if  it  provides  the 
desired  training.  If  it  develops  that 
his  first  business  connection  does  not 
tend  to  employ  all  of  his  abilities  or 
promise  to  satisfy  all  of  his  ambitions, 
his  self-made  plan  for  a  self-made 
lulure  will  compel  him  to  move  on. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  define  the 
proeess  by  which  a  man  may  deter- 
mine what  he  is  best  fitted  to  do.  That, 
I  beUevOi  he  slumld  disoover  in  the 
course  of  his  college  work.  A  word, 
however,  on  what  the  bosiness  world 
expects  and  how  it  cUssifles  its  work- 
ers, may  be  of  interest 

I  would  put  first  the  capacity  for 
understanding  of,  belief  in  and  loyal* 
ty  to  the  purpose  of  a  business  organ* 
ization.  The  men  who  are  relied  up- 
on for  leadership  in  modem  business 
are  those  who  are  so  keen  ior  the  work 
they  are  doing  that  they  put  it  above 
every  other  consideration  except  the 
most  iiitimate  personal  obligations  of 
their  lives.  The  demand  is  for  men 
who  make  intelligent,  j)rogressive, 
hard  and  battling  work  a  positive 
creed;  who  sense  the  duty,  responsi- 
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hi^ty  and  satkdEaetion  that,  there  is  in 
worth  while  service,  and  who  see  in 
the  eouduet  of  business  the  big  oppor- 
tnnily  which  is  afforded  for  snch  ser- 
vice. 

Business  Demands  Specialists 

Men  are  wanted  also  who  know  their 
abilities  and  their  limitations  and  who 
know  that  business  calls  for  special 
qualifications  for  special  phases  of  its 
operation.  As  business  is  eonduckd 
today,  few  men  can  do  really  well  all 
the  thinffs  haviritr  to  do  with  the  man- 
agement of  a  business.  The  ([ualities 
of  enthusiasm,  adventure  and  imagin- 
ation that  kci'p  a  Siil«"<  and  advertising 
organization  cousicuitly  energized 
must  be  off-set  by  the  more  patient 
precision  which  good  production  re- 
quires ajid  the  more  far-seeing  and 
calculating  balance  which  financial 
management  throws  into  the  scale. 

An  adjustment  of  these  human 
traits  to  the  fine  point  wherein  eaeh 
contribntes  its  fall  power  under  a  sys- 
tem of  reciprocating  control  results 
in  the  accomplishment  of  a  progzes- 
siTe  thongh  never  fully  perfected  bus- 
iness organization. 

The  college  man's  duty  is  to  deter- 
mine in  wliieh  branch  of  business  ser- 
vice he  can  throw  the  full  power  of 
his  personal  resource  of  temperament 
and  ability;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  gen- 
eral business  administration  so  to  grov- 
ern  and  control  that  individual  ])ower 
as  to  develop  ihe  maxinnuu  creative 
energj'  for  the  purpose  which  the  com- 
pany serves,  the  company  itself  and 
the  man  whom  it  employs.

He 
who  wants  to,  can  find  his  tradition 
and  culture  and  industry-  and  art  in 
certain  sections  of  this  good  old  U.

Fijis  Win  and  Lose  in 
November  Elections 

VARYING  results  marked  the  can- 
didacies of  Fijis  at  the  November 
elections,  according  to  meager  inform- 
ation reaching  The  Phi  Gamma  Del- 
ta when  these  lines  were  written. 

Brother  Billy  Morgan  (Kansas  '85) 
who  was  counted  upon  as  a  sure  win- 
ner in  the  Kansas  gubernatorial  race, 
suffered  an  unexpected  defeat. 

Brother  Ben  Griffith  (Colorado 
College  '00),  the  Republican  nominee 
for  governor  of  Colorado,  lost  out  by 
a  few  thousand  votes. 

Brother  Ben  Hough  (Ohio  Wesle- 
yan  '99),  candidate  for  reelection  as 
supreme  court  judge  in  Ohio,  was  de- 
feated in  a  close  race. 

The  three  incumbent  Fiji  Republi- 
can congressmen  braved  the  storm  of 
Democratic  triumph  and  were  return- 
ed victors.  Tliey  arc  Brothers  Milton 
Shreve  (Buckuell  '84),  John  D. 
Charke  (Lafayette  '98),  and  Adam 
Wyant  (Bucknell  '94).  Two  more 
Fijis  were  added  to  the  list.  Both 
come  from  Ohio.    They  arc : 


Brother  John  McSweeney  (Wooster 
'12),  a  World  "War  veteran,  who  was 
elected  as  a  Democrat  from  the  Six- 
teenth Ohio  congressional  district. 

Brother  Charles  Brand  (Ohio  Wes- 
leyan  *94),  who  won  on  the  RepubH- 
can  ticket,  in  the  Seventh  Ohio. 

Brother  C.  L.  Baldridge  (Illinois 
Wesleyan  '93),  was  elected  lieutenant 
governor  of  Idaho,  as  a  republican. 

A  unique  twist  in  the  election  was 
the  remarkable  showing  made  by 
Brother  Charles  P.  Steinmetz  (Un- 
ion), who,  as  a  candidate  for  state  en- 
gineer in  New  York  on  the  Socialist- 
Farmer-Labor  ticket,  polled  the  votes 
of  thousands  of  Democrats  and  Re- 
publicans. He  was  not  elected,  but 
the  tribute  paid  the  eminent  Fiji 
was  extraordinary.  • 

Brother  Carl  Milliken  (Stanford 
'16),  was  re-elected  Secretary  of  State 
in  Colorado.  He  is  probably  the  young- 
est secretary  of  state  in  the  country. 

Voters  of  Wood  County,  Ohio,  re- 
turned B  rother  Robert  Dunn  ( Denison 
'10)  to  his  third  terra  in  the  house  of 
representatives.  He  is  mentioned  as 
candidate  for  the  speakership. 

Brother  Alfred  M.  Joyce  (Minne- 
sota '15),  elected  attorney  of  Dakota 
County,  Minn.,  is  only  28  years  old. 

In  the  face  of  a  Democratic  majority 
of  more  than  2,000,  Brother  Hugh 
Bingham  (Ohio  Wesleyan  '12),  a  Re- 
publican, was  elected  prosecutor  of 
Shelby  County,  Ohio. 

Brother  Clement  Lanni  (Colgate 
'15),  threw  a  scare  into  the  ranks  of 
the  Republicans  in  the  second  assem- 
bly district  of  New  York,  where  he  al- 
most defeated  the  Republican  incum- 
bent. 
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Makes  Strong  Race  for  Governor 

Only  Few  Thousand  Votes  Keep  Ben  Griffith,  Fiji,  horn 

High  Honor  in  Colorado

EVEN  though  he  lost  by  the  nar- 
row margin  of  a  few  thousand 
votes  ia  his  race  as  Republican  nomi- 
nee for  governor  of  Colorado,  Brother 
Benjamin  Griffith.  (Colorado  Collejre 
'00)  is  glorious  in  defeat,  for  he 
fought  a  clean,  hard  fif,'ht  and  was 
kept  from  the  high  honor  only  by  an 
anusual  combination  of  circumstances. 

"Ben,*'  plain  and  short,  is  the  way 
Colorado's  citizens  know  of  and  speak 
to  Brother  Griffith.  He  did  not  have  a 
silver  spoon  in  his  month  when  he 
made  his  debut  on  this  sphere  at  New 
Gistle,  Washington,  on  September  22, 
1870,  bat»  on  the  oonlzaiy,  minor  has 
it  that  the  only  thing  that  would  stop 
hnn  from  eiying  was  to  let  him.  play 
with  a  shoveL 

The  same  sturdy  Welsh  stock  that 
psodnoed  oar  Secretary  of  Stata 
Charles  Evans  Hughes  brought  forth 
Ben.  His  father,  David  Price  Griffith, 
was  bom  in  Wales,  but  came  to  the 
United  States  at  an  early  ag:e  and 
later  married  Ann  Watkins.  Ben  was 
the  third  ehild.  When  Ben  was  still 
weariner  callouses  on  his  knees  his 
family  moved  to  Fremont  County, 
Colorado,  so  that  practically  his  en- 
tire lifetime  has  been  spent  in  the 
Centennial  State. 
It  was  from  a  mining  camp  in  1895 


that  Ben  began  the  upward  elimb 

which  made  him,  twenty-seven  years 
later,  the  Eeinibiican  candidate  for 
Governor  of  Colorado.   In  that  year 

he  entered  Cutler  Academy  at  Colo- 
rado Springs,  an  untrained  country 
boj',  but  physically  strong,  mentally 
alert  and  morally  sound.  He  worked  . 
liard  and  he  played  hard.  From  the 
Academy  he  entered  Colorado  Col- 
IcpTC,  where  his  eiier<«:y  and  ability 
(|Uiv.'kly  carried  him  to  the  front,  lie 
became  a  member  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delt^ 

He  sfefll  had  to  work  his  way 
through  school,  and  it  is  said  that  he 
used  to  study  standing  up  in  order 
that  the  seat  of  his  trousers  would 
hold  their  own  through  another  se< 
mester.  But  with  all  his  troubles,  he 
played  fkiotball  and  baseball,  being 
for  two  years  captain  of  the  cham- 
pion football  team  of  the  Rocky 
fountain  Conference.  In  1901,  he 
was  graduated  from  Colorado  College, 
and  he  immediately  entered  the  Den- 
ver Law  School.  While  there  he  kept 
tile  wolf  away  from  the  door  by  coaeh- 
iiiff  the  Denver  T'uiversit}'  football 
team  and  by  ranch  work  in  the  sum- 
mer time.  He  was  trradnated  from 
the  law  school  with  honors  in  1904. 

Ben  attributes  a  great  deal  of  his 
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success  in  public  life  to  liis  fraternity  In  1908  he  moved  to  Grand  Junction 

and  to  his  school  activities.   He  made  where  became   county   attorney  of

They 
respected  him  be- 
cause he  never 
fouled  nor  shirked. 
A  verj'  prominent 
business  man  in 
Denver  nut  long 
since  characterized 
Brother  "Ben"  by 
quoting  one  of 
John  Hay's  de- 
.scriptions,  "He 
never  lied  and  he 
never  flunked  —  I 
reckon  he  never 
k  no  wed  how." 
"Ben"  is  as  plain 
and  open  as  an  old 
shoe.  . 

The  practice  of 
law  is  Ben's  pro- 
fession, and  it  was 
in  1904  that  he  hung  out  his  shingle  at 
Montrose.  Colorado.  The  same  quali- 
ties which  he  displayed  in  his  school 
days  brought  immediate  success.  He 
early  developed  a  remarkable  ability 
for  stripping  a  <|uestion  of  its  non-es- 
sentials and  draling  with  plain  facts, 
soinetliing  that  every  judge  or  jury 
greatly  appreciates.

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A  Fraternity  House  600  Years  Old 

Fiji  Member  of  Archaeological  Research  Expedition  Finds 
Chapter  Hall  in  Pueblo  Excavation

DURING  the  summer  of  1922,  I 
was  a  member  of  the  archaeological 
research  expedition  headed  by  Dr.  J. 
Walter  Fewkes,  chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  American  Ethnology,  that  un- 
earthed in  the  Mesa  Verde  National 
Park  near  Maneos,  Colorado,  a  struc- 
ture that  might  well  be  called  an  ab- 
original fraternity  house,  in  the  cen- 
ter of  which,  to  use  the  terminology 
of  a  modem  Greek,  was  found  a  chap- 
ter hall,  an  underground  ceremonial 
room  known  to  archaeologists  as  a 
kiva.  In  May,  1922,  this  so-called 
fraternity  house  appeared  to  be  no 
different  than  any  of  the  other  six- 
teen large  earth  mounds  which,  with 
Far  View  House,  a  pueblo  ruin  ex- 
cavated in  1915,  are  known  as  the 
Far  View  Group.  These  pueblos 
were  built  by  the  ancient  cliff  dwellers 
more  than  six  hundred  years  ago,  and 
differ  from  the  true  cliff  dwellings,  of 
which  there  are  hundreds  in  the  Mesa 
Verde  district,  only  in  respect  to  their 
location.  The  cliff  houses  are  simply 
pueblos  built  in  the  natural  caves  so 
plentiful  in  the  sides  of  the  canons  of 
Southwestern  Colorado. 

The  largest  cliff  ruin  on  the  Mesa 
Verde,  in  fact  the  largest  in  America, 
is  Cliff  Palace  (see  illustration).  It 


contains  210  secular  rooms  and  twen- 
ty-three kivas,  and  no  doubt  housed 
about  750  people.  A  few  of  the  210 
secular  rooms  were  used  as  storage 
rooms,  milling  rooms,  granaries,  or 
watch  towers,  but  by  far  the  greater

number  were  used  as  living  rooms. 
The  kivas  were  the  circular  subter- 
ranean rooms  in  which  the  fraternities 
of  each  clan  held  their  secret  cere- 
monies. Only  the  men  belonging  to 
a  certain  fraternity  could  ever  enter 
the  kiva  of  that  fraternity  and  no 
kiva  was  ever  used  for  any  secular 
purpose. 

Developed  Symbolic  Ceremonies 

Wlien  we  consider  that  the  cliff 
dwellers  were  an  agricultural  people 
and  would  ordinarily  have  more  time 
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than  they  knew  what  to  do  with,  es- 
pecially in  winter,  we  may  then  un- 
derstand why  a  system  of  long  sym- 
bolical ceremonies  should  he  devel- 
oped.  The  Hopi  Indians  of  today, 
the  cultural  descendants  of  the  cliff 
dwellers,  still  have  fraternities  which 
carry  on  in  their  kivas,  long  ceremon- 
ies, S9me  of  which  last  for  several 
days. 

The  kiva  of  the  antelope  fraternity 
of  the  Hopi  has  in  the  center  of  its 
floor,  a  circular  opening  about  three 
inches  in  diameter  and  two  feet  deep, 
known  as  the  sipapu,  through  which 
they  communicate  with  their  departed 
clansmen  in  the  underworld.  They 
believe  when  they  are  ohserving  cer- 
tain rites  in  their  kiva  their  deceased 
clansmen  are  carrying  on  similar  cere- 
monies in  the  underworld.  Strange 
as  it  may  seem,  in  nearly  every  kiva 
foxind  on  the  Mesa  Verde,  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  floor  occurs  a  circular  open- 
ing about  three  inches  in  diameter 
and  from  one  to  two  feet  deep,  some- 
times cut  out  of  solid  bed-rock !  There 
is  found  also  in  nearly  every  kiva  on 
the  Mesa  Verde  a  lai^e  banquette  or 
shelf  upon  which  are  occasionally 
found  pottery  images,  ceremonial 
axes,  etc.,  which  seem  to  indicate  that 
upon  this  shelf  ceremonial  parapher- 
nalia was  placed. 

Even  as  present  day  Greeks  don 
their  fraternal  robes  before  entering 
the  sacred  chapter  hall,  so  did  the  an- 
cient cliff  dwellers  put  on  their  cere- 
monial garments  before  entering  the 
sacred  kiva.  In  fact,  many  kivas  in 
the  Mesa  Verde  district  have  connect- 
ed with  them  small  underground  ante- 
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rooms,  which  archaeologists  believe 
were  used  for  this  verj'  purpose. 

In  many  kivas  are  found  at  equal 
distances  apart  and  about  three  feet 
from  the  floor,  small  niches  in  the 
wall,  with  openings  about  four  inches 
square  and  extending  back  for  nearly 
a  foot.  As  yet  the  use  of  these  niches 
has  not  been  discovered  but  the  most 
plausible  theory  is  that  they  served 
as  receptacles  for  fetishes. 

"Butterfly  Sign"  Used 

Even  as  we  fraternity  men  of  today 
have  symbolic  insignia  to  represent 
our  ideas  and  ideals,  so  did  the  cliff 
dwellers  have  a  system  of  symbolic

emblems.  Among  the  best  known  of 
these  symbols  is  the  "Butterfly  Sign" 
found  nowhere  except  upon  the  walls 
of  certain  kivas  (see  illustration). 
This  symbol  consists  of  groups  of 
three  triangles  each,  arranged  in  a 
horizontal  row,  the  groups  being  so 
connected  by  means  of  several  dots  the 
size  of  a  dime,  that  they  form  a  com- 
plete band  around  the  wall  of  the 
kiva. 

The  ruin  excavated  during  the  past 
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summer  is  to  be  known  as  Pipe  Shrine 
House  (see  illustration).  This  name 
is  to  be  given  it  because  in  the  kiva 
previously  referred  to  was  found  a 
shrine  containing  twelve  pipes.  These 
were  the  first  pipes  ever  found  on  the 
Mesa  Verde,  and  no  doubt  they  served 
a  purely  ceremonial  purpose.  In 
fact,  a  few  of  "th<*m  closely  resemble 
the  so-called  cloud-blowers  used  by 
the  Ilopi  when  they  "make  medi- 
cine" for  rain.  The  cloud-blower  is 
a  funnel-shaped  pipe,  the  bowl  of

which  is  j)laced  over  the  mouth  and 
instead  of  drawing  smoke  through  it, 
the  pipe  is  blown  into.  This  causes 
a  small  puff  of  smoke  to  emit  from 
the  stem.  To  the  Hopi,  this  puff  of 
smoke  represents  a  rain-cloud  and  is 
sure  to  bring  rain. 

Finds  Ceremonial  Building 

The  .structure,  location,  and  study 
of  objects  found  in  and  around  Pipe 
Shrine  House  all  seem  to  indicate  that 
it  was  the  ceremonial  building  for  the 
inhabitants  of  Far  View  House.  A 
very  interesting  discoverj^  was  made 


purely  by  accident  just  outside  the 
walls  of  Pipe  Shrine  House.  While 
leveling  off  the  dirt  around  that  ruin 
the  scraper  accidentally  unearthed  a 
stone  slab.  Upon  digging  around  this 
slab,  the  discovery  was  made  that  it 
formed  the  top  of  a  flight  of  seven 
stone  steps  which  led  into  a  break  in 
the  outside  retaining  wall.  In  this 
space  was  found  a  stone  shrine  eon-  ' 
taining  forty  odd-shaped  stone  concre- 
tions, and  the  first  stone  idol  ever  ' 
found  within  the  present  boundaries 
cf  the  United  States.  This  idol  was 
the  image  of  a  mountain  lion  about  i 
two  feet  long  and  carved  from  brown 
sandstone.  It  is  almost  identical  in 
form  with  the  small  wooden  figure  of 
a  mountain  lion  u.sed  by  the  Hopi  to 
represent  one  of  the  cardinal  points.  | 
Hence,  when  we  consider  the  location 
of  this  shrine  and  its  contents,  we  can 
comprehend  the  plausibility  of  the 
theorj'  that  this  was  a  shrine  for  the 
worship  of  one  of  the  cardinal  points. 
The  finding  of  this  stone  mountain 
lion  and  the  finding  of  the  funnel 
shaped  pipes  mentioned  above  are  just 
two  more  links  in  the  long  chain  con- 
necting the  pre-Columbian  cliff  dwell- 
ers with  the  present  day  Hopi. 

Near  Pipe  Shrine  House  we  located 
the  burial  ground  in  which  fourteen 
burials  were  found.  With  one  excep- 
tion, all  these  burials  were  upon  the 
flat  of  their  backs,  and  all  had  their 
heads  to  the  Ea.st.  In  nearly  every 
case,  we  found  buried  with  them  at 
least  one  food-bowl  and  a  dipper.  The 
reason  for  them  being  interred  thus 
was  that  the  cliff  dwellers  believed  the 
spirit  body  remained  in  the  grave  with 
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I    the  temporal  body  until  the  fourth 
I    day  after  buriiil.    Hence,  they  buried 
,    with  them  food  and  drink  sufficient 
[    for  that  period.    They  believed  that 
on  the  fourth  day  the  spirit  body 
arose  with  the  rising  sun,  followed  it 
to  the  West,  and  sank  into  the  Grand 
("anou  of  the  Colorado,  which  they 
thought  was  the  entrance  to  the  un- 
derworld. 

The  archieological  work  on  the  Mesa 
'    Verde  had  to  be  discontinued  in  the

latter  part  of  August,  1922,  because 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  appn)- 
priation  and  the  appropriation  from 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  having 
been  completely  exhausted.  If  the 
appropriations  for  this  work  are  not 
increased,  or  raonej'  obtained  from 
some  other  source,  it  will  be  absolutely 
impoRsible  to  complete  the  work  on 
the  Mesa  Verde  within  the  next  gen- 
♦^ration.  In  the  Far  View  Group 
alone,  there  are  fourteen  ma.ior  ruins 
which  have  never  been  touched,  and 
at  the  present  rate  it  would  take  a 
y*«r  to  excavate  thoroughly  any  one 
*>f  them.  In  addition  to  this  group, 
there  are  many  other  pueblo  groups, 
dozens  of  earth  lodges,  and  dozens  of 


cliff  niins  that  have  not  had  a  single 
stroke  of  scientific  work  done  upon 
them. 

Is  the  archajological  field  in  Amer- 
ica nearly  exliausted?  Brother  Fijis, 
the  surface  has  scarcely  been  scratch- 
ed!

Dick  Moore  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  Chapter  Now  Writes  Editorials

ONE  day  in  the  spring  of  1909  an 
instructor  in  English  comp(Msition 
at  Ohio  "Weslpyan  T^nivorsity  sum- 
moned a  stocky  sopliumore  to  liis  desk 
at  the  plosf  of  llie  class.  The  sopho- 
more (  iiji  and  waited,  nervously  jug- 
gling' iiis  hat  and  books. 

The  instructor  cleared  his  throat 
witli  an  oiiunous  sound  that  many 
struggling  students  before  and  since 
have  come  to  recognize  as  the  death- 
knell  to  their  hopes  in  English. 

"ICr.  Moore/'  he  aaid,  **1  am  eoiw 
xy  80  to  inform  yon,  hnt — ahem — 
your  efforts  in  English  composition 
seem  to  he  quite  hopeless.  Instead  of 
impnnnng;  your  work  is  steadily  de- 
teriorating. I  fear — ahou  —  that  it 
would  be  quite  fatile  for  yon  to  pur- 
sue this  course  further. 

There  was  an  appealing  look  in  the 
sophomore's  evQs  but  the  oracle  had 
qpoken.  Mr.  Moore  disappeared  from 
the  class  and,  shortly  aftor,  from  col- 
lepre.  For  with  a  "tiunk  '  in  English 
to  face  and  with  several  other  {?rades 
danfjerously  near  the  vanisliin<):  point, 
it  was  simply  u  (lueslion  of  acting  be- 
fore tlie  faenlty  did.  Like  the  wurk- 
niaa  wle>  ar<;ned  with  his  bosss,  he 
quit  before  he  was  lircd. 
But  life  is  full  of  paradoxes.  Many 


a  defeat  has  been  an  unrecognized 
prophecy  of  victory;  many  a  failure 
has  pointed  a  man  toward  success. 

Today  the  stor1:r  Mr.  Moore  who 
failed  so  iguouuniously  in  KriL'  i^h 
sits  before  a  typewriter  and  thought- 
fully fills  sheets  of  paper  with  bits  of 
comment  on  the  doings  of  the  world 
Collier's  Weekly  buys  tlie  sheets  as 
fast  as  he  fills  tiiem.  And  a  few 
weeks  later  more  than  a  million  Amer^ 
ieans  read  them  as  tha  editofiala  of 
this  great  weeUy. 

Every  now  and  then  Brother  Moore 
switehes  from  editorials  to  write  arti- 
cles on  business^  sports  or  polities  and 
when  he  does,  ColUer's  or  some  other 
magasine  prints  them  with  a  "by- 
line" aboye  them. 

Is  Fiji  All  Way  Through 

Probal)ly  e^'^ry  Fiji  has  seeu  that 
by-line.  Most  certainly  you  will  see 
it  a^'ain.  And  when  you  do.  you  can 
read  whafs  under  it  witli  a  throb  of 
fraternal  interest,  for  David  William 
Moore,  of  Collier's  Weekly  and  Cin- 
cinnati, wears  the  diamond  shaped 
badge  just  west  of  the  third  button  on 
his  Test. 

And  he  wears  it  every  day,  too.  For 
Dick— that's  his  friends'  unezplain. 
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able  abbreviation  for  David  "William 
—  in  spite  of  his  brief  career  in  ac- 
tive fraternity  life,  has  never  for  a 
moment  lost  interest  in  his  chapter  or 
his  fraternity.  He's 
a  Fiji  all  the  way 
through. 

Only  the  other 
day  when  I  chanc- 
ed to  meet  him,  his 
first  words  were, 
"Say,  they  tell  me 
that 's  some  house 
that  Theta  Deuter- 
on's  built.  I  think 
I'll  have  to  take  a 
run  up  one  of  these 
days  and  have  a 
look  at  it." 

But  to  go  on 
with  the  highlights 
of  Dick's  history. 

He  was  bom 
thirty-three  years 
ago  in  Highland, 
Ohio,  which  Dick 
explains  is  a  rural 
community  in  Clin- 
ton County  whose

English  instructor 
with  the  death- 
knell  cough  wrote 
"finis"  to  his  col- 
lege career. 

But  while  the 
English  teacher 
could  remove  him 
from  the  basketball 
eligibles,  he  could 
not  rule  him  out  of 
the  lists  in  love. 
Three  years  after 
leaving  school, 
Dick 's  frequent  vis- 
its to  Monnett  Hall 
paid  dividends.  He 
married  the  girl 
of  his  sophomore 
dreams,  Miss  Claire 
Easter  of  Kokomo, 
Indiana. 

On  leaving  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  Dick 
entered  the  adver- 
ing  business  in  Detroit  It  seems  a 
bit  strange  that,  with  a  "flunk"  in 
English  just  behind  him,  he  should 
have  chosen  a  profession  which  de- 
manded writing  ability.  But  then, 
that's  Dick  Moore  all  over.  He  seems 
to  delight  in  accomplishing  the  things 
which  others  tell  him  he  can't  do. 

Wins  Fight  for  Health 

He  demonstrated  this  in  1912  when 
doctors  discovered  that  one  of  his 
lungs  was  ailing  and  ordered  him  to 
buy  a  one-way  ticket  to  California. 
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Dick  went  1)11 1  he  was  nut  couteut  to 
lead  a  sick  man  "s;  Hf«\  In  Los  Au- 
geles  hr-  or<:aiii/.»'<l  iiis  dwn  ajrpncy. 
The  WfMirr  Avertisin^^  Cuinj)any.  with 
himself,  tlicu  a  youth  of  twenty-three, 
as  pr«'si(h*tit. 

For  a  while  the  business  prospered. 
But  as  Dick  grew  better,  the  business 
grew  worse.  As  Dick  tells  it,  instead 
of  him  dying,  tbe  btuiness  did. 

After  two  yean  of  eoast  sanshine, 
Dick  was  pronounced  cored  and  re^ 
turned  to  Detroit.  Here  his  adver- 
tising efforts  fared  better  and  he  made 
a  name  for  himself  as  an  advertising 
writer. 

Bnt  Dick  longed  to  see  his  work 
appear  in  the  front  of  raagaanes  rath- 
er than  in  the  back.  He  Started  writ- 
ing articles  and  stories. 

For  quite  a  while  the  editors  seemed 
to  sliare  tiie  opinion  of  the  English 
professor  with  the  cough.  Seoro<;  of 
stories  were  returned  with  tiie  cus- 
tomary print «'d  regrets.

Predictions  Arc  Uncanny 

But  Diek  dates  his  «neeess  back  on- 
ly as  far  as  1919,  and  lie  ?ive.s  part 
of  tite  credit  for  it  to  his  interest  in 
atldetics. 

The  year  before  he  had  iraiisfri'icd 
his  re.sidenee  to  Cincinnati  and  his 
baseball  allegiance  from  Ty  Cobb  to 
Eddie  Roush.  The  spring  of  1919 
found  him  one  of  the  steady  customers 
at  Bedland  Field.  And  as  he  watched 


his  favoriteis  i)hiy,  Dick  couldn't  see 
any  rea.s^vn  in  the  world  why  they 
shouldn't  will  the  pennant.  )So  lie 
wrote  an  article  predicting  the  Cin- 
cinnati Reds,  long  the  goats  of  the 
league,  would  be  one  of  participants 
in  the  1919  World  Series. 

Collier'^  Weekly  ran  the  story  and 
in  October,  Pat  Moran's  sqnad  of 
cast-offs  fnlfflJed  Dick's  prophecy. 
(Inddentally  Brother  "Cobby"  i^ing, 
Ohio  Wesli^an  12,  thought  so  well 
of  Dick's  prediction  that  he  laid  a 
bevy  of  iron  men  on  It  at  long  odds. 
Today  he  conaidefs  Dick  the  best  lit- 
tle picker  in  the  world.) 

The  editor  of  Collier's  Weekly 
promptly  dubbed  Dick  "The  Sage  of 
Cincinnati/*  and  called  for  more 
stnflF. 

In  Collier's  of  January  10,  1920, 
he  predicted  the  piwdential  candi- 
dates of  both  parties  would  come  from 
Ohio  nnd  named  as  the  eligibles  Hard- 
in^'-. Taft  and  Cox. 

The  ('hiea^ro  and  Sati  l"'raneisco 
conventions  tirndy  »'sial>lished  Dick  iis 
a  prophet  and  he  became  a  re|jridar 
contributor  to  ('t>lli<  r'.t.  Witldn  the 
next  year  he  wa.s  added  to  their  sta^ 
and  since  that  time  his  editorials  have 
appeared  weekly  in  addition  to  occa- 
sional articles.  Ameriean  Magagme, 
Si/stem  and  other  publications  have 
also  used  oonsidezable  of  his  work. 

Along  with  it>  Dick  continues  to 
write  advertising  and  many  a  well 
known  article  of  trade  has  felt  the 
sales  stimulus  of  his  typewriter.  How- 
ever, advisrtising  is  becoming  more  and 
more  Bub(»rdinate  and  Dick  says  that 
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eventualiy  lie  wilt  give  all  Ills  time 
to  ills  Ttin^azine  efforts. 

Dick  wholly  disclaims  the  Jii)i)illn- 
tion  "wrilcr;"'  Ih-  luucii  i)n,'t\>fs  to  be 
called  ''humorist. iiis  work  in  the 
past  has  l)eeii  largely  of  a  humorous- 
philosophical  nature  and  the  bulk  of 
hv  fatore  writing  will  doubtless  be 
4kl<nig  those  same  lines. 

Coiner  of  Neat  Epigrams 

He  is  the  author  of  numerous  epi> 
prams  and  pithy  sayings,  some  of 
which  have  beeu  quoted  widely.  Many 
Fijis  have  smiled  over  these:

The  foUowin*,'  suj^^'estiouii  were  made 
for  the  consideration  of  each  chapter: 
(1 )  safe  keeping  of  original  charter  in 
vault,  and  use  of  photographed  copy 
for  display;  (2)  keeping  of  scrap 
book;  (3)  mothers*,  da^'  andnsten' 
days;  (4)  sehotarslup  cups  and  re- 
cords; (5)  monbei^hip  chain,  and  en* 
graving  of  name  on  monbership  table ; 
(6)  Norris  Dinner  and  seasonal  par- 
ties; (7)  writing  of  personal  letters  to 
alumni;  (8)  freshman  stunts,  smokers, 
dinners^  and  danees;  (9)  use  of  the 
stone  from  '*Fort^*  Armstrong  in  initi- 
ation. 

Kansas  reported  the  construction  of 
an  $80,000  home.  Oklahoma  report- 
ed snccess  in  an  extenidve  house  fund 
eanipfiifrn,  and  expeets  to  build  in  the 
near  fninre.  The  vai'ious  means  of 
buiding  fratcrnily  homes  was  dis- 
cussed for  the  benefit  of  Iowa,  which 
is  in  need  of  a  liinne. 

A.  compete  report  was  made  by 
Missouri  on  the  subjeel  uf  finances, 
and  the  operation  of  the  iuterfratcrni- 
ty  accounting  system.  Most  chap- 
ters reported  having  some  little  trou- 
ble in  establishing  the  new  system,  but 


all  believe  it  a  v» » y  efficient  method. 
It  was  emphasized  that  llic  chapter 
house  should  be  conducted  on  a  strict 
business  basis;  that  the  -  T  '  should 
be  qualified ;  that  he  should  receive 
a  remuneration ;  that  he  should  be 
bonded ;  and  that  his  duties  are  the 
keeping  of  complete  data  of  all  trans- 
actions for  the  next  "T";  preparing 
a  budget  based  on  data  of  his  prede- 
eesBor;  collecting  all  funds,  watching 
and  advising  brothers  of  their  unnee> 
essary  ezpoises  if  indebtedness  to  the 
chapter  is  not  paid,  and  the  expending 
of  chapter  funds. 

Stress  Greek  Friendshipa 

All  chapters  reported  a  most  cor- 
dial relation  with  other  fraternities. 
This  spirit  of  friendliness  is  instilled 
by  int^rfratemity  athletic  contests^ 
freshman  interfrateraity  dinners, 
stunts,  and  dances,  extra  plate  at 
table  for  one  guest «  day,  interfra^ 
temity  singing  contests. 

Field  Secretary  Lyon  explamed  the 
colonization  plan  of  expansion,  urg- 
ing the  chapters  to  give  it  a  thorough 
stud\ ,  and  that  each  chapter  be  pre- 
pared to  vote  on  it  at  the  next  Ekkle- 
sia. 

Kansas  reported  on  the  subject  of 
alumni  relations,  stressing  the  im- 
portance of  instillinj?  into  the  alumni 
the  spirit  of  "Once  a  Fiji,  always  a 
Fiji."  Various  methods  of  retaining 
the  interest  of  alumni  were  discussed, 
and  the  following  methods  were  ap- 
proved: Aunoimcers  and  news  let- 
ters, personal  letters,  invitations  to 
dances  and  parties,  Christmas  cards, 
birthday  eards,  calendars  with  a  pie- 
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tnrp  of  the  chapter  house  on  them, 
and  the  annual  chapti  r  publications. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  discussing 
ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  sub- 
scriptions to  Th£  Pm  Gamujl  "Deuba, 
The  Bietiiod  receiving  the  most  favor- 
able oonsideration  was  that  of  par- 
chuaiig  copies  of  the  magazine  and 
sending  them  to  the  prospective  aub- 
eeribers.  Each  chapter  was  urged  to 
eommuzueate  with  the  editor  and  if 
poeriUe  secure  extra  copies  of  the 
iane  containing  the  minutes  of  the 
eonventton  and  send  them  together 
with  a  personal  letter  ni^ng  life  sub* 
Jcriptions.  ^ 

A  chapter  meeting  was  held  on  the 
last  daj'  of  the  convention.  Phil 
Lyon  discussed  chapter  mciting  eti- 
fl'i^'tte,  and  revicwfd  all  the  secret 
work  of  the  f ratfriiity,  <'mpha8i2ing 
the  importance  of  unifornuty.

That  the  convention  go  on  record  as 
approving  the  excellent  work  on 
fnahmao  training  by  Brother  Lyon, 
and  that  every  clmpter  be  urged  to 
ine  H  as  outUned  therein; 


That  the  ctmvealiun  ^^o  on  record  as 
approving  the  motion  passed  in  busi- 
ness meeting  to  the  effect  that  the  re- 
qoirement  for  initiation  in  the  re- 
spective chapters  be  higher  than  that 
of  the  local  interfratemity  require- 
ment,  and  that  the  chapters  be  ui^d 
to  comply  therewith  immediately;

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Fire  Sweeps  Psi  Chapter-House 

Wabash  Fijis  Suffer  Loss  of  Charter  in  Blaze  That  Bums  Out 

Second  Story  of  Home

ON  Sunday  morning,  October  29, 
the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  house  at 
Wabash  College,  Crawfordsville,  In- 
diana, was  badly  damaged  by  fire. 

The  fire  started  when  a  spark  from 
a  defective  flue  ignited  the  shingles  of 
the  roof.  Four  men  were  in  the 
house  at  the  time,  the  remaining  mem- 


bers of  the  chapter  being  out  of  the 
city  attending  the  Butler  football 
game. 

These  four  men,  assisted  by  mem- 
bers of  other  fraternities,  removed 
much  of  the  household  goods. 

The  •chapter  room,  located  in  the 
attic,  was  completely  destroyed.  With

The  minutes  of  the  chapter,  the 
Bible  and  all  fraternity  records,  with 
the  exception  o£  the  eharter,  were 
saved. 

Adequate  insurauce  was  carried  on 
the  property  and  complete  adjust- 
ments have  been  made. 

Am  soon  as  the  fire  was  out,  the 
alimmi  of  tha  diaptar  found  tempor- 
ary quarters  lor  the  aetiye  men.  They 
were  all  settled  hy  midnii^

reprefsentntions  in  the  eonduet  of 
the  extra -ciirriculiun  affairs  of 
tiie  college. 

The  best  chapter  in  college  will 
not  live  selfishly  within  itself, 
but  will  constantly  be  doing 
something  for  the  progress  and 
derelopment  of  the  beat  things  in 
the  institation. 

The  best  ehapter  in  college  has 
moral  standards  and  lives  np  to 
them. 

Just  as  the  course  in  freshman 
training  published  by  Phi  Qamma 
Delta  is  an  attempt  to  aid  Fijis  in 
their  endeavors  to  beoome  the  "best 
man  in  the  ehapter,"  so  the  Cheney 
eap  competition  is  a  stimnlns  to  in- 
eito  chapters  to  fhdr  best  and  noblest 
efforts  so  that  they  may  more  nearly 
approach  the  standards  of  perfection 
set  forth  by  Dean  Clark.

"Tea,  but  a  mighty  live  Fiji,"  was 
the  rejoinder  that  stopped  the  eonv^- 
tion. 

Such  10  the  spirit  of  the  men  of 
Boanoke,  of  City  College,  of  Wooeter, 
of  North  Carolina. 

It  is  something  more  than  a  passing 
school-boy  fancy  —  this  spirit  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  that  compels  men,  de- 
prived of  the  close  connecting?  ties  that 
ordinarily  exist  between  active  chap- 
ters and  tiieir  alumni,  to  remain 
sturdy  in  the  faith.

PAUL  LAMBERT  WHITE 

(Indiaua  '13) 

Paul  Lambert  White  was  born  in 
Greensburfj,  Ind.,  July  21,  1890,  and 
roeoivod  his  early  education  in  the 
public  scliools  at  Muneie  and  Indian- 
apolis?, Ind.,  graduating  from  the 
Shortridgre  Hig-h  School  at  Indiana- 
polis, in  1909.  The  next  fall  he  went 
to  Indiana  University,  where  he  be- 
came a  member  of  Zeta  chapter  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 

He  then  transierred  to  Bowdoin 
College,  Brunswick,  Maine,  and  ^md- 
nated  there  in  1914,  magna  cum 
Inude,  A.B.,  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He 
then  spent  two  years  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Penuaylvania,  taking  hia  A.M. 
degree  fhero  In  1916.  Until  the  out- 
break of  the  war  he  studied  law  in 
Indianapolis,  where  his  &ther  is  as- 
sisftant  attorney  general  of  Indiana. 

He  received  a  lieutenanor  in  infan« 
try  from  the  flrst  ofiBeers'  training 
camp  at  Fort  B%igamin  Harrison  at 
Indianapolis^  and  was  rapidly  ad- 
vanced to  captain,  servin;^  in  France 
as  aide-de-camp  to  General  Harry  C. 
Hale,  commanding  first  the  84th  and 
later  the  26th  Division  of  the  U.  S. 
Army.  After  the  armistice  he  studied 
further  at  the  Sorboniie  in  Paris,  and 
on  returning'  to  America  he  accepted 
an  iTistructorship  in  history  at  Yale 
University,  in  .lanuary,  1920,  where 
his  thorough  scholarship  and  vivid 


penKmslily  won  him  rapid  and  re- 
markable sehelastio  sneoesMS. 

His  deep  enthusiasm  for  the  infln- 
enee  of  France  npon  the  world  and 
espeeiaUy  npon  American  eivilisatimi 
led  him  to  devote  himself  to  a  stady 
of  the  life  and  writings  of  Alexia  de 
Tocqueville,  the  great  French  observ- 
er of  early  American  experiments  in 
democracy.  In  this  work  he  spent  the 
summer  of  1921  in  France,  where  he 
discovered  unpublished  manuscripts 
and  note-l>ooks  of  de  Tocqueville,  and 
at  the  time  f  his  deatli,  August  25, 
1922,  he  was  engaged  in  preparing 
this  material  for  publication.  One 
article  wad  completed  and  published 
posthumously  in  the  Yale  Bevisw  for 
October,  1922. 

Other  published  papers  by  Brother 
'White  indnded  ''Are  We  the  Friends 
of  FianoeT"  in  the  Weekty  Review 
for  Maieh  18, 1922»  and  '*New8,"  in 
the  Indepmdeni  for  Jnne  10,  1922. 

He  was  married  June  19,  1920»  to 
Miss  Helen  Van  Keuren  at  Troy, 
Pennsylvania,  and  she  and  their 
daughter  Anne,  bom  April  21,  1921, 
survive  him. 

Paul  White  possessed  a  briUiant 
mind  and  the  gift  of  application  and 
research,  was  fond  of  writing  and  de- 
veloped unusual  ability  along  literary 
lines,  a?Kl  his  untimely  death  is  not 
onh'  a  sliock  to  his  family  and  frieiids 
but  a  genuine  loss  to  American  his- 
torical scholarship. 
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JOHN  P.  WILSON 
(Knox  '65) 
For  more  than  fifty  years  a  legal 

and  civic  leader  in  Chicago,  Attorr  ey 
John  P.  Wilson,  Sr.  (Knox  '65),  died 
in  Chicago  foUowing  an  operation  for 
appendicitis. 

Known  as  "father  of  the  sanitary 
flistrict,"  created  hy  a  law  which  he 
drafted,  Brother  Wilson  in  the  later 
years  of  his  practice  built  up  consid- 
erable wealth  throtigh  his  work  as 
counsel  for  many  of  the  city's  lead- 
ing cor])(>raLions.  lie  was  born  a 
faruicr  s  boy  in  Wliiteside  county,  111^ 
and  through  manual  labor  and  teach- 
ing school  he  succeeded  in  getting  his 
lav  degree. 

In  the  late  siztiei  he  went  to  Chi- 
ofD  and  soon  iron  attention  by  hia 
woA.  He  heeame  senior  member  of 
tbe  tai  of  Wilaon,  Hoore  &  Henvaine 
and  beeame  noted  for  his  (q^uiioDa  on 
tax  matters.  When  the  sanitary  dis- 
trict plan  was  broached  he  drew  up 
Uie  aet  and  later  defended  its  legality 
before  the  aopreme  court.  He  was 
also  attorney  lor  the  Marshall  Field 
estate. 

Brother  Wilson  was  a  member  of 
the  Chicago,  Union  league,  and  Unl- 
venHy  eluba. 


LOUIS  CARVER  SOUTHAED 

(Maine  '75) 

The  sudden  death  of  Louis  Carver 
Southard  (Maine  *75)  brought  to  a 
cl<»e  the  career  of  a  true  Fi  ji  and  one 
of  the  University  of  Maine  s  promi- 
nent men. 

Brother  Southard  graduated  from 
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Maine  with  the  class  of  '75,  later  re- 
ceiving several  d^rees  from  his  Alma 
Mater  and  was  admitted  to  law  prac- 
tice in  the  highest  courts  in  1889.  He 
made  his  home  in  ]\Iassachusetts  and 
served  Ills  state  in  both  the  house  and 
state  senate,  during  the  early  part  of 
his  practice.  Ho  was  a  lecturer  at 
the  University  of  Maine  Law  College 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  witli  his 
retirement  served  as  presidcut  of  the 
Boston  Alumni  of  the  University. 

As  a  member  of  the  American,  Bfaa* 
aaehnaetla^  and  Boston  Bar  Associa^ 
ti<m8y  and  Boston  City  Club  and 
CShamber  of  Omuneree,  the  Budding- 
stone  Clnb,  beddes  being  asaoelated

Do  the  boys  go  in  strongly  for  Smp- 
p\j  Stories  or  is  the  New  Republic 
"being  done?"  Th^  Literary  Review 
of  the  New  York  Evening  Post  pub- 
lished the  rersults  of  an  investigation 
at  the  University  of  ^lichigan,  whicli 
we  quote  by  way  cf  Alpha  Phi  Quar- 
terly : 

Foojr  hundred  and  fifty-three  Univenitj 
of  Michigm  sfendente— eighty^eight  wo- 
men and  365  men  —  reported  to  their  ii; 
stnietors  in  political  science  1,  that  they 
spend,  respectively,  six  and  six  and  one-half 
boon  of  mtk  week  in  reading  the  earrant 
nemfiapen  end  iiHigasiiM&  The  reports  were 
trade  upon  the  formal  request  of  the  in- 
structors and  by  students  on  the  literary 
magazine  of  the  college  who  belong  to  the 
tliree  upper  claasea. 

While  two  etadwite  read  ontj  one  jownal, 
fifteen  only  two,  and  forty-seven  more  than 
aeren,  the  average  person  reads  four  or  five, 
mnety-Beven  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the 
men  read  ttie  MidUf^  DaUv  (the  college 
daily) ,  wbieb  daiau  100  per  cent  of  readers 
from  the  young  women.  Slightly  more  than 
one-half  the  men  read  the  Detroit  Free 
frem  and  eaaetty  one^balf  of  the  women. 

One  out  of  evnry  seven  in  tliis  gronp  reade 
the  New  York  Times,  thirty  per  cent  the 
Literary  Digrst,  Tvbi'p  the  American  has  a 
•lightly  larger  following.  The  ' '  high  brow '  * 
mgariae  liailiag  from  Boston  muabeni  onlj 
thirty -two  readers;  of  these  nineteen  women 
favor  thp  Aflanttr,  while  only  thirteen  men 
seemed  to  care  for  this  reflector  of  the  Har- 
vard  eaUnvSi  FoptUar  Mechanics  has  seven 
•ad  tlie  ScienHfic  American  hao  eleren  Mad* 
ers  from  among  the  men,  and  the  Woman's 
Rome  Cwnpmion  twenty-one  and  the  Ladiet' 


Home  Journnl  seven  from  among  the  wo- 
men—  all  properly  enough;  but  it  does  not 
appear  wl^  tbe  uiuo  readers  each  of  the 
Bevitm  of  Xeviewt  and  the  Ontlooit  are  all 
that  form  the  masculine  group. 

The  Independent  hag  eleven  readerR  — 
eight  men  and  three  women;  the  NaiwiuiL 
Geographic  twdve^  the  Bed  Book  forty-three 
— tUrty-eiglit  men  and  five  women;  the 
Detroit  Xnrs  fifty-two,  the  Co-tmopaHtan 
seventy,  and  last  but  first,  the  famous  il- 
lustrated weekly  foimded  A.  D.  1728  by  Ben* 
jamin  Franklin.  This,  among  the  many  eer^ 
Tiees  performed  for  posterity  by  Franklin, 
?K3«m8  to  be  fully  appreciated  by  the  Michi- 
gan uniiergraduatcs.  Two  hundred  and 
oighteen  men,  fifty-nine  out  of  each  hundred, 
and  flfty-<me  women,  aixfy>three  out  of  a 
hundred,  read  the  Saturday  Evening  Post. 
Nor  are  they  nngenerons  in  the  time  th^ 
devote  to  it. 

Of  the  siz  and  oao>ha]f  hours  given  to 
reading  each  week,  the  men  spend  two  hoon, 
less  two  minutes,  and  the  women  two  hours, 
plus  one  minute,  from  their  six  hours  read- 
ing tile  Post,  The  Michigan  Datiy  claims 
sightly  more  than  one  hoar  and  one-half  and 
the  Free  Frees  but  little  time  less. 

The  conservative  Weekly  Review  is  not 
mentioned  by  one  of  the  453.  But  neither 
is  Photoplay  nor  any  of  the  "movie"  mag- 
azines, nor  yet  one  of  the  radical  or  "red" 
sheets.  The  '  *  liberal '  *  journal  cannot  boast. 
The  Walton,  Survey,  New  BepubUe  have  less 
then  seven  readers  each,  while  Judge,  Life, 
Smart  Set,  CMmee  (a  campus  pubUeation), 
and  Foafty  Fair  are  all  in  the  same  mf av- 
ored  class.

Bishop  William  Fraser  McDowell.  Founder  of  Phi  Gamma. 
Ddta's  Magazine,  Recalk  Begiiiniwgg

WILLIAM  Fraser  McDowell,  high 
ehurehman  and  high  Fiji,  was 
itnnned  when  I  angwered  his  qties- 
tioo,  put  to  me  one  day  in  the  office 
of  administration  in  WashingtoD. 

''Brother  ^Wilkinson,  what  is  the 
munber  of  the  eurrent  yolnme  ol  Tbb 
Tm  Gamma  Delia  f" 
"We  are  in  Volnme  45." 
"Volume  451  Yolume  461  And  to 
thmk  that  I  was  editor  of  Yolume  1 ! ' ' 
When  he  had  recovered  from  his 
BSditation  over  the  fleetness  of  the 
years,  I  had  exacted  from  him  a  pro- 
mise to  tell  the  story  o£  the  genesis  of 
this  publication. 

True  to  his  word,  he  later  called  me 
tf>  his  study  in  tiic  bisliop's  residence 
and,  with  the  light  of  reminiscence  iu 
hh  kindly  eyes,  stihmitted  to  an  in- 
teniew.  iu  this  manner: 

When  were  plans  for  a  Flu  Gamma 
Delta  publication  first  launched  f 

At  the  Indianapolis  Convention  in 
the  Fall  of  1878,  after  a  good  deal  of 
preliminary  correspondence  which 
ksd  taken  plaee  throughout  the  pre- 
vioiis  year,  a  eommittee  was  appointed 
to  eoosider  the  snbjeet  of  a  frateniity 


magazine.  I  do  not  remember  what 
fratmities  had  joomak  at  that  lame^ 
but  not  very  many.  Ours  is  one  of  the 
old  ones*  but  not  the  oldest  At  that 
convention  we  appointed  a  committee 
to  talk  over  ways  and  means  and 
plans*  The  eommittee  made  its  report 
recommending  the  establishment  of  a 
m<mtb]y  jounud,  and  the  seeuring  of 
such  financial  pledges^  tiien  and  there, 
as  would  make  it  possible  to  start  off. 
The  deli^tes  from  the  ehaptei^  were 
committed  to  a  certain  kind  of  pro> 
rata  support  for  the  first  year.  It 
was  all  rather  crude^  vague,  and  in- 
definite. 

What  were  the  circumsfa-nccs  that 
led  to  your  undertt^ing  the  edUor^ 
ship? 

I  was  one  of  those  who  had  been 
writing-  about  it  and  tiill<in«?  about  it 
all  during  the  previous  \e<ir.  I  was 
Oil  the  committee  that  hrought  in  the 
recommendations.  AVhen  it  came  down 
to  the  (juestiou  of  who  should  be 
editor,  it  was  between  anotlier  person 
and  myself.  I  think  they  thought  we 
could  work  it  out  about  as  econoraic' 
ally  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  as  anywhere 
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else,  and  naturally  euou{2:h  that  called 
attention  to  me.  1  was  elected  editor 
at  the  Indianapolis  ( 'ouvention. 

Haw  Wire  your  assistants  and  bltt^ 
ness  nmnayer  chosen^ 

I  have  forgotten  whether  I  named 
aiid  had  approved  by  the  eouveutiou 
the  business  manager  and  a.ssistants, 
or  whether  1  was  griven  power  to  name 
them  later.  My  thoutrht  is  that  I 
named  them  mid  had  tiiem  approved 
by  the  convention.  Wilbert  i'erguson 
(Ohio  Wesleyaa  79),  now  professor 
of  Giwk  at  HUnoift  Wesl^an  TMvfr- 
ai^,  wae  aiwlrtant  editor.  He  was  a 
danate  of  mine.  Frank  P.  Parian 
(Ohio  Wedeyaa  '60)  was  the  burinen 
manager.  He  is  now  seeratary  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  at  Philadel- 
phia.

Half  a  doeen  different  names  were 
thoQ^tof.  Star  and  Diamond"  was 
one.  Finally  it  was  thooi^t  that  the 
thing  to  do  was  just  to  take  the  simple 
name  of  the  fraternity  and  let  it  go  at 
that  We  felt  that  that  name  would- 
be  free  from  sttanpt;  that  there 
would  be  no  pretense  or  effort  in  it, 
no  sense  of  straining  after  effect,  or 
hnntiag  a  title.  Piir  Gamma  Delta 
was  what  it  was,  so  there  it  stood.

The  lirst  issue  was  published  in 
Jamiary,  1879,  The  convention  at  in- 
dianapoiis  was  in  September  or  Octo- 
ber of  1878.  Frat  emitv  conventions 
were  rather  small  affairs  tiieri  and 
were  held  during  the  academic  year. 


Delegates  from  the  Uraud  Chapter 
came  by  way  of  Delaware.  They  were 
George  E.  Clay,  Frank  iieck,  and 
VViliiam  Kuyce  Allen.  They  visited 
us  for  a  day  or  two  and  then  went  to 
Columbus,  spent  an  evening  with  Omi- 
cron  Deuteron,  and  went  on  to  the 
convention  from  there. 

Wh^re  wa^  the  Jirst  Usue  published f 
The  first  edition  was  published  by 
George  Thompson.  He  had  a  job 
printing  office  in  Delaware,  Ohio,  then. 
Thompson's  grandson,  Walter,  is  sn 
alumnqs  of  the  Ohio  WesLeyaa  chap- 
ter. 

Mow  many  pages  did  the  first  issue 
emhracef 

The  first  issue  embraced  sixteen 
pages,  as  I  remember. 

In  these  days  was  ike  eopy  fype^ 
written  or  wri^en  in  hng-handf 

Copy  was  written  by  long-hand. 
There  was  no  ^rpewriter  in  Ddaware 
in  1878,  that  I  knew  of. 

Wkai  wot  ike  first  Uterary  oonlfv 
hution  suhmitted  to  the  magawief 
The  fiist  liteiaiy  oontribntion  was 

the  poem  "Vox,  Visdo,  Yates"  by 
John  Clark  Bidpath,  whieh  appeared 
on  the  first  page.  It  was  a(^eited  at 
Indianapi^  and  sent  in  soon  after. 
Ridpath  was  a  member  of  Lambda 
Chapter  at  DePauw  and  was  a  pro- 
fessor there.  ITis  fame  as  a  historian 
is  now  well  established.

The  lirst  subscriber  w;is  Charhg 
Warren  Fairbanks  {Oiiio  Wesley  an 
'72).  He  was  then  a  young  lawyer,

necessary  editors,  and  also  recommend  ihut  an 
immediate  canvass  be  made  amoiig  the  breth 
ren  present  for  a  nucleus  for  a  subscription  list.  - 
All  this  was  adopted  by  the  Convention,  and 
'the  advised  steps  taken.    We  make  this  brief ' 
apotogyi  to  those  who  were  not  there,  for  our 
appearance.    And  now  in  accordance  with  an- 
ancient  custom,  wc  proceed  lu  make  our  prom- 
ises for  the  future  of  the  paper  committed  di- 
rectly to  our  management.   First  of  all  let  us 
say  that  we  believe  tn  the  spirit  of  the  commit- 
tee's  report,  and  shall  do  our  best  to  prove 
that  the  plan  is  both  advi.sable  and  practicable. ; 
We  believe  the  enterprise  to  be  a  worthy  one, } 
and  %vith  this  belief  wc  have  no  hesitation  in 
coming  before  you  for  your  support     We  in- 
tend to  give  you  value  received  for  ymir  money. 
We  do  not  beg  our  friend";  to  support  a  pa|>er 
which  they  shall  feel  lo  be  an  institution  sup- 
ported by  charity,  and  which  shall  be  unpro- 
ductive and  unprofiiable.   The  relation  that  the 
Editors  sustain  to  the  enterprise  financially  will 
be  found  more  full^i'  e\i>lnined  in  another  pLicc. 

If  now  it  were  necessary  to  assure  the  read 
ers  of  mnr  loyalty,  we  ahonld  hnisi  at  the  luad. 


of  our  columns  the  satisf\  ing  annnuncemenl : 
I'his  is  an  organ.  It  is  preeminently  lo  Itc  the 
organ  of  (he  fraternity  that  sustains  it.  Its 
pages  shall  be  devoted  to  fraternity  business  in 
the  way  of  news,  notes,  |>ersonais,  discussion^ 
and  general  informaiion  m  reference  10  the  fra- 
ternity.   Such  IS  our  purpose. 

The  graduates'shall  have  a  large  place  in 
these  COlumn>,  and  from  them  w  e  hope  to  5iear. 
If  we  can  furnish  them  the  ii.formation  that 
they  have  formerly  been  unable  to  obtain,*  one 
end  will  be  accomplished.  If  wc  can  obtain 
from  ihem  the  information  thai  wc  want,  anoth- 
er will  be  gained.  If  this  paper  shall  serve  to 
break  up  the  present  system  by  which  one  or 
two  men  in  each  chapter  contain  all  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  Fraternity  at  large  ;  and  if  it  shall 
awaken  all  ilie  active  members  to  an  interest 
in  more  than  their  own  chapter,  we  shall  have 
realized  another  disidirnihim.

How  did  you  secure  his  suhicrip- 
tion  and  how  mwJi  did  he  pay  for  it? 

He  paid  $10  for  the  first  year's  sub- 
scription. I  asked  liim  for  the  sub- 
scription and  told  iiiui  we  were  going 
to  publish  the  magazine  at  his  own 
chapter  an'l  that  we  had  to  have 
financial  support.  Fairbanks  was  at- 
torney for  a  railrund  and  had  not  yet 
got  into  politics.

"We  lived  from  hand  lo  mouth.  The 
expense  of  publishing  was  very  small. 
We  were  just  thankful  to  pay  our 
moniiiiy  bills. 

Row  long  did  you  serve  as  ediior

I  served  just  one  year,  as  it  was  my 
last  year  iu  college.  I  was  succeeded 
by  Frank  Parkin,  who  had  been  busi- 
ness manager. 

Wheii  you  set  out  upon  the  task  of 
editing  the  magazine,  what  ideals  and^ 
policies  did  you  set  upf 
•  The  poHciea  were  stated  in  the  first 
editoriaL  The  first  thong^t  about  tiie 
journal  was  that  it  should  he  a  me- 
dium of  information  and  of  the  ex- 
preanon  of  opinion  for  fraternity 
benefit  and  improvement.  ISmall  be* 
ginnings  were  had  and  we  were  not 
much  coneemed  about  shaping  poli- 
cies. I  think  we  wel-e  concerned 
chiefly  about  getting  the  journal 
started,  rather  than  having  the  journal 
accomplish  a  particular  thing  in  the 
life  of  the  fraternity. 

Do  you  helifvf  thai  The  Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta  of  today  is  earrying  out

I  should  say  the  journal  has  abun- 
dantly sen-ed  th(»  purpose  that  we  had 
originally  in  mind.

In  1878  the  mimber  f>f  cliapters  was 
comparatively  small,  and  fraternity 
life  had  not  t;ike?i  on  the  features  that 
are  now  coiiiiiion  and  taken  for 
granted.  Tliere  \vm  hardly  a  chapter 
house  in  the  whole  fraternity.  I  can- 
not recall  one  at  that  time.  We  lived 
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inindividiMl  qnatten  and  met  for  our 
meetings  oooe  a  iroek  in  a  rented  halL 
i  eonld  shofw  yon  at  Delaware  the  old 
hall  in  wbieh  I  was  initiatad,  and  in 
wiilch  we  met  for  yean,  and  then  the 
hall  to  which  we  moived.  And  that 
laek  of  chapter  honsea  waa  just  (me  of 
the  points  in  which  the  fraternity  of 
the  18708  differed  materiaHy  from  the 
fraternity  of  theld20s. 

The  fact  that  we  did  not  live  to^ 
pether,  and  only  met  together,  pro- 
foondly  alTectcd  the  actual  life  of  the 
men  in  the  chapter,  and  their  rela- 
tions, one  to  another,  rh  you  can 
reaflHy  see.  If  you  have  25  or  30  men 
li%'ing  in  the  same  house,  their  rela- 
tion is  very  diflfereut  from  tiiat  of  the 
same  number  of  men  living"  in  a  dozen 
houses,  widely  scattered  in  a  town  and 
who  come  together  as  a  group  for  an 
hour  or  two  once  a  week. 

I  think  that  the  modern  fraternity 
has  a  relation  to  the  personal  life  and 
the  aocial  life  and  the  seholanihip  life 
of  ita  membem  that  the  fraJtemities  of 
1870  did  not  hare  at  all. 

I  think  alao  that  it  woold  be  a  per* 
f eetly  proper  statement  to  make  that 
The  Pm  Gamma.  Deuta  has  been  the 
means  of  creating  a  consciousneBB  of 
the  fraternity  as  a  whole  that  did  not 
exist  prior  to  the  establishment  of  it 
Wei  had  a  fairly  regular  eorreepon- 
dence  among  the  chapters,  but  just 
consider  the  difficult ic;  under  which 
it  was  conducted.  A  bney  man  was 
elected  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
chapter.  TTis  eorrespnndenee  wns  with 
men  ho  personally  did  not  know.  Tie 
hnd  hardly  met  tlu-m.  Possibly  he 
had  met  wme  of  them  at  conventions, 


if  he  happened  to  be  a  delegate.  Sone 
oenespondents.  were  intereeting  and 
others  were  not.  Some  of  them  had  a 
gift  of  reporting  itema  that  were  ]b> 
teresting  and  some  did  not  fed  obliged 
to  toport  to  the  whole  fraternity  in- 
teresting itesBB  that  had  oceomd  in 
their  chapter.  The  c(«aeqiience  was 
that  correspondents  did  not  even  try  to 
create  the  knowledge  of  the  faXiemty 
as  a  whole  or.  the  consciousness  of  the 
f  ratemi^  as  a  whole  that  now  obtains 
when  every  month  every  undergradu- 
ate sees  the  whole  list  of  the  chapters 
and  sees  report.s  from  most  of 
We  had  none  of  that. 

Thero  were  men  in  my  own  chapter 
to  whom  fraternity  life  was  purely 
eha[)ter  life.  That  is,  a  local  fratern- 
ity would  have  been  just  as  good  for 
Uiem,  if  they  had  come  into  contact 
with  the  same  ^roup  of  mcu,  as  the 
chapter  of  the  general  fraternity  was. 
General  fraternity  did  not  mean  any- 
Hung.  Now  a  general  fratemitj  means 
a  loty  becans0  yon  see  you  are  eon- 
flcions  of  it  as  a  whole.  Any  boy  in 
Theta  Denteron  now  planning,  for  in- 
stance, in  his  eenior  year  to  go  to  Mid- 
neapolis  to  •  live  after  gradnatioo, 
thinks  at  once  of  the  gradnate  ehspter, 
of  the  fraternity  men  there,  many  of 
whose  names  are  already  in  his  head. 
That  is  one  of  the  services  that  the 
later  highly  developed  jonrnal  has 
rendered.  The  little  thing  we  started 
only  made  a  feehle  hefjinning  of  all 
that.  But  we  had  to  have  a  feeble  be* 
^inninfj. 

Tf  we  had  proposed  in  I'^T'^  to  start 
the  macrazine  on  the  elaborate  scale  of 
today  it  would  not  only  have  been  re- 
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garded  as  financially  diffienlt,  but 
voold  hMsn  been  ftfiancially  impossi- 
ble. It  ia  fjiMmeially  difBenlt  now,  but 
it  mmld  have  been  financially  impoa- 
nbkihciL 

Tba  most  agreeable  tbin^  I  remem- 
bv  thrmigh  the  yean  with  xeferenee 
to  It,  ia  the  good  Q»irit  that  was  ahown 
tiumigluHit  the  fraternity  aa  a  whole 
toward  this  struggling  and  really 
lather  meager  experiment  that  we 
mn  tiying.  It  wasn't  much  df  a 
ma^aziiie.  It  was  amali  in  size  and 
plain  in  loo-lcs ;  it  was  rather  tame ;  it 
had  no  illustrations.  We  gave  it  the 
remainder  of  i-fMi'v^y  rather  than  the 
beginninp-  of  energy,  and  yet  the  men 
in  the  fraternity  everj'where  were  pa- 
tient and  irenerous  and  cordial  with 
reference  to  it  in  a  way  that  quite 
warms  my  heart  to  remember.  They 
seemed  to  think  it  might  finally  comQ 
to  S(Uttethiag,  as  it  has.

WitlL  axtgr-foiir  efaapten 
joid  over  two  hundred  Fijis  all  over 
the  country  wnaahing  bones  and 
straimfig  ligaments  in  a  mad  en- 
deaTor  to  give  the  grand  and  glorious 
foatexiity  a  grand  and  glorious  1922 
Fiji  gridiron  history — no  wonder 
wtt  ibrjnk  a  hit  at  the  picking! 

Hirou^  a  fortunate  pzofeadonal 
aasoeiation  with  a  noted  syndicate 
sport  writer  and  the  added  medium 
of  a  joh  that  carries  yours  truly  over 
the  country  once  a  year,  I  have  had 
a  white  man's  chance  really  to  see 
some  thinp's  in  the  piprskin  lino.  In 
fact,  I  have  Ix'on  accused  of  arran<r- 
ing  my  schedule  ko  that  it  may  in- 
clude goo<.l  sport  dates.  Of  course 
not,  bnt  T  hasten  to  add  that  serious 
fraternity  problems  developed  m  such 
rapid  order  in  so  many  parts  of  the 
country  that  I  managed  to  see  foot- 
ball on  the  Pacific  Coast ;  iu  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Conference;  the  Missouri 
Talley;  the  Big  Ten  Cooferenee;  the 


Ohio  Conference,  and  the  Far  East! 
It  was  the  clianee  of  a  life-time.  So 
we  are  not  guessing  entirely  in  our 
comparisons  and  we  feel  somewiuit 
justified  in  the  fact  that  the  personjil 
obsei'v  ation  in  each  case  has  been  aug- 
mented by  words  of  many  coaches  and 
sport  experts — that  talkative  elan 
that  is  ever  ready  to  issoe  commen- 
tary dope. 

Time  and  space  will  not  pennit 
mneh  lengthy  diseonrse  on  the  season 
or  the  players.  I  was  more  than  ever 
eonvineed  that  football  Is  the  same 
the  country  over.  We  do  not  have 
enough  interaeetional  games  to  proye 
this  f^t.  Even  those  that  are  played 
mean  very  little.  Suffice  it  that  with 
the  great  inter-change  of  eoaches,  the 
broadening  of  the  Eastern  game  and 
the  intensifying  of  the  Western  — 
football  is  good  football  from  Dart- 
mouth to  California.  All  of  wliich 
interests  us  only  in  that  Fijis  over 
that  4. (KM)  mil*'  stretch  are  friving 
pretty  much  an  equal  contribution. 

Few  Fiji  Backfidd  Stars 

The  Fiji  season  of  1922  fell  just 
short  of  the  previous  one  in  that  we 
missed  the  Tom  Diavies  headlines.  In 
fsct»  with  the  possible  exception  of 
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Mac  Rae 
(Syracuse) 


^iimiaennaiu 's  work 
for  Syracuse,  there 
was  nothing  start- 
ling behind  the  line. 
Hut  the  line  mate- 
rial just  about  beat 
anything.  Iowa,  La- 
fayette, Ohio  State, 
Army,  Wisconsin, 
and  many  others  de- 
pended to  a  great 
extent  on  Fiji  for- 
ward play.  Gar- 
biseh,  Thompson, 
Hohlfeld  (a  newcomer  in  the 
stellar  role),  Scherer,  Deible 
(recently  elected  Lafaj'ette's 
captain),  Zimmerman,  Bren- 
nan,  Gram,  and  Williams  — 
all  had  (mtstanding  seasons  on 
major  teams.  Taylor,  Gott- 
schalk,  Adams  shone  in  smal- 
ler company.  It  was  a  con- 
sistent and  pungent  Fiji  year 
with  a  dozen  men  deserving 
first  team  honors  and  another 
dozen  not  far  behind.  As 
usual,  Lafayette,  Syracuse, 
and  Pittsburgh  gave  us  nearly  enough 
men  to  funiish  an  entire  team.  Smal- 
ler colleges  —  such  as  Illinois  Wesley- 
an  with  seven  Fiji  contributions,  Han- 
over with  seven  more,  Allegheny  with 
five,  Wittenberg  with  four,  and  the 
Colorado  chapters  with  four  apiece  — 
again  and  as  usual  kept  up  the  minor 
conference  standards. 

Fijis  at  Bueknell  broke  forth  with 
startling  speed  this  fall.  Denton,  a 
Rochester  (Pa.)  high  lad,  stepped  into 
the  fullback  job  and  Edgar  at  end  and

Reed,  veteran  guard,  did  sterling  work 
for  this  eastern  "surprise"  team. 
Reed  is  captain-elect  for  next  year. 

Baty  and  McClintock  were  a  stellar 
pair  of  backs  at  Alabama.  Tennessef, 
Texas,  with  Robertson  as  star;  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  with  Potts,  who  h»d 
a  sensational  day  in  the  Virginii 
game,  and  Richmond  —  all  counted 
on  Fiji  defensive  and  scoring  mi- 
chines. 

Many  Phi  Gams  Won  Success 

With  the  exception  of  Calif oniia. 
the  same  condition  existed  in 
the  Far  Coast  Conference. 
Out  there  where,  some  say,  is 
played  the  country's  best  foot- 
ball, Gram,  Brj-au,  McKenna, 
and  others  had  some  pretty 
nice  things  said  about  them. 

The  Big  Ten  Conference 
with  its  amazing  array  of 
really  wonderful  teams  fou^i 
through  a  .stiff  season  to  a  near 
triple  tie  for  first  hooors. 
Eastern  papers  have  carried 
pictures  and  praises  of  PLxlej. 
Thompson,  Hohlfeld, 
Isabel,  and  Scherer. 
They  need  no  fur- 
ther introduction. 
So  goes  the  storj'  — 
through  the  Mis.souri 
Valley  (though  un- 
der par  in  this  sec- 
tion ) ,  the  LittleNine- 
teen,  the  Ohio  Con- 
ference, and  in  New 
England.  It  was  a  Deibel 
great  Fiji  year  with  (Lafayette)

two  features :  First, 
there  seemed  to  be 
an  almost  equal  and 
eountrj'-wido  repre- 
sentation. Stars 
and  **ju8t  good 
pluggers ' '  popped 
up  all  over  the  land 
to  pile  up  great  na- 
tional athletic  pres- 
tige for  us.  Second, 
the  year  seemed  to 
develop  a  prepon- 
derance of  line  and 
end  material,  eighteen  Fiji  ends  alone 
demanding  some  kind  of  special 
championship  attention.  Perhaps  be- 
cause of  this  and  perhaps  because 
things  just  go  that  way,  the  1922  Fiji 
backfield  material  was  by  no  means  as 
excellent  as  usual. 

Three  Dandy  End  Performers 

The  selection  of  certain  men  for 
first  team  honors  is  easj*.  MacRae 
and  Scherer  were  real  national  stars. 
There  Ls  no  doubt  about  their  rating. 
But  Williams  had  such  a  superlative 
season  at  Pitt  as  to  make  him  an 
equal  competitor  for  the  end  posi- 
tion. 

I  saw  MacHae  (since  elected  cap- 
tain of  next  year's  eleven)  save  the 
day  for  Syracuse  against  Penn  State. 
He  was  then,  as  ever,  all  that  is  ex- 
pected of  a  wing  star.  Because  Sy- 
racuse came  with  too  delayed  a  rush, 
KacRae  was  not  given  the  national 
honor  he  deserves,  though  Perr>', 
Thorpe,  Camp,  and  Eckersall  have 
pven  praise  to  this  big,  rangy,  ver- 
satile pass-snagger.    Of  perhaps  still 


greater  defensive  ability  was  Leo 
Scherer  of  Nebraska  who  has  been  so 
praised  by  Glen  Warner.  Though 
Camp  saw  fit  last  year  to  select  Capt. 
Swauson,  they  say  at  Nebraska  that 
Scherer  has  for  three  seasons  been 
the  real  prize  end.  He  is  one  of  those 
fast,  hard,  shift}'  diagnosers  who  seem 
to  be  at  tJie  bottom  of  every  play.  In 
fact,  I  sav\t  Scherer  do  something  rare 
last  fall.  Not  satisfied  with  taking 
care  of  his  own  side  of  the  line,  he 
would  invariably  act  in  a  secondary 
capacity  on  tlie  other  and  often  so 
minutely  figured  the  enemy  as  to  meet 
him  on  the  line  of  play  thirty  feet 
from  his  proper  defensive  position. 

Pittsburgh  sport  experts  ran  out  of 
superlatives  trjing  to  say  nice  things 
about  "Pie"  Williams.  Warner  scared 
this  big  end  last  season  and  "Pie" 
came  back  to  "show  'em."  He  showed 
a  brilliant  toe,  a  far-reaching  pair  of 
arms,  two  fast  legs,  and  a  knowledge 
of  play  diagnosis  that  completely  baf- 
fled his  opponents.  Williams,  MacRae, 
and  Scherer  were  outstanding  analyz- 
ers — r  and  stars, 
which  made  them 
great  ends. 

We  have  men- 
tioned that  Fijis 
seemed  to  show  great 
preference  for  end 
jobs.  On  two  teams 
Fijis  played  both 
ends  regularly.  Ed- 
gar showed  well  for 
Buckncll.  "Big 
Bill"  got  his  early  Pixi^ey 
training  at  Pitt.   A      (Ohio  State) 
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HOHLPELD 

(Wisconsin) 


youngster  of  great 
promise  in  the  Big 
Ten  Conference  is 
being  prepped  for 
a  wing  job  at  Iowa. 
Howard  Jones 
thinks  a  great  deal 
of  the  possibilities 
of  Otte  who  plaj'ed 
about  hal^  the  cham- 
pionship games  this 
year. 

BajTsinger  had  a 
tough  luck  year  for 
the  Orange  at  S^Tacuse  but  did  well 
and  Childs  of  Colgate  had  an  especial- 
ly good  game  against  Princeton  to  his 
credit.  A  youngster  at  Wabash  beat 
out  last  year's  captain  for  an  end  job 
for  the  Little  Giants  and  Coss  of 
Western  Reserve  proved  the  hero  of 
the  annual  Case-Reserve  classic  with 
a  40-yard  touchdown  nin.  Others 
who  did  notable  work  were  the  scrap- 
py Belrose  of  Illinois  Wesleyan, 
Farmer  of  Wittenberg,  Gilstrap  of 
Texas,  Taylor  of  Maine,  Newman  and 
Justus  of  William  Jewell,  Burger  of 
Colorado,  Thiele  of  Denison,  Hays  of 
Missouri,  and  Robins  and  Rucker  of 
Richmond. 

Deibel  and  Thompson  Tackles 

East  and  West  share  honors  for  the 
tackle  jobs.  Deiblc  starred  at  Lafay- 
ette and  Clements  put  up  a  great  game 
for  W.  and  J.  Clements  reached  his 
best  form  in  the  Lafayette  game  when 
he  plugged  the  hole  in  the  left  side  of 
the  line  through  which  Lafayette  had 
been  gaining  the  whole  first  half  and 


stopped  the  rush  of  the  opposing  team. 
He  recovered  a  fumble  at  a  critical 
moment,  broke  up  at  least  six  forward 
passes  in  the  second  and  hurrietl  the 
passers  to  such  an  extent  that  all  the 
passes  were  incomplete. 

But  the  work  of  Thompson  for  the 
Iowa  champions  has  been  so  uniformly 
stellar  as  to  give  him  the  edge.  Many 
eastern  papers  ran  his  picture  and 
Camp  in  a  special  article  said:  "No 
forward  is  playing  a  better  game  for 
Iowa  than  Tackle  George  Thompson 
of  Webster  City,  Iowa.  Thompson  is 
big,  fast,  and  full  of  fight,  three  great 
essentials  to  an  aggressive  linesman. 
Under  Coach  Howard  Jones  he  has 
come  fast  and  is  rated  one  of  the  most 
valuable  players  in  tlie  Iowa  team." 

These  two  giants  with  Captain-elect 
Deible  of  Lafayette  form  an  almost 
unbeatable  trio.  Fact  is,  if  the  whole 
Fiji  team  lined  up  all  over  as  it  does 
from  end  to  end,  I 'd  bet  on  it  against 
the  best  in  the  countrj\  Billy  Evans 
wrote  an  article  on  the  Lafayette  line 
and  insisted  that  Bucknell's  inability 
to  make  a  single 
first  down  from 
scrimmage  was  due 
to  a  great  extent  to 
the  defensive  ability 
of  Deible.  He  is  a 
"whale  of  a  line 
man." 

We  jump  some- 
what, but  not  pre- 
cipitately, when  we 
speak  of  the  good 
work  of  Schmidt  of  Garbisch 
Iowa  State,  Clay  of  (Army) 
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Brennan 
(Lafayette) 


Indiana,  Byham  of 
Allegheny,  and  Capt. 
Gottschalk  of  Illi- 
nois  Wesleyan.  AU. 
drew  great  praise, 
the  latter  often  be- 
ing mentioned  as  the 
most  valuable  line 
man  in  Middle 
Western  college  cir- 
cles. McLean,  again 
All-Conference  se- 
lection at  Colorado; 
Criss  of  Wittenberg, 
who  recovered  a  fumble  for  a  60-yard 
run  against  Denison;  Vail  of  Am- 
herst, Snyder  of  Hanover,  Formhals, 
the  250-pound  giant  of  the  Little 
Nineteen  Conference,  and  Pike  of  Illi- 
nois Wesleyan  deserve  honorable  men- 
tion. 

Middle  West  Gets  Guards 

The  West  gets  the  call  for  the 
guard  positions.  The  names  of  Pixley 
and  Hohlfeld  are  too  often  mentioned 
to  be  denied.  Their  playing  was 
superb. 

Big  ''Rudy"  Hohlfeld  has  such  a 
great  year  at  Wisconsin  that  his  pic- 
ture in  charging  posture  together  with 
a  description  of  his  individual  and 
uncanny  battling  methods  was  syn- 
dicated all  over  the  countrj\  In  West 
V^irginia  I  read  that  "no  player  in  the 
hue  has  shown  to  better  advantage 
th&n  Guard  Hohlfeld,  who  is  making 
a  strong  bid  for  All- Western  honors." 

The  giant  Pixley,  who  sandwiched 
in  a  year  at  Princeton,  was  back  as 
captain  at  Ohio  State.    He,  like  his 


team,  got  away  to  a  slow  start,  but 
came  along  in  good  shape  later  against 
great  odds.  Jack  Wilce  found  it 
necessary  to  build  a  brand  new  ma- 
chine and  the  mountain  Pixley  was  the 
pivot  and  dependable  veteran  to  sur- 
round for  the  new  start.  When  the 
green  material  learned  enough  closely 
to  resemble  the  old  Ohio  champion  ag- 
gregations the  big  "Butch"  awoke 
and  gave  to  Iowa  and  Chicago  an  ex- 
hibition that  is  not  easilj'  to  be  for- 
gotten. 

Perkins  drew  praise  from  his  men- 
tor "Greasy"  Neale  at  W.  and  J. 
This  big  guard  was  hurt  in  the  early 
part  of  the  season  and  was  handicap- 
ped throughout  the  season  by  injuries. 
In  spite  of  this  injury  he  was  able  to 
take  part  in  seven  of  the  ten  games 
and  gave  a  good  account  of  himself  in 
all  of  them.  He  played  a  fine  defen- 
sive game  and  very  few  ^ains  of  any 
size  were  made  through  his  position. 

Potts,  a  big  Southerner,  played  a 
great  guard  game  for  Washington  and 
Lee  and  fairly  sparkled,  according  to 
critics,  in  the  Vir- 
ginia game.  Wright 
of  Allegheny,  An- 
derson of  Illinois 
Wesleyan,  and 
Steadman  of  Hano- 
ver were  good. 

Garbisch  Outstand- 
ing Player 

Center    is  easy. 
"Eddie"  Garbisch 
was  the  outstanding  Zimmerman 
Fiji  of  the  year.  (Syracuse) 
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Gram 
(Oregon) 


Picked  almost  unan- 
imously as  the  most 
versatile  player  in 
the  pivot  ranks,  he 
deserved  the  honor 
Walter  Camp  gave 
him  on  his  first 
team.  Rover  de  luxe 
on  defense,  accurate 
on  offense,  nimble  of 
toe  and  keen  of  eye 
and  mind,  "Eddie" 
proved  a  most  popu- 
lar center  choice. 
Sport  writers  who  witnessed  the  great 
Army-Na\y  classic  went  into  the 
realms  of  poetry  to  properly  describe 
Garbisch 's  45-yard  drop  kick  that  won 
the  game  for  the  Cadets.  "Sublimely 
beautiful,"  one  said.  They  could  say 
the  same  about  the  former  W.  and  J. 
captain's  all-around  work.  Here  is 
what  Walter  Camp  said  about  Eddie : 
"Garbisch  of  West  Point  is  an  ideal 
center  in  a  field  of  good  men,  and  the 
added  asset  of  his  drop-kicking  is  the 
factor  in  his  finally  supplanting  all 
others;  that  marvelous  45-yard  kick, 
partly  across  the  wind  and  at  a  diflS- 
eult  angle  in  the  Navj"-  game,  made  the 
three  points  that  eventually,  as  things 
turned  out,  settled  the  Army-Na^y 
contest.  His  passing  is  regular  and 
can  be  easily  handled,  and  he  has  a 
good  jump,  after  and  not  while  mak- 
ing his  pass.  He  has  his  head  up 
quickly  on  defense  and  diagnoses 
plays  rapidly  and  surely." 

If  it  weren't  for  Garbisch,  I  would 
break  all  rules  of  ratio  and  propor- 
tion, and  name  Bob  Adams  of  Knox 


as  premier  pivot  man  of  Fiji  circles. 
This  fellow  is  a  small  djTiamo.  In 
Illinois  he  is  known  as  the  "fightin' 
fool. ' '  And  every  paper  selected  him 
as  I.  A.  A.  C.  center  of  distinction 
with  Eckersall  naming  him  on  his 
All- Western  college  honor  team. 

Captain  Taylor  had  a  good  year 
with  N.  Y.  U.  Out  at  Ames,  Iowa, 
they  say  that  Longstrect  is  going  to 
be  another  "Polly"  Wallace  and 
Zuppke  is  preparing  Gil  Roberts  to 
fill  Green's  shoes  on  the  Illini  line 
next  year.  That  about  takes  care  of 
the  Fiji  pivots  among  whom  Garbisch 
was  a  constellation  in  himself. 

Places  Brennan  at  Quarter 

There  was  just  one  quarterback. 
That  is,  one  real  star.  Matt  Brennan 
of  Lafayette  was  the  outstanding  gen- 
eral in  Fijiland  and  has  been  rated  as 
one  of  the  four  best  all-around  field- 
directors  in  college  football.  Just  be- 
fore its  narrow  defeat  by  W.  and  J., 
Lafayette  was  considered  the  strong- 
est team  in  the  east.  Accompanying 
a  big  picture  of 
Brennan  in  action. 
Bill}'  Evans  wrot« 
in  a  metropolitan 
paper :  , 

"In  modem  foot- 
ball there  is  no  more 
important  cog  in  a 
successful  team  than 
tho  quarterback. 

'  *  Laf aj'ette  is  con- 
ceded to  have  one  of 
the  strongest  teams  Bryan 
in  the  east  this  year.  (Washington) 
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One  of  the  big  reasons  u  the  fine  phy 
of  Quarteiback  Brennan. 

"Biennan  uses  keen  judgment  in 
the  aeketion  of  his  pla^  and  in  addi- 
tion is  a  dangezons  open  field  ninner. 

"If  ]ie  continnes  to  show  the  f<Nnn 
that  has  r  :  tured  the  early  aeeson 
games  he  i»  boond  to  receive  much 
eonaideratiou  from  the  experts  when 
they  select  their  All- American  team." 

Tf  there  was  only  one  quarter  this 
yea»-.  we  see  another  "coming." 
Yuunj;  Cliubby  Wintcrburn  seems  to 
be  Pop  Warner  s  tiuai  choice  at  Pitt 
and  liis  j/oiicralsbip  and  dash  ability 
aro  bc-^^iiiniiiti-  to  liliow.  He  starred 
iu  the  W.  iiiid  J.  g-ame. 

McKcnna  of  On-^'on  State,  a  little 
fellow,  '^oi  into  only  four  games  but 
his  individual  playing  and  headwork 
were  the  big  factor  in  the  Aggie  vic- 
toiT,  and  many  think  that  if  he  had 
bea&  in  his  position  all  season  his 
teana.  would  have  made  a  much  better 
showing.  His  handling  of  punts  and 
ability  to  nm  them  haek,  and  his 
many  gains  thnni^  center  famished 
many  thrills.  Portland  fans  who  saw 
him  in  acti<m  axe  unanimous  in  de- 
claring that  he  showed  them  one  of 
the  best  adiibitions  of  football  that 
was  ever  seen  on  Multomah  field. 

J<^^n  of  Illinois  AVesleyan  and 
a  sophomore,  Cutts  of  Maine,  had 
good  years.  Tennessee  depended  on 
Jiinmie  Smith  and  another  P'^iji,  Jaek- 
son,  took  his  plaee  at  (piarter  when 
Smith  was  laid  up  with  injuries. 

Zimmcnnaa  Best  Half-back 

Zimmerman  of  Sjrracnse  came  the 
neiraBt  to  filling  the  Davies-Hariey 


vacancies.  "Gift"  was  called  a  full- 
back  but  he  is  and  erer  will  be,  a  real 
and  true  half.  There  wasnt  anything 
in  the  baekfield  this  wiry,  slim  speed 

merchant  couldn't  do.  He  can  carry 
the  ball  off  tackle  and  around  the 
ends.  His  are  a  shifty  pair  of  feet. 
His  oustanding  assets  were  his  punt^ 
ing  ability  and  liis  terrific  speed, 
which  made  him  a  primary  cog  in  the 
machine.  He  was  also  a  favorite  on 
the  receivinpr  end  of  passes.  He  starred 
in  the  Penn  State  game  when  his 
l)untin^'  avera»:e  ranged  between  55 
and  GO  jards.  lie  never  failed  to  re- 
turn the  opponents  punts  leisii  than 
fifteen  or  twenty  yards  in  this  game 
and  his  bullet-like  speed  in  doinfj:  it 
\va.s  a  marvel  to  the  ispe<:tatoi's.  Iu 
the  Colgate  game  in  returning  a  punt 
he  ran  sixty  yards  to  score  the  win- 
ning touchdown. 

Another  Syracusan,  Bill  Kellogg, 
who  played  regularly  at  full  last  year, 
was  shifted  to  a  half  and  did  well 
there.  The  outstanding  feature  of  his 
ability  was  his  speed  in  skirting  the 
ends  and  his  five  touchdowns  this 
season  are  accountable  to  his  dashes 
through  a  broken  field  for  a  long  run 
to  the  goal  line.  His  admirable  woik 
in  the  Pitt  game  was  a  real  feature. 

Out  on  the  unbeaten  Oregon  team 
was  *<Dntch"  Gram.  This  big  boy 
was  the  pep  of  the  baekfield  and 
though  he  played  every  game  with  a 
caved-in  chest,  he  managed  to  out- 
point his  mates  in  all  but  one  game. 

Isabel,  the  singing  halfback  from 
whom  so  much  was  expected  this  year 
at  Ohio  State,  did  well  in  four  games, 
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though  his  play  was  him  through  a 
lAfik  of  baekfidd  oo-ofdination. 

Space  does  not  pomit  mentioning 
the  mazgr  mdlj  outstanding  features 
of  other  Fiji  backfield  men's  work. 
Bobertson  of  Texas  should  haye  a  big 
paragraph.  His  work  was  so  out- 
standing that  the  Missouri  Valley 
Conference  recommended  him  as  AU- 
Araerican  eandidatc.  Bream  is  an- 
other who  was  a  brilliant  p-n-frmuer. 
He  did  about  all  of  Gt'ttysburg's  s<*or- 
iug.  Gre{-'<*'*v  of  Williarus,  Dowler  of 
the  ehanipuiiisinp  Oiiio  ^Vesleyall 
team,  and  Toughy  of  Colorado  had 
fine  records.  Honorable  mention 
should  also  po  to  Ilonnctet  of  Knox, 
Sneed  of  Tenne&iiee,  Borraan,  "Witten- 
berg plunger;  Nesbit,  who  completed 
most  of  DePauw's  forward  passes; 
MioCoilde  of  mehmond,  and  Powell 
of  Hanover. 

Fiji  Full-backs  Not  Numerous 

Fiilll>aek  is  the  wrak  spot.  Though 
Jimmie  Bryau  came  well  at  the  end 
of  the  st'a.son  for  WaciliinLrlon,  he  and 
young  Law  of  Chicago,  ihe  still  youn- 
ger Denton  of  Bucknell,  and  Daiil  of 
Allegheny  represent  the  sum  total  of 
fullback  material. 

Bryan  was  a  lineman  last  year  and 
not  until  abont  midseason  this  fall, 
did  he  learn  the  little  knacks*  of  hole- 
pieldng.

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The  Fraternity's  Place  in  Education 

The  GredL-Letter  System  is  an  Essential  Adjunct  to  the 
University  Cttmeolmn^  Fiji  Believes

A BELIEF  that  the  Greek  letter 
fraternity  is  not  only  an  ami' 
ftntial  of  uniTenity  life,  but  a  posi- 
tive 0?U  to  bo  eztirpatet  at  any  cost, 
»  aa  opinion  held  by  many,  some 
aMutelj  sinoere,  but  most  of  thosd 
8D  beliovinii^,  basing  their  faith  on  the 
pnjudiees  which  thqr  mistake  for 
prmeiplea  This  paper  is  an  attempt 
topiovo  the  6|tw  of  aueh  belief. 

Why  the  Greek  letter  fraternity 
entered  into  the  life  of  the  Ameriean 
eoOisge  when  it  did,  is  a  subject  one 
woold  like  to  study  intensively,  and 
discuss  advisedly,  as  may  be  done  at 
another  time  when  the  cursory  investi- 
gation so  far  pivj^n  it  is  supplemented 
by  additional  examination  and  con- 
sideration. Already  many  and  in- 
struciive  obseT'\-ations  might  be  made, 
but  let  it  sniticc  for  the  moment  if  bnt 
on#  of  these  be  little  more  than  men- 
tioned: that  the  enormous  contrasrt 
between  the  social  life  of  America  in 
the  decades,  1828-1848,  and  that  of 
Aneient  Greeee,  as  reflected  on  the 
ninda  of  men  like  our  founders,  led  to 
aa  attempt  to  set  np  a  standard  of 
eondnet  of  life  for  the  college  yoath 
ef  America,  as  fkraa  possible  removed 
fhn  ttie  grosanew  of  maanen  of  the 


times  during  which  the  fraternities 
were  first  established. 

Space  will  not  allow  an  elaborate 
exposition  ct  this  aasomptionf  bat  the 
reader  of  United  States  history  will 
recall  the  ntter  laek  of  decent  and 
reaenre  in  the  oondnct  of  the  campaign 
of  1828y  the  ascendency  of  the  eom< 
mon  '*pee>piilf"  the  Bcenes  ab  Jack- 
son's inauguration  when  the  White 
House  interior  was  almost  mined  by 

the  onset  of  tlie  mob  whieh  sought  to 
honor  its  idoli  Beoall,  too,  that 
twenty  years  later,  it  was  regarded  as 
a  valid  argument  against  Van  Buren's 
election  to  the  presidency,  that  he 
lived  as  a  gentleman,  and  was  a  frentle- 
man.  It  was  the  era  of  the  spittoon, 
of  a.stoundinfr  coarseness  in  speech 
(unliappily  still  too  common  among 
college  men\  of  unrestraint  in  aetion, 
of  sudden  quarr«ls'  in  public;  a  time 
when  America,  ea^t  of  the  Mississippi 
and  west  of  Connecticut,  was  more 
like  a  frontier  region  than  a  civilized 
country;  the  period  of  our  history 
whai  His.  Trollope,  Harriet  Marti- 
neau,  and  Gapt.  Marryatt  found  rea- 
sons for  their  aspersions,  and  was 
shortly  after  the  vogue  of  one  Charles 
Sealsfield,  a  writer  now  ignored  or 
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forgotten,  who  wrote  "best-sellers"  the  thesis  that  the  Greek  letter  f ra- 
in his  day.  McMasler,  •  in  his  his-  ternities  first  established  were  in- 
torical  studies,  does  not  mince  words  tended  to  combine  in  an  agency  for 
in  his  descriptions,  and  the  final  re-  human  benefit,  the  Greek  ideals  of 


suit  of  such  reading 
is  a  picture  of  a 
seething,  tufbulent 
populace,  seeking 
for  self-expressing 
almost  regardless  of 
the  rights*  of  others 
or  their  own  duties, 
or  limitations. 

Founders  Had 
Vision 

It  was,  moreover, 
a  time  of  great  moral 
beginnings:  aboli- 
tion, ,  temperance, 
woman  suffrage,  all 
coming  to  the  fore  as 
vital  issues,  and  it  is 
not  too  violent  an  as- 
sumption to  believe 
that  the  creation  of 
the  first  college  fra- 
ternities at  tiiis  time,  wa.s  one  of 
the  products  of  the  struggle  to  make 
a  better  America,  and  that  they  were 
consciously  and  deliberately,  an  at- 
tempt of  high-minded,  far-visioned, 
and  forward-seeing  men  to  add  to  the 
agencies  of  education,  a  means  the 
college  curriculum  did  not  provide; 
to  fill  a  felt  want :  to  supply  a  defi- 
ciency, and  to  do  in  a  more  precise 
and  definite  way,  certain  things  the 
college  professed  to  do,  but  in  which 
it  failed  to  "make  good"  its  claims. 
Revivals  of  religion  were  a  feature  of 
the  day,  and  it  is  possible  to  defend 


beauty  in  life  and 
conduct,  with  Chris- 
tian ethical  princi- 
ples.

high  purpose, 
a   lofty  aim! 
say ;   and  are 
these  the  end 
aim  of  college 
university 
teaching  and  educa- 
tional  activities  in 
America  ?     In  pro- 
fession, yes,  but  in 
practice,  no. 

In  an  address  by 
Professor  Seligman 
of  Columbia  Tniver- 
sity,  wherein  he  con- 
fessedly made  an  at- 
tempt ' '  to  portray 
the  character  of  the 
'Real  University*,"  he  declares  that 
although  this  essence  is  "elusive," 
something  at  once  subtle  and  precious 
which  cannot  be  set  down  in  any  ordi- 
nary formula,  nevertheless,  there  are 
"three  great  ends"  which  the  univer- 
sity is  specially  organized  to  serve: 
"tho  diffusion  of  knowledge,  the  pro- 
vision of  professional  training,  and  the 
promotion  of  research.'* 

More  or  less  adequately  the  Amer- 
ican colleges  and  the  university  have 
attempted  service  along  these  lines 
ever  since  their  beginnings,  but  not 
with  entire  success,  as  is  witnessed  by 
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the  savage  attacks  upon  them,  made 
Iqr  men  who,  filled  with  enthusiasm 
for  "seientrfic  management,"  eagerly 
advocate  the  application  of  factory 
methods  to  imhr^HtieB,  rushing  into 
this  error  for  lack  of  nndawtanding 
that  there  is  anything  "elusive"  about 
the  spirit  of  the  institotionE  they  are 
imdertaldiig  to  reform.  Oar  founders 
wer^  not  of  this  type.  They  recog- 
sued  that  the  * 'great  ends'*  of  a  eol> 
lege  or  university  as  set  forth  above, 
did  not  cover  the  whole  field  of  human 
edneatioQ  and  in  their  effort  to  ''re- 
foim,"  added  an  element  that  would 
in  some  measure  crystalize  and  mahe 
apparent  the  "elusive"  quality  that 
I  m  faet  constituted  the  "real  univeF> 
sity."  To  them  theso  "three  great 
ends,  *'  meant  only  what  was  produced 
by  Qerman  educational  ideals:  an 
education  without  soul;  information 
vithont  enlightenment,  illuaferating 
the  proverb:

Wcause  of  their  failure  to  develop 
character.  Blaming  tlio  universities 
for  excessive  "electives,"  aiid  other 
ft^-de-rols,  Thomas  Davidson,  a  Scot- 
tuih-American  philosopher,  says: 
I  "Bdueatkm,  ao  far  as  it  depends 
upon  oonseious  exertion,  is  that  pro- 
MSi  hy  which  a  human  being  is  en- 
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abled  to  transcend  his  original  nature 
and  attain  his  ideal  nature,  or  to  be 
the  most  desirable  thing  he  can  be,'* 
and  concludes  that  if  they  do  not  re- 
eognize  their  errors  and  correct  them, 
the  universitiee  "will  be  obliged  to 
give  up  all  attempts  to  impart  educa- 
tion, and  devote  themsdves  solely  to 
erudition,  leaving  others  to  academies, 
gymnasia,"  and  other  extra  enrricu- 
lum  agencies.  One  of  these  possible 
agencies  is  the  fraternity,  and  it  finds 
its  proper  place  as  an  adjunct  to  the 
university  curriculum  in  so  far  as  it 
accepts  and  directs  the  education  of 
its  members,  where  the  university 
fails  to  do  so,  leaving  to  the  latter  its 
proclaimed  "great  ends,"  ends  that 
show  their  fruits  in  the  case  of  Ger- 
many, where  the  system  of  education, 
stated  broadly,  aimed  at  the  advance- 
ment of  the  non-moral  entity  called 
the  State.  Technical  and  social  train* 
iug  was  given  in  order  that  the  girl 
and  boy,  when  they  grew  up,  might 
he  docile,  unquestioning,  and  obedi- 
ent servants  of  t^e  State,  whether  in 
the  army  or  out  of  it.  Education  was 
fostered  by  tlie  State  for  the  sake  of 
the  State  and  for  the  sake  of  that 
alone. 

Some  Examples  of  History 

It  is  not  necessar>'  to  (le])on(l  upon 
the  present  plight  of  once  j)ruud  and 
great  Germany  for  an  example  of  the 
result  an  education  on  such  lines  will 
always  produce;  in  the  early  days  of 
Greece  it  was  a  purely  utilitarian  edn> 
cation  that  was  given  to  the  young 
men,  especially  in  Sparta,  and  when, 
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in  the  upheavals  of  the  times,  the  ma-  practice  he  attributes  to  the  "higher 
terialistic  basis  of  the  city's  strength  inspiration"  such  as  Seward  had  in 
failed,  the  failure  was  complete,  there  mind  when  he  said  during  the  Civil 
being  neither  morale  nor  morals  for  War:  "There  is  a  higher  law  than  the 
the  defeated  to  fall 
back  upon. 

We  believe  Ger- 
man education  was 
directed  to  a  wrong- 
ful end,  a  shameful 
purpose.  It  was  a 
purely  materialistic 
education.  No  spirit- 
ual ideals  informed 
it.  There  was  great 
knowledge,  but  no 
understanding,  no 
soul,  and  so  it  failed. 

Commenting  on 
how  Germany  mis- 
judged America  in 
the    pre-war  days, 
Jules  Cambon,  some- 
time French  ambas- 
sador    at  Berlin, 
points  out  that 
among  the  most  serious  errors  made 
by  the  directors  of  the  German  war 
machine  was  their  failure  to  recog- 
nize "the  deep  idealism  of  the  young 
American  soul."    "The  Germans," 
ho  says,  "were  struck  only  by  the 
economic  development  of  the  country 
and  did  not  believe  in  the  sincerity 
of  the  generous  feelings  among  those 
republicans  whose  traditions,  how- 
ever, were  religious  traditions." 

M.  Cambon  refers  to  the  fact  that 
although  religion  is  not  a  state  affair 
in  America,  most  ceremonies  are 
opened  and  closed  with  prayers.  This

Constitution  itself." 
"It  is  that  higher 
law  that  Germany 
did  not  credit  to 
America,"  M.  Cam- 
bon concludes; 
*  *  Germany  herself 
did  not  know  it." 
It  is  a  fair  question: 
Would  we  have 
known  this  higher 
law,  had  our  educa- 
tional development 
had  no  other  basis 
than  the  "three 
great  ends"  of  Pro- 
fessor S  e  1  i  g  m  an? 
Would  we  possess 
* '  the  deep  idealism ' ' 
that  does  in  fact  ani- 
mate the  soul  of 
young  and  old  col- 
legiate America,  had  not  extra-cur- 
riculum agencies  given  its  instinctive 
impulses,  opportunity,  and  direction? 
I  say  no,  and  challenge  successful  con- 
tradiction. Among  the  chief  of  these 
agencies  is  the  college  fraternity,  and 
so  believing,  I  would  be  false  to  my 
most  earnest  convictions  if  I  did  not 
do  battle  for  it  to  the  best  of  my  abili- 
ties whenever  it  is  att-acked  and  its  ex- 
istence threatened. 

Must  Educate  Soul  of  Youth 

It  is  threatened:  The  demi-god 
"efficiency,"  through  his  cohorts,  the 
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adroofttfls  of  "fldentifle  maiiagaiiait»" 
those  who  xMognue  no  need  of  edu- 
eatang  souls  in  their  eagemew  to  train 
miiidBy  has  his  eyes  on  na  as  one  of  the 
"onenentiala,"  and  as  such,  has 
doomed  as  to  the  jnnk  pile  that  has 
received  many  of  our  one  time  * '  essen- 
tiala"  In  the  woild  to  which  we  be- 
long, entrance  Latin  and  the  higher 
mathematics  are  junked ;  an  A.B.  may 
be  had  withont  either  Latin  or  Greek 
and  notliinir  that  cannot  be  visualized 
or  in  some  way  sensed,  or  that  is  too 
"elusive"  for  formulation,  is  to  be 
allowed  to  exist,  and  so  the  college 
fraternity,  with  all  its  «»loriou8  past 
of  achievement  and  its  future  of  tre- 
mendous pc^sibiUty,  is  doomed  unless 
m  t^t  for  it  and  i^hovr  to  the  world 
what  we  are,  and  hoir  essential  we  are 
to  the  edneation  of  the  young  Amer* 
ieanaool. 

We  know  the  ta^  before  ns;  how 
ihaU  we  perfonn  itt  How  shall  we 
prove  our  wortli-wfaileness,  our  essen- 
tiality in  the  aeheme  of  American  edn- 

cationt  How  best  and  most  qnidcly 
defeat  the  machinations  of  those  who 
trould  hurl  us  into  oblivion f 

How  <7hall  these  qnestion^;  ho  en- 
swcred  ?  Bear  with  me  aa  I  offer  my 
contribution,  and  if  T  55eem  to  get 
away  from  earth  at  times,  remember 
^hat  our  subject  is  one  tliat  should 
and  must  lift  us  out  of  the  humdnim 
of  life,  and  put  us  on  the  hi«?her 
planes  of  onr  being.  T  seek  to  r<)u«se 
all  fraternity  men,  to  a  eonscious  and 
determined  showinpr  forth  of  the  best 
thai  is  within  tliem,  to  tlie  end  that 
the  woild  may  have  visual  evidence 
ftat  the  fifatemity  man  is  not  only 
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an  ituiruet^d  man,  bnt  aa  edueaUd 
man,  a  distinction  that  ninat  be 
streased. 

If  I  state:  It  is  of  supreme  import 
tance  that  the  world  knows  what  we 
stand  for,  what  shall  I  say  f  That  we 
have  certain  ideals!   It  will  not  do| 

we  must  make  an  attempt  to  get  away 
from  the  vngne,  the  "elusive,"  the 
unsubstiuitiai,  and  offer  scmiotbing 
concrete  and  substantial,  that  the 
gross  mind  may  grasp,  becau>se  this  is 
the  nature  of  the  mind  of  the  man  we 
shall  have  to  attempt  to  convince.  I 
have  said  that  I  believe  the  college 
fraternity  was  designed  to  unite  the 
ideals  of  Greek  ideals  in  life  and  con- 
duct with  Christian  ideals  of  ethics; 
suppose  we  decide  to  impreas  Qp<m 
the  worid  ovr  adherence  to  the  Greek 
ideal;  we  must  tell  what  it  is*  and 
then  show  that  it  is  a  real  influence 
in  onr  lives. 

Noblest  Aims  Essential 

An  adequate  treatment  of  the  sub- 
ject would  require  space  far  bqrmd 
the  possibilities  of  the  magazine.  It 
is  a  subject  that  has  already  produced 
practicallj  uncountable  volumes,  al- 
ways in  praise  of  the  astonishing  civil- 
ization the  Greek  ideal  produced  and 
it  is  possible  tliat  an  attempt  to  para- 
pliriiso  would  go  to  greater  length 
111  an  the  original,  because  the  theme 
is  so  iTispiring  it  leads  \rriters  into 
rhajisody,  as  is  shown  in  the  works  of 
Professor  Mahaffy,  whose  ^^Titingi, 
after  a  life  work  of  fifty  yeai-s,  are 
a  continual  paean  of  praise,  almost 
to  adulation.  It  may  be  better,  Uiere- 
fore,  to  let  the  learned  professors  tell 
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us  in  their  own  words,  what  was  the 
ethical  baas  on  which  this  wonderful 
development  was  founded,  and  what 

were  its  fruits. 

The  philosophic  dogma  in  which  the 
Greek  ideals  of  proper  conduct  were 
based  was  the  supremacy  of  the  indi- 
vidual. Protagoras  dodan-d :  "Man 
is  the  measure  of  nil  tliiiitrs, '*  he  and 
his  immediate  followci-s  applying  it  to 
the  sensual,  or  sensuous  man,  but  the 
phil(^sM[)iiy  rtf  Socrates  iind  his  pupils 
is  basetl  on  the  supremacy  of  the  ideal 
in  man,  so  that  as  Aristotle  phrases  it : 
"We  ought  not,  to  side  witJi  those 
wbo  eouttsel  us,  as  being  men,  to  con- 
fine our  thoughts  to  human  things, 
but,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  play  the  im- 
mortal, and  to  do  our  best  to  live  ac< 
oording  to  the  noblest  that  is  within 
us." 

The  outeome  of  this  doctrine  was, 
as  stated  by  ProfesK>r  Mahal^,  that 
"the  first  step  toward  a  right-livings 

life  was  to  understand  its  eonditions, 
to  bring  the  intellect,  as  well  as  'the 

will,  to  bear  upon  the  eondupt  of  men. 
Hence  a  man  who  felt  no  difficulty  in 
doing  his  duty,  when  he  once  saw  it 
plainly  before  him.  might  well  say 
with  Soerate';.  that  viTtue  wns  know- 
h'diri'.  tliiit  ri^'lit  livinp  was  a  seienee, 
and  tiiat,  therefore,  education  was  the 
neces.sar\'  condition  of  a  noble  ehanic- 
ter.  This  attitude  is  foreifrn  to  tlie 
conception  of  Christian  nionils.  wliieli 
accepts  the  infant  and  icrnorant  as 
better  fitted  for  .salvation  than  the 
■wise  and  prudent,"  but,  as  Professor 
Kahaffy  goes  on  to  say,  "there  is  an 
aristocracy  among  men  whidi  no 
tern  of  religion  ean  ign<Mr*e  without

disastrous  conaequenees,  and  that  is 
the  aristocracy  <rf  intellect."  This  is 
the  aristoeiacy  to  wliich  every  college 
man  may  belong,  if  he  so  wills,  and 
this  is  the  standard  of  character  the 
fraternity  should  hold  up  for  attain- 
ment by  its  members^  and  for  imita- 
tion by  others. 

The  most  inelnsive  suiumatiou  of 
what  was  produced  in  every  phase  of 
life  by  Grecian  ideals  of  life  and  con- 
duct.  I  find  in  the  words  of  a  writer 
whose  identity  is  lo5?t.    He  says:  "It 
redounds  to  tli<'  et(  rnal  credit  of  this 
wonderful  race  that  without  a  reve- 
latiou  from  above,  or  an  inspiration 
from  within,  at  least  in  the  stricter 
sense,  tiiey  found  the  right  solution 
for  the  problems  of  life.  Their  m<Hal- 
ists  brought  out  into  perfect  and  per* 
manent  day,  the  majesty  of  duty,  the 
splendor  of  devotion,  the  digni^  of 
self-denial.  They  explained  how  eon- 
tentment  was  real  liberly,  and  passioa 
the  sorest  bondage.    They  showed, 
above  all,  how  the  individual,  not  the 
state,  wa.9  tiie  unit  with  which  each 
man  had  to  reckon,  and  that  no 
chan^   of   laws,   social  conditions, 
calamities,  or  blessings  could  rob  him 
of  that  al)soliite  spiritual  freedom 
which      vrthiu  the  reach  of  every 
educated  mind." 

'    Suggests  Ideal  of  Life 

I  find  my  own  conception  of  the 
Greek  ideal  of  life  and  conduct,  most 
succinctly  expressed  in  the  phrase, 
"To  sophron" — sigms — omega — phi 
—  rfao — omega — nu,  with  the  neu- 
ter article.  The  usual  Engliafa  trans- 
lation is  "temperanoe"  or  *'modera- 
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tioD,''  I  tut  a  good  Greek  Lexicou  sup- 
plemented by  lioget,  will  show  that, 
in  addition  to  the  virtues  meutioued, 
it  signifies:  f<»liearatuse,  al»iegatioxi, 
B^-emtrol,  self-restraint^  sdf-denial, 
flelf-oouquest,  and  sobriety.  It  signi- 
flea  that  the  -poasesaor  of  these  quali* 
ties  is  calm,  unniffled,  gentle,  tolerant, 
quiet,  sedate,  grave,  serene,  philo- 
sophic,  not  quick  to  take  offense,  not 
exdtable,  posseasing  aplomb  and  good 
form.  If  f ratemity  men  would  adopt 
SB  a  motto  this  single  phrase,  and  live 
up  to  it,  the  world  would  learn  what 
the  ideal  of  life  and  conduct  at  which 
we  aim,  really  is.  It  is  the  golden 
mean;  in  every  relation  of  Greek  life 
adlierence  to  this  froldcn  nir-aii  is  mani- 
fest. With  the  E^'vptian,  life  was 
lived  for  life's  sake;  the  Hindu  ideal 
wan  at  the  other  extreme,  while  the 
Greek  toi»k  the  middle  way,  and  lived 
for  both. 

Th''  eoiiception  of  the  immortality 
of  the  soul,  of  a  conscious  existence 
after  the  death  of  the  body,  was  the 
nnavoidable  result  of  the  Greek's  in- 
exorable  application  of  logical  dednc* 

tiOQB. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  Qreda 
developed  the  idea  of  the  supremacy 
of  the  individual;  it  can  be  shown 
that  ancient  Greece  had  also  the  idea 
of  democracy  in  the  state.  The  sup- 
posedly modem  notion  of  local  govern- 
liaent  was  the  key  note  of  Grecian  poli- 
tics. Their  h«bit  and  practice  of  open 
discussion  made  politics  tiie  mprue  and 
politicians  were  powerful.  Everj- 
question  was  talked  out,  and  public 
opinion  created  govemmont. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  unity 


and  ii.iJiuuny  of  the  Grecian  cnlttire 
we  are  consitieriiig,  was  ui;ide  possible 
chiefly  because  of  the  limited  size  of 
Athens  and  other  centers  of  euiighteu- 
ment;  that  it  was  like  the  nnifonnity 
of  type  formerly  produced  in  the  older 
and  smaller  colleges  of  our  own  coun- 
try, when  the  men  were  not  too  many 
to  be,  in  some  way,  influenced  by  one 
another  and  all  to  attain  a  certain 
sameness,  which,  though  indefinable 
perhaps,  was  noted  by  every  intelli- 
gent observer.  This  is  a  restatement 
of  the  argument  that  the  chapter  of 
a  fraternity,  being  a  small  unit,  is  a 
better  agency  for  men  to  influence 
each  other  than  is  possible  when  the 
unit  is  such  an  enormous  and  hetero- 
^'eneous  mass  as  the  three  thousands  to 
thirty-three  thousands  that  now  cum- 
ber some  of  our  institutions  of  the 
higher  learning. 

Product  of  a  Pure  Race 

Greek  ci\nlizatioii  was  not  an  in- 
dustrial civilization,  and  it  was,  at 
its  best,  strictly  masculine ;  war,  poli- 
tics, art,  philosophy,  education,  in 
fact  everytiiing  outside  the  household 
was  untouched  by  woman  and  it  may 
be  noted  that  the  fall  of  this  great 
civilization  followed  the  intrusion  of 
the  female  element  into  fields  once 
purely  masculine,  with  its  consequent 
breaking  up  of  the  ftunily,  and  the 
growth  of  laxity  of  manners  induced 
by  luxury-.  Above  all  other  causes  of 
the  downifall  was  the  entrance  of 
aliens  into  the  political,  commercial, 
and  domestic  life  of  the  time.  Greek 
civilization  was  the  product  of  a  pure 
race,  not  one  of  mongrels;  mongrels 
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never  have  and  never  will  prodnce 

any  worth-while  civilization  or  insti- 
tution, a  tnitli  the  nation  and  the 
fraterniliesj  imi;j1u  ^vdl  recognize  and 
act  upon.  The  reader  ifl  referred  to 
professor  C.  G.  Gould's  recent  work: 
Amtrica;  a  Family  Matter,  and  ur^ed 
to  g^ive  its  facta  and  conclusions  the 
serious  thought  they  deserve. 

Not  only  was  the  Greek  civilization 
non-industrial  and  masculine;  it  was 
:ilso  patrician,  based  on  the  highest 
and  best,  as  the  Greeks  eoiiceived  it ; 
the  prevalence  of  tlie  patrician  ideal 
is  noted  in  the  art  of  the  time,  for 
among  the  multitude  of  artistic  re- 
mains, tiiere  is  not  to  be  found  one 
plebeian  note;  **even  such  vice  as  ex- 
isted," Riiys  one  writer,  "was  chiefly 
refined  and  gentlemanly."  Outward 
manifestations  of  the  cons  (iiances  of 
vice  were  becoming  only  to  slaves 
and  helots. 

Moreover,  the  work  of  the  higher 
classes  was  don*^  without  hope  of  per- 
sonal reward,  beyond  the  honor  it 
carried.  It  must  be  a  labor  of  love, 
done  for  the  gt»neral  weal.  It  was 
the  gravamen  of  the  ill-repute  of  the 
Sophist  philosophers,  that  they  taught 
for  pay,  and  a  modem  English  writer, 
condemning  lecturers,  preachers,  pro 
fessors,  and  newspaper  men  who  sold 
their  powers  of  persuasion  fur  per- 
sonal gain,  marked  in  them  a  revival 
of  the  old  Sophist  spirit,  in  that  while 
teaching  the  loftiest  subjects,  they 
sought  priuuirily  a  pecuniary  rewai'd, 
instead  of  the  pursuit  of  truth  for  the 
truth's  sake. 


Ethical  Values  Imporant 

A  discussion  of  the  religion  of  the 
Greeks  whose  ideals  of  life  and  oon,- 
duct  are  held  up  as  a  standard  for  our 
own  guidance,  does  not  enter  into  this 
discussion,  except  in  so  far  as  their 
ideflls  had  a  religious  foundation,  and 
that  they  had  such  foundation  is  ex- 
plicitly declared  by  writers.  The  only 
one  I'll  quot^?  is  Professor  Mahaffy, 
who  iti  his  vvorlt,  Social  Life  in  Greece, 
speakiner  of  the  enormous  and  harsh 
cuiiUa.>Ls  luuml  in  ancient  Greek  life, 
declares  that  exaciiy  the  same  condi- 
tions would  be  found  among  ourselves, 
wwe  it  not  for  the  abolition  of  slav- 
ery, the  pnnting  preia^  and  the  pos- 
searioa  of  a  higher  and  better  religion. 
Of  tfaie  the  profeaaor  aaye:  "This  Iai> 
ter  iB^  of  coQZBe,  the  great  eontrast  and 
the  great  advantage  we  have  gained. 
But  I  eonf ess  that  when  I  oompare  the 
religion  of  Chnat  with  that  of  Zena 
and  Ap<^o  and  Aphrodite^  and  eon- 
dder  the  enormoiu^  the  unspeakable 
eontraats,  I  wonder  not  at  the  great- 
ness but  at  the  smallness  of  the  ad* 
vance  in  public  morality  which  haa 
been  attained.  It  is,  accordingly,  here 
where  the  difference  ought  to  be 
greatest,  that  we  are  led  to  wonder 
most  at  the  superiority  of  genius, 
wliicli,  in  spite  of  a  worthless  and 
inunoral  theolog>'.  w(^rked  out  in  its 
higher  manifestations,  a  morality 
equal  to  the  best  type  of  modem 
Christianity.  Socrates  and  Plato  are 
far  superior  to  the  Jewish  moralist; 
they  are  far  superior  to  the  average 
Christian  moralist,  and  it  is  only  in 
the  matchless  teaching  of  Christ  hlia- 
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•elf  that  we  find  tliem  toipMsed.  .  .  . 
Plato  goes  further  than  any  bnt  the 
higheat  Ghiiatian  theoilogtana  when  he 
dedareB  the  moral  law  to  be  etmal 
and  immatable  and  to  he  binding  even 
<m  the  Author  of  the  Univerae." 

Some  Ideala  of  Conduet 

Tliiii,  then,  is  the  ideal  of  life  and 
conduct  we,  as  followers  of  the  Greek, 
should  aspire  to.  Moderation  in  all 
things;  aelf-eontrol,  good  vanneiB; 
labor  for  the  genoral  good  without 
adfish  aims*  and  aneh  a  solid  founding 
of  onr  aools  on  the  eternal  'verities, 
that  nothing  ean  diatorb  na,  or  rob  na 
of  the  apiiitoal  liberty  that  ia  the 
lightfiil  poeaesaioii  of  every  educated 
man. 

Now,  what  is  the  particular  thing 
we  must  do  to  juatify  ooxaelves  in  our 

claim  tliat  we  are  an  eflaential  arljnnct 
of  the  uniTerBity  enirieulumt  We 
moat  endeavor  to  make  men  of  charac- 
ter who  can  play  their  parts  on  tlio 
stage  of  lifo  nnrl  do  their  share  of  the 
world's  work;  who  can  '^^^  v/ith  clear 
pyes  the  facts  that  make  the  iral  \r(»rld, 
and  f^rip  with  firm  hand  the  lorees 
that  are  moving  us  toward  faihire  or 
success.  ])ut  wlio,  whether  faihire  or 
success  he  their  lot,  will  keep  over 
burninnc  their  faith  in  the  ideal  wc 
profess;  men  who  can,  as  was  said  of 
the  Greeks,  "see  life  steadily  and  see 
it  whole."  We  nraat  remember  we 
have  to  do  mostly  with  boya,  and  we 
sn»t  fadp  boys  to  find  life's  real  work ; 
diowthem  how  to  be  dean  and  fit  and 
atrong;  show  them  that  getting  ia  but 
an  inrident  of  life  and,  when  carried 
too  far,  beeomea  a  erime,  and  makea 


earth  a  hell  for  somebody.  Let  ua 
ereote  a  fraternity  morale,  that  ia  ana* 
logooa  to  what  we  know  as  the  Yale 
apirit,  remembering  that  morale  ia  a 
atate  of  mind,  an  intangible  payeho> 
logical  attitude  of  a  body  of  men  re- 
suiting  from  their  belief  and  devotion 
to  a  particular  canae.  Bememberthat 
the  chapter  deals  witii  the  developing 
mind  of  thb  best  youth  of  America, 
and  it  must  f uisnieh  a  field  fur  e]qieri- 
ment  in  which  the  student  may  have 
help  in  finding  the  higheat  thing  of 
which  he  is  capable  of  doings  and  have 
aasiatanee  in  doing  it  The  fraternity 
must  set  up  an  ideal  el  education,  and 
let  ns  inaist  that  this  ideal  be  the  pro> 
duddon  of  the  beat  and  higheat  type 
of  citizen,  the  dtiaen  making  full  use 
of  all  his  gifts  and  powers,  hut  always 
conscious  that  the  best  and  highest  use 
of  ihem  is  for  others.  Let  ua  differen- 
tiate between  imtruction  and  edum- 
thn,  even  if  the  university  does  not; 
strf'-<s'  t)ic  point  made  hy  Crawford  in 
Via  Crucis,  that  "the  object  of  mere 
instruction  is  to  impart  learning  for 
some  distintit  purpose,  but  most 
chiefly,  perhaps,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  a  means  of  carnino:  a  livelihood. 
The  object  of  education  is  to  make 
men,  to  produce  the  character  of  tlie 
man  of  honor,  to  give  the  inward 
grace  of  the  gentleman,  which  cannot 
manifest  itadf  ontarardly  save  in  good 
manners,  modeafy  of  bearing,  and 
fearieamess,"  which  summation,  you 
will  note,  repeats  the  eas^tiala  of  the 
Gredc  ideal  Let  ua  inaist  that  only  a 
man's  beat  ia  allowable,  and  that  only 
a  eraven  nature  ia  willing  to  put  up 
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in  this  life  with  anything  but  the  best, 
the  most  noble,  the  absolutely  perfect, 
the  spiritually  highest  A  person  who 
says,  **I  am  eoiitent  with  the  shadows 
of  things,  the  KhamSy  the  loss  fine,  the 
impure,"  is  like  one  who  should  say: 
"I  do  not  like  clean  bread  and  meat; 
give  me  swill. " 

Fellowship  with  the  Eternal 
I'l'arli  rv»*ry  huy  tliai  lie  i^"  inrwap- 
ix\i]y  tlu'  <;uardiau  of  liis  <i\vii  soul  and 
tilt:  body  that  is  the  j>»ju1  s  ti'inple; 
that  his  first  duty  in  the  world  m  lo 
kt>ep  tliat  body  and  isuiil  <>(  liis  eloan. 
li  he  l»etrii.\  s  his  trust  lie  i.s  uut  uuiy  a 
cowardly  di'stiier,  but  he  cannot  es- 
cape from  injuring  other  souls,  either 
through  occasioniug  grief  or  by  con- 
taminadon. 

Teach  him  also,  there  is  sneh  a  thing 
as  moral  taste.  If  a  man  blushes  at 
being  caught  in  some  banal  opinion 
about  art,  how  scarlet  he  should  turn 
at  any  suspicion  of  having  a  false 
opinion  as  to  morals.  Keep  in  mind 
Tennyson 's  line : '  *  Self -reverenee^  self- 
knowledge,  find  self-oontnA."  Any 
one  who  calmly  cuts  himself  off  from 
these  is  a  moral  leper  distributing  evils 
so  far  as  he  touches  other  souls  and 
this  continually,  with  effects  everlast^ 

And,  finally,  I  believe  that  in  all 

our  teachings,  wo  must  kcpp  stcad- 
fastlv  before  the  iniiuis  of  our  bovs 
those  larger  i-elatioiiships  w^hich  unite 
UJ?  in  fellowship  with  tho  Eternal, 
withoiit  whioh  no  socii  ty  can  be  per- 
manent, and  uliich  it  is  the  function 
of  real  education,  true  religion,  and 
fraternity  ideals  to  promote.

Why  is  a  cuUege  man  1 
Education  means  more,  far  more, 
than  the  acquirement  of  technical  skill 
to  enable  hka  to  make  a  better  livrng 
than  the  ntaa  who  is  not  educated. 
That,  of  coarse,  is  one  purpose  of  edu- 
cation, but  it  must  not  be  emphadzed 
and  overemphasiiged.  Education  that 
does  not  broaden  the  studenty  inerease 
lin  gpnpathy  for  all  mankind,  inspire 
him  with  the  desire  to  make  the  world 
better  for  his  beinfif  in  it»  enlarge  his 
viaon  so  that  he  can  see  beyond  th.? 
eommereial  and  sordid  things  of  life, 
^  his  enthusiasm  for  the  higher 
tlitnirs.  stimulate  his  eraviiifr  for  good 
leading,  advance  his  liking  for  the  ar- 
ti«;ti<»  —  the  ediKMtinii.  T  say.  that  dops 
causp  this  sort  of  iijdift  in  the  soul, 
Jiiiiul,  and  lieart  of  tho  man,  has  failed. 
In  short,  the  colh  i:*'  man  must  he  a 
pTtod  citizen  in  all  that  the  word  im- 
plies. T  had  lioped  in  this  article  to 
avoid  the  u.se  of  the  word  "service," 


but,  1  can  find  no  adequate  synonym. 
Anyhow,  that  is  a  fouctiou  of  the  good 

citizen. 

Moreover,  if  the  education  received 
in  tlic  I'olU'ge  does  not  increase  self- 
conlideuee,  resouro»'fulnpss,  good 
judgment,  and  general  and  spci  ial  in- 
formation, it  ha.s  fallen  short  of  the 
mark.  It  is  not  nece.ssarj'  to  inquire 
here  whose  the  fault. 

Is  College  Man  Needed? 

Having  predieated  the  right  sort 
of  a  coUege  graduate,  we  may  inquire 
whether  journalism  needs  him. 

What  is  journalism,  giving  it  a 
wider  meaning  than  the  daily  publi- 
cationst  It  is  the  most  potential  in- 
fluence in  the  world.  No  pliase  of  life 
is  untouched  by  it,  no  person  may 
escape  its  .spell.  Even  the  illiterate  is 
atfeeted  indirectly.  The  critic  makes 
himself  purple  with  rage  inveighing 
against  the  venal  and  ignorant  prpss*, 
and  yet  he  reads  it.  quotes  from  it  as 
suits  his  purpose,  and  in  the  t  iid  lives, 
moves,  has  his  luiii^'-,  and  votes  ae- 
eording  to  the  information  his  news- 
paper gives  him. 

Man  through  his  seven  ages  is  the 
creature  or  the  victim  of  journulism, 


I 
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and  taking  it  by  and  large  he  gets  most  gree  of  intelligence.    It  needs  men  of 

of  his  education  from  it,  his  leadings,  trained  minds  such  as  the  college 

his  inspirations,  and  his  indignations,  must  yield  if  they  are  to  justify  them- 

From  the  cradle  to  the  grave  he  is  selves.    In  fact,  any  useful  purpose 


more  or  less  under 
the  sway  of  the 
newspaper,  no  mat- 
ter how  much  he 
may  resent  the 
fact.  A  book  might 
be  written  about 
the  place  of  jour- 
nalism  in  our  civ- 
ilization, but  here 
I  am  seeking  mere- 
ly to  give  a  small 
suggestion  of  its 
importance  and  au- 
thority. 

Now  then,  does 
journalism  need 
the  college  man  ? 
I  ask  you.  Your 
answer  must  be 
yes,  just  as  much 
or  more  than  law 
needs  him,  or  medi- 
cine, or  pulpit,  or  engineering,  or 
business. 

As  the  newspaper  is  the  guide, 
philosopher,  friend,  and  teacher  of 
the  millions,  it  needs  men  of  resource- 
fulness, initiative,  of  vision,  of  sound 
common  sense  and  sane  judgment.  It 
needs  men  educated  in  the  funda- 
mentals of  history  and  government, 
of  economics  and  sociology,  of  lan- 
guages and  sciences,  not  necessarily 
the  learned  experts,  the  doctors  of 
philosophy,  but  men  who  can  write 
on  various  subjects  with  a  proper  de-

that  a  college  man 
can  serve  anywhere 
in  the  world,  he  can 
serve  in  a  newspa- 
per oflBce,  If  a  man 
can  gain  these  edu- 
cational advanta- 
ges without  going 
to  college,  well  and 
good ;  the  press 
needs  him,  too,  bul 
so  far  the  college 
affords  the  shortest 
and  easiest  cut  to 
education. 

So  much  for  the 
glittering  generali- 
ties. 

In  rapidly  in- 
creasing numbers 
the  college  man  is 
invading  the  news^- 
paper  oflBce.  He 
may  or  may  not  be  a  graduate  of  the 
scliools  and  departments  of  journalism 
flourishing  all  over  the  country,  bnt 
ho  is  in  demand  and  is  making  good 
almost  without  exception.  The  occa- 
sional exception  merelj'  tests  the  rule. 

Trained  Journalists  Growing 

No  statistics  are  available,  but  it 
is  fairly  safe  to  say  that  in  nearly 
all  daily  newspapers  college  men  mar 
be  found,  and  in  the  metropolitan  pa- 
pers they  work  in  very  considerable 
numbers. 
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A  hw  montlis  ago  the  New  Torh 
Woiid  f«ibliahed  a  handaome  pam- 
pUet  oititied  ''"Who's  Who  on  the 
W^rVL"  It  eoutaixied  pietmree  and 
biogiaphieal  aketohBs  o€  memhera  of 
lis  ataft.  NSnety-fire  peraons  aie 
named  of  whom  ahoat  half  had  college 
tniidog.  It  is  peifeetly  aafe  to  aay 
that  other  New  York  papen  would 
aaUitain  the  aame  iatio»  and  it  might 
wdl  he  eanied  Into  the  other  large 
offleea  of  the  eonntiy. 

Among  Hie  older  men  there  was 
Me  or  no  qpatematio  teofanieal  train- 
ing for  a  newspaper  eareer,  hot  the 
jeonger  men  aie  almoet  saie  to  have 
"taken  jooroaliam"  in  one  of  the 
Qiaoy  eoUegea  which  now  c^er  train- 
ing for  newspaper  woik.  Or  even  if 
tliQ7  haTQ  not  had  thia  speeialized 
w(ttk  tile  faet  that  a  man  or  woman 
baa  a  ooUege  degree  ia  opening  news- 
paper doora  that  onee  were  all  hut 
elosed,  owing  to  piejndioe  on  the  part 
of  eertain  old  time»  aelf-made  editors. 

PabliBhing  a  newspaper  is  a  mnch 
more  eomplieated  Yoeation  than  it 
once  was  when  familiarity  with  the 
prmter'a  ease  was  the  chief  requisite. 
The  newq;>aper  is  a  highly  organized, 
expenedve,  and  easily  mined  business 
for  wlueh  eaxefol  inatmetion  and  apti- 
tnde  are  essential.  Journalism  is  rsr 
pidly  approaching  the  professional 
standards  of  edncatioa  and  ethics.  It 
miut  he  that  the  newspaper  of  the 
not  distant  fntoxe  will  be  in  the  bands 
of  the  men  and  women  of  nniversity 
edncatifln  or  its  eqniicalent. 


Big  Priaea  Pound  at  Top 

The  material  rewards  of  the  joatn- 
aliBt  mnst  be  more  or  less  in  the  daaa 
with  those  of  the  teacher  and  the 
preacher.  Peraona  in  these  professions 
no  donbt  like  the  things  that  money 
will  hoy,  and  better  salaries  would  in- 
erease  their  comfort  and  peihaps  their 
seal  for  their  tasksi  bat  for  the  most 
part  they  are  doing  the  things  they 
like  moat  of  all  to  do,  and  for  which 
tb^  axe  best  fitted.  Bnt  aside  from 
this  the  dnaneial  lewaxda  in  jonmal- 
iam  are  not  80  feeble  as  sometimea  rep- 
resented. And  there  are  enongh  big 
prizes  to  make  worth  while  the  strag- 
gle for  the  top.  Without  having  at 
hand  the  neccssaiy  sopporting  figures, 
the  assertion  may  be  venturCvi  that 
newspaper  incomes  are  not  much  dif- 
ferent from  tha.se  of  eng^inecrs,  law- 
yers, physicians,  and  othrT-s  in  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  professions  re- 
quiring s(li!H)l  eJneation.  Men  in 
these  vocations  are  imely  to  complain 
about  their  inecmies,  eke  them  out  by 
other  work,  or  abandon  the  profession 
for  which  they  trained  themselves. 
Tlieso  things  are  equally  true  of  news- 
paper workers,  but  the  latter  have  the 
adTsntage  of  being  often  better  pre- 
pared to  make  advantageoos  shifts  of 
oeenpation,  beeanse  good  reporters 
and  editors  fit  easily  into  many  kinds 
of  work  reqniring  exeeatiTe  and  or- 
ganizmg  ability.  And  then  there  is 
always  that  tempting  field  of  writing 
afforded  by  the  Tarioos  magasines  and 
special  interest  publications. 

The  real  dyed-in-the-wool,  blown-in- 
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the-bottie  joumaliBtie  piXMpeet  is  not 
likely  to  ask  very  many  qaestioDB 
about  dollars  and  cents,  perhaps  not 
as  many  as  he  sliould.  Whethor  he 
enters  college  with  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  j^oing  into  newspaper  work,  or 
whetlier  he  ae(jnires  the  laste  for  it 
wliil<'  in  college,  the  results  are  j)retty 
nnieh  the  same.  He  linds  that  he  likes 
the  life,  that  he  likes  tiie  eontaet  with 
people,  that  he  likes  to  write,  that  he 
likes  being  on  the  tiring  line;  he  feels 
the  urge  for  service  and  .intluence 
which  belong  to  the  writer,  as  to  no 
one  elae.  He  knows  that  thm  are 
oonsiderable  rewards  for  the  man  who 
really  makes  good,  his  ambiti<m  and 
his  pride  urging  him  on.  He  feels  no 
particular  flair  for  the  business  life, 
his  mind  is  not  legal,  the  professions 
of  the  physician  or  the  engineer  make 
no  appeal  to  him.  Therefore  journal- 
ism.* The  smell  of  printer's  ink  is  get- 
ting more  and  more  into  the  nostrils 
of  the  college  men  and  women.  They 
are  not  consciously  setting  out  to  re- 
fonn  the  newspapers  of  the  world,  to 
revolutionize  their  methods,  to  trans- 
toma.  their  ethies.  ]»ut  one  need  not  tie 
a  prophet  to  foretell  what  will  hapf)eti 
when  men  and  wonu  n  of  sure  news- 
paper instinct  united  with  education, 
vision,  and  the  spirit  of  service  publish 
our  newsjja pel's.

Peter  Viseher,  ehaim&n  of  the 
Committee  on  Ptiblicity,  reported  that 
in  Tiew  of  the  widespread  loose  talk 
regarding  secret  oiganisationa  his 
committee  has  an  opportunity  to  do 
most  valuable  work  for  the  cause  of 
Greek-letter  fratemitiea.  He  said 
that  the  committee  has  a  threefold 
aim :  to  keep  fraternities  informed  on 
interfrateniity  mattei-s,  to  keep  the 
colleges  informed,  to  keep  the  general 
public  informed  of  fraternity  aims 
and  ideals.  He  pleaded  for  a  friend- 
lier spirit  in  the  press. 

Dean  A.  K.  Heckel  of  Lafayette 
led  a  spirited  diseossion  on  '"The 
Movement  lor  Seonomy  in  Edxus*- 
tion,"  placing  the  greatest  emphasis, 
however,  npon  the  growing  cost  of 
fraternity  parties.  He  mentioned  the 
value  of  a  faeulty  financial  adviser 
for  all  chapters.  President  Kenneth  C. 
M.  Sills  of  Bowdoin  also  decried  elab< 
orateness  and  unnecessary  expoise  in 
the  management  of  fraternity  affairs 

Problems  Are  Discussed 

Dr.  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  former 
State  Comfaussioner  of  Education  in 
Illinois,  made  a  stirring  address  in 
answer  to  the  charge  of  lavishness. 


These  charges  are  a  result  of  general 
expoinveness  throughout  colleges  and 

in  fact  through  all  the  business  world. 
College  men,  he  said,  are  no  longer 
satisfied  with  the  things  their  fathers 
were  satisfied  with,  and  their  fathers 
would  not  have  them  satisfied  with  the 
old  order. 

"The  college  authorities  who  are 
criticising  fraternities  arc  not  playing 
fair/*  said  Dr.  Shepardson.  ''Thqr 
talk  Bnobbiflhness  and  lavishnssa  and 
then  turn  aronnd  and  encourage  hugs 
outlays  'for  the  glory  of  the  instita- 
tion.'  Vast  stadiums  costing  upwar(9s 
of  half  a  million  l  IlaxB  or  so  are 
just  as  objectionable  fxcm  a  strictly 
scholastic  point  of  view  as  are  silver 
favors  at  house  parties. 

"The  time  has  come  when  fraterni- 
ties ouglit  to  answer  charges  against 
tlieui  with  a  list  of  the  important  and 
vabiable  eonstmctive  works  they  do. 
Some  criticism  is  still  fair  but  it  melU 
into  insignificance  in  the  face  of  the 
ooustructive  work  aeoompliflihed." 

The  discussion  on  seholarship  wss 
led  by  J.  T.  Caldwell,  aehcdandiip  eom- 
missioner  of  Kappa  Sigma.  The  fra- 
temity  that  fails  to  keep  all  its  wm 
in  college  fails  of  its  purpose,  he  said. 
Good  scholarship  should  be  the  r^ult 
of  fraternity  effort  rather  than  the 
basis  for  the  ezistence  of  the  fratexn- 
ity. 

'Mf  r'aldwell  recommended  a  uni- 
form scholarsliip  blank  and  explained 
its  working  in  some  detail,  to  be  print- 
ed in  full  in  the  couf erence  minutes  to 
be  published  later.  From  his  reports 
he  learned  that  finshmen,  sophonum 
and  pledges  are  responsible  for  poor 
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ickolarsliip  —  due  to  the  "weeding 
out"  process.  Refusal  to  initiate  a 
pledge  until  he  has  showed  that  he 
can  pa&s  his  work  aud  the  "Big 
Brotiber"  system  were  recommended.

When  Dr.  Thomas  Arkle  Claric  re> 

ported  for  the  Committee  on  Organ- 
izatioQg  Antagosufltie  to  FraternitT* 
Ideals  on  the  negotiations  with  "The- 
ta  Nil  Epsilon,"  one  of  the  most  stir- 
ring debates  of  the  session  ensued.

Through  tiik  it^,  it  was  he- 
Hmd,  the  menace  of  ''T.  N.  E."  as 
it  existed  in  the  past  vonld  he  re- 
moved. Both  sides  to  the  arsnmefnt 
that  followed  were  heatedly  discuss- 
ed, iirominent  delegates  opposing  the 
reru<rnition  and  Others  just  as  influ- 
ential advocating  recognition.  The 
rf'port  was  formally  rccrivcd.  An  at- 
leiiipt  to  lay  it  on  the  table  failed. 
A  motion  to  refer  the  entire 'matter 
to  the  exeeutive  conimittee  was  lost. 
Then  the  history  of  the  negotiations 
was  gone  into  at  length  and  charity 
for  those  who  had  sinned  and  repent- 
ed was  proposed.  After  a  lengthy 
debate  the  following  xesolnticm  was 
passed  hy  a  fair  majority :

He  told  of  the  growth 
of  the  conference  from  an  informal 
meeting  he  called  years  ago  in  Chica- 
go and  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
conference  now  grown  into  a  powerful 
orrranization  has  become  not  a  snper- 
fratenrty  but  a  clearing  house  where 
fraternities  may  solve  their  mutual 
difficulties.

All  in  all,  Elbert  ia  a  man'a  man, 
and  hia  atoriea  are  alwaya  abo«t  real 
<*he"*maL — sailors  aomelamea,  cr 
aaw-mill  men,  or  railroad  conatmetion 
men,  or  down  and  onteiv  vHio  went 
stay  down  and  oat,  and  ao  lortL  I 
fan<^  Elbert  has  beo!,  one  time  or 
another,  each  of  the  men  he  deasribea 
in  hia  atories.  I  could  let  my  language 
roam  carelesslj-  and  compare  him  with 
Jack  London  in  the  Tividness  of  thpir 
expressions  of  life  in  tlvo  raw,  and  not 
be  very  far  wron*;.  And  yet,  everj' 
once  in  a  while,  there  gleams  n  tender 
whimsicality  or  bit  of  sentiment  in 
Elbert's  yams  that  show  a  sparkle  of 
diamond  in  the  strength  of  steel. 

Elbert  has  always  thought  a  lot  of 
his  Fiji  membership.  His  travels  have 
usually  kept  him  away  from  the  cen- 
ters of  Fiji  nmnbera,  but  I  yentnre  the 
opinion  that  he  haa  met  more  Fijia  b 
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the  oat  of  fhe  way  parte  of  the  tvorid 
^■B 107  lirotlur  <»f  his  jaaxs.  While 
lie  lived  in  JaefcmviBe,  Florida,  just 
getting  liu  feet  on  the  lower  rungs  of 
the  ladder  of  Utetatore,  he  orgasised 
a  graduate  chapter  there  and  vitalued 
it  into  a  moat  lively  and  eflecti've 
ahunni  gnmp,  with  the  initiatiTe  to 
land  Charlie  Eastman,  alnnni  8eere> 
taiy,  from  Chicago,  as  a  speaker.  In 
Kuncie  he  ia  one  of  the  several  active 
Fiji  workers  who  have  unitedly  made 
Muneie  "safe  for  Phi  Gamma  Delta."

J.  average  American  kid,  and  my 
family  put  me  tlirotigr]i  acliooL  I 
neither  mAd  newapapera  to  keep  the 
wolf  away  from  the  homestead,  saved 
a  rich  man'a  dan^ter,  shined  shoes, 
nor  raifl^  the  m<tftgage  on  the  farm. ' ' 

Thus  quoth  Brother  Carl  S. 
("Ax")  Milliken  (Stanford  16) 
when  asked  how  he  arose  from  the 
ranks  to  the  important  office  of  secre- 
tary of  state  ff)r  Colnrado  in  ihc  short 
space  of  a  few  years.  Carl  was  only 
27  ycai-s  old  when  first  elecUtl,  and 
Colfjrado  l)oa,sls  of  flu-  fact  that  she 
has  the  youiifjcHt  secretary'  of  state  iu 
the  United  Slates, 

"Ax"  is  tm  la&deHl  as  lie  is  fanions. 
Information  obtained  iruiu  hi  in.  ilif 
press^  and  his  political  friends  and 
enemies  is  as  follows : 

On  November  26, 1892,  the  MiUilcen 
family  sent  postcards  far  and  wide 
that  the  atorir  had  left  nine  xNninds 
of  howling  soceess  whieh  they  figured 
they  would  call  "Carl."  This  hap- 
pened upon  Thankagiving  Day  in 
Denver,  Colorado^  and  if  it  were  not 
for  the  Mayflower,  the  people  of  Co- 
lorado would  be  giving  "Ax"  the 
credit  for  the  holiday.  As  time  went 
on,  "Az"  attended  public  schools  in 


Denver,  Colorado  Springs,  and  Fb- 
renee,  finally  bein^  gradnated  from 
East  Denver  Hi^  School.  Then  he 
entered  Lelond  Stanfotd  Jr.  Univer- 
aity,  taking  a  liberal  arts  eonrse  for  ; 
three  years. 

In  1915  he  entered  the  Denver  Law 
School,  but' the  call  of  the  newspnper  | 
game  was  too  strong  and  in  1916  he  - 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Nfw^  in  Denver.    Tis  said  thnt  : 
liis  ability  for  ohtnininpr  news  was  ! 
uncanny,  and  his  assiK-iatrs  were  be-  , 
ginning  to  call  liim  "Si-oo]»"'  when 
the  craving  for  adventun^  caus^-d  him 
to  go  to  Central  America  as  business 
manafiror  of  the  Linda-Vt  ntura  Mines 
Corporation.    Wliile  in  the  midst  of 
his   varied    program   of  managing 
mines  and  crumpling  revolutions,  the 
rumor  reached  him  that  the  United 
States  was  about  to  plunge  into  the 
bigfracaa.  He  quit  his  job  over  night, 
took  the  first  boat  home  and  enlisted 
in  the  first  officers'  training  eamp  at 
Ft  Biley,  May  11, 1917. 

Veteran  of  Overseas  Service 

"Ax"  obtained  a  commiasiott  of 
second  lieutenant  at  Ft  Biley  on 

August  15,  1917,  and  was  assigned  to 
the  355th  Infantry,  89th  Division,  at 
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Camp  Funston.  He  distinguished 
himself  at  Ft.  Sills  as  assistauc  divi- 
sional instructor  of  the  Infantry 
School  of  Arms  and  then  went  back 

to  Camp  Funston   

in  December,  1917, 
to  receive  his  com- 
mission as  first 
lieutenant.  As  ad- 
jutant of  the  se- 
cond battalion  of 
the  355th  Infantry, 
he  sailed  with  the 
89th  Division  to 
France  in  June, 
1918.  He  distin- 
guished himself  in 
the  St.  Mihiel  and 
Meuse  -  Argonne 
drives  and  served 
as  liaison  officer. 
He  received  his 
discharge  on  June 
18,  1919,  and  im- 
mediately went 
back  into  the  news- 
paper game  with 
the  Rocky  Mountain  News. 

The  Kepublicans  needed  young 
blood  on  their  ticket  in  1920  and  they 
chose  **Ax"  to  run  against  the 
strongest  man  on  the  Democratic 
ticket.

When  he  had  abolished  about  half  of 
the  jobs  under  his  supervision,  it  was 
predicted  that  his  department  would 

  be  a  failure,  but, 

on  the  contrary', 
his  records  show 
that  he  increased 
the  revenue  there- 
in $125,000  more 
in  the  first  eight 
months  of  1922 
tlian  his  predeces- 
sor had  collected 
in  all  of  1920  with 
double  the  force. 
He  introduced  a 
new  feature  which 
only  one  other 
state  now  enjoys, 
an  auto-theft  de- 
partment Car 
owners  swear  by 
him.  His  pet  fea- 
ture now  is  the 
abolition  of  free 
auto  licenses, 
added  revenue  of 
"Ax"  is  a  business 


which  means  an 
$15,000  per  year, 
manager  of  the  first  water. 

In  the  fall  election  of  1922  the 
people  of  the  State  passed  judgment 
upon  his  services  and  gave  him  a  vote 
of  confidence  in  the  nature  of  a  7,000 
majority,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
head  of  his  ticket  was  defeated  by 
4,000.

amateur  booier,  newspaper  man,  min- 
ing manager,  adventoier,  traveler, 
soldier,  and  twice-eleeted  seeretsxy  of 
State,  and  last  tmt  not  least^  a  true 
Fiji  at  all  times  and  under  all  cir- 
enmstmices,  being  now  prrsident  of 
Tan  prjiduate  chapter.  '*Ax"  says 
that  he  is  still  a  newspaper  man  and 
often  erMves  an  opportunity  to  shed 
his  coat,  roll  up  his  aleeves  and  get  to 
butchering  copy'  ajrain. 

It  is  only  fair  to  J^mther  Milliken's 
pareiit.s,  who  deserve  so  much  eredit 
for  guiding  his  course  from  rompers 
to  lonir  trousers  through  all  the  trials 
of  mumps  and  whooping  coui^h,  to  in- 
troduce them  to  our  big  Fiji  family.

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Qement  Wood  Writes  New  Book 

Alabama  Fiji  Exhibits  in  Nigger  Unique  Method  of  Attacking 

Race  Problem

BEOTHER  Clement  Wood  (Ala- 
bama '09,  Yale  11)  in  Nigger, 
his  latest  novel,  has  done  a  note- 
worthy piece  of  work.  "While  the  title 
may  jar  the  nerves  of  some  by  its  very 
audacity,  there  is  a  very  individnal 
method  exhibited  in  attacking  in  a 
itish  way  &  very  old  and  perplexing 
quest  ion. 

While  a  Southerner  by  birtli,  and 
dwbtless  also  in  his  sympatliies,  the 
bfK>k  is  absolutely  free  from  any  ani- 
mus and  what  we  are  usually  disposed 
to  consider  the  conventional  Southern 
attitude  towards  the  negro  problem 
IB  most  patently  absttnt.  He  makes 
the  negro  neither  ''an  image  of  Ck>d 
in  ebony,  **  as  Mvb*  Stowe  vather  aenti- 
nentally  fij^ured  liim,  nor  a  blade  Ga^ 

;  fiban  weltering  in  an  ooce  of  animal- 
ina,  aa  Thomas  I>i3am  almost  vindie- 
tirdy  paints  him,  Ho  is  simply  an 

i  Qfdinaiy  man,  black  outside^  but  not 
wMmtially  different  on  the  human  side 

'  from  otheiB  of  like  mentality  and  en- 
mmaent.   The  book  is  not  a  tract 

I  nor  an  apologetic  document.  Brotlier 
Wood  carries  no  obvious  brief  for  or 
against  the  negro,  bat  lets  his  realistic 

I  iTcital  of  the  ezperi^ees  of  one  black 
family  pleaxl  its  own  cause.  However, 
it  is  done  so  well  that  there  ia  no 


doubt  where  the  reader's  sympathy 
lies  when  he  has  reached  the  end  of 
the  storj'.  Unquestionably  the  author 
worked  for  this  result  but  he  creates 

sentiments  rather  than  expounds  them. 
And  that  is  where  the  art  of  his  book 
lies.  He  always  remains  somewhere 
in  the  baek<?round.  You  know  he  is 
there,  but  he  seems  a  staf^e-manager, 
who  merely  tells  his  eharaeters  when 
their  turns  come  to  face  the  audience 
and  say  their  parts. 

Actioii  of  the  Book 

The  action  passes,  of  course,  in  Ala- 
bama. It  is  really  the  biography  of 
Jake,  bom,  before  the  war,  upon  the 
Lowe  plantation.  The  bewUdenaent . 
of  emaneipationy  bringing  a  loss  of 
guardianship  to  those  who  were  help- 
less children  in  eveiything  except 
years;  the  inability  1^  thdr  own  exer- 
tions to  extract  from  the  land  even 
the  barest  sapport;  and  then  the  hoP> 
roiM  of  reooostmetion,  wilk  its  ont> 
rages  and  ]ynciung%  driving  Jake 
and  bia  fiunily  to  the  awamps  and 
northwards  towardf^  safety;  all  are 
pictured  swiftly  and  with  a  deft  im- 
pressionism. After  a  thrilling  escape 
they  finally  reach  Birminphnm  where 
they  settle,  safe  so  far  as  their  bodies 
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are  concerned,  but  where  injustice 
and  race-discrimination  tragically 
grind  their  souls  so  that  life  loses  all 
its  savor.  Jake  experiences  all  the 
sorrows  that  a 
hard  and  unfeeling 
world  imposes  up- 
on its  neglected 
children.  Any  joys 
he  may  have  had 
were  submerged  in 
the  woe  that 
seemed  to  be  his 
lot.  In  the  end 
he  passes  away 
dreaming  of  eman- 
cipation and  the 
b  u  1 1  -  f  rogs  that 
croaked  "  knee- 
deep"  on  the  old 
plantation.  He  had 
emancipation  at 
last  —  what  he  had 
experienced  under 
the  name  of  free- 
dom was  so  cruel 
and  bitter  that  his 
last  earthly  vision  went  back  lovingly 
to  the  days  when  he  was  a  slave, 
happy  and  protected. 

Poet's  Song  is  Heard 

The  argument  is  not  for  a  return 
of  the  days  of  bondage,  but  for  fair 
play  for  the  negro,  that  while  equal 
political  rights  may  be  a  mere  consti- 
tutional phrase,  hostility  should  cease 
and  the  black  man  accorded  at  least 
kindly  treatment  and  sympathetic 
care.  He  is  our  great  and  ever-pre- 
sent ward  and  there  is  no  dodging 
responsibility.

The  book  is  really  not  a  novel  but 
this  does  not  lessen  its  appeal.  It  is 
a  series  of  incidents,  powerfully  pre- 
sented, that  grip  one  by  the  sinceri- 
ty of  their  narra- 
tion. It  is  a  his- 
tovy  rather  than  a 
character  -  study. 
The  literar>^  style 
reflects  the  poet. 
Many  of  the  phra- 
ses rise  above 
prose.  Perhaps 
they  have  no  place 
in  a  book  of  this 
kind,  and  while 
they  do  not  streng- 
tlu'ii  they  a.ssured- 
ly  add  a  sparkle 
and  verve  that 
sharpen  the  edge 
of  its  reading. 

Nigger  lacks  the

tions and  which  will  continue  to  vex 
us  indefinitely  unless  we  absorb  into 
our  hearts  some  of  the  sympathy  and 
human  kindness  which  our  author 
possesses.

H.  C«  Bakliidge  of  Illmois  Wesjleyan  Cliapter  is  Elected  to 

High  Office  in  Stale  of  Idaho

UPON  the  roll  of  Phi  Gaimna  Del- 
ta's distinguished  men  another 
name  is  to  be  inscribed,  it  is  tiiat  of 
Brother  H.  C.  Baldridge  (Illinois 
Weslpyan  i^^),  the  new  lieutenant- 
guvemur  of  the  state  of  Idaho. 

H.  C.  Baldrige  was  bom  and  reared 
on  a  farm  near  Bloomington,  McClean 
C!<mnt7,  lUinois.  The  date  of  his 
birth  was  November  2ii,  1868.  He  ia 
of  Scotch-Iriah  descent,  a  eombinatioii 
of  hninaii  traits  that  has  giYen  our 
eooiitty  many  men  of  fine  intellect 
and  neteble  achievement.  His  parents 
were  W.  J.  Baldridge  and  Caroline 
Wright  Baldridge,  natives  of  Ohio, 
who  went  to  Illinois  in  their  childhood 
and  settled  on  a  farm  in  McLean 
County.  It  may  be  supposed  that 
they  had  their  full  share  of  pioneer 
ejcperiences,  the  privations  and  thrills, 
and  the  eneonrarrinpr  assumnc?  of  a 
prc^perous  and  comfortable  future  as 
the  fertile  prairies  j'ielded  to  the  labor 
and  enterprise  of  the  thousands  of 
pioneer  settlers  wlio  poured  into  that 
country  in  their  earlier  days. 

The  son  H.  C.  attended  the  local 
country  school,  did  morning  and  eve- 
ning chores  on  the  farm  and  his  ^arc 
of  work  in  the  com  rowa  and  in  the 
harvest  field  during  the  long  strenu- 


ous summer  days.  He  made  good 
use  of  his  public  school  privileges  and 
in  the  fall  of  1889,  he  entered  the  Illi- 
nois Wesleyan  Univt  isiiy  at  Bloom- 
inprton.  The  following  winter  he  was 
initiated  into  liie  aiysteries  of  Alpha 
Deuteron  Chapter  of  Phi  Gamma, 
Delta.  He  wsa  bu^y  in  all  student 
affairs;  took  a  pride  in  making  good 
grades;  was  aetive  in  athletics,  par- 
ticularly baseball  and  football,  and 
did  his  part  in  the  affaini  of  his  chap- 
ter. He  spent  three  years  in  the  uni- 
veraity,  with  the  ^eeption  of  (me 
term  in  Brown's  Business  Cdlege  at 
Bloomington. 

He  married  Cora  A.  McCreight,  a 
native  of  Ohio,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1893  they  began  farming  on  his 
grandfather's  farm  just  aeross  the 
road  from  his  father's  farm,  where 
he  was  reared.  When  he  had  farmed 
here  two  years,  his  father  was  elected 
treasurer  of  McLean  County,  and  the 
son  then  took  over  his  father'^  farm 
making  a  total  of  320  acren.  Mixit 
farmers  might  eonsider  that  was 
enoujcrh  land  to  keep  them  busy,  but 
our  brother  found  time  to  teach  school 
during"  the  winters  of  *93,  "134,  '95, 
and  '96.  In  the  spring  of  1897  he 
sold  his  farm  interests  and  went  into 
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the  grain  business  at  Carlock,  Dlinois, 
under  the  firm  name  of  0  'Hara,  Bald- 
ridge  &  Company,  where  he  remained 
in  business  until  the  fall  of  1904. 

A  cousin,  E.  U. 
Kirkpatrick,  also  a 
member  of  Alpha 
Deuteron  Chapter 
of    Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  had  located 
at  Parma,  Idaho, 
where  he  had  be- 
come established  in 
business.  Brother 
Kirkpatrick  urged 
his  cousin  to  come 
and  join  him.  The 
invitation  wa€?  at- 
tractive,  and  the 
great     west  ap- 
pealed to  the  cou- 
sin in  Illinois,  and 
in    1904  Brother 
Baldridge  made 
two  trips  to  Parma 
to  investigate,  with 
the  result  that  he 
and  his  family  moved  to  Parma  in 
November,  1904,  where  he  engaged  in 
the  mercantile  business.  The  bnsiness 
prospered  and  Brother  Baldridge 's 
activities   widened   and  grew  from 
year  to  year.   He  is  now  the  principal 
owner  of  Baldridge  Implement  Com- 
pany and  president  of  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Parma.    lie  also  has 
farming  interests  around  Parma. 

Brother  Baldridge  is  a  member  of 
the  Kirkpatrick  Memorial  Community 
Church  (Prcsln-terian)  of  Parma. 
This  church  was  built  as  a  memorial 
to  Brother  E.  U.  Kirkpatrick,  who

died  in  1916.  For  twelve  years,  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Parma  School 
Board. 

In  November,  1910,  he  was  elect- 
ed to  the  lower 
house  of  the  Idaho 
legislature  and  two 
years  later  he  was 
elected  to  the  state 
senate.  His  mem- 
bership in  the  leg- 
islature brought 
him  the  acquaint- 
ance and  confi- 
dence of  the  politi- 
cal leaders  of  his 
state  and  his  nomi- 
nation and  election 
this  fall  to  the  po- 
sition of  lieuten- 
ant -  governor  of 
Idaho  were  a  nat- 
ural and  proper 
recognition  of  ster- 
ling qualities  and 
his  years  of  splen- 
did service  in  his 
home  community,  and  in  the  legis- 
lative halls  of  his  State.  He  has  given 
much  thought  to  our  national  prob- 
lems. He  is  interested  in  our  national 
relation  to  the  financial  situation  in 
Europe  and  in  the  world  problem  of 
war  prevention  and  perpetual  peace. 
In  state  problems  he  is  specially  in- 
terested in  reclamation,  taxation,  edu- 
cation, freight  rates,  and  in  making 
really  and  truly  the  "Gem  of  the 
Mountains."

Richmond  Fiji  Figures  in 
Thrilling  Romance 

A STORY  of  romance  that  reads 
almost  like  fiction  is  told  by 
Brother  R.  Inman  Johnson  (Rich- 
mond '15),  who  has  recently  returned 
to  the  United  States  from  Italy,  ac- 
companied by  his  bride,  fonnerly  Miss

Here  is  Brother  Johnson's  account 
of  a  thrilling  encounter  with  a  trtn- 
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pcrmental  Italiaa  basso,  who  had  be- 
come iiiiatuated  with  Miss  Bave: 

**It  was  shortly  after  Miss  Bave  aiui 
I  had  sung  in  concert  at  Viareg^no,  au 
Italian  summer  rcjiort  oil  the  Mt'diter- 
rautjau,  that  our  engagement  was  an- 
nounced. All  went  well  until  a  pro- 
mineut  Italian  ba&&o  (iu  slurics  they 
are  always  tenors),  who  had  paid  acHne 
attention  to  Miss  Bave,  heard  of  it. 
l^e  left  Viareggio  in  oompany  with 
Hn.  Gaynor,  widow  of  the  late  mayor 
ofNewToxk.  Tho  next  day  the  haaw 
appeared  in  Tiareggio  flouriahing  a 
roTolver  and  raaonsi  threatening  to 
kill  me  on  aight  and  to  slaah  ICiaa 
Bave'a  throat  so  efae  neyer  oonl^  sing 
nnleea  die  would  leave  me  and  many 
him.  All  this  excitement,  mind  you, 
in  Bpite  of  the  fact  that  he  had  a  wife 
and  two  children  and  had  seen  Miss 
Bave  only  a  few  times  in  the  theatre. 

**He  so  frightened  our  friends  that 
some  of  them  came  to  Florence  to  warn 
ns  of  his  iii*enti'>ns.  We  liad  just  sat 
down  to  diimer  when  our  friends 
rushed  into  the  hotel  ver>'  much 
fnprhtened  and  saying  he  was  rifjht 
beiiiiid  them.  They  would  not  hear  of 
us  takingr  a  train  from  the  Florenen 
station  but  put  us  into  a  taxi  and  seut 
us  Uiruuirli  the  countrj'  thirty  miles 
to  Pistoia  to  catch  the  train  for  Mi- 
lano.  There  were  no  sleeping  ac- 
oomodationa  and  we  had  to  sit  np  all 
night  We  had  had  nothing  to  eat 
sinoe  noon  and  it  waa  1  a.  m.  before 
we  eame  to  Bologna^  where  I  waa  ahle 
to  obtain  some  sandwiehes  of  the  same 
name  and  a  bottle  of  water. 

Arriving  at  Milano  early  in  the 
morning,  w^  went  immediately  to  the 
Ameriean  oonanl  who  only  advised  m 


to  get  out.  Then  we  went  to  the  Ital- 
ian police  who  only  laughed  and 
shrugged  their  shoulders  at  our  story, 
saying  they  eould  do  nothing  with  the 
man  until  he  hud  reiUly  done  some- 
thing. Also  they  stud  if  they  nK*ked 
up  all  the  men  in  Italy  who  threatened 
the  lives  of  girhs,  half  of  Italy,  the 
male  half,  would  be  in  jail.  This  did 
not  soond  very  good,  particularly 
with  a  eoeaine  fiend  after  oa.  How- 
ever, we  deeided  to  atop  in  IfOano 
long  enoogh  to  be  married. 

"And,  by  the  way,  marrying  m 
Italy  isn't  aa  ea^  a  job  as  it  is  in  Ihia 
eoontiy.  They  want  a  fellow  to  think 
it  over  wdl,  for  there  is  no  divoroe 
law  there.  It  took  four  days  ranning 
back  and  forth  between  the  American 
consulate  and  varioua  Italian  offieials 
to  make  out  all  tiie  necessary  papers. 
P.>-  the  simple  means  of  letting  an  of- 
iicial  see  a  real  'greenback'  the  puhli- 
cation  ban  of  two  weeks  wa.s  done 
away  Avilh  and  the  day  was  set. 

"After  that  we  Stayed  in  Miiauo  a 
month  waiting  for  passage  back  to 
this  eountry.  The  basso  was  in  town 
inquiring  of  all  our  friends  our  loca- 
tion, bul  Americans  will  stick  to- 
gether, particularly  when  iu  a  for- 
eign country.  We  lived  in  a  small 
hotel  under  an  assmned  name  and  al- 
though the  basso  searehed  all  the  hotels 
in  town,  we  were  not  diseovered. 

"Sneh  experiences  are  not  uncom- 
mon to  American  girla  in  that  coun- 
try, for  I  know  personally  of  two  suai- 
lar  eases.  There  is  nsually  nothing 
back  of  all  their  bluff  unless  it  is 
backed  by  drugs  and  liqnor.  The  only 
thing  to  do  is  to  keep  out  of  their  way 
for  a  reasonable  length  of  time. " 
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In  a  Snug  Nook  by  the  Fireside 

ice  at  it.  The  amount  of  ivork 
that  has  been  done  and  is  being 
done  by  the  national  officers  is  a 
surprise  and  a  revdation  to  me.

"How  have  you  been  keeping  in 
touch  with  your  chapter?"  was  the 
question  aske<^l  hy  the  toaslmaster  at 
a  recent  l>auquet  where  Fijis  fr»m 
thirty  ditl'erent  chai)tei-s  were  gath- 
ered. One  by  one  the  grit^ts  arose  and 
confessed  that  they  had  not  been  in  as 
close  communication  with  their  under- 
graduate brothers  as  they  should  have 
been. 

Finally  one  guest  varied  the  mo* 
•notony  of  the  eonf  essions  by  this  strik- 
ing assertion :  "I  do  not  have  to  heep 
in  touch  with  my  chapter.  Bly  chap- 
ter keeps  in  tonefa  with  me.  They 
send  me  birthday  greetings  on  my 
birthday,  Christmas  greetings  on 
ChriKtmas,  and  anniversary  greetings 
on  the  date  of  my  initiation  Into  the 
fraternity." 

Could  an  alumnus  of  your  chapter, 
under  similar  eircnmstancea,  have 
made  such  an  a.^sertion  ? 

Consider  the  "It'jraey."  His  is  a 
difficult  powiticm.  A  great  many  chap- 
ters grow  unusually  captious  when 
they  come  to  .iudge  the  entering  fresh- 
man who  is  a  mil  or  a  brother  of  a 
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Fiji.  The  odds  are  against  him.  If 
he  pa-ssevS  the  balloting  with  an  "all- 
clear''  result,  it  is  prol)ahle  that  he  is 
an  ont-of-the-ordiuarv  lad.  Phi  Gam- 
ma  Delta  has,  perhaps,  not  placed  as 
much  emphasis  on  the  Fiji-sous-of- 
Fiji-aires  idea  as  some  other  fraterni- 
Om  liave.  The  nsiilt  has  heen  that 
some  mig^hty  desirable  Fiji  wna  have 
gone  into  other  eamps.  We  make  no 
plea  for  eonceasioiiB  to  ''legacies/'  but 
we  do  bdiefv«  that  the  fact  that  a  man 
has  rdotives  in  the  fraternity  should 
not  be  hdd  against  him  when  the  sea- 
son for  the  seleetion  of  mm  members 
isathand.      ^  ^  ^ 

An  idea  that  had  its  (Hrigin  at  the 
Alabama  Chapter,  we  beliere,  is  snoh 
a  good  one  that  it  ought  to  become  a 
geneial  prsaetise.  The  Theta  Fijis  pro-

FATALITIES  on  the  football  field 
are  always  received  with  sorrow 
by  college  men,  but  when  a  fraternity 
brother  is  the  victim,  the  grief  is  poig- 
nant. Such  is  the  case  in  the  death  of 
Brother  Andrew  Lang  (Colgate  '24), 


ANDREW  LANG 
(Colgate  '24) 


who  died  in  a  Philadelphia  hospital  on 
November  12, 1922,  as  the  result  of  in- 
juries received  in  a  game  between  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  Freshmen 
and  Mercersburg  Academy. 

Andrew  Lang  entered  Colgate  the 
second  term  of  1020-21.  He  was  ini- 
tiated into  Theta  Psi  Chapter  of  Phi 


Gamma  Delta.  Last  fall  he  entered 
the  University  of  Pennsj'lvania  as  a 
student  in  the  pre-medical  course.  He 
went  out  for  freshman  football  and 
made  the  team.  In  the  last  period  of 
the  Mercersburg  game  he  tackled  the 
player  running  with  the  ball  and  was 
buried  under  his  teammates.  He  was 
unable  to  rise  and  as  soon  as  the 
seriousness  of  the  injurj-  was  discov- 
ered he  was  rushed  to  a  train  for  Phi- 
ladelphia. An  X-ray  di.sclosed  the 
fact  that  the  fourth  cerviele  vertebrae 
liad  been  di.slocated  and  was  pinching 
the  spinal  cord.  An  eminent  brain 
specialist  operated  and  for  a  time  it 
seemed  that  he  would  recover. 

Lang  made  a  brave  battle  for  life 
when  doctors  admitted  that  the  odds 
were  against  him.  Almost  completely 
paralyzed  he  smiled  and  a.sked  if  he 
would  be  able  to  play  on  the  team 
next  year. 

Hut  complications  set  in  and  death 
came  just  a  week  from  the  date  of  the 
ill-fated  game.  His  parents  were  at 
his  bedside. 

All  Pennsylvania  mourned  the  death 
of  Brother  Lang.  Classes  were  sus- 
pended in  his  memory  and  hundreds, 
including  many  Fijis,  attended  the 
memorial  services  in  "Weightman  Hall. 

OflRcials  of  the  university  and  team- 
mates paid  tribute  to  the  courage  of 
tli('  Fiji  athlete. 

The  body  was  taken  to  Bingharaton. 
New  York,  the  home  of  Lang's  par- 
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ents,  for  burial.  A  delegation  of  Cui- 
gate  I^'ijis  attended  the  £imeraL 


WILLIAM  B.  NEPF 
(Ohio  Wesley  an  75) 

Judge  William  B.  Neff  (Ohio  Wes- 
leyan  75),  dean  of  the  common  pleas 
court  of  rnyahf)o:a  County,  Ohio,  died 
in  Johns  Hopkins  hospital,  Baltimore, 
on  November  6.  He  was  in  his  seven- 
ty-second year,  and  was  serving  his 
tweiity-sixih  on.  the  common  pleas 
bench. 

Judge  Neff  was  bom  at  Winchester, 
Oiiio,  on  April  30,  1851.  When  he 
Was  16,  he  entered  Ohio  Wesleyan 
Univt^ty  and  was  made  a  member 
of  Theta  Deutenm  Chapter  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 

After  bein^  admitted  to  the  har,  he 
eliMe  deyeland  tor  his  practice.  In 
.  1690  he  was  elected  ooon^  proeeeutor 
I  and  ttcm  that  date  on  he  was  almost 
eontmiioiialy  in  public  life. 

It  is  interestiiig  to  note  that  in  1908 
he  was  the  Bnrton  candidate  for  city 
solicitor  acfainst  Brother  Newton  D. 
^^dki-r,  tlie  Tom  L.  Johnson  candidate. 
N<  fl'  siHired  the  defeat  of  the  entire 
Republican  ticket. 

Brother  Neff  was  interested  in  Phi 
Oamma  Delta  and  was  oiw  of  the 
'^barter  members  of  the  old  Eta  Grad- 
uat>-  C'liaptcr  established  in  Cleveland 
in  1888. 

The  following  tribute  was  paid  the 
eminent  jurist  by  Brother  Baker: 

"I  came  to  know  Judi?e  Neff  inti- 
ttately  on  making  Cleveland  my  home. 
He  iraa  then  on  the  common  pleas 
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bench.  His  splendid  command  of 
English  and  his  patience  with  and 
consideration  for  youn^'  lawyers  won 
for  iinn  tiic  affection  and  admiration 
of  the  younger  bar.  I  have  learned  to 
value  his  learning  and  his  high  charac- 
ter.  He  was  an  eminent  eommon 
pleas  judge  and  his  death  is  a  loss  to 
the  bench  and  the  eommunlty/' 


SAMUEL  L.  J  EPSON 
(Washington  '62) 

Word  comes  of  the  death  in  Wheel- 
ing West  Virginia,  on  May  3,  1922,  of 
Dr.  Samuel  L.  Jepson  (Washington 
62},  dean  of  the  medical  profession 
in  West  Vii^inia. 

Samud  Jepson  was  hcfm  nme  St. 
Clairsville,  Ohio,  April  7,  1842.  He 
was  graduated  from  old  Washington 
CoUege  in  1862.  In  1868  he  com- 
pleted his  oonrso  in  the  Medical  Col- 
lege  of  Ohio.  In  1869  he  took  op  his. 
residence  in  Wheeling. 

Dr.  Jepson  was  a  prominent  flgnre 
in  the  civic  life  of  Wheding  end  to 
him  was  due  largely  the  establishment 
of  the  free  public  library  in  that  city. 

He  was  city  health  commissioner 
for  four  tenns  and  state  health  com- 
missioner for  a  period  of  eight  years. 
As  t'ditor  of  the  t9tnte  Medical  Jour- 
nal, he  made  many  notable  eontribu- 
tions  to  mcclical  literature,  both  Amer- 
ican and  foreign. 

A  year  spent  in  medical  studies  in 
Edinburgh,  Loudon,  and  \'it'niia 
brought  Dr.  »Tepson  an  offer  to  be- 
come resident  physician  in  the  Royal 
Maternity  Hospital  in  Edinburgh,  but 
he  declined. 
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Ilis  death  at  the  ripe  old  ag:e  of  80 
brought  to  an  end  a  life  devoted  to 
service  of  fellow  men. 


LEWliS  II.  LAUDEKBAUGH 
(Allegheny  76) 

A  slauiieh  iiienibcr  of  Pi  Chapter — 
Brotliet-  Lewis  IL.  Lauderbauji^li  (Al- 
It'ja'heny  '7G)^ — passed  to  the  CUuipLer 
Eternal  after  a  paralytic  stroke. 

Brother  Ijauderbaugh  was  bom 
near  ICeadviUe,  Pennsylvania,  July  8, 
1850.  At  the  age  of  22  he  entered 
Allogfaenj  College  and  was  graduated 
with  the  class  of  1876.  Later  he 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the 
har.  He  served  as  devfc  of  the  eitj 
of  Meadville  and  was  eounty  treasa- 
rer  for  a  tenn.  He  was  also  an  aetiTe 
member  of  the  Beformed  Ohureh. 

Throughout  his  life,  Broths  Lau- 
derbaugh  maintained  an  interest  in 
Phi  Gamma  Delta.

Arthur  graduated  from  the  high 
school  in  Fort  Fairfield,  Maine,  in 
1901,  and  entered  the  University  of 
Maine  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1905.

(Maine  '01) 
Dr.  Leroy  H.  Harvey  (Maine  H)l).

Western  State  Normal  School  and  one 
of  the  most  widely  known  sdentiiic 
men  in  Zliehigan,  died  at  his  home  is 
Ealamasoo  on  November  22,  the  vic- 
tim of  one  of  the  strangest  maladies 
in  American  medical  annals.  Four 
years  a{ro.  Dr.  Han^ey,  probably  due 
to  an  infection  received  in  his  labom 
tory  work,  began  tnminpi:  dark.

■  vere  baflled  in  ttuir  efforts  to  arreat 
the  progreaa  of  the  disease. 

I  Lnoy  Harvey  was  bom  47  yeazs 
ago  in  fVijetterille,  Arkansas,  where 
his  father  was  professor  of  natural 
histoiy  in  tiie  UniTerrity  of  Ai^amsas. 
Later  his  father  went  to  the  Uniyer- 
sity  of  M&ine,  where  Leroy  was  edu- 
cated, recciviug  his  master's  degree  in 
biology.  After  teaching  in  Morning- 
side  College  and  Yankton  College,  he 
went  to  tho  University  of  Chicago, 
where  he  completed  liis  woric  for  his 

.  doctor's  degree  in  botany. 

In  1908  he  took  charfre  of  the  de- 
partment of  biolog}-  at  Western  State 
Normal.  He  ■\vas  widely  known  for 
Ms  research  work  and  was  popular 
iuroughout  the  state  as  a  lecturer.

Dr.  J.  M.  Gibbons,  general  coungel  of  the 
New  Torl^  New  Haven  and  Hartford  K  B. 
Co.,  leanwd  of  the  possibility  of  interesting 

certain  well  known  eaiiitalists  in  tViP  propo- 
sition of  building  a  great  club  building  to 
bo  occupied  jointly  by  several  member- 
elubs  of  college  fraternity  alumni  and  opw' 
ated  by  a  central  management,  thus  reduc- 
ing the  bnjjbenr  of  overhead  ex^>pnse  that 
has  made  the  operation  of  club  house  quar- 
ters in  New  Torh  Ci^  a  long  reeoid  of  A- 
naneial  defleits. 


Theee  gentlemen,  representing  eighteen  col- 
lege fraternities,  formed  themselves  into  the 
New  York  Fraternity  Clubs  Housing  Com- 
mittee to  luuk  after  fraternity  interests  and 
deal  with  the  building  and  operating  eon- 
]>a)iy.  From  the  first  they  have  emphadicd 
the  I'aet  that  this  is  not  an  interfratornity 
olub  house  or  an  interfraternity  niuvemeBt. 
The  quarters  of  the  member-clubii  will  be  a 
separate  as  if  thlj  were  ia  different  baiU- 
ings;  there  will  be  all  the  privacy  found  in 
a  first-class  apartment  hous^e  where  dwellers 
of  ten  years'  tenancy  often  do  not  luiov 
Uieir  mighbora  by  sight  or  name. 

Tour  attention  is  called  first  to  the  eldi> 
ing  that  shows  the  appearance  of  this  build- 
ing, whieh  ia  located  on  the  sonthca^t  cor- 
ner of  Madison  Avenue  and  38th  Street  sad 
is  alreadj-  showing  above  ground.  Tb»  IMtta 
Upeilon  <iaart«ni  me  not  yet  definitely  m* 
signed,  but  wiD  be  approximately  halfway 
up  and  will  occupy  an  entire  floor.  They 
will  enjoy  the  unique  distinction,  moreover, 
of  having  the  bedrooms  and  the  elnb  reostt 
en  the  sams-  floor.  Many  other  ftntemitim 

preferred  to  have  eltib  rnnms  more  like 
lodge  rooms,  and  separate  from  their  living 
quarters. 

As  leen,  the  building  win  be  rfxteen  itoiim 
high.  In  tho  basement  will  be  barber  shop, 
general  billiard  mom  nnd  ainj.le  f^pace  for 
belongings  ot'  those  living  in  the  building. 

On  the  main  floor,  the  entrance  to  wUeb 
is  on  38th  Street,  there  will  be  a  Iarf»  gee* 
oral  lounge,  library  and  reading  room,  writ- 
infr  room,  tho  operating  offices  of  tlic  IniiW- 
ing  and  the  national  headquarters  of  a  lew 
of  the  participating  fratendtieef  indndiiiS 
oar  own.  There  wfll  also  be  a  large  diahig 
room,  suitable  for  restaurant  and  banquet 
needs. 

A  broad  stairway  will  lead  from  the  lobby 
to  the  eeeond  floor,  whw  most  of  the  piivato 
elub  rooms  of  the  member^ratefnities  viO 
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be  located  and  <m  this  floor  there  wiD  also 

be  tbe  usual  private  dining  room  afleomiiiodBf 
tion  for  weekly  lanchee,  amall  dlimeTa  and 

the  like. 

On  the  tbivd  ioor  theie  wiU  be  add!- 
timal  pvivftte  club  qnartera,  TnrkiBli  bath, 

gTmnasium,   squash    court,    and  handball 

The  charjjes  for  the  ueo  of  theso 
iatt«r  facilities  will  be  the  same  as  in  other

thir  roof  garclt-n,  which  should  prove  among 
tb»  most  attractive  features  of  the  building 
^    which,  staudiug  in  the  middle  of  the  Murray 
I   Hill  aeetioiit  baa  apletidid  Tiewa  over  the  city 
I   and  lang  Island.   The  remainder  ef  the 
bniMing  is  given  over  to  bcilrooms,  approxi- 
,    mately  Hve  hundred  in  number,  each  provided 
j   with  private  lavatory  and  toilet,  showers, 
I   tetaphone,  ample  doast  i|pac«^  ete.  These 
will  be  api'ortioncd  amoBtg  the  meoibcr-fra- 
tcrnitir-f!,  l»ut  the  biisinpsis  mnnapwient  will 
be  assumed  by  the  operating  company  and 
tie  Deha  Upailea  dab  of  New  York  wUl 
Mt  he  held  flnandally  teepeaaible  for  their 

f^cntpniioy.  They  will  rent  from  $9.00  to 
116.00  jKr  week,  with  no  h'lise  required.  A 
few  suites  will  also  be  provided.  Tt»e  charge 
win  iadade  fumiahinga  and  serrioe,  so  again 
tite  Delta  U.  Qiib  k  reUarod  of  an  awk- 
ward burden.

There  are  only  two  iaddeate  iriJeh  eeem  to 
hnvc  been  iniprewied  on  my  memory.  One 
was  the  memory  of  being  prewnt  at  hLs  bed- 
side shortly  before  bis  death  and  standing 
ia  awed  eiloaee  while  he  epoke  a  few  words 
to  mo  and  bade  me  goodbye.  The  other 
was  tnkincf  a  ivalk  with  Itim  one  Sunday 
afternoon  to  the  outskirts  of  Wabash  where 
there  waa  a  waterfall  ealled  "Charliee 

nsu,** 

My  mother  never  told  mo  a  great  deal 
f&nmt  hira.  She  wns  pxtrftnply  loyal  to  his 
memory  and  considered  every  thing  con- 
aeeted  with  it  in  a  manner  Mered.  8ho 
was  very  reticent  in  talking  abont  him  and 
I  disliked  to  qiicstioii  her  mnch,  as  it  eeemed 
to  make  her  feel  bad. 

Bbe  doubtlees  eould  have  cleared  tip 
uqr  of  ttio  vieertaln  points  in  hie  early 
history  if  your  inquiries  had  come  previous 
to  her  death.  I  tiunk  iho  told  me  where  he 


practiced  law  but  if  she  did  it  has  gone 
from  my  Muinorv.     My  remembrance  is 

that  he  livnl  at  Troy,  Ohio,  nt  the  time  of 
their  courtship.  My  motlier  at  that  time 
lived  at  Piqua,  Ohio,  with  her  father  (who 
was  a  phyeieian)  and  mother.  IVom  what 
ihe  told  me  I  gained  the  impression  that  he 
did  not  sucfml  in  estaTiHsliiuo;  himself  very 
well  in  the  practice  of  law  and  that  on  find- 
ing a  favorable  opportonity  to  better  hie 
Sn^w<»ial  oonditiott  by*  going  into  the  neWih 
pnprr  bnsincHg  lie  Changed  hifl  avocation  on 
that  account. 

She  told  me  that  Mr.  James  Blair,  in 
wheea  family  my  father  waa  brought  up, 
was  for  tin  t  timea  qjuite  a  wealthy  man 
who  ha<l  IiIh  monoy       a  rnut r;i<-tui-  in 

building  canals.  1  think  he  had  no  childreu 
of  his  own.  My  father's  great  snbition 
waa  to  get  a  eoUege  education  and  Ifr. 

Blair  had  always  promised  to  give  it  to 
him  but  just  before  thp  time  hf  was  to  go, 
Mr.  Blair  lost  hij^  fortune  in  sumo  uufort- 
nnate  buaineaa  ventore  and  my  father, 
nothing  daunted,  detomined  to  havo  llio 
ooUc^ro  cmir!»p  anyway  and  earnpd  the  moiun* 
to  do  so  by  his  own  exertions.  1  think  he 
taught  aehoel  aome  at  tiiis  period. 

li^  mother  aevor  lived  at  Granville  ez* 
eept  at  the  time  elie  wns  attending  school 
there. 

I  am  certain  that  the  date  of  his  death 
was  December  20,  1864,  and  not  "Deeem- 
ber  30,  1864,"  aa  engraved  on  the  tomb- 
stone and  not  in  1865,  as  was  to  be  inferred 
from  the  .Tiidfr*?  rojrwill  story.  T  think  th:it 
tho  Judgv  repeated  this  story  from  memory 
and  got  mixed  in  tiie  date.  I  have  a  faint 
recollection  of  my  mother  telling  the  inci- 
pient related  by  Mr.  Klio-hs,  but  he  certainly 
did  not  llio  directly  as  a  result  of  that  trip 
although  he  may  have  developed  an  attack 
of  pnennumia  fiom  it,  the  after  effeeta  of 
which  may  have  weakened  his  system  to 
such  an  extent  th.it  rendered  him  an  easy 
prey  to  the  typhoid  which  later  attacked 
him  and  caused  bis  death. 

I  am  veiy  grateful  to  the  society  for  tlw 
interest  they  took  in  re  wttinp  the  prave- 
stone  and  restoring  the  grave  to  good  con-

Dear  Brother: 
In  eompliawce  with  70111  reqoert  made  to 

me  on  several  oeeasioni,  that  I  write  you 
coneerninq:  the  brothers  who  composed  the 
Grand  Chapter  (as  the  governing  body  of 
our  fraternity  was  'known,  when  the  Con- 
vention of  the  fraternity  was  not  in  eeanon), 
I  filiall  ondeavor  to  comply  witli  yotir  rrqnrst. 
fully  realizing  my  inability  to  draw  pen  pic- 
tures of  the  brothers  with  whom  I  was  asso- 
eiated  with  in  the  Grand  Chapter  from  1870 
to  181W,  in  which  later  year  this  branch  of 
our  orfjanizntion  was  Icfrislatod  out  of  office 
and  the  new  system  of  government  —  not 
eonridered  1>7  them  as  soeh — was  inaugu- 
rated. 

Standing  out  tno^t  ]>ronuu<'iitly  iiliovc  all 
others  among  the  early  members  of  the 
Orand  Chapter  as  it  was  orgajiized  in  1870, 
were  William  Boyee  Alien,  '66,  Eugene  L. 
Bnsli,  ,  '67,  William  Henry  Clark,  '69,  and 
Fred  Lacy  T*Tiflerhil1.  '70.  nil  of  T^j.^ilon 
Chapter,  New  York  Free  Academy  and  after- 
wards known  as  the  College  of  the  City  of 
New  York.  These  brothers  had  been  in 
eloHC  tniu'h  in  the  early  days  of  tho  existence 
of  tlieir  chapter  with  the  brothers  who 
formed  the  Alpha  Cliapter  of  the  fraternity, 
the  Grand  Chapter — or  G.C.,  as  it  was 
.known  for  brevity's  sake  —  and  imbil>ed 
from  thorn  the  old  tradition*!  and  customs 
of  our  beloved  fraternity  and  which  they  and 


their  sueeessors  faitiifully  endeavored  to 
follow  fdigioiuly  and  to  uphold  in  the  old 

chapters  and  to  implant  in  tho  new  one? 
tliey  were  oryani/eil.  The  ^lig-htcst  eiiange 
uecideutaliy  ur  iuteutioually  indulged  in  by 
any  chapter  in  liie  ritual  of  initiation  of 
members  or  iartallation  of  officers  by  any 
chapter  was  severely  f  rown*  d  on  and  the 
chapter  was  liable  to  t>c  reprimanded  by  the 
G.  C;  any  attempt  to  initiate  or  follow  soias 
otbtt  fraternity  or  to  do  aomefhing  ia  ths 
colIe)>e  world  simply  because  some  other 
fraternity  did  so,  met  with  Cfptal  disapproval 
and  the  admouitiou  that  we  are  not  uieiubers 
of  A.  R  or  C  D.,  but  we  wen  membere  of 
the  Fkatemity  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  that 
we  were  peneris  and  that  we  should 
not  copy  anything  from  A.  C.  D.  or  aay 
other  fraternity. 

In  writing  about  the  fraternity  the  way 
to  address  it  was  Tho  Fraternity  of  Phi 
Gnmmfj  T>elfa  and  not  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
Fraternity.  The  chapters  wheu  writing  to 
any  of  them  or  speaking  of  them  were  kaom 
as  the  Xi  (  liMpter  and  not  Gettysburg  Chap- 
ter, or  the  Delta  Chapter  and  not  the  Buck 
nell  Chapter.  These  rules  were  strictly  en- 
forced by  the  members  of  the  G.  C. 

I  ears  not  to  comment  on  the  prosent  day 
method  prevalent.  The  greatest  atieUsr  for 
observinjj  and  adhprinfj  to  our  own  custama 
among  all  and  above  all  was  Brother  William 
Boyee  Allen,  who  was  mainly  respoBsIUs 
for  the  establishment  of  the  chapter  at  the 
Xew  York  Free  Acade^my,  as  the  College  of 
the  City  of  New  York  was  then  called,  and 
had  at  that  time  chapters  of  the  Alidis 
Delta  Phi,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  Clii 
Psi,  in  fact  in  mentioning  these  fraternities 
in  an  nrtieic  eonceniing'  my  fniternitT.  T 
feel  a  bit  guilty  of  having  broken  one  01  the 
customs  of  my  fraternity  aa  they  were  in* 
stilled  in  me  by  those  Imthers.  Bretiisr 
Allnn,  like  nearly  all  the  men  with  rnrr  ex- 
ceptions in  Upsilon  (Chapter,  City  College, 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  know 
where  the  Greek  letters  belong  for  ehapterai 
were  nearly  all  native  born  New  Yorkers. 
Brother  Allen  was  of  Qnnker  parentage  of 
which  he  was  very  proud,  up  almost  to  the 
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time  of  his  death  and,  while  holding  the  po- 
litioiw  of  fkdgbt  agent  of  tihe  White  Star 
Lno  And  agmt  of  the  Wilson  Line  of 
steamer?,  alwnys  found  time  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  to  fre- 
ipwiitty  attend  the  conventions,  which  as* 
Mttblafw  of  the  f tateniity  are  now  ealled 
Ekklesiai.  He  was  short  in  stature,  with 
curly  black  hair,  carrier!  himself  in  a  iliff 
nified  manner,  always  a  gentleman,  and  was 
ia  every  aeme  »  troe  ariatoent  and  would 
not  stand  for  ftOTthing  that  was  in  the 
.sli^fhtcst  flcfrrro  a  reflection  upon  hi;?  honor 
or  that  of  his  fraternity.  He  was  the  htud 
of  the  G.  C.  for  many  years.  He  died  in 
1883. 

Brother  William  H.  Clark  I  place  next  in 
thf  dM  G.  C  as  having  done  most  to  advance 
the  interests  of  oiur  beloved  order  and  to 
ne  that  its  traditions  and  euatoma  were 
religiously  carried  oat.  Brother  Clark,  like 
BrotluT  Allt'ii,  Tvas  a  trativc  New  Yorker, 
the  son  of  a  wealthy  wholesale  dry  goods 
merchant.  He  was  over  six  feet  in  height, 
8  feet  4  inehea  to  he  nearly  aeemrate.  He 
was,  like  Brother  Allen,  also  a  born  aristo- 
rmt,  am!  waiitod  to  sec  his  fraternity  the 
best  in  the  country  and  gave  up  mueh  of 
hit  time  and  money  to  advance  the  eaose  of 
the  ftateraity.    He  had  studied  law  at 

Columbia  T^aw  School  and  ]iracti<H'.l  at  the 
Xew  York  bar.  beinjr  in.  pnrtueruhip  up  to 
the  time  of  hiii  death  with  Brother  Bushe, 
another  of  the  early  members  of  the  G.C. 
ft*  1S70.  Mrs.  Clark,  whom  I  met  for  the 
first  time  in  1874,  when  she  accompanied 
brother  Clark  to  attend  the  Convention  held 
in  Ohailottesville,  told  me^  after  Brother 
Clark's  death,  that  she  had  insisted  on  their 
taking  a  house  in  Staton  Island  so  that 
Brother  ftark  would  not  (ievote  so  ninch  nf 
his  time  to  the  fraternity.  iShortly  after- 
vaida  ha  resigiied  from  the  Gk  C.  and  de- 
clined to  serve  any  longer.  He  also  presided 
as  head  of  the  G.  d  for  several  years.  He 
died  in  1889. 

It  was  during  Brother  BoAo'e  term  aa 
Historian,  of  the  0. 0.  that  the  present  oer- 
tifi(-at<»  of  rncmbfrship  was  adopted  and 
which  was  changed  by  the  Board  of  Axchons 


in  1899  and  later,  about  three  ycors  ago,  was 
ehaaged  back  to  the  original  aa  adopted 
some  time  in  1S73  or  thereahonts.   He  was 

also  a  native  Yorker  and  religiously  kt  j  t 
the  records  of  every  member  iaitiut«d 
into  the  fraternity,  also  a  liat  of  aU  the 
offleera  eleetod  in  the  esveral  ehapters  and 

thf  G.  C.  lie  did  much  to  continue  the 
work  that  the  Jefforson  Poiindprs  had 
started.  Ho  divided  his  spare  time  from 
hia  ofBeo  between  the  Fraternity  of  Phi 
Gamma  Polta's  affaiia  and  amateur  drama- 
tics, of  which  he  was  extremely  fond  and 
showed  quite  a  talent.  He  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Hnrray  Hill  Amateur  Dra- 
matie  Glub^  than  wUeh  in  its  day  none 
ranked  better  as  a  social  and  dramatic  club. 
Brother  Pnshe  also  was  one  of  the  charter 
members  of  the  Larchmont  Yacht  Club  and 
to<di  an  aetivo  part  in  yaehtiag.  He  waa  at 
one  time  commissioner  of  the  New  York 
City  A(iiicdiict.    He  diod  in  1917. 

lu  the  early  days  of  the  G.  C,  as  it  existed 
shortly  after  its  establishment ^in  New  York| 
it  held  its  meetings  at  Brother  Bushe 'e  home 
whicii  lie  iiiadi'  with  hig  two  apittSter  sisters 
at  4.'!  Lafayctto  riai'o,  known  iXf>  the  Ori- 
ental, which  was  a  sort  of  family  hotel; 
here  later  Colonel  Monnell  redded  with  his 
mother  and  sisters  winle  he  was  a  student 
at  Cohimhia  and  later  became  a  Phi  Gamma 
l>olta  at  ('olninl)ia.  T  ronu'iuluT  thc^K-  nu.'ot- 
iugs  with  a  great  deal  uf  [dea^ture,  fur  it 
was  about  '72,  that  I  became  first  oanneeted 
with  the  G.  0.,  and  after  eaeh  meeting, 
wliii  li  were  held  monthly,  we  adjourned  to 
the  BhalLespeare  Inn  on  12th  St.,  just  off 
of  Broadway,  to  baye  a  WdUh  ranUt  and 
n  mug  of  boss.  This  waa  done  in  modern^ 
tion,«"for  moderate  things  endure."  The 
faint  lilies  trarinfj  out  the  letters  Plii,  (iiun- 
ma,  Delta,  which  spread  over  the  entire  cer- 
tificate of  membership,  weio  original  with 
hhn.  He  died  shortly  aft.  r  Brother  Clark 
and  at  the  latt<  r'n  funeral,  held  in  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Prcsbytfriaa  Church,  wliich  he  and 
I  attended,  hi^  grief  was  painfnl  to  wit* 
nesa,  for  the  friendship  vihUk  dart  and 
Undcrhill  felt  for  eaeh  other  was  that  of 
Damon  and  Pythias.    I  might  add  also 
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that  he  was  oi  Quaker  stock,  but  Uke  Will

Ileplying'  to  your  request  concerning  my 
eoaiitictioa  with  the  Graud  Cimpter  to  the 
tin«  of  Itt  hting  Mpeneded  li^  the  Boaard 
of  Aiebons  estaliHshed  by  the  50th  conven- 
tion of  the  fraternity,  it  is  niy  pleasure  to 
•tate  that  from  mj  election  by  the  general 
meeting  of  the  brothece  held  in  New  York 
CSty  on  fhe  tiet  Tnendey  in  Oetolier  of 

1S72  until  it  ceased  to  exist  as  an  orpiniza- 
tion  in  1898' — with  the  exception  of  the 
year  ini  which  mj  father  ditid  —  1  was  a 
member  of  that  body,  being  elected  tihereto 
every  two  years  to  servo  for  two  years. 

I  well  remember  the  first  nu-etin);  of  that 
body  in  1872  which  wa»  held  in  the  room  of 
Brother  Fred  Laeey  Uttdertdll  la  the  Ori- 
etttel,  at  No^  48  Lef^jette  PkMe,  New  Toih 
C?ity,  now  Lafayette  Street,  who  at  that 
time  may  have  been  the  head  of  the  chnpttr 
and  tiiat  at  its  adjournment,  after  giving 
serloue  thought  end  debate  to  sobjeete  of 
importanee  submitted  to  us  by  the  eoUego 
chajfters,  we  repaired  to  the  Shakespeare 
Inn,  then  in  a  one-story  building  eonstrueted 
in  tbe  baek  yards  of  tiro  brildinge  en 
Broftdtray,  entraaee  to  whleh  ivas  gained  on 
East  12th  Street,  where  we  indulged  our- 
selves in  Welsh  rarebits  and  bass  ale  until 
the  early  morning  of  the  next  day,  which 
euetom  was  continued  for  the  entire  period 
of  its  cxistenee,  only  later  the  place  of  ri 
freahnient  was  necessarily  chnngeil.  Tin- 
refreshments  we  paid  with  our  own  money 
and  not,  as  some  of  our  chapters  led  them- 
selvea  to  believe,  at  the  expense  of  the 
fratemily. 


Among  the  members  of  Upsiion  and 
Omega  ehapleni  fir^jirtfaig  tte  ^OL  wis 
W.  1L  ABsQ  of  the  elaae  of  m,  M  aid 

foremost  Fiji,  whose  whole  soul  and  life 
Wiia  wrapi>ed  up  in  the  fraternity  and  wbo 
made  eveiy  effort  to  impretis  upon  it  tite 
dignity  whkh,  in  spite  ef  hie  *eri  aal 
siil^t  figure,  he  possessed.  He  at  that  time 
WHS  employed  as  the  freight  agt-nt  of  the 
White  Star  Line  and  to  us  younger  men 
seemed  to  make  as  fed  bj  hit  m  aeOess 
the  importanee  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  ia  the 
fraternity  world.  T  can  only  give  you  the 
names  of  these  earlier  members,  as  a  fair 
de«eription  of  each  of  them  would  hardly 
aoAee  and  it  weald  require  too  maA  spaes 
for  you  to  publish.  Among  theiK  werd 
Brother!*  (\  JT.  Smith,  E.  L.  Bu«he,  F.  W. 
Angel,  Walter  Howe,  W.  H.  Clark,  whose 
name  I  ean  not  lei  go  williOQt  referring  to 
Ua  eathnsiaaafty  whose  wife  ftiuad  It  aeeei^ 
sary  to  change  their  abode  from  New  Yoiik 
City  to  Staten  Island  to  endeavor  to  loose 
him  from  active  part  in  the  counsels  of  the 
fraternity  and  who  imbued  me  with  tbe 
aame  q»iiit.  There  wae  alao  O.  BL  Oaj, 
who  financed  the  fraternity  eatnlopne  of 
1878,  taking  many  years  for  the  fraternity 
to  re-iml}urBe  him.  I  must  mention,  among 
ethere,  M.  S.  Tnly,  I>.  D.  Lloyd,  the  diaauir 
tist;  A  H.  AJker,  C.  E.  Lydecker,  W.  B. 
Atterbiiry.  and  many  others,  either  repre- 
senting Upsiion  or  Omega,  for  many  of 
these,  Hke  myself,  had  affiliated  with  Omega 
from  Upsiion  when  we  eateied  Cohunlna. 
Law  Schddl.  From  Omepi  came  B.  V.  Ko- 
maine,  W.  H.  Conover,  Qeorge  W,  Carr,  and 
many  others.

The  first  important  work  done  by  the  G. 
C.  that  siu'ci'eded  Alphn  Chapter  after  its 
organization  wan  the  cuiupiiiug  and  publish- 
iag  of  the  fraternity  catalogue  of  1870. 
After  this  came  the  lithogiAptdog  of  the 
'■fiarter  to  ho  i<i'*>\(^d  when  a  new  chapter 
was  to  be  estabiii^bed,  in  place  of  the  printed 
durtar  Ib  hluA,  Wat  tad  red,  bearmg 
duped  baade*«ad  a  IjatiiL  motto.  Tfao  old 
estahlished  chnptcrs  know  what  this  h  sinc« 
tiiey  possess  them.  Next  eaine  but  some 
years  later  (about  three;  the  certificate  of 
Mwheraiiip  litiiognpbed  on  parduneitt  pft« 
per  heeded  irfth  a  design  of  the  book  hande 
•ad  rayj",  inscription  in  Orwk  type,  written 
J.  Battel!  of  Upsilon  Chapter,  the 
0mk  eonveted  and  properly  aeoentoated 
V  Ihe  late  Prof  amor  Speneer  of  Greek  at 
the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  which 
was  aftt'rw.'inl.s  changed  by  the  Board  of 
Archons  and  subsequently  changed  back  to

Amon^  the  presidinjf  officers  of  the  New 
York  Grand  Chapter  were  W.  Boyee  Allen, 
aCJT.Y.  'M;  W.  H.  Clark,  CCJr.T.  >W; 
Frank  Keek,  aON.T.  *7&,  hwl  jear  of  the 
G.C.'s  existenre;  C.  E.  Lydccker,  C.C.N. Y. 
71;  Fred  LBcy  Underhill,  C.C.N.Y.  70; 
Purdy  Van  Vliet,  C.C.N.Y.  '81 ;  Edward  F. 
CUa,  OUmaUn  'M;  JTehn  K.  Geie,  0^hmi> 
hie  '8S;  W.  U  Hasen,  Columbia  '83,  and 
Hugo  J.  Walther.  '^nl  imlia  'S.l. 

The  O.  C.  in  New  York  also  establisbea 
cad  leqnifed  Saitintimi  retoroe  to  be  for- 
wnrded  to  It  of  aMmhete  initiated  hj  the 


various  cha}>ter<)  and  Eugene  L.  Bushe,  C.C. 
N.Y.  '67,  who  w.is  Historian  of  the  O.  0., 
kept  an  accurate  record  oi'  tliese  in  a  sep- 
arate book  for  tiiat  purpose  aa  well  at  n 
book  kept  for  timt  pnrpoee  of  the  namea  and 
addre«5?os  of  the  various  officers  elected  from 
time  to  time  by  the  various  chapters,  which 
beoka  were  eoaeeieDtloualy  kept  by  the  vari> 
one  liittoriaiia  who  eneceeded  Brother  Biidie 
for  whom  it  may  be  said  that  he  retained 
the  office  ns  ]oT\g  as  ho  could  be  ]>crsuaded 
to  hold  it,  that  was  more  than  six  years. 

The  meetinge  of  our  ^pter  were  hdd  on 
the  Gaturday  evening  of  each  month,  and 
they  were  hcM  none  too  often  for  the 
amount  of  work  tluit  the  chapters  placed 
upon  u^  no  matter  what  others  may  say  to 
the  contrary;  I  wonder  how  tlie  du^tere 
get  along  now  with  the  Board  of  Archone 
meeting  at  the  most  only  four  times  a  year. 

The  old  G.  C.  at  Cauonsburg  had  estab- 
liahed  the  system  of  reqairing  efanpter 
to  render  aannally  n  report  of  the  naoMe 
of  the  officers  elected  each  yenr,  the  number 
of  members  elected  in  the  year,  losses  of 
membership  either  by  death,  graduation,  or 
iriio  ma/  have  left  eollego  for  any  reaaonay 
and  the  number  of  letters  written  and  the 
number  received  from  the  different  chapters, 
and  from  these  reports  was  made  one  eoneoli- 
dated  report  of  them  and  a  copy  thereof 
•ent  to  eeeh  diapter.  Ton  ean  well  nnder* 
stand  what  a  lot  of  labor  this  required. 

Conventions  at  first  were  held  biannually, 
but  as  the  fraternity  increased  in  number  of 
dbkptere  it  waa  deemed  neeeeaaiy  to  make 
them  annnaL  The  O.  C.  had  the  eamo  reprs* 
sentation  as  the  college  chapters— two  dele- 
gates, one  of  whom  called  the  convention  to 
order.  The  eomniitt4^  on  credentials  having 
■eported  what  ehnptera  were  repreeented,  n 
committee  from  them  representing  the  dif- 
ferent states  waa  appointed  and  they  in 
turn  nominated  the  officers  for  the  conven- 
tion. In  no  inetenee  wee  it  permitted  for 
»  G.C.  delegate  to  be  eleeted  the  preeldiag 

officer,  or  in  any  Tray  to  appoint  the  mem- 
bers of  tilt'  st>\('ral  (oiiiiuittecs.

elected  to  nttand  the  biennial  or  annual  eou' 
ventiott  and  it  waa  voted  to  pay  half  the  fare 

of  each  drlrfrntf  to  the  convention. 

Tho  amount  of  money  collect^<l  to  rtin  thf» 
fraternity  was  of  such  a  size  that  one  is 
ashamed  to  have  to  saj  that  even  that 
amount  was  hard  to  eoUeet  from  the 
chapters.

**Pang, "  as  he  is  also  known,  began 
his  college  fraternity  activities  as  the 
leader  of  a  neutral  organization  at 
Syracuse.  Through  his  efforts  a  char- 
ter in  Phi  Gamma  Delta  was  secured 
by  a  petitioning  body  and  Sigina  Xu 
Chapter  was  added  to  the  roster  in  the 
spring  of  1901.

J.  EARLE  DUNFORD 
Chief  of  Sexjtion  V 

SECTION  Five's  chief,  upon  com- 
iiitf  world wnnl  July  2,  1892,  re- 
ceived the  name  Junius  Earle  Dun- 
ford,  and  today 
that's  what  he  has 
printed  on  his  legal 
blanks  in  Rich- 
mond, Vir{,''iuia, 
but  to  the  boys  he 
})layed  with  while 
in  school  in  three 
states,  and  to  the 
Fijis  who  listen  to 
his  words  of  wis- 
dom in  the  Old 
Dominion  now,  he 
is  untarnished  "Pete,"  and  that's  all. 

"Pete"  rode  the  royal  purple  goat 
at  Bethel  College  in  the  fall  of  IJHO. 
Two  3'ears  later  he  went  to  Richmond, 
there  affiliating  with  Rho  Chi  Chaj)- 
ter  at  Richmond  College,  now  the 
University  of  Richmond.  For  the 
191()-1{)17  session,  while  he  was  at- 
tending the  university  law  school,  he 
was  elected  head  of  the  chapter. 

Upon  completing  his  law  course  in 
the  spring  of  1!)17,  he  found  if  he 
went  straight  to  an  office  he  would 
miss  some  fireworks  then  being  pre- 
sented in  France.  After  some  time 
in  a  training  camp,  he  was  ap|)ointed 
a  first  lieutenant,  with  Coujpany  A, 
313th  Infantry,  7!)th  Division.  On 
September  29,  1918,  he  was  wounded 
in  action,  sent  to  a  hospital  and  pro- 
moted to  a  captaincy,  but  he  had  no 
chance  to  use  it,  for  the  war  was  al- 
most over. 


"Pete"  was  made  Section  Chief  by 
the  Board  of  Archons  just  after  tb( 
Birmingham  Ekklesia. 

Many  things  could  be  told  of  him. 
interesting  and  true.  For  iustaacc 
his  singing  and  speaking  voices  an 
an  ahnost  girlish  tenor,  but  he  hii 
sustained  broken  bones  in  bunches 
through  football.  He  is  bom  aad 
trainetl  a  Southern  gentleman,  but  lie 
worked  his  way  through  college  by 
both  mental  and  physical  labor.  He 
is  fastidious  in  his  friendships,  but  be 
has  done  more  to  win  "goats"  for 
the  fraternity  than  any  other  on* 
alumnus  of  Rho  Chi.  He's  a  surprise 
stor>'  from  O.  Henry,  prefaced  with 
a  grin ;  a  Beau  Brummel  in  wound 
stripes.

Chiep  op  Section  X 

MU  CHAPTER  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  whence  came  Cal 
Chambers,  Charlie  Bartlett,  Max 
Griffith,  Dick  Jones,  and  a  host  of 
other  ardent  Fijis,  is  responsible  for 
Edward  F.  Pritzlaff,  popularly  yclept 
"Eddie." 

He  was  bom  in  Milwaukee  in  1895 
and  entered  Wisconsin  in  the  fall  of 
1914.  Following  his  initiation  he  was 
elected  'I"  and  served  as  chainnan 
of  the  house  committee.

There  may  be  some  Fiji  "nuttier" 
over  his  frateniity  than  Max,  but  we 
doubt  it. 

Max  first  worshipped  at  the  shrine 
of  Delta's  star  at  Mu  Chapter  in 
February,  1896.  Then  began  a  long 
and  glorious  service  for  Phi  Gamma 
Delta. 

He  was  one  of  the  men  who  put  a

Chief  op  Section  XIV 

ALONG  line  of  Irish  ancestry  is 
back  of  James  Sarsfield  Sheehy, 
Fiji  chieftain  of  the  Oregon  chapters. 

'*Jimmie"  is  the  youngest  of  the 
Section  Chiefs,  having  been  bom  as 
recently  as  November  20,  1896. 

In  high  school  he  was  a  "right 
smart  lad,"  having  been  president  of 
the  senior  class,  and  captain  of  the 
baseball  and  soccer  team.s.  "Jim- 
mic"  was  pledged  to  Epsilon  Omicron 
Chapter  as  a  shivering,  shaking  high 
school  sophomore  in  the  daj's  when 

high  school  pledg- 
ing was  allowed. 

He  entered  the 
University  of  Ore- 
gon in  the  fall  of 
1914.  He  was 
"T."  of  the  chap- 
ter in  1915  and 
1916  and  "E."  in 
1917,  and  repre- 
sented his  chapter 
at  the  1917  Ekkle-

A  recent  Section 
Convention  voted  that  all  its  chapters 
post  on  their  hnlletin  hoards  through- 
out the  entire  year, 
copies  of  the  oom* 
petition  blanks. 

"We  are  not 
half  so  interested/' 
say  the  minntee^ 
winning  the 
cap,  aa  we  are  that 
every  member 
the  chapter  knows 


eontinnnlly  just 
wliat  }ie  has  to  do 
in  a  hundred  ways, 
to  win  it."  Chap- 
ters are  thinking 
in    terms   of  the 
many  exactions.    Good  chapters  are. 
And  that's  what  makes  it  hard  to  pick 
a  winner  and  hard  to  disappoint  ten 
or  a  doeen  chapters  that  have  fallen 
short  by  only  the  slightest  of  margins. 

The  enp  is  awarded  on  the  basis  of 
two  past  years'  aehievement.  Next 
year  a  chapter  will  win  on  its  past 
three  year's  work  and  thereafter  the 
enp  will  go  every  year  to  the  chapter 
maintainig  the  best  grade  thrmighoat 
a  fonr-year  generation.   Also  today 
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the  race  is  determined  on  a  mathe- 
malical  basis  that  mmt  chaptei*s  be- 
lieve to  be  as  nearly  iair  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  determine.  The  size  of  the 
college  and  tlie  number  of  competitoni 
for  honors  arc  considered.  And  as 
usual,  fifty  percent  depends  upon  Fiji 
seholastio  ability  renm  that  of  all 
men  in  the  school ;  twenty^flve  pereent 
depends  npon  college  activities  and 
traty-five  pereent  is  deroted  to  the 
lelationship  of  the  ehapter  and  the 
natioDal  fraternity. 

To  win  the  enp  or  to  c<Mne  dose, 
ehapters  must  do  well  in  three  re- 
spects. Illinois  did  just  that.  And 
ao  did  about  nine  others.  The  chap- 
tor  sendiri'T  in  the  higb^t  total  num- 
ber of  points  for  campus  activities  re- 
ccjvrd  25  porcfnt.  Illinois  Ifd  the 
entire  field  in  this  respeet.  \Visc(iM- 
ain,  Iowa,  Pittsburgh,  Ohio  JSlate,  Sy- 
racus*'.  Michigan,  and  many  others 
Loiitributed  splendidly  in  this  ivvpcct 
But  some  of  thi<<  number  collapsed 
under  either  other  clivisiuu  to  such  an 
extent  that  their  final  total  average 
Ml  short.  In  fact,  when  the  commit- 
tee redEoned  the  percentages  under 
the  second  division  —  fraternity  rela- 
tionship,  standings  were  so  altered 
that  but  fifteen  chapters  maintained 
sufficient  totals  as  to  still  be  in  the 
numiiii;.  Worcester  Tech.,  last  year's 
winner,  tamed  in  a  perfect  25.  Close 
behind  came  Maine,  Denisou,  Wiscon- 
sin, Idaho,  Allegheny,  and  Illinois. 
Then  when  the  chapter  scholarTship 
irns  fifrured  the  race  settled  down  to 
a  tine  point  nnd  Wnbnsb.  with  a  12 
percent  iM'ttor  average  than  the  rest 
of  the  men  on  its  campus,  was  given 


the  honor  lead  in  the  third  division, 
it  g"t  a  perfect  50. 

Though  three  difYerent  chapters  led 
in  the  three  fields,  Illinois  had  the  best 
total  average.  W,  P,  I.  fell  in  schol- 
arship and  activities.  Wabash  lost 
through  its  fraternity  relationship, 
and  Wiseonsin,  though  not  a  division 
leader,  was  so  consistently  good  in 
all  three  respects  as  to  finish  in  seeood 
place.  Thon^  W.  P.  I.  and  Dart- 
mouth were  given  7.5  and  5  pointa 
respectively,  for  their  record  of  the 
year  before,  their  totals  were  not  quite 
sufficient  to  land  them  on  top.  And 
five  newcomers,  who  did  not  figure 
prominently  in  1920-21,  sailed  into 
port  on  the  ba^is  of  uv.  rw  helming 
percentages  dnrin<r  11)21-22.  Illinois 
was  a  strong  tirst :  Wisconsin  n  crind 
second,  and  Wabash  and  Maine  tied 
fop  third  place.  Then  eame  Idnlio, 
Dartmouth,  Worcester,  Alahaiuu,  Al- 
legheny, Dcnison,  and  liuekuell. 

These  tea  lines  of  the  recent  contest 
are  worthy  df  note: 

1.  Wabash,  a  college  of  four  hun- 
dred men,  could  have  won  with  a  bet- 
ter fraternity  rdationahip  grade. 
'Which  proves  that  the  small  college 
chapter  can  win  the  Cheney  Cup  even 
under  the  new  eligibility  rules  which 
affect  the  activities  division. 

2.  Due  to  no  reasons  or  fault  of 
their  own,  good  chapters  at  Michigan, 
Ohio  State,  Pittsburgh,  and  elsewhere 
cannot  be  given  the  credit  they  deserve 
because  the  university  authorities  do 
not  supply  the  necessary  registrar's 
data  on  sehnlarship.  Ohio  Stnte,  for 
instance,  did  something  in  a  scholar- 
ship way  which  deserves  rcc(^ition 
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we  cannot  give  until  the  university 
helps  us  more  than  it  does  at  present. 

3.  The  almost  unanimous  response 
from  our  sixty-four  chapters  and  the 
remarkable  grade  made  by  most  of 
them  in  the  fraternity  relationship 
division  proves  that  the  Cheney  Cup 
is  fulfilling  its  mission  and  is  helping 
prove  the  already  well-known  fact 
that  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  the  one 
business-like  fraternity  that  cannot 


proved  its  finances  and  eliminated 
any  serious  individual  financial  irre- 
sponsibility. Chi  Iota  lost  no  points 
on  tone,  hospitality,  unity  or  tech- 
nique. It  studied,  paid,  played,  and 
lived  cleanly.  It  drew  praise  from 
President  Kinley  and  as  much  from 
Dean  Clark  who  has  no  fraternity 
reasons  for  his  feelings.  I  heard  the 
same  praise  in  other  Illinois  houses 
and  offices.   I  heard  it  in  other  chap-

stop  if  organization,  supervision,  and 
homogeneity  have  anything  to  do  with 
prestige.   Which  they  have! 

The  foregoing  story  of  the  competi- 
tion tells  the  story  of  Chi  Iota.  The 
record  is  all  the  more  worthy  because 
Brothers  Eckert,  Henr>',  and  Wurst 
opened  the  old  .«:tand  at  Champaign  in 
the  fall  of  '21  with  some  real  problems 
and  departed  the  following  spring 
with  things  in  Cheney  Cup  order. 

The  chapter  bent  over  forty  fra- 
teniities  for  scholarship  honors.  It 
did  big  things  on  a  big  campus.  It 
developed  splendid  freshmen.    It  im- 


ters.   And  to  forestall  that  battery  of 
Fijis  who  are  going  to  say, 
didn't  we  win  the  Cheney  Cupt"  I 
humbly  mutter  in  behalf  of  the  de- 
fense, 

1.  Go  to  Champaign  some  day  and 
give  Chi  Iota  the  test.  You'll  not 
find  it  en  retard. 

2.  The  committee  wishes  it  could 
award  at  least  ten  cups.  It  i^^n't 
much  of  a  margin  that  separates  doz- 
ens of  worthy  competitors.  Truly.

Teaching  Is  a  Man's  Job 

The  advantages  and  disadvantages, 
the  rewards  and  penalties,  of  a  public 
career  are  applicable  in  large  degree 
to  the  work  of  education.  After 
Brother  Baker's  excellent  treatment, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  recount  them.  I 
refer  you  to  his  article.  But  from 
the  professional  side  of  the  calling, 
something  remains  to  be  said.  Too 
many  men  think  of  the  work  of  the 


educator  as  cla.ss  room  teaching,  and 
since,  in  the  public  schools  at  least, 
this  is  being  done  very  generally  by 
women,  denominate  the  entire  occu- 
pation a  "woman's 
job."  The  fact  is, 
however,  that  never 
were  m  a  s  c  uline 
brains  needed  more 
than  today  to  plan 
and  execute  the 
scholastic  side  of 
educational  work ; 
but  more,  there  is 
the  greatest  need 
of  aggressive  and 
robust  leadership 
in  the  administra- 
tion of  both  our 
university  and  our 
public  school  sys- 
tems. The  best 
paid  municipal  of- 
ficer today  is  al- 
most universally 
the  city  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 
Potentially,  he  is  the  most  influential 
municipal  officer.  He  has  more  real 
power  to  determine  the  welfare  of 
the  community  than  the  mayor,  the 
chief  of  police,  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department.  If  j'our  own  school 
superintendent  has  not  actually  at- 
tained this  position,  it  is  because  he 
has  not  grasped  the  significance  of 
his  office.  Of  course,  he  is  no  financial 
magnate;  but  the  number  of  $10,000 
superintendents  is  steadily  increasing, 
and  there  are  plenty  of  other  super- 
intendents who  approach  that  figure, 
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when  their  various  1'  innate  perqui- 
sites aru  added  to  tiieir  cask  .salaries. 
Such  men  must  be  well  trained,  red- 
blooded  men,  honest  and  eourageous, 
lea^jr  to  fight  the  battle  of  the  ehil> 
dien,  or  to  co-operate  with  the  forces 
of  industrial  der^opment,  without 
fear  or  favor.  The  demand  that  he 
be  a  man  among  men  makes  it  im- 
perative that  the  pofiition  be  held  hy 
a  man,  and  yon  will  agree  that  ho 
must  be  a  real  man,  a  two-fisted,  virile 
male  of  the  best  Fiji  type. 

As  college  men,  we  are  all  to  somo 
d^ree  familiar  with  the  sort  of  de- 
mand involved  in  the  administration 
of  our  higher  institutions.  The  high- 
est type  of  trainiufj;  and  intellect  is 
demanded,  couided  with  ^ueh  sound 
bminess  jud^un-nt,  tiiat  our  S'ncee*^«- 
ful  coUeKo  presidents  are  more  and 
more  eomint?  to  exhibit  a  financial 
acumen  equal  to  the  attainments  of 
leaders  in  banking  and  finance.  But 
this  is  associated  with  qualities  of 
ealtnre  and  scholarship  that  give 
these  men  a  personal  influence,  and  a 
power  for  public  good  through  public 
utteranee^  that  ean  not  be  equalled  by 
any  mere  financial  magnate.  No  man 
need  be  aahanied  to  cherish  an  ambi- 
tioii  to  beeome  a  college  president 

No  Place  for  Weaiclings 

Enough  has  been  said  to  develop 

the  thoug:ht  that  teaching  is  not  now  a 
place  of  rpfu*re  for  the  "lame  dnck": 
yet  it  is  iusf  ns  well  to  emphasize  the 
statement.  One  reason  for  a  irreator 
number  of  women  *in  our  hi<rh  seliools, 
is  that  employers  are  saying  vehe- 


mently that  a  troud  woman  is  worth 
more  thuu  a  pour  man,  and  whtu  ii 
comes  to  such  a  choice,  the  wumau 
wins.  But  the  good  man  is  welcomed 
as  never  before.  Ten  years  ago,  no 
employer  would  have  dreamed  of  pay- 
ing an  inexperienced  lad,  just  gradu- 
ated from  college,  a  salary  of  ^»000 
for  ten  months'  work,  but  last  June, 
in  Cornell  University  at  least,  there 
could  not  be  found  enough  men  to  fill 
the  demands  that  came  in  from  high 
schools  for  men  at  salaries  ranging 
from  eifrhteen  hundred  to  twen^-two 
hundred  dollars.  But  the  proviso  was 
that  these  men  should  have  indicated  * 
their  virility  thronprh  participation  in 
athletics,  ov  similar  strenuous  exer- 
cises. The  spineless  men,  the  "weak 
sisters,"  were  left  out,  jnst  as  they 
Would  he  eliminated  from  any  other 
highly  trained  sort  of  business. 

Nothing  here  written  must  be  inter- 
preted to  mean  that  the  scholar  is  less 
needed  in  school  ot  college  than  be- 
fore. Rather,  the  need  for  thorough, 
productive  scholarship  is  greater  than 
has  been  known  in  the  past.  In  both 
the  univeisity  and  the  secondary 
school  the  man  who  prefers  to  spend 
his  life  in  the  world  of  books,  or  in 
research  in  laboratory  or  shop,  is  de- 
finitely in  demand.  But  there  is  more 
emphasis  being  laid  upon  actual 
achievement  than  in  former  years. 
The  dreamer  has  a  rather  harder  time, 
and  this  tendency  is  in  some  respects 
unhappy.  Yet  the  insi.«?tence  npon 
rpf5ults  is  makin-jT  the  work  more  at- 
tractive to  men  of  real  constructive 
ideas,  whether  in   art,  letters,  or 
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science.  Certainly  the  great  number 
of  riicii  drawu  into  industry  from  the 
college  faculties  during  the  war 
period,  and  who  rt'iuuninl  ;ii  uuiustry 
because  they  were  eminently  success- 
ful there,  has  had  u  two- fold  effect: 
(1)  It  has  given  the  college  professor 
«  njBW  respeet  Iwd  reoognitioxi  he  had 
never  bqfore  received ;  and  (2)  it  has 
depleted  the  ranks  of  the  ooUege  in- 
stmetional  etstSa,  so  that  first  class 
men  are  finding^  it  earner  to  gain  pro- 
motion and  recognition  than  in  the 
paat  There  will  be  plmty  of  rona 
in  our  best  miivendties  for  first  class 
men  for  many  years  to  come. 

Need  Thoroii^  Prepaiation 

\^ther  aa  result  of  a  desire  to 
vender  a  public  service,  or  of  a  feeling 
that  the  work  of  the  educator  offers  a 
oongenial  field  of  life  work,  the  man 
looking  to  the  profession  mnst  realise 
that  thorough,  thongfatfiil  preparation 
is  necessary.  There  is  no  place  here 
for  a  discussion  of  this  phase  of  the 
work.  You  are  directed  to  the  profes- 
sor of  education  in  your  institution  for 
the  necessary  data.  But  be  sure  that 
you  can  not  attain  any  of  the  larger 
prizes  in  the  work.  unh>ss  you  lay 
your  phiTis  as  definitely  as  tliouirli  you 
were  going  to  capture  a  big  practice  in 
law  or  modieine. 

In  eonelusion,  then,  educators  today 
have  aii  opportunity  to  do  a  multi- 
form sort  of  work  which  gives  oppor- 
tunity for  both  the  man  of  thought 
and  the  man  of  action,  for  the  tactful 
diplomat  and  the  polished  scholar. 
The  financial  rewards  are  not  great, 
although  more  adequate  than  ever  be- 


fore in  tile  world's  history,  hut  the 
spiritual  eompensmtions  are  aJI  satis- 
fying for  the  true  eilueator. 

J*roi'essor  William  Lyon  Phelps  of 
Yale  says:  i  love  to  teach  as  a 
painter  loves  to  paint,  as  a  musician 
loves  to  play,  as  a  singer  loves  to 
sing,  as  a  strong  nmn  rejoices  to  nm 
a  race."  This  spirit  actuates  Ihe 
teacher  in  the  class  room,  and  the  ad> 
ministrator  in  his  office,  or  he  dos 
not  '^belong."  But  with  sudi  a 
spirit,  he  will  continually  find  a  j<qr 
in  his  opp<»tnnities,  and  feel  a  thaak- 
fulnesB  that  he  has  put  his  .hand  to 
the  noblest  work  of  all  the  centories, 
that  of  moulding  the  future  citizens 
of  this  nation,  and  so  of  shaping  her 
destinies^

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Meet  "Fighting  Joe",  Congressional  Medal  Man

He  deserves  a  hundred  pages. 

Ou  Joe's  husky  bosom  there  now 
reposes  a  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor,  the  highest  award  for  brav- 
ery at  the  disposal  of  the  United 
States. 

The  formal  award  took  place  re- 
cently in  Washington  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Pennsylvania  delega- 
tion in  Congress. 

Other  "trinkets''  in  Joe's  pos- 
session are  a  Distinguished  Ser\'ico 
Cross,  a  Croi.x  de  Guerre,  and  the 
British  ^ledal  of  Honor,  to  Siiy 
nothing  of  four  wound  stripes. 

A  hero?  Just  read  this  excerpt 
from  his  citation  in  the  general 
orders  of  the  War  Department : 

.Tost'ph  H.  Thompson,  colonel,  Fii«l<l 
Artillery  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  then 
major,  110th  Infantry,  28th  Division. 
For  conHpicuouK  i^llanfry  and  intrepidity 
alK»ve  ami  beyontl  tho  call  of  duty  in 
action  near  Ajiremont,  France,  Octol)or 
1,  191S.  Counterattacked  by  two  ref^i- 
ments  of  the  enemy,  Colonel  Thompson 
(then  major,  lioth  Infantry)  encouraged 
his  battalion  in  the  front  line  by  f«>n- 
slant ly  braving  the  hazardous  fire  of 
machine  guns  and  artillery.  His  courage 
was  mainly  responsible  for  the  hea\y  re- 
pubte  of  the  enemy.  Later  in  the  action, 
when  the  advance  of  hia  assaulting  com- 
panies was  held  up  by  fire  from  a  hostile 
machine-gun  nest  anil  all  but  one  of  the 
six  assaulting  tanks  were  disabled,  Major 
Thompson,  with  great  gallantry  and  cool- 
ness, rushed  forward  on  foot  three  scpar-

ate  times  in  advance  of  the  assaulting 
line,  under  heavy  machine-gun  and  anti- 
tank-gun fire,  and  UmI  the  one  remaining 
tank  to  within  a  few  yards  of  the  enemy 
machine-gim  nest  which  succeeded  in  re- 
ducing it,  thereby  making  it  possible  for 
the  Infantry  to  advance.  Residence  at 
appointment:  Patterson  Heights,  Beaver 
Falls,  Pa. 

Colonel  Thompson  used  to  cut 
capers  on  the  Pitt  football  field, 
where  he  stepped  so  high,  wide  and 
handsome  that  the  (pier}'  "Who 
tackled  Joe  Thtmipson?"  became 
a  classic  phrase.

And  Speaking  About 

Here  is  General  Pershing  pin- 
ning a  brand-new  D.  S.  C.  on  the 
breast  of  —  why,  bless  your  spot- 
where-the-Fiji-grows,  it's  none 
other  than  our  old  friend,  Colonel 
Cal  Chambers  (Wisconsin  '12),  as- 
sistant to  the  superintendent  of 
Culver  Military  Academy. 

Pershing  not  long  ago  paid  a 
visit  to  Culver  to  decorate  the  Fiji 
officer,  the  ceremony  taking  place 
on  the  parade  ground. 

Cal's  citation  is  a  bright  page 
from  the  history  of  the  Argonne 
Forest  fighting.  No  wonder  they 
gave  him  an  award  for  bravery ! 
Here  is  what  he  did : 

Charles  C.  Chambers,  lieutenant  colonel, 
Infantry  Of&oers'  Resierve  Corps,  then 
major,  135th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  37th 
Division.  For  extraordinary  heroism  in 
action  in  Bois  tie  Septsarges,  near  Mont- 
faucon,  Franco,  8opt«ml)er  26,  1918. 
While  voluntarily  (?oing  forward  on  a 
mission  of  establishing  liaison  between  a 
front-line  unit  of  his  own  division  and  the 
division  on  the  right.  Major  Cliambers  en- 
countered a  largo  number  of  men  falling

back  in  confusion,  badly  disorganizeil 
and  without  leaders,  as  a  result  of  a 
heavy  artillery  fire  and  machine-gun  flr« 
from  pill  boxes  in  the  woods  and  from  a 
strong  point  on  the  heights  beyond.  "With 
the  greatest  energy,  courage,  and  leader- 
ship, at  a  mo8t  critical  time  and  under  a 
heavy  fire,  he  reorganized  the  scattered 
troops,  put  them  in  trenches,  and  later  led 
them  forward,  overcoming  a  stubborn  re- 
sistance from  machine  guns,  drove  the 
enemy  from  his  position,  reestablished  the 
front  line  and  accomplished  his  liaison 
mission.  By  his  calmness,  decision,  and 
courage  he  inspired  great  confidence 
among  the  scattered  and  confused  troops. 
Residence  at  appointment:  1887  East 
Ninetieth  Street,  Cleveland,  Ohio.

Enters  Sumner  "Waite  (Maine 
'11). 

Several  weeks  ago  he  came  to 
Washington  from  Fort  Benniug, 
Georgia,  to  receive  a  Distinguished 
Service  Medal  from  no  less  a  per- 
sonage than  Secretary  of  War 
Weeks,  who  acted  as  the  represen- 
tative of  the  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  The  ceremony  took  place 
in  the  office  of  Secretary  Weeks  in 
the  presence  of  high  Anny  officers. 

Breathes  there  a  Fiji  whose  soul 
will  not  glow  with  pride  over  the 
record  of  achievement  related  in 
Major  Waite 's  citation? 

Sumner  Waite,  nmjor,  Infantry,  then 
major,  General  StaflF  Corps,  United  States 
Army.  For  exceptionally  meritorious  and 
(listinguittlicd  services.  As  Aasist-ant  Chief 
of  Staff,  0-2,  37th  Division,  from  August 
15,  1918,  to  October  1.3,  1918,  he  orp^an- 
ized  and  developed  a  splendid  intelli- 


gence system  by  which  he  kept  his  divi- 
sion commanders  constantly  well  in- 
formed of  the  enemy  on  his  front.  By 
the  skillful  direction  of  the  intelligence 
service  he  j)rovcd  a  material  factor  in  the 
successes  gained  by  his  division.  Aggres- 
sive and  resourceful,  he  proved  equal  to 
every  emergency.  Ijater  as  Assistant 
Cliief  of  Staff,  G-3,  of  the  same  divLsion, 
ho  demonstrated  high  professional  at- 
tainments, sound  tactical  judgment,  and 
keen  farsightedness.  He  at  all  times  dis- 
played assiduous  apjdication  to  each  iin- 
jiortant  task,  rendering  8er\'ices  of  signal 
worth  and  conspicuous  merit  in  a  posi- 
tion of  great  rcsjKtnsibility. 

An  unique  twist  to  these  war 
medal  stories  is  the  fact  that 
Colonel  Chambers  and  Major  Waite 
are  fast  friends. 

Indeed,  the  two  of  them  once  cel- 
ebrated a  Norris  Dinner  over  the 
remains  of  a  pig  killed  by  a  German 
shell  in  Belgium. 

It  is  not  recorded  whether  the  shell 
left  the  proper  places  on  the  pig 
kissable !

Eafltem  Member  of  Permanent  €!ominittee  on  £xten8ion  Dis-

pOLONIZATION 
Vjin  its  extreme 

form,  would  con- 
sist in  the  transifer 
of  a  xnuuber  of 
nndergra  dnate 
memberg  of  the 
fraternity  to  an  in- 
stitntion  in  which 
we  had  decided  to 
establish  a  chapter 
and  the  building 
up  of  a  petitioning' 
body  upon  this 
nucleus  of  men  al- 
nsiSj  thoroughly  imbued  with  the 
ideaky  cnttoma,  and  tradittoos  of  the 
fivtemity.  This  form  of  eolonization 
was  ivell  deaerihed  by  Brother  Charles 
W.  Henderson,  Chief  of  Seetion  XII, 
hi  a  leecnt  inae  of  this  magasine.  It 
seems  to  me  the  ideal  method  of  estab- 
liahing  a  chapter.  This  method  of 
eolonization  iS|  however,  not  only  not 
practicable  for  us  at  present  because 
it  is  likely  to  be  impossible  to  arrange 
the  transfer  of  the  active  members 
from  their  original  chapters  to  the 
institntiou  in  which  it  is  desired  to 
estjihlish  a  new  chapter,  but  it  is  a 
method  not  likely  to  be  needed  in  the

near  future  be- 
cause we  have  at 
present  petitions 
with  active  alumni 
support  in  most  of 
the  institutions 
which  we  would  be 
likely  to  consider 
seriously  for  some 
yeai-s  to  come. 

One  of  our  chief 
problems  in  devel- 
oping our  coloniza- 
tion policy  lies  in 
the  very  fact  that 
we  hare  an  astonisliiug  number  of 
prospective  petitions  in  one  stage  or 
another — well  over  twenty  at  pre- 
sent— most  of  whieh,  in  view  of  the 
conservative  attitude  of  the  fratern- 
ity, have  no  chance  whatever  of  secur- 
ing  a  charter. 

Some  of  these  which  have  no  ehance 
represent  wdl«m^t  but  ill-advised 
attempts  al<mg  eolonization  lines  by 
alumni  who  <'n-«'  nnt  of  touch  with  pre- 
vailing: sentiment  on  extension.  In 
fairness  to  so<^h  loejds,  most  of  which 
deserve  and  eoiild  tind  congenial  fra- 
ternity affiliations  elsewhere,  provi- 
sion should  be  made  at  the  Pittsburgh 
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Rkklflwa  for  offieiallj  notifying  them 
that  their  effort*  ahonld  be  direeted 
elsewhere.  This  aorting  out  of  the  list 
of  petitioning  bodies  into  a  large  one 
to  be  dropped  and  a  smaller  one  to  be 
fostered  will  represent  definite  pro- 
grees  in  developing  and  limiting  of 
our  coIoDization  efforts. 

There  seems  general  agreement  that 
colonization  in  this  sense  of  picking  a 
very  limited  number  of  fraternity 
tields  of  outRtan«lii»'j-  merit  in  whieh 
we  are  not  represented,  liiuiiTi^  loeals 
of  proper  slrt  iierth  or  founding  them 
and  then  backing  them  by  active 
neighl'uniig  chapter  'and  alumni 
support  until  they  are  in  shape 
for  endorsement  and  vote  is  the 
proper  adntion  of  our  extension 
problems. 

It  has  been  nsuslly  considered  that 
aside  from  thiy  goneral  colonisation 
plan  itself,  we  have  a  great  diversity 
of  opinion  as  regards  the  scope  and 
application  of  the  plan.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  any  such  great  diversity  of 
opinion  now  exists.  Some  years  ago 
we  had  a  larpre  element  of  out — and 
out — expansionists  and  an  equally 
Inrpre  elomnnt  of  out  —  and  —  ont 
anti-expansionishs.  The  nal  exjian- 
sionist  party  is  now  as  dead  as  the 
jtroverbial  dodo.  In  1800  we  ranked 
third  as  regards  number  of  eliapters. 
We  now  rank  ninth  in  spite  of  a 
chftnpe  in  our  list  from  forty  to  sixty- 
four  chapters  in  the  intervening 
thirty-three  years  —  a  growth  far 
greater  than  can  be  expected  dur- 
ing the  next  thir^-three  years.  It 
seems  qnite  certain  that  our  rela* 
tive  numerical  rank  will  continue 


to  decline.  Few  of  oar  members  doobt 
this  and  few  of  them  regret  it. 

Some  Points  o£  Agreement 

On  the  following  points  we  seem  in 
substantial  atrreoment : 

1.  I'hi  ( taiiima  Delta  is  and  wili  re- 
main a  national  frat'-mity  as  di'stin- 
guished  from  the  seeiional  fraternities 
such  as  Delta  Pw,  Delta  Phi,  Alpha 
Delta  Phi,  Psi  U,  northern  Kappa 
Alpha,  southern  Kappa  Aliilia,  and 
others;  but  will  remain  one  of  the 
smallest  and  most  conservative  of  the 
nationals, 

2.  Few  of  our  members  now  objeet 
on  principle  to  all  extension — noM 
who  has  a  personsl  knowledge  of 
chapters  like  Dartmouth,  Waflbing- 
ton,  Purdue,  or  Sewanee,  to  mentioB 
only  one  example  in  each  section  of 
our  suecessfnl  extension  since  1900. 

^  The  institutions  in  large  cities 
which  draw  mainly  from  the  city  itself 
are  in  increasing  disfavor  as  fields  for 
extension,  eapedaUy  with  those  who 
are  at  all  conversant  with  recent  dc- 
velopinents  in  ea«>tem  fraternity  insti- 
tutions of  the  sort  mentioned. 

4.  The  eastern  and  soutiiem  ebap- 
ters  an*!  ahimni  ;!?ul  most  of  our 
middle  wt"?tern  and  western  chapters 
and  alunnii  object  to  any  extension 
into  institutions  tliat  are  predoiuin- 
ately  a^jrieultural. 

5.  No  extension  is  generally  de- 
sired unless  the  institution  is  one  of 
great  merit  as  a  fraternity  fiold  ex- 
cept in  the  ease  of  the  western  stste 
university  which  msny  of  our  mem- 
hers  advocate  as  a  desirable  field  ss 
Boon  ss  it  attains  fair  standing  and

S.  In  brief,  we  seem  agreed  that 
He  have  left  a  mere  ronnding  ont  of 
oar  development  by  placing  a  few  ad- 
ditional chapters  ui  oatstanding  insti- 
tntioDs  in  regions  where  we  la  ok 
representation.  This  final  sIqw  and 
earefol  completion  of  our  develop- 
ment strangely  eomes  at  a  time  when 
some  of  our  most  honored  competitors 
I  such  as  Sitrina  Phi,  Delta  Phi,  Alpha 
;  Delta  Phi,  Psi  U,  Chi  Psi,  Zeta  Psi, 
md  others  seem  at  last  fully  awake  to 
the  great  opportunities  of  the  west 
and  south,  and  when  tliey  are  steadily 
entering  instittttians  in  which  we  have 
long  been  well  entrenohrd.  It  seems 
to  me  that  we  are  now  really  more 
conservative  than  those  fine  old  east- 
f'Tn  fraternities  thonirh  onr  eonserva- 
tisni  should  not  and  I  believe  will  not 
Tesnlt  in  an  almost  entire  lack  of

growth  as  at  one  time  it  did  in  the 
case  of  the  fraternities  mentioned. 

Situation  by  Sections 

Our  situation  by  sections  seems  to 
be  about  as  follows: 
East  and  Middle  West  :  Extension 
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entirely  or  at  any  rate  practically 
completed, 

Wtal  of  tht  Mis:iissippi:  Extension 
l)ractically  or  entirely  up  to  present 
needs,  but  our  western  ehapters  and 
alumni  are  constantly  looking  for- 
ward.  At  the  University  of  Arizona, 
the  University  of  North  Dalrota,  and 
at  Montana  State  colonisation  move- 
ments  are  in  prpgress,  the  latter  a 
partieolarly  active  move  with  strong 
Montana  altunni  support 

Smvth :  The  southern  section  of  our 
fraternity,  without  doubt  our  most 
conservative  section,  is  positively  em- 
barrassed by  the  number  of  petitions, 
mast  of  them  in  institutions  that  rank 
as  fraternity  iields  amongst  the  best 
iiity  in  America.    This  list  includes  • 
Davidson  College,  the  University  of 
North  Caroliua,  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity, Georgia  Tech,  Emory  Univer- 
sity, and  inquiries  from  Vauderbilt 
and  the  University  of  Kentucky.  Of 
these    Davidson,    North  Carolina, 
Georgia  Tech,  and  Louisiana  State 
were  represented  at  the  Birmingham 
EkUesia  and  all  are  colonization 
moves  with  active  alumni  support 
Whether  any  of  these  southern  colo* 
nization  efforts  will  result  in  active 
ohapters  remains  to  be  seen.  The 
southern  chapters  and  alumni  having 
given  solid  support  to  Davidson  as  in 
their  judgment  the  best  field  for  ex- 
tension in  their  own  section  should 
not  and  of  course  will  jiot  allow  other 
southern  ]ietitions  to  be  voted  upon 
prior  to  the  firantincr  of  their  request 
in  this  matter.    Tf  it  should  not  be 
granted  then  there  w  ill  l>e  no  need  for 
the  continuance  of  any  of  the  present 
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coloiii/atioii  efforts  in  the  south.  In 
ca.se  it  siiuuld  ha  grauted  tlien  other 
southern  colouizatiim  e^orts  would 
likely  be  presented  for  vote  in  dae 
emine,  when  and  if  any  given  propoiL 
■Itioii  merited  and  eoold  eecnre  strong 
floutheni  support  In  either  ease,  we 
need  no  new  eonthem  cebnusaticm  at 
present.  In  faefe  in  any  eyent  oar 
Qonservatiye  sonthem  opinion  may 
eondder  it  advisable  to  request  one  or 
more  of  the  locals  in  strong  institu- 
tions mentioned  to  direet  their  efforts 
elsewhere. 

Canada :  McGill  University  and  the 
University  of  Toronto  rank  atnoii]?st 
the  twonty  leading  Ariieriirun  institu- 
tiouts  both  from  a  fraternity  viewpoint 
•  and  othenvi.^e.  McGill  is  a  richly 
endowed  private  institution  in  which 
we  have  no  colonization  ftTort  in  pro- 
gress. Toronto  is  roally  a  state  uni- 
versity, being  the  university  of  the 
populous  and  wealthy  province  of  On- 
tario. The  old  QstaUkhed  fi«temitieB 
there  inclnding  oar  petitioning  loeal 
—  Phi  Sigma  Tan — ean  and  often  do 
draw  in  addition  from  Wyeliffe  Col- 
lege (fipisoopal),  Siiox  College  (Pres- 
byterian), and  Vietoria  College 
(Methodist),  well  endowed  private 
eolleges  ritaated  on  the  university 
eampns  or  from  the  rich  and  aristo- 
eratio  Trinity  College  (Episeopsl) 
which  is  about  to  move  to  the  oampua 
Ten  active  members  of  our  fraternity, 
two  from  each  of  the  five  nearest  chap- 
tered recently  spent  a  week-end  with 
Phi  Sigma  Tan,  investigating  condi- 
tions there. 
In  conclnsion,  it  is  worth  noting 


that  .since  11*21  one  chapter,  Or^sm 
State,  has  been  establiished  and  une, 
Trinity,  has  handed  in  its  charter. 
Only  two  petitions  seem  likely  to  be 
presented  1^  vote  at  the  PitteburgtL 
EkMesia.  Clearly  oar  coionitttiai 
policy  involves  some  limitation  of  lltt 
nomber  of  colonisation  eff'orts  aov  is 
progress  and  eepeeially  the  eliDnsA- 
tion  of  a  nnmber  of  petitions  tbst  as 
not  be  properly  daased  as  eiamplas 
of  eolonisation.

siie,  in  ita  rotogravure  'section. 

That  'a  something  for  a  eartotmisfr  to 
swell  his  chest  about  I  But  Jesse 
doesn't.  He  just  smiles  a  bashful  sort 
of  smile,  and  buckles  down  to  his 
drawing  board  aa  though  to  sny. 
''Maybe  that  was  pretty  good,  but 
just  you  wait  -!'* 

And  here*-^  n  tij)  on  this  fellow  Car-- 
gill's  modesty.  He  dressed  all  up  in 
his  snappiest  suit  and  classiest  Christ- 
mas tie  a  few  Wcdiu'sdays  ncro,  in- 
tending to  drop  in  at  ihe  University 
Club  for  the  weekly  Fiji  luncheon. 
Then  his  paper  came  out  with  that 
page  about  him.  And  Jesse  promptly 
got  80  "busy"  that  he  missed  the 
lundieon — and  he  hasn't  been  around 
since.  I  had  to  tenet  him  out  over  at 
the  Journal  building  to  learn  a  few 
pertinent  facts  about  his  youth.  And 
this  is  what  I  got  from  him: 

Chased  by  Editors  and  Sophs 

He  was  bom  in  Waco,  Texas,  July 
11),  and  lived  there  until  he  was 

nine,  lie  went  to  high  school  in  St. 
Joseph,  ilissouri,  graduating  in  1912. 
Then  he  attended  the  University  of 
Missouri  at  Columbia  for  two  years 
studying  the  academie  course,  with  a 
little  journalism  for  a  chaser.  "IH 
say  they  chased  me,"  says  Jesse.  *'I 
hunted  news  all  over  that  town  —  and 
it  Is  no  small  vjllsge,  either.  When 
the  college  editor  wasn 't  after  me,  the 
Fiji  sophomores  were." 
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Whic'k  is  probably  evidence  that 
Jesse  was  just  the  usual  ornery  fresh* 
man  in  his  college  daya. 

The  Standard  Oil  Company  lured 
him  away  from  oollege  after  two 
yean;  and  for  many  months  a  per- 
feaUy  good  embryonic  oartooniat  pnr- 
nicd  petfolenm.  Then  eame  the  war. 

Jease  enliated  aa  a  aeaman  in  the 
American  navy;  waa  in  two  years, 
and  spent  thirteen  months  overseas. 
Much  of  the  time  he  waa  in  the  6th 
Battle  Squadron  which  was  part  of 
the  British  Qrand  Fleet  under  Ad- 
miral Sir  David  Beatty.  He  cmiscd 
2a,000  miles  in  the  North  Sea  alone. 
Not  independently,  but  just  in  that 
jiarti^^ular  part  of  the  whole  ocean! 

Wlieu  they  gave  him  his  discharge 
from  the  Navy  he  went  to  Chicago, 
where  he  took  up  the  earnest  study  of 
cartooning  at  the  Academy  oi  h  ino 
Arts.  Carey  Orr,  who  does  "The 
Tiny  Trihone'^  and  ''Kernel  Cootie" 
for  the  Chieoffo  Tribune  and  a  qrndi* 
eate»  waa  hia  inatmetor. 

Jeme  atndied  at  the  Academy  for 
ten  months.  Then  he  held  down  an 
eaael  for  the  Aaraeiated  Editors  in 
Chioago,  IBnatrating  Robert  Qnillen'a 
paragraphs  syndicated  to  seTenty-flve 
newspi^^jers.  After  a  year  he  decided 
to  become  a  free  lance,  and  began 
work  for  a  Taiied  lot  of  clients  among 
whom  were  the  House  of  Kuppen- 
heimer,  the  rnrnatinn  ^filk  Company, 
the  PraiHc  Furmrr,  the  Saturday 
Blade,  and  a  string  of  trade  papers. 

In  1920  be  was  married.   Miss  Ac- 
nes Gilbert  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  got  the 
uamo  that  makes  the  cartoons  famous. 
In  October  of  1921  Jesse  came  from 


Ciiieago  to  the  Kansas  City  Journal. 
In  three  months  he  proved  himself. 
Jannary  1  of  1922  saw  hia  wod:  a 
regidar  front-page  featoxe  of  the 
paper  and  /otirmrf  readers  hare  sinee 
come  to  look  for  a  Cargill  eartoon 
there  every  morning.  He  does  a  big 
cartoon  daily  and  also  what  is  known 
in  the  profession  aa  "ear&"  These 
are  small  sketches  for  the  upper  left 
hsnd  comer  of  the  front  page« 
cketebes  which  briefly  summarize 
some  topic  in  the  day's  news.  In  ad- 
dition to  his  newspaper  work,  Cargill 
is  instructor  in  cartooning  at  the 
Kansas  City  Art  Institute. 

Most  of  Cargiirs  cartoons  are  about 
current  events.  His  drawings  on  the 
subjects  of  the  St.  Lawrence  water- 
way, the  European  situation,  and  tax- 
exeiii[  I  (  curities  liave  won  particular 
atteniiou  in  recent  weeks. 

How  Jesse  Does  His  Work 

''My  chief  job  is  to  keep  up  with 
eurrent  events,"  said  CargiU  in  talk- 
ing about  hia  work.  "I  read  a  great 
deal,  and  try  to  choose  for  my  ear. 
toons  ideas  tiiat  have  a  pertinent  ap- 
p]icati<m  to  today's  affairs.  Of  course, 
I  have  my  ups  and  downs.  All  car- 
toonists do.  One  day  we  do  something 
pret^  good,  and  then  for  a  week  the 
ideas  just  won't  rome.  The  main 
thin?  T  strive  for  is  simplicity.  Sim- 
plicity in  idt'a,  in  caption,  in  compo* 
sitiou,  and  in  technique." 

Cargill  comes  to  his  office  at  ten  in 
the  morning,  and  before  noon  has 
from  six  to  ten  rough  pencil  sketches 
—  idea  «?ketches — ready  to  submit  to 
tlie  paper's  managing  editor.  Some 
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days  he  will  have  only  uiie  sketch  to 
preseut,  if  he  feels  a  certain  idea 
strongly-.  With  the  maiiagiug  editor 
he  goes  over  his  first  sketches,  and 
then,  with  an  ide»  approved,  he  works 
three  or  four  hours  on  his  drawing. 
Usually  he  is  on  his  way  home  at  three 
o'clociL  In  ease  the  drawing  is  diffi- 
cult, he  has  until  six  o'clock  to  make 
what  is  called  in  newspaperdom  the 
''deadline.'*  His  drawing  must  be 
ready  for  the  engraver  at  that  hour 
if  it  is  to  appear  in  the  first  edition 
of  the  next  morning's  paper. 

"I  consider  cartoons  the  greatest 
moulders  of  public  opinion  in  Amer- 
ica today,"  says  Cargill.  "Every- 
I)(kU'  iciids  cartoon*?,  and  evervbodv  is

nioi  c-  or  less  intiueneed  by  them.  Pic- 
tures make  an  appeal  that  can  he 
duplicated  in  no  ollur  \\i\y.  With 
the  NVoiiderful  mtidi  rn  niolliods  of 
Mit  rhajiical  reproduction  and  the 
gruwth  of  great  circulation  and  of 
sjTidicates,  newspaper  cartoonists  to- 
day have  a  greater  opportunity  than 
ever  in  the  past."

Ohio  State  Plays  Santa  Glaus  Role 

Poor  YouDgsten  Made  Happy  by  Buckeye  Fijis,  Who  Suggest 

Flan  i>e  Made  National  Custom

WJIOEVRR  said  that  one-half  of 
tilt'  world  knows  notliiug  of  how 
the  other  half  lives,  touched  his  finger 
close  upou  the  truth;  but  he  expre-ssed 
only  half  of  it.  The  one  half  eares 
little,  if  any,  about  how  the  other  half 
livet.  And  yet  there  are  the  inevit- 
able few  isolated  instances  which  give 
foiee  to  the  role. 

A  case  In  point  is  the  second  annual 
Christmas  dinner  which  Omicron 
Denteron  Chapter  at  Ohio  State  gave 
for  some  fifty  poor  youngsters  of  Oo- 
Inmbus.  Only  an  exaggerated  imag- 
ination could  conceive  a  more  marked 
contrast  than  that  between  the  chap- 
ter and  its  guests  for  the  evening;  it 
was,  in  fine,  a  convention  of  exemplnrs 
of  the  two  lialvi^s  of  the  world.  Aside 
from  being  of  tiie  saiiie  irenus,  the 
only  common  ground  on  which  the  two 
groups  stood  was  their  presumed  mu- 
tual interest  in  education. 

In  1921.  indcjxiidcnlly  of  the 
action  of  Zeta  Chapter  at  Indiana, 
the  Ohio  State  group  of  Fijis,  on  tha 
motion  of  W.  Gordon  Wheeler,  '22, 
gave  up  its  annual  Christmas  dinner, 
tttting  the  table  instead  for  fifty 
yonngstf rs  gathered  from  the  poorer 
ward  schools  of  the  city.  The  success 
of  the  yentnre,  made  possible  hy  the 


whole-hearted  co-operation  of  the  men, 
argued  it.s  e-stublisliuient  as  nn  annual 
custom.  With  the  experience  of  the 
1921  dinner  as  a  spur  and  guide,  the 
chapter  followed  the  same  plan  last 
December,  and  played  host  to  the  same 
number  of  ward  school  youngsters. 

Through  the  kindness  of  school 
principals,  it  was  possible  to  recruit 
the  ''kids"  at  the  few  schools  con- 
cerned, as  a  common  rendesvous,  and 
bring  them  to  the  house  in  machines. 
And  then  the  fan  began  —  for  the 
guests  of  the  ev^ing.  The  house  was 
their  domain  from  the  moment  they 
arrived  until  they  left,  and  they  took 
their  possession  without  question  or 
awe. 

Be  it  said  in  truth  that  clumsy  male 
hands  would  have  caused  embarrass- 
ment if  they  had  worked  without  di- 
rection. It  was  larprely  by  reason  of 
the  kindnes.«;  and  interest  of  sevrral 
Fiji  Jiiotliers  and  a  few  proniinmt 
I'niversit.v  women  that  the  dinner 
\v;is  iiijult'  an  accomplished  fact.  But 
it  wa.s  uiuiiagi'd. 

Appetites  Are  Amasing 

As  is  proved,  the  chapter  was  enter, 
taining  fifty  millionaire  appetites  — 
even  if  the  owners  had  only  jitney 
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pocketbooks.  One  younj^'ster  ate  three 
full  plates,  with  all  the  appurtenances, 
and  asked  for  a  fourth.  A  girl  mem- 
ber of  the  brigade,  thought  to  hvn  a 
canaiy  capacity,  ate  an  infinity  of 
(dives  and  edeiy,  along  with  five  rolls, 
and  tben  two  full  plates  with  nde 
diahfia.  Neariy  every  one  of  the  party 
ate  at  leaat  two  platea  of  turkey.  The 
neal  indnded  olivei^  oeleiy,  hot  rolls 
and  bntter,  salad,  two  kinds  of  pre- 
serve^ torkQr,  mashed  potatoes  and 
gravy»  peas^  lee  cnam,  embellished 
with  a  figure  of  Santa  Claus,  and  cake. 

A  touch  of  pathos  was  lent  to  the 
dinner  hy  one  young  goonnant  who 
stowed  away  so  much  turkey  that  he 
suffered  f^evcrc  paii<rs  in  tlie  stomach. 
Another  l)it  of  couit'dy  was  brought 
in  hy  a  sliitiitiir  African  who  was 
speechlcsJs  cxeciit  whon  he  revealed 
his  teeth  in  an  expansive  crrin  and 
answered,  between  moutlifiils,  "Yes, 
iiurin,  '  to  every  question  he  was 
asked. 

As  in  the  old  army  days,  table  eti- 
quette was  waived  for  the  evening. 
There  was  a  flashing  of  eatlery  as 
soon  as  .the  hungry  mob  started  its 
work  of  destmetion,  "tools"  were 
strewn  indisciiminately  over  the 
doth,  things  were  reached  for  with  a 
generous  grasp,  napery  was  soiled 
with  aplomb,  and  even  the  head  of 
each  table  was  inattentive  to  the 
needs  of  the  other  sevoi. 

Following  the  dinner,  which  ended 
eventually,  Brother  Clare  E.  CooV,

living  room.  The  tree  was  set  in  the 


sun  room,  and  over  the  white  cloth  at 
its  bause  were  presents  for  every  mem- 
ber of  the  party.  Each  cub  was  given 
a  pair  of  mittens,  a  pound  hox.  of 
candy,  an  apple  and  orange,  and  some 
sort  of  brie-a-brae.  "Tobhy"  Essing. 
ton,  the  chapter's  famous  dram  major 
of  the  University  band,  was  to  have 
played  the  rOle  of  Santa  for  the  oeea> 
sioo,  as  he  played  it  a  year  ago,  but 
was  nnaUe  to  work' into  the  snit; 
henoe  Cook's  snbstitaiian. 

Press  Comments  Favorably 

Downtown  newspapers,  ordinarily 
purists  in  their  treatment  of  news, 
gave  space  to  the  chapter's  party. 
The  T^'nfern,  University  daily,  eoui- 
mented  upon  the  dinner  editorially  in 
terms  of  liberal  praise.  To  quote  the 
editor  (a  Sigina  Nu  this  year)  briefly : 
"A  fine  exemplification  of  the  Christ- 
mas spirit  is  shown  by  the  members 
of  the  local  chapter  of  Phi  Qamma 
Delta,  who  this  year  lor  the  seeoad

Phi  Gam  Is  Geologist  for  Abiatic 
Expedition 

DOCTOR  Charles  P.  Berkey  (Min- 
nesota '92)  of  the  Department 
of  Geology  of  Columbia  University 
was  geologist  for  the  Third  Asiatio 
Expedition  of  the  American  ^Iiisenm 
of  Natural  History  on  last  summer's 
expedition  into  the  Desert  of  Gobi  in 
Central  Asia.    The  Expedition  was 
unusually  sueeessfid  in  carrying  out 
its  project  of  creologic  reconnaissance, 
covering  soinetiiinsr  over  3000  miies  of 
desert  countrv'  and  making  observa- 
tions on  the  geology,  geography,  pale- 
ontology', and  zoology  of  the  region. 
This  journey  was  made  with  five  anto- 
molnles  siipi>orted  by  seventy-fiTd 
eaatels^  thns  enaUingr  the  soientifio 
staff  to  reduce  the  discomfort  and 
delays  of  tedious  caravan  travel  to  a 
mnnimnm  and  use  their  energy  in 
mvestigation. 

They  report  that  these  np«to-date 
methods  enabled  them  aetnally  to  en» 
joy  a  long  season  of  strenuous  inves- 
tigation in  this  wild,  little-kno^n, 
sparsely  inhabited,  semi-desert  r^|ion 
and  aecomplish  the  object  of  the  un- 
dertaking. For  a  stay  of  five  months, 
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every [li lug  to  be  used  either  for  food 
or  other  purposes  had  to  be  carried 
along,  as  nothing  is  cultivated  within 
the  bowida  of  the  diatricto  reached. 

They  have  annooneed  the  disooveiy 
of  large,  new  fossil  iield%  and  have 
deteimined  the  stmetoral  relations 
and  major  points  of  geokgio  histoiy 
for  a  great  area  in  the  core  of  the 
Asiatic  continent.  Tfaia  ia  the  ezpe- 
ditioQ  that  reported  the  disooveiy  of 
fossil  dinosanrs  in  Cretaceous  strata 
in  Central  Asia,  where  hitherto  th^ 
had  not  been  reported,  and  found  in 
later  strata  a  finely  preserved  skoll 
of  Baluchitherium,  the  largest  knoT^n 
land  mammal  that  ever  lived.  The 
length  of  the  skull  of  this  monster 
measures  5  feet.  In  the  same  district 
they  found  e'lually  well  preserved 
fossil  insects,  including  tiles,  butter- 
tiies,  and  mosquitoes.  A  great  collec- 
tion was  made  and  the  material  is 
now  on  its  way  to  New  York  where  it 
will  be  further  studied  in  the  labora- 
tories of  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  History  and  in  Columbia 
Univeraity. 

The  expedition  will  cany  out  fur- 
ther investigations  in  more  detail  in 
some  of  the  newly  diacovraed  fossil 
fields  the  coming  season,  and  addi- 
tional studies  of  detail  will  be  made 
of  some  of  the  other  geological  fear 
turesv  The  geologists  of  the  expedi- 
tion are  prepared  to  publisli  brief 
preliminary  reports  of  the  scientific 
results  promptly,  and  these  will  be 
followed  shortly  by  a  series  of  final 
volumes.

"We  must 
perf<et  our  methods  f»f  j^ettinqr  in 
Xouch  with  nnd  kr-opiiijj  in  tan<'h  with 
the  active  chapters,  so  that  they  will 
appreciate  the  importance  and  the 
solidity  of  the  work  the  conference  is 
trying"  to  do. 

"We  must  seek  and  obtain  the 
closest  possible  co-operation  with  the 
Tarious  editors  who  can  be  of  help  to 
US  in  iq;>reading  our  message  —  college 
editors,  fraternity  editors,  newspaper 
and  magaiine  editors,  and  any  other 
editors  who  readi  college  and  fratern- 
ity men." 

Situation  in  Texas 
The  strained  £ratemity  situation  in 
Texas,  as  reported  by  Don  R.  Almy, 


grew  out  of  certain  organizations 
known  as  "ribbon  societies,"  of  which 
there  were  two  among  the  fraternities 
and  two  among  the  sororities.  One  of 
the  sorority  societies  was  lined  with 
one  of  the  fraternity  societies,  with 
the  result  that  there  was  considerable 
bad  feeling  and  practically  no  rela^ 
tions  between  the  two  diques. 

Recently  the  fraternities,  realizing 
the  seriousness  of  this  situation,  ar. 
ranged  meetings  between  the  "ribbon 
sodeties.''  The  first  meetipg  was 
stormy,  but  the  soennd  was  more  sue-  * 
cessful  aud  resulted  in  an  agreement 
to  abolish  these  ^jcieties  arid  in  the 
apparent  co-operation  of  all  tho  fra- 
ternities to  oliminatn  tronblesomo  ci»n- 
ditions  tlnit  nii^'ht  i-esult  in  opposition 
from  I  he  legislatun*. 

Less  than  17  per  cent,  of  tlie  stu- 
dents of  the  University  of  Texfis  are 
members  of  fraternities  and  fraterni- 
ties are  badly  needed  there,  it  was 
reported. 

I'ouf  t)ills  are  being  prepared  for 
iutroduetion  into  the  Texas  legisla- 
ture. The  contents  of  these  are  not 
known,  but  two  are  being  prepared  by 
graduates  of  the  university. 

Outlook  in  South  Carolina 

The  situation  in  South  Carolina  is 
apparently  now  favorable  for  the  pas- 
sage of  legislation  repealing  the  pro- 
hibition in  that  state  against  fratern- 
ities in  the  state  institutions.  A  con- 
ference between  a  representative  of 
the  Interfratemity  Conference  and 
the  governor  of  the  state  is  now  being 
arranged.

scription blanks  have  been  enclosed, 
but  the  returns  have  been  pitifully 
few. 

Other  cliap(<'rs  h;ive  not  turned  a 
hand  in  the  iuiportaut  work  and  have 
passed  np  splendid  opportunities  to 
solicit  new  subscriptions  at  alumni

Graph i I-"  evidenee  of  the  fact  that 
nnrene\ve<l  expirations  for  the  maga- 
zine have  meafnireably  exceeded  the 
number  of  new  subscriptions  secured 
during  the  month  ending  February 
20,  is  shown  in  the  table  of  alumni 
sabscriptions  by  chapters. 
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Syracuse,  for  years  one  of  the  first 
three  chapters  in  supporting  the 
magazine,  has  fallen  iu  seventh  place,

It  is  one  of  the 
educational  projects  fostered  by  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  receives  its 
share  of  the  funds  devoted  to  the  New 
World  Movement. 

President  Boughton  was  born  in 
Bowling  Green,  Ohio,  and  early  moved 
to  Norwalk,  where  he  graduated  from 


the  high  school  in  1885.  All  his  col- 
lege work  was  done  in  Denison,  and 
he  received  the  degree  of  A.B.  in  1894. 
The  next  three  years  were  spent  in 
Rochester  Theological  Seminary,  from 
which  institution  he  graduated  in 
1897.  For  seve'ral  years  he  served  as 
pastor  of  Baptist  churches  at  Saxtons 
River,  Vermont ;  Cambridge,  and  War- 
ren, Ohio.  In  each  of  his  pastorates 
he  emphasized  religious  education  as  a 
most  important  element  of  church 
work  for  both  young  and  old. 

From  1906  to  1917,  he  was  profes- 
sor of  French  and  philosophy  at  Liii- 
field  (then  McMinnville)  College. 
During  ten  years  of  that  period,  he 
was  also  registrar,  and  for  five  sum- 
mers he  was  student  secretary  of  four 
states  of  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Since 
1917,  he  has  been  seeretflrj-  of  Denison 
and  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Ohio  Baptist  Educational  Society.  In 
these  offices  he  has  made  clase  con- 
tact with  practically  all  the  students 
who  have  attended  Denison  during 
the  last  five  years.  All  who  knew 
him,  students  and  colleagues,  have  the 
greatest  respect  for  President  Bough- 
ton's  sterling  character  and  high 
ideals.

THE  CHARRED  bodies  of  four 
Lambda  Chi  Alpha  men  at  Colby 
College  ought  to  be  mute  appeals  for 

adequate  fire  pro- 
BURNED  TO  tection  in  every 
DESATH  fraternity  house 

in  the  country. 
These  men  were  asleep  in  their  dormi- 
tory when  a  devastating  fire  broke  out 
and  swept  the  sleeping  room  taking  its 
terrible  toll.  While  perhaps  in  this 
case  the  presence  of  fire  extinguishers 
would  have  been  of  little  avail,  the 
fact  remains  that  there  are  many 
instances  when  an  effective  means  of 
eom  batting  flames  is  of  inestimable 

value. 

We  shudder  t(»  think  of  what  miirht 
have  liappened  in  our  own  eimpter  at 
Wahasii  uot  long  ago  when  a  fire 
burned  out  most  of  the  chapter-house 
there.  Only  the  fact  that  mast  of  the 
men  were  out  of  the  city  probably 
prevented  loss  of  life. 

Bvcry  building  avoeiation  in  the 
fraternity  ought  to  inquire  into  the 
fire-fighting  facilities  in  operation  in 
their  respective  ehapter-houses. 

A  simple  and  inexpensive  method 
of  extinguishing  a  fire  is  the  use  of 
earbon  tetra  chloride.  This  fluid,  we 
are  advised  by  oil  men,  is  very  effect- 
ive; It  can  be  purchased  for  about 
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$1  a  erallon  and  any  chemist  should 
kuuvv  the  t'oruiula  fur  its  preparation. 
Placed  in  glass  jars  iii  conveiaient  lo- 
eations  about  the  house,  it  eon  be 
thrown  into  the  fire  areas  if  oeeaaion 
demands. 

A  preeaution  saeh  as  this  mXk  re* 
duee  the  probability  of  distressitiff 
loss  of  life  and  property  by  fire  in  our 
chapter  homes,  where  the  presakoe  of 
a  number  of  men,  eombined  with  m- 
evitahle  undergraduate  carelessness, 
increases  materially  the  hasard.

The  minute  book  also  shows  a  Sam- 
uel A.  Riggs  of  the  class  of  1856. 
This  is  no  doubt  the  same  Samuel  A. 
Riggs  mentioned  on  page  295  of  the 
December,  1922,  issue  of  the  maga- 
zine.

To  many  Fijis  of  the  "old  day" 
this  announcement  will  be  received 
with  sorrow,  for  Brother  Clarke  was 
exceedingly  active  and  widely  known 
in  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  the  years

just  preceding  and  just  following 
the  transition  of  the  government  from 
the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  present 
form. 

Brother  Clarke's  passing  was  sud- 
den. He  died  in  the  upper  corridors 
of  City  Hall  in  San  Francisco  on  No- 


vember 13,  1922.  He  was  on  his  way 
to  attend  a  legal  conference  when  the 
end  came  without  warning. 

Fabius  Maximus  Clarke  was  bom 
on  a  farm  near  Manchester,  Indiana, 
in  1853.  After  receiving  a  common 
school  education  he  entered  a  small 
college  at  Moore 's  HUl,  Indiana,  from 
which  he  went  to  Indiana  University, 
where  he  was  graduated  in  1874.  He 
then  entered  a  law  office,  first  as  clerk, 
afterward  becoming  a  special  partner. 
Later  he  went  to  Topeka,  Kansas,  and 
subsequently  to  Kansas  City.  lu  the 
spring  of  1891  he  moved  to  New  York, 
where  he  practiced  until  about  fifteen 
years  ago,  when  he  went  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Brother  Clarke  achieved  distinction 
in  his  chosen  profession  and  was  wide- 
ly known  as  the  author  of  Clarke  an 
California  Corporation  Law. 

The  first  connection  with  Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta  that  Brother  Clarke  had  was 
his  initiation  by  Zeta  Chapter  in  1871. 
He  renewed  his  active  participation  in 
the  fraternity  in  1896  when  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, to  which  body  he  was  again 
elected  in  1897.  Brother  Clarke  was 
a  close  companion  of  the  late  Brother 
T.  Alfred  Vernon  (Yale  75)  and  the 
two  collaborated  in  compiling  the 
director}'  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  pub- 
lished in  1898. 

Much  of  the  form  of  the  present 
constitution  of  the  fraternity,  includ- 
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lug  the  revised  DomencUtare,  was  the 
work  of  Brother  Clarke. 

The  62d  Ekkleoa,  whieh  met  at 
Niagara  Falla,  New  York,  in  July  of 
1900,  by  aeelamatioD  nominated  and 
elected  Brother  Clarke  as  National 
Secretary.  H&  eenred  in  that  car 
pacity  for  several  years,  bong  sue- 
eeeded  by  Brother  Thomas  L.  Pogne. 

Minutes  of  the  1901  Ekklesia  record 
this  interesting  message  from  Brother 
Clarke  who  was  unable  to  attend: 
"The  present  glory  of  Phi  Gamma 
Dolta  is  yonr  heritage.  Take  no  step 
l)ai  kward.  The  heights  are  in  front 
of  you." 

After  Ij^avin^  the  seci'etaryship, 
Brother  Clarke  n  taified  a  passive  in- 
terest in  the  fraternity.  He  greeted 
the  Fijis  who  attended  the  Ekklesia 
at  San  Francisco  in  1015  and  was  a 
regular  snbscriber  for  the  magazine. 


LUCIAN  H.  RICHARDSON 
(Hanover  70) 

Brother  T.neian  II.  Richardson 
f Hanover  70),  tJie  oldest  Fiji  in 
Colorado,  passed  away  at  his  home 
in  Denver  on  January  8,  1923. 

Brother  Richardson  wa.s  born  in 
Madison,  Indiana,  January  30,  1852. 
He  attended  Hanover  College  for 
two  yean,  and  thai  went  to  Dart^ 
mouth  College,  from  whicb  he  was 
graduated  in  1873. 

His  post-graduate  work  was  taken 
in  law  at  Columbia  University  and 
after  his  admission  to  the  bar,  he 
practiced  in  Indianapolis  for  several 
years  and  served  as  assistant  district 
attorney. 


In  1888  he  went  to  Denver  and  for 
twenty-three  yean  was  western  mm^ 
ager  of  the  Middlesex  Banking  Com- 
pany. He  was  also  secretary  of  the 
Farmen'  High  Line  Canal  and  Re- 
servoir Company. 

He  was  an  active  and  enthusiastie 
member  of  Tan  Graduate  Chapter  and 
was  always  present  at  the  Initiatiaas 
held  by  Beta  Eappa  Chapter.

' '  I  believe  in  intercollegiate  games. 
They  sliould  vicwd  as  a  Ii'^'itiiiiutc  part 
of  educational  pro^rr-ims.  They  become  ob- 
jectionable only  when  they  displace  intra- 
mural qM»to  or  are  out  of  propofthm  wliii 
the  rest  of  the  educational  program. *' 

This  was  the  keynote  of  a  message  from 
David  Kinley  (Yale  '84),  president  of  the 
TJniTendty  of  Illinois^  which  was  read  at 
the  annual  dinaer  of  tlie  Ghieago  IlBai  dub 
to  the  IllinoLs  football  team  and  coaehce  at 
Uie  University  ohib  hero  last  nijiflit. 

"There  is  wide  discussion  of  tlio  advia- 
aUllty  of  eontintiing  thcee  aporto,  espeeislly 
intercollegiate  contests,  and  more  particu- 
larly football,  Ikc.iuso  of  certain  evils,  real 
and  alleged,"  said  President  Kinley.  "I 
believe  in  intercollegiate  games.  My  view  ia 
that  these  contests,  aa  well  aa  iatramaml 
contests  and  so-called  physical  training  or 
cduentioa,  sliould  be  viewed  as  a  part  of  the 
educational  program. 

"Phyrical  edncatioa  la  aa  old  nqaSn- 
ment,  and  ito  ad?aatage  la  generally  recog- 
nized. Tho  devolopmont  of  iTitrr.mnrnl 
sports  in  \he  various  institutions  in  recent 
years  has  been  remarkable.  I  think  it  ma  J" 
be  said  with  truth  that  the  greatest  stiM- 
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lua  to  this  development  has  eom  Ibnnigli 

tbe  University  of  lUinoiB. 

"latoreollegiate  eouttffai  ta$j  be  ngardad 
M  the  third  divUoft  «1 «  phjeieel  edueatkni 

program.  Necessarily,  they  can  be  portici- 
pated  in  by  relatively  few.  Monibership  on 
soeh  teams  should  be  a  prize  which  could  be 
Uwked  forward  to  as  a  vesidt  o£  diatfautioii 
in  intramural  contests,  and  should  be  regn- 
lati'il  cari'fully  by  those  meinlxTS  of  tibe 
faculty  iu  charge  of  physical  education. 

"I  am  not  speaking  now,  of  course,  of 
Inddatttal  advantages  or  evils  of  sueh  eon- 
testi^  tnt  on^  of  their  edaeationnl  value 

and  pla<H>.  They  are,  so  to  9p<'nk,  the  jirize 
exhibitions  participated  in  by  those  who 
bave,  through  proper  tiafaiiag,  beeome  en* 
titled  to  eome  eeleeted  as  the  representatives. 

"The  case  is  similar,  hi  my  mind,  to  inter- 
follp^atp  (1f»bati'.H.  Ii«'a<ling  and  public 
Bpeakiug,  so  called,  have  become  open  to  all 
students  ia  various  institations.  Inter* 
soeielj  and  interclass  debates  are  now  com- 
mnn.  From  those  trained  in  tlio  first  and 
becoming  contestants  in  the  second  usually 
are  eeleeted  tboee  who  are  to  represent  the 
iaekitation  in  the  third,  A  limaar  relation* 
ship  in  my  mind  exists  among  the  three  di- 
visions of  the  physical  education  nroj^ram. 
Each  has  its  place." — Chicago  Tribune.

Payment  of  a  dcdlar  a  day  to  all  men  and 
women  who  have  readied  70  without  having 
aeeomnlaied  enougli  to  provide  for  them- 
selves was  advocated  by  Frank  E.  Heriag 
(Bucknell  '97),  chairman  of  the  old  apre 
pension  commission  of  the  IVatcrnal  Order 
ef  Eagles.  8nA  a  pension,  he  said,  was  an 
obligation  of  the  state  '<to  the  humble 
tniiif^  whose  poorly  paid  labora  are  the 

basis  of  its  prosperity."

thoffe  ^lifjible  for  pension  to  lia\  e  been'  for 
five  years  oitiaens  of  the  United  btat^  and

This  honor  was  formally  tendered 
to  Col.  Edward  Orton,  Jr.,  (Ohio  State  '84) 
more  than  a  year  ago,  but  it  remained  for 
the  preeOBt  **ht>M»jmi  gf  pginifi^  tt  11m 
CMiimboa  Gallery  of  Ffaie  Arts  to  bring  it  to 
light. 

Then.'  huTif,rH  in  one  of  the  <low  iij^tairs 
rooms  at  the  gallery,  478  East  Brua-l  8treet, 
»  painting  of  a  mount  in  Oolorado  Natikmal 
park,  the  work  of  Dean  Babooek,  one  of  tht 

forcmoat  American  yourifjer  pnintcra,  to 
which  the  story  hangs.  The  painting  u 
finely  done  landscape,  showing  the  peak, 
Mount  Orton,  in  the  middle  distanee.  It  is 
at  once  a  careful  and  aeeurate  reproduction 
of  the  moTiTit.ntn  and  surrounding  ooontiy 
and  a  work  of  artistic  merit. 

Aboat  fifteen  years  ago  OoL  Orton  was 
one  of  a  group  of  university  men  who  Tisited 
the  then  little  known  distriet  in  the  national 
park,  known  as  Wild  Ba^in.  The  purpoae 
of  the  visit  was  to  study  the  geological  and 
glacial  f eatons  of  the  re^on.  Sooie  proa* 
pecting  for  gold  had  been  doM  in  this  oa* 
ti ainmelotl  coimtry  and  one  man  had  con- 
structed an  artificial  lake  there,  but  OoL. 
Ortoa's  party  was  fbo  fint  to  make  a  eam- 
fnl  smentifie  study  of  the  glaeial  phenomena 
of  the  Wild  Basin  vicinity.  During  this  ex- 
position the  men  climbed  the  varions  peaks 
in  the  basin  —  appreciable  mountains  for 
that  region,  and  it  was  while  exploring  then 
that  the  one  shown  in  Babcock's  painting 
wn<i  called,  nt  first  jestingly^  by  his  assoei* 
ates,  Mount  Orton. 

In  the  years  that  followed,  Col.  Orton  re- 
visited the  region  several  times.  j9ovem« 
ment  maps  did  not  extend  at  that  time  to 
this  rej^on  nml  Cn],  Orton  wns  instrumental 
in  drawing  up  the  first  accurate  charts  of 


the  Basin.  His  work  resulted  in  n  compe- 
tent scientifie  paper  on  the  geological  and 
j^aeial  histoty  and  eoastraethm  of  the  hsafn 
nie  Orton  survey  was  an  important  one, 
from  a  grolofrieal  stamlpoint.  During  his 
later  visits  Col.  Orton  discovered  that  the 
name  which  had  been  given  rather  whim- 
sieaUy  to  ths  meoatain  bj  the  fittla  gnmy 
of  pioneers  on  their  first  vititi  had  doag 
to  the  central  peak  ef  t^tt^  group.  And  then, 
a  few  years  ago,  the  government  ^ixteaded 
its  geological  survey  ts  SOW  fhla  ngisa  and 
in  1921  OoL  Ortoa  was  advised  that  the 
peak  had  been  officially  entered  on  govern- 
ment survey  maps  as  Mount  Orton.  The 
name  was  brought  before  the  United  8tau» 
Geological  Survey  board  and  passed  by  it~ 
Ctinmbiit  IKspaisk. 


INSURANCE  CONSERVATION 

Following  the  address  of  Dr.  T.  S.  B. 
Baker,  President  of  the  Carnegie  Institute 
of  Technology,  the  symposium  at  the  msat- 
ing  of  the  Amertwui  Assoriatifln  for  the  Ad- 
vaneement  of  Science  was  continued  by  an 
address  given  by  William  F.  Chamterlin 
(Denison  '93),  ^iperiutendent  of  the  Group 
Department  of  Tba  Traveleta  lasnraaee 
Company,  Hartford,  Onnau,  on  the  sobjeet 
of  "The  Conserration  ci  I^bor  Power 
Tlirough  Insurance. ' ' 

"  The  resouroes  of  labor  are  of  a  two- 
fold  eharaeter — the  physlflal  and  sidritnsi 
nsoorees  of  labor,  or  if  you  will*  tiie  re- 
source's of  vitality  and  the  resource*?  of  r*^- 
eon.  By  conservation  of  labor  we  mean, 
then,  the  prsssrvation  of  human  life  uA 
happfBesi  far  eeonomieal  use,"  he  ssid. 

The  speaker  then  traced  the  servii  e  criven 
in  fire  insurance,  certain  forma  of  casualty 
insurance,  compensation  insurance,  group  »e- 
eldttit  and  health  inanraaee  and  grovp  lib 
insurance.  Unemployment  insurance  wss 
then  disen^serl  as  it  exists  today  in  Ent:l.iii<l. 
Switzerland,  and  Belgium.  Tlie  Huber  Bill 
as  presented  in  the  legislature  of  "Wlseosflb 
was  eritleised. 

*'!nie  eonservation  of  labor  |>ower,  the 
prevention  of  such  waste  of  labor  power  »» 
that  caused  in  the  lamentaUe  disaster  at 
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Jackson,  Calif.,  whon  gixtpen  men  were  pen- 
ned up  through  faulty  abafting  in  the  gase- 
ous darkness  of  a  mine,  and  equally  tliafc  still 
Bore  lanMBtalite  waste  whioh  remiltod  from 
tta  kUUag  of  about  47  workers  by  their  own 
fellows  at  Hcrrin,  Illinois,  is  the  great  con- 
eem  and  mission  of  the  business  of  insurance 
Uurottgh  ite  haauu^taiian  aer?ieM  of  pmni- 
tlon. 

"The  latest  spark  from  the  flowing  brain 
of  Cb&rles  P.  Bteinniets  is  that  the  State  of 
Nmr  York  by  utilizing  mu^  of  the  water 
power  available  In  the  St.  Lawienee  and  tbe 
l^por  Hudson  could  save  forty  millions  tons 
of  cm\  throuj^h  tlie  development  of  four 
million  horse  power.  His  idea  is  that  such 
dBvelopBMAt  wonld  mtn  an  eDonnnoos  in- 
dostrial  development,  an  increased  growth 
of  citie;;  and  af^rodation  in  tha  value  ol 

property. " ' 

The  speaker  argued  that  before  we  should 

beeome  ambitions  for  loeh  expansion,  we 
should  Aemenatvate  more  power  to  control 

the  forces  of  humanity.  "What  pood  to 
increase  our  millions  of  population  if  propor- 
tieaately  wo  ato  inereasing  the  amount  of 
imbappineto  and  disaatisf action  wUeh  now 
prevails  l>ut  which  can  be  easily  turned  into 
a  joy  of  the  confidence  of  man  in  man.  As 
origitially,  we  as  a  uation  were  wasteful  of 
enr  aeeminglj  ineadiaaitibto  aataral  re* 
toorees,  aa  has  capital  been  wasteful  of  hu* 
man  resotiTccs. 

''Before  the  deliberate  contemplation  of 
dtiaa  ot  looms  and  turbines,  and  kingdoms 
of  wealth,  ft  wen  beat  to  atep  and  listea  to 
the  inevitable  .sU>[)s  of  the  world  wUI  dlnb* 
ing  to  its  goal  —  steps  that  make  unreason 
tremble  and  tradition  shake." — Boston 
fraimript.

TheiMi  uuuiberieHs  expres- 
aiona  of  yonr  regard  and  the  many  happy 
hours  of  fweet  intercourse  that  ha\e  been 
l^ansed  in  ynnr  midst  shall  over  form  tlie 
brightest,  sunniest  spots  in  all  the  vista  of 
OMmory.  And  If,  In  the  grout  struggle  of 
life,  any  of  you  should  be  first  to  fall  — 
finy  of  you  should  sinli  down  to  darkne??  and 
the  worm,  and  T  he  left, —  then  if  I  ever 
make  u  pilgi  iuuigti,  it  will  be  to  your  graves;

The  first  officers  were  socoeeded  by 
Fletcher  as  n,  Woodnm,  E,  and  Gil- 
etariflty  T;  and  as  the  chapter  ad* 
joumed  until  the  faU  semester,  "Good 
fedingy  good  order,  unanimity,  peaee^ 
and  hanuony  prevailed  among  the 
members  and  promised  the  most  ahun* 
daiit  success  in  future."

existence  of  a  new  Greek  letter  society 

was  a  secret  to       but  the  initiated. 

William  E.  McLaren,  in  an  artiele  ou 

the  early  clays  of  the  fraternity,  jiub- 

lisli(>(l  !May,  1880,  givcfs  an  account 

wliieL  testifies  to  this: 

In  tboae  early  days,  the  fraternity  was 
literal^  »  eeeret  orgaaiaalloB.  It  waa  not 
uatil  eommene^ent  day  1818  that  its  exiat» 

encfi  was  known  in  the  college,  and  then  only 
by  the  apparition  for  tha  first  time  in  his- 
tory of  the  IttQe  diaiBoad  pin  of  Uaek 
enamel  with  a  weird  Uaaeaxy  of  Greek 
chfirnrtcr;--.  It  wn?  mnnr  ronrs  bcfnre  imi^cr- 
graduates  wore  the  badge  or  openly  acknow- 
ledged membership  in  the  mysteriooa  boJid. 
So  eantiona  to  evoid  eospieion  were  the 
founders  that,  for  want  of  a  better  sanctu- 
ary they  used  to  go  out  more  than  a  mile  to 
a  "Seceder  Church,"  in  the  "wood-house" 
of  whieh  thej  held  their  trembUng  wuHufm 
by  tlie  light  of  a  tallow  cudlOb  The  aezi 
YAfir  thor  Tnn<^f>  hri}i\  to  ^'ft  a  rof>m  in  a  re- 
mote quarter  of  the  village,  bargaining  with 
ft  good  old  lady  from  whom  they  rented  that 


ita  existence  should  be  solemnly  concealed 
from  the  knowledge  of  the  "■<T»*tifitirf  as  a 
secret  too  awful  to  be  divulged.  It  waa  ia 
this  room  that  I  was  initiateJ.  "Wheu  the 
hour  of  destiny  arrived,  I  was  escorted  to 
the  penetralia  wUoh  I  have  mentioned.  The 
windowB  won  eorcnd  wtth  tUok  ekifh  of 
quilts  so  that  not  a  nj  of  light  escaped. 
Entrance  was  effected  by  a  flight  of  stairs 
near  the  rear  of  the  house,  and  1  stood  for 
the  fliit  tine  witkhi  the  pneueta  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 

Tillie  Hntehinaon's  spring  hoose 
was  one  ot  these  aeeret  meeting  plaocs 
in  the  old  days.  I  waa  fortonate 
MiOQgh  in  one  of  my  rambles  over 
Canonsbnig  to  disoover  an  old  lady 
who  could  remember  and  testify  to 
this  fact,  fiTid  to  secure  a  photograph 
of  the  veiy  place.  Dimly  lit  by  tallow 
caudle  liL'ht  or  by  th»^  gleam  of  the 
silvery  moon,  this  remote  little  under- 
ground room  furnished  au  ideal  reo- 
dezvous  for  the  mystery-loving  young 
men,  when  alter  the  town  curfew  had 
rung  and  college  lights  were  out  at 
nine,  they  stole  fortii»  tiie  president 
and  McCarty  from  '<Fcrt"  Arm- 
strong; Fletcher  from  "Fort"  Smeiy, 
Oregg  from  *'Fort"  Ballentine,  Crofla 
from  Oram,  and  Elliott  from  McClel- 
land, to  "convme  aeoording  to  ad- 
joomment'' 

At  one  of  these  meetings  heUl  the 
evening'  of  June  7(li,  1848,  at  10 
o'clock,  D.  Edmiston,  having  previ- 
ously been  adjiulf^ed  by  McCarty  a 
"proper  individual,"  wa;^  dii]'.'  initi- 
ated, and  his  joint  request  with 
Messrs.  llntrh  D.  McCann.  Edward 
Lcavitt,  J.  B.  Stewart  and  James  For- 
sythe,  "that  a  chapter  of  this  Associ- 
ation be  established  at  Washington 
College''  waa  heard  with  pleasant 
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'*Mr.  S.  B.  Wilson  was  appointed  a 
legate  and  duly  empowered  to  estab- 
lish a  chapter  at  said  college. "  

On  May  6,  190>!.  T  spent  a  memor 
aide  day  with  Doctor  Wilson,  visitiiiii; 
the  old  hn lints  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in 
Canonsburg. 

The  day  previous,  Dr.  Wilson  liad 
discovered  lu  Fort  Armstrong  the 
word  ''Mac"  carved  on  a  window-sill 
in  McCarty's  old  room.  This  dis- 
etmry  thrilled  ns  because  no  doubt 
lemained  tliat  the  northeast  oomer 
.  loom  at  "Fort"  Aimstrong,  McOap> 
^'s  room,  was  the  birthplace  of  Phi 
Ctemma  Delta.  Here  iros  the  open 
fireplace  and  tall  wooden  mantel 
around  which  with  the  logs  burning 
brightly  the  founders  might  have 
seated  themselves  when  they  made 
their  high  resolves  and  lauiiehed  a 
new  Greek  letter  soeiety.  With  a  saw 
I  eni  the  word  "Miie"  out  of  the  sill. 
K*»r  did  T  do  ihis  with  the  spirit  of  a 
souvenir  vandal.  Old  "Fort"  Arm- 
strong was  in  a  deplorable  condition. 
Built  as  a  dormitory  for  students,  its 
deeadenee  commenced  when  Jefferson 
united  with  Washington.  The  sill  at 
which  **lCac"  studied  and  toiled  and 
planned  for  the  "Delta  Association" 
was  very  much  rotted.  The  old 
"Fvrt**  was  doomed  to  destruction 
sooner  or  later.  T  n  nsidered  the  tak- 
ing  of  the  part  of  the  lull,  therefore, 
as  a  legitimate  enterprise.  The  ten- 
ant of  MeCarty's  room  at  tliis  time 
remembered  havinj;  seen  some  nam^ 
written  on  one  of  the  walls.  With 
the  prt^iniise  of  new  paper,  we  eoni- 
nieneed  to  tear  away  the  loose  paper 
from  the  walls.   In  the  lialhvay  lead- 


ing to  McCartyls  room  we  found  these 

words  "Enter  and  experience  its 
glorj',"  The  words  which  preceded 
"enter"  had  been  obliterated  with 
l)a.stt'.  'I'his  much  to  eager  s<'»'kerjs 
was  of  sig-uiiicance ;  but  a  more  im- 
portant discovery  wa»  ma<.ie  when  we 
deciphered  the  names  of  John  T.  Mc- 
Carty  and  S.  B.  Wilson  in  n  list  most 
of  whieh  even  with  the  aid  of  a  glass 
we  could  not  positively  read.  The 
most  legible  were  J.  W.  Logan,  Cyras 
Li  Pershing,  and  A.  Q.  JenkinsL  Th^ 
untobtedly  formed  a  list  of  the 
"Delta  Association.''  Dr.  Wilscm 
and  I  investigated  the  house  from  top 
to  bottom;  the  windows^  cupboard 
doors,  and  woodworic  were  carefully 
examined,  but  nothing  else  of  intttvst 
was  discovered. 

One  thin":  was  especially  noted, — 
that  while  I  he  names  of  Deltas  were 
written  on  the  walls  of  tlie  old  Foit. 
and  while  "Mac"  carved  his  initials 
in  the  window-sill,  the  letter  Delta 
and  the  letters  Phi  Qamma  Delta  in 
Greek  eharacten  were  not  to  be  found 
written  anywhere.  This  strict  ob- 
servance of  the  founders  is  emulated 
by  the  brothers  of  these  latter  days. 

"Fort"  Armstrong  was  rased  in 
1916.  It  will  be  no  longer  possible  to 
visit ' ' Mac 's"  chamber,  the  birthplace 
of  Plii  Qamma  Djelta.  It  now  lives  in 
the  memory  of  a  comparatively  rnall 
number  of  Fijis  whose  love  for  the 
fraternity  led  them  out  of  the  beaten 
paths  of  travel  to  Canon.sbnrfr.  Tt«: 
foundation  stones  have  been  obtained 
for  the  fraternity  sk)  that  each  chapter 
now  organized  or  which  may  be  estab- 
lished in  the  future  may  have  in  its 
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posscfvsion  a  relic  of  sentiuent.  Vale 
"Fort''  Amistronp'. 

1  obtained  fnnii  the  o^^^le^  of  old 
"Fort"  AriiLstroiifr  the  miintclpiece 
around  wliieh  the  founders  gathered 
and  organized  Phi  Ganima  Delta,  It 
has  beim  erected  in  the  library  of  the 
Denison  l(^lge.

The  niekiianie  of  MeCarty  among  his 
fellows  was  ".Mae"  whih-  in  ins  own 
home  he  was  often  eidled  '  Jolinty"; 
Elliott  was  known  as  "Jim,"'  and 
Crofts  aa  "Dan,"  There  were  two 
Sam  Wilsons  in  the  class  of  1848,  the 


records,  T  have  learned  that  the  tisf^- 
name  of  Fletcher  was  ''Nancy."  an 
appellation  earned  by  Fletcher 
cause  of  the  constant  use  of  a 
"N"  in  writing  his  signature.  In 
the  old  letters  and  papers,  hmv^vr. 
which  I  have  seen.  (Jn'<rir  i*^  ■^imi'v 
referred  to  as  "ohl  Gregg  "  aii'l  in 
one  or  two  instances  as  "Ellis.  '  i 
was  unable  to  obtain  any  iiifomnti* 
from  the  nieces  or  nephews  of  Grfff- 
the  nearest  living  kin. 
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Though  all  but  Fletcher  -zTaduated 
with  the  i-lass  of  1848,  llieir  intrivst 
never  fla^'y^ed  in  the  '* Delta  Associa- 
tion.Their  letters  ....  indicate  a 
lively  interest  iii  the  welfare  oi'  the 
new  Bociety  and  of  each  of  the  other 
scattered  brothers.  The  art  of  letter* 
imting  seems  abnoet  to  be  a  lost  one. 
(her  seventy  years  have  passed 
amoa  these  letters  were  written;  but 
it  is  much  to  be  doubted  if  any  letter 
written  by  fraternity  brothers  of  the 
same  age  today  will  be  found  to  equal 
them  in  diction  or  in  intf  n*st. 

Most  of  these  letters  of  the  founders 
were  mailed  without  en  vol  op ns  and 
stamps,  asi  was  thf  custom  of  the  time. 
The  letter  was  folcicd  to  the  size  of  a 
small  envelope ;  the  postajre  was 
marked  in  the  upper  rigiii-liand 
comer  on  the  side  upon  whieh  the  ad- 
dress was  written.  In  the  upper  left- 
hand  comer  was  written  the  sender's 
address.  It  was  the  custom  in  thoee 
days  for  the  receiver  to  pay  the 
postage.  The  letten  were  all  sealed 
with  wax  or  some  other  seal  adopted 
by  the  writer. 

Many  of  the  envelopes  which  con- 
tain those  old  lettei-s  liave  written  on 
the  ouUiide  llie  word  Ptrge,  and  fre- 
quent reference  is  made  to  that  neetion 
in  the  original  constitution  entitled 
**0f  the  Duties  of  Members,"  whieh 
asserts  that  "the  watchword  of  each 
mcfliber  shall  be  P^ge,  and  his  lode- 
star the  highest  niche  in  the  Temple 
of  Fame." 

'When  life  has  gone,  nothing  mir- 
ron  the  characteristics  of  a  man  so 
tmly  as  personal  letters  to  personal 
friends.    I  have  been  exceedingly 


forluiiati'  in  ohtainin;,'  these  letlers  of 
the  six  loundcis,  a  few  from  a  grand- 
daughter of  Thomas  W.  B.  f'rev\s, 
Miss  \'ir;4iiiia  Keyuolds  of  Caruthers- 
viUe,  Missouri,  some  in  S.  B.  Wilson's 
<dd  law  office  in  Beaver,  Pennsylvania, 
and  nearly -seventy  others  found  in 
old  boxes  by  the  son  of  James  EUiott, 
Frank  Elliott,  Esq.,  of  Chicago.  They 
are  manifestly  a  most  valuable  aoqui* 
sit  ion  to  the  archives.

The  deletion  of  B.  C.  "Ward  "s  name 
is  explained  by  the  record  of  his  resig- 
DAtioii  in  the  minnte  books;  but  haw 
W.  S.  WOm's  name  escaped  the  eame 
fate  is  inezpIieaUe^  for  his  resignation 
was  aceepted  at  abont  the  same  time; 
yet  bia  name  appears  in  all  of  the 
catalogues. 

Those  of  the  present  generation  who 
have  been  privileged  to  see  the  first 
minute  book  of  the  Delta  Associa- 
tion" with  the  signatures  to  the  orig- 
inal constitution  have  always  asked: 
"Who  was  tlie  original  Twenty- 
Tlu*ee  ? ' '  The  signature  as  it  appears 
in  the  minute  book,  not  oidy  to  the 
original  OMistitixtiQn  bnt  in  other 
places,  was  most  thoroughly  and  care- 
folly  obliterated.  There  was  in  one 
plaee  a  dight  traoe  of  two  letters.  It 
was  only,  however,  with  the  discovery 
of  the  letters  written  to  Elliott  by 
Ray,  Fletcher,  and  Crofts  that  a  clue, 
to  the  identity  of  the  apostate  or  any 
of  the  details  in  eonnecti(Mi  with  the 
incident  wore  known. 

The  Irtt.  i-s  to  Elliott  contain  a  full 
aecoiint  of  a  typical  ca.'se  of  "lifting" 
by  anotlier  society  whieh  was  so  in- 
tolerable to  the  betrayed  Deltas  of 
'48  and  '49  that  thenceforth  they  re- 
garded the  deserter  ss  a  "traitorons 
Simon"  and  a  "perjured  villain." 

Manifestly,  it  was  the  desire  of  the 


founders  that  the  name  of  ihe  *' per- 
jured villain"  should  be  lo^t  to  the 
fraternity  forever.    The  letters  are  ' 
published  Hs  a  bit  of  the  early  histor>' 
of  Phi  Uiunma  Delta  ;  tho  nann^  of  the 
individual  who  incited  tlie  enmity  of  j 
his  fellow-students  by  being  false  to  \ 
his  professioiiii  and  principles  and  the  | 
name  of  the  society  involved  are  ! 
omitted.  The  desire  of  the  fonnden 
that  the  name  of  the  apostate  flhoold 
be  unknown  forever  and  "referred  to 
only  as  an  instance  of  what  human 
nature  la  sDSO^txble"  will,  theiefixe^ 
be  observed.    The  original  letten^ 
however,  will  remain  in  the  archives  ! 
of  the  fraternity.  '  'Let  the  dead  Put 
bury  its  dead."

A "pack  of  silver-gtay  fozea,"  as 
they  were  affeetumately  called  by 
one  of  their  own  number,  frisked  in 
the  lotus  land  of  fraternity"  in 
the  Rose  Boom  of  the  Hotel  Plaza  in 
New  York  on  the  evening  of  March 
26. 

The  occaiiion  was  the  silver  anni- 
versary  of  the  founding  of  Xi  Gra- 
duate Chapter,  that  loyal  ^rroiip  uf 
elder  brothers,  whose  organization  has 
been  one  of  liie  unique  institutions 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  suioe  1898.  Ad- 
ndtked  to  the  banquet  were  a  few 
invited  guests,  among  tbem  the  nar 
tkmal  offieers  of  the  fnteniity. 

It  was  an  affair  which  has  sddom^ 
if  ever,  in  the  histoiy  of  the  tnAendty 
been  equalled  in  splendor  of  arrange- 
ment and  perfection  of  detail  and  the 
invited  g^uests  carried  away  with  them 
a  lasting  impression  of  the  sterling 
quality  of  those  sturdy  Fijis,  many 
of  whom  were  members  of  the  old 
Qrand  Chapter. 

The  fine  Italian  Imnd  of  llenuan 
Heydt,  ohainnan  of  the  auuiverssary 
comniittt^e  aiid  toast  master  of  the  oc- 
Cision,  was  seen  in  everj'  detail  of  the 
plans,  from  the  rcceptiou  that  pre- 
ceded the  affair  until  the  last  good- 
bye  was  said. 

Hie  bziUiant  Bese  Boom  was  the 


scone  of  the  anniversaiy  festivities 
In  the  oenter  of  the  room  tko  tables 
were  set  in  the  form  of  a  diamond, 
the  field  of  which  was  a  bower  of 
flowered  beauty.  Gathered  around 
the  diamond  were  about  65  Pijif?, 
including?,  with  few  exeeptions,  practi- 
cally the  entire  membei'ship  of  the 
graduate  eiiapter.  At  the  proper 
places  were  tlie  officers  of  the  prroup. 
On  the  walls  of  the  ixxuu  were  the 
flag  of  our  country  and  the  royal 
purple  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  with  a 
white  star  qMtztiing  under  the  etya- 
tal  lights. 

Gather  Around  the  Diamond 

Step  messored  by  a  marefa  played 
by  the  orchestra,  the  guests  filed  into 

the  room  and  twice  eneirekd  the  dia- 
mond. Beaching  their  places  they 
formed  a  soul- joined  chain"  and 
sang  the  praises  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 

Then  followed  an  ei<iht-=eoiirRe  din- 
ner that  evinced  a  euisiiiL'  superb, 
lietween  courses,  the  guests  were  en- 
tertained by  a  soloist,  a  dancer  and  a 
professor  of  psychic  phenomena 
who  in  turn  enchanted,  intrigued  and 
amazed. 

A  solemn  note  was  sounded  when 
the  asBembly  rose  and  paid  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  six  /m<m  gvi 
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fuerent  sed  nunc  ad  astra — Wash- 
ington Hull,  WocKlruff  LeeminfT,  Am- 
brose Monell,  Edward  D.  Pap',  Edwitt 
Sheild  and  Leonard  8.  Wheeh  r. 

"Hnil  Xi!, "  a  poem  wrilteu  in 
eomuiemoration  of  tlie  ooonsion  by 
Herman  Heydt.  %vas  n  ad  hy  I<](lward 
F.  Cole.  GrtL'tinfe^  were  read  from 
Brigadier  General  Malvern-IIill  Bar- 
nnm,  a  member  of  the  chapter. 

Fraternity  President  Speaks 
In  tittiniLr  plira.se.  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  feast Tuastiiiaster  Heydt 
introdueed  the  speakers  of  the  even- 
infr.  first  among  whom  was  Pi-t\sident 
Gleii  Miller,  whose  respouiie  wa-s  to 
the  subject  "Our  Fraternity."  Bro- 
ther Miller  confessed  to  a  peonliar 
aifeetion  for  the  Grand  Chapter  and 
expressed  the  wish  that  the  banquet 
acene  might  be  conveyed  in  motion 
pictures  to  evety  active  chapter. 
"Here  is  an  inspiration  to  Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta,**  he  declared. 

"Our  Chapter"  was  the  toast  re- 
sponded to  by  Louis  P.  Bach,  pre- 
sident of  the  graduate  chapter  since 
its  forindntion  twcniy-five  years  ago. 
Broihrr  liaeh.  in  liaj)jiy  lan|n:uarrc, 
recalled  the  pleasant  quarter  of  a  eeii- 
turv  of  **  sterling  eompaiiiouHhipg  and 
i'omrade^^hips. "  He  spoke  about  the 
10th  aniiivci-sary  IV  te  in  1908  and  said 
that  the  luiud  of  death  liad  not  been 
laid  heavily  upon  the  membership  in 
the  decade  and  a  half  since  then* 

The  genesis  of  Xi  Graduate  Chap- 
ter.  President  Bach  recalled^  was  a 
banquet  tendered  to  the  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  vetenms  of  the  Spanish  War  in 
Hazch  of  1898.   He  himself  circu- 


lated the  petition  for  a  charter  which 
later  was  signed  l>y  Major  Keek,  the 
head  of  the  G.  C,  and  Horace  Bright- 
niitn,  the  "foot  of  the  G.  C." 

Hi.s  eyes  li<,dited  by  reminiscence, 
Brother  Bach  recalled  the  days  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  "when  the  chief  ap- 
purtenances were  P.  0.  Box  112, 
Major  Keck,  and  an  unecmipleted 
catalogue." 

"The  memories  of  these  twenty- 
five  years  are  blessed  and  beantiful 
beyond  cKprcasion/'  Zi's  president 
continued.  *  'Our  goal  has  not  been  to 
outstrip  other  fraternities,  but  to 
have  an  association  that  has  biought 
us  a  peace  that  |  is  unswer^'ing  even 
as  we  enter  the  calm  of  the  afternoon 
of  fraternity  life." 

Objects  of  Xi  Graduate 

He  said  that  the  {Objeots  of  Xi 
Graduate  Chapter,  as  outlined  in  its 
eonstitution,  have  been  always  "to 
foster  the  fair  name  of  Phi  Gaiiima 

Delta ;  to  practice  its  principles ;  to 
consider  and  criticize  its  policies;  to 
renew  the  association  of  brother  with 
brother;  to  promote  true  fraternal 
feolinjr  and  to  revive  the  pleasant 
.  miinories  of  former  days;  to  preserve 
the  traditions  of  the  order;  and  to 
sliow  by  example  that  its  teachings 
may  lu'  followed  as  well  in  the  busy 
workl  lih  in  the  college  hall." 

Horace  I.  Brij.?htman,  iu  respond- 
ing to  the  subject,  "Our  Anniver- 
Bar}',"  positively  refused  to  become 
serious.  In  his  own  inimitable  vein, 
the  beloved  Horace  said  that  he  saw 
nothing  unusual  in  a  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  and  that  he  objected  to 
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everj^hing.  His  toast  reflected  the 
happy  times  spent  by  Xi  in  its  oc- 
casional meetings  where  for  hours  the 
elder  statesmen  will  debate  in  mock 
seriousness  over  a  proposed  amend- 
ment of  the  chapter  constitution  so 
that  nineteen-eighteenths  majority  is 
necessary  for  election  instead  of 
eighteen-seventeenths ! 

And  then  Major  Keck  spoke !  Good 
old  Major  Keck  —  he  who  has  meant 
so  much  to  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  in 
whose  honor  the  banquet  was  held  in 
1898,  when  he  returned  from  victories 
in  the  Spanish  "War,  that  resulted  in 
the  formation  of  Xi  Graduate  Chap- 
ter. The  Major  recalled  with  feeling 
the  "good  old  days"  when  the  govern- 
ment of  the  fraternity  was  vested  in 
the  Grand  Chapter,  His  toast  was 
"Our  Pledge"  and  he  said  that  when 
he  became  a  Phi  Gamma  Delta  he  took 
a  pledge  of  service  and  that  he  had 
kept  the  pledge  and  had  "lived  the 
faith." 

"Our  Fellowship"  Toast 

In  happy  phrase,  James  N.  Bal- 
lantine  — '  *  Jimmie ' '  —  responded  to 
"Our  Fellowship."  Jimmie,  like 
Horace  Brightman,  refused  to  wax 
serious,  save  only  when  he  read  some 
vers  librc  commemorating  the  occa- 
sion. 

Equally  happy  was  the  response  of 
T.  Ludlow  Chrj'stie  to  the  toast,  "Our 
Ideals."  In  it  he  mirrored  the  love 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  that  has  always 
been  one  of  his  characteristics. 

When  the  banquet  ended,  the  guests 
topk  with  them  the  elaborate  and  ar- 
tistic menu  booklets  that  Herman 


Heydt  had  had  prepared.  The  book- 
lets, of  16  pages  and  cover,  were  gems 
of  the  printer's  art.  They  carried  out 
the  Grecian  note  in  embellishments 
and  included  in  the  pages  were  a  tri- 
bute to  President  Bach,  a  facsimile 
of  the  chapter's  charter,  the  poem 
"Hail  Xi!,"  the  menu,  the  toast  list, 
the  roster  of  membership,  the  oflS- 
cers  and  committees  and  a  space 
for  autographs.  The  booklets  were 
not  the  only  favors,  for  President 
Bach  had  also  provided  silver  match 
cases  engraved  as  follows:  "Xi.  25th 
Anniversary.    March  26,  1923."

In  the  evening  a  dinner  was  held 

in  honor  of  the  Archons  at  the  Fac- 
ulty Club  by  Omicron  Graduate 
Chapter.  Judge  Stephen  Stone  (La- 
fayette '95)  presided  and  responses 
were  given  by  a  number  of  Fijis. 

Dr.  Snmuel  Blaek  MeCnnnick  (W.

wheve.  Chainnan  Hany  B.  Wassell 
(Bueknell  '00)  and  his  oommittee 
have  in  ionaation  a  aefaeme  that  will 
vednee  the  registration  fee  to  approx- 
imately $5.  This  fee  will  entitle  the 
rf<;isti  ant  to  admission  to  the  smoker, 
the  ball,  and  the  great  banquet. 

The  policy  of  economy  will  be 
farther  f*nrried  out  in  the  housing  ar-

To  think  that 
the  wearing  of  the  same  kind  of  pin 
should  spoil  such  an  answer  to  the 
blues.  It  is  the  fact  that  we  are  homo- 
jrpTiPous  —  that  a  New  York  Fiji 
really  is  a  Texas  Fiji  —  that  means 
so  miicli.  And  though  I  am  knowu  as 
most  coii.servative  in  the  mailer  of 
expansion  and  am  a  strict  believer  iu 
the  strengthening  of  our  pre^sent 
chain,  I  often  wonder  if  we  would  not 
be  strengthening  it  by  giving  AIa> 
bama  and  Texas  some  relief  from  its 
present  necessitated  isoktion.  Though. 
I  sm  breaking  all  ethical  roles,  I  feel 
urged  by  such  a  strong  conviction  of 
Tital  need  therefor,  to  say  that  links 
placed  in  Louisiana,  Georgia^  and 
North  Carolina  would  not  keep  us 
from  bein^'  what  I  am  continually 
preaching,  the  tyj)iial  conservatively 
national  fniteniity  of  America.  They 
should  be  placed  by  colonization,  of 
course.    And  soon. 

There  are  three  entrances  to  the 
South:  throngfa  Oklahoma,  Tennea* 
sse,  and  Virginia.  We  have  written 
about  the  Virginia  chapters,  so  we 
shall  go  into  the  Southwest  with  Okla- 
homa the  first  stop.

In  four  short  years  with  the  help  of 
adopted  Fijis  from  Oklahoma  City, 
Nu  Omega  has  blossomed  into  full  and 
powerful  maturity.  Slie  has  taken  a 
£oi*emost  j^laee  on  a  eanipus  of  great 
future.  She  is  aetnally  bef^inning 
const  ruetion  of  a  $75,000  house.  Her 
oi'gaiiization  would  do  credit  to  a 
chapter  whose  stability  is  based  upon 
fifty  years  of  tradition.  There  is  no 
tradition  in  Oklahoma.  It  is  ever\ 
man  for  himself.  It  Is  all  fresh  and 
free.  And  that  is  why  the  Fijis  are 
doing  and  have  done  those  miraenloos 
things.  Not  any  great  gift  from 
wealthy  Oklahomans,  but  the  spirit  of 
the  Sooner  itself  is  building  a  palace 
for  the  four-year  old.  That's  the  way 
they  do  things  in  Soonerland. 

Passing  Slum  at  Oklahoma 

Allow  me  to  introduce  Mrs.  Phelps 
who  is  the  new  hostess  at  Nu  Omega. 
She  is  makinpr  535  T^niversity  Boule- 
vai'd  th  >  ri<,'ht  kind  of  place  for 
gentlemen  to  live  in — and  is  making 
the  campus  the  happier  for  her  com- 
ing to  Norman.  Let  me  iuUoduee 
anew,  one  Hal  Crouch  who  as  execu- 
tive director  of  active  affairs  has  ren< 
ovated  local  organisation  and  main> 
tained  at  the  same  time  a  prominent 
campus  distinction.  The  next  in  line 
are  five  local  journalists  who  spread 
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the  hnmnron?,  daily,  monthly,  and 
annual  Sooner  gosfx'l  for  the  univiT- 
sity.  Next  we  have  threi-  regular 
basket  bailers  —  then  a  brilliant  all- 
around  fresh  man  clas^.

Lastly,  take  another  glimp.se  at  Judge 
Owen  who  practices  oceasional  law  in 
the  city,  but  who  doem't  let  that  in- 
terfere with  Phi  Gamma  Delta.

Good  hojB  are  going  all  over  the 
mintn''  each  year  nut  of  ^fuskonree 
iuid  Tulsa  with  a  determination  to  be 
Fijis.  Oklahoma  is  20  years  old.  I 
know  some  states  200  year.s  old  that 
haven't  learned  the  Oklahoma  leissuii. 

Twenty  years  ago  we  heard  a  lot 
about  anti-fraternity  legislatioin.  We 
deserved  to  hear  it.  Fraternities  were 
not  justifying  their  esistenee.  Legis- 
lators, faculties,  and  trustees  were 
proving  that  frsteniities  were  a  cam- 
pus menace.  It  was  a  time  for  a 
tihow-down.  And  Inckily  fraternities 
came  to  their 'senseR  Ix'fore  they  were 
compelled  to  die  an  ignominioas  death. 

Twenty  years  ajro  ehapters  fought 
one  aiuither.  X<nv  they  are  <retting 
togelhtT  ualionally  and  locally  to 
combat  common  ailments  aud  to  pre- 
sent a  united  front  to  alien  attacks* 
Twenty  years  ago  poor  gang  scholar- 
ship, immorality,  and  snobbishness 
were  permitted  evils.  Now  the  ehap- 
ters fight  for  a  better  average  than 
that  of  non-fraternity  men.  tliey  di- 
vorce liqnor  and  gambling  from  the 
fraternity  connection  and  do  all  in 
their  power  to  foster  democracy.  They 
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are  justifyiuj?  their  existence.  They 
are  true  supplemental  edueational  in- 
stitutions. And  1  am  tt^Uinjr  the  story 
of  the  Texas  Fijis  when  1  isay  that 
they  are  trying  to  be  modern  on  a 
campus  that  is  for  the  most  part, 
twenty  years  behind  the  times. 

Texas  Greeks  Need  Vision 

There  is  no  interfrateruity  council  . 
at  Austin.  The  local  chapters  have 
not  got  over  the  suspicion  that  their 
national  orders  east  aside  years  airo. 
The  faculty  is  luke-wann  and  anti ; 
sim])ly  beeauso  the  fraternities  are 
makmy:  no  eoneerfed  efTort  to  prove 
they  are  campus  a.ssets.  There  are 
not  enough  fraternities  at  Texas.  Only 
17  per  cent  ni  Texas  mmi  are  fratem- 
ity  men.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  we 
hear  anti-fraternity  grumbling  every 
time  the  legislature  meetaf 

Tau  Deuteron  is  making  a  real 
effort  to  do  the  right  thing.  For 
years  it  has  had  to  hold  up  the  South- 
western Fiji  wing  —  and  do  it  with 
not  mueh  more  help  than  that  which 
eame  tlirou;:h  tlie  mail.  Pa'  TT'»lmes. 
a  sterlinj;  Fiji  student,  di<i  so  mueh 
himself  thai  when  he  left,  the  matter 
of  continuity  failed  somewhat.  Then 
came  "Pinky"  White  and  Broome 
and  Allen  and  young  Section  Chief 
"Rnky"  Ward,  who  have  labored  in- 
cessantly  this  year  to  make  Tau  Deu- 
teron eflleient  and  pungent.  Just  as 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  has  nationally  set 
the  pace  for  interfratemity  conver- 
sion, so  Tau  Deuteron  can  huild  a 
memorial  for  itself  by  serving  its 
campus.

VI.  TBE  COLLEGE  HAN  ON  THE  FASM 

By  John  F.  Cunningham  (Ohio  State  '97) 


ALIi  DISCERNING  people  of  lam 
i.  eKperienee  know  that  fanning  is 
more  than  a  business;  it  is  a  life. 
There  are  those  of  farm  experienee 
who  maintain,  with  a  degree  of  logie, 
that  farming  is  not  a  business  at  all  — 
that  it  is  a  prnrao.  "With  the  latlor 
elas-s  I  cannot  a<xn>r  cxcrpt  on  the 
basis  that  any  undertaking:  Im'c-omk?^  a 
{rauic  wiien  it  must  encouutcr  hazards 
over  which  il  caanot  possibly  have  any 
control.  It  is  a  fact  beyond  dispute, 
however,  that  fanning  is  a  vocation  in 
which  gamenees  is  a  prime  enential. 

The  purpose  of  an  edncation  is  to 
enable  one  to  solve  the  problems  of 
his  calling  and  to  meet  in  an  intelli- 
gent, sensible,  and  proficient  manner 
the  many  new  situations  that  present 
themselves  from  day  to  day ;  also  to 
furnish  that  background  of  knowledge 
and  syn)}>athy  upon  whieh  th<*  joys 
of  living--  may  l)r  piiintcil  liy  the  artis- 
try ui'  (lur  daily  doings.  Tlie  chief  end 
of  an  ediieatinn.  therefore,  is  to  pro- 
mote cfticieiicy  and  the  joy  ut  livinsr. 

No  matter  what  his  calling'  may  be, 
the  fact  that  a  man  m  a  college  gradu- 
ate does  not  necessarily  mean  that  he 
is  profoundly  wise,  highly  capable,  or 


even  that  he  has  uncommonly  good 
sense.    I  have  met  many  edneated 

fools,  as  well  as  some  wise  men  who 
em  lid  neither  read  nor  write.  But 
the  fool  was  not  made  so  by  his  col- 
lege course  and  the  wise  illiterate  did 
not  gain  kiiowledpre  thnm<rh  the  fact 
that  he  luid  reeeived  no  sehoolintr. 

from  liio  fact  that  mure  er 
letvs  ot  a  degree  of  culture  is  absorbtxl 
during  a  college  course,  the  mental 
agility  and  power  acquired  and  the 
facts  learned  are  as  the  sldli  and  toob 
of  the  artisan.  The  possession  of  a 
hammer  and  a  saw  does  not  neeesssr- 
iiy  make  a  man  a  good  eaipenter; 
neither  does  the  college  diploma  al- 
ways proclaim  a  full  mind  or  a  con- 
structive intellect,  (iranted,  however, 
that  the  individual  lias  the  ability  and 
the  w'ill  to  ntilizi-  Ids  training,  the 
educated  man  in  any  calling  has  jrreat 
advanta^res  over  the  man  Mho  mns^ 
delve  (uit  his  own  trutlis  and  experi- 
ences and  pay  for  them  with  his  own 
money  while  he  is  doing  it. 

The  college  trained  farmer  may  or 
may  not  have  reedved  a  teehnicsl 
agricultaial  training.  The  courses  in 
some  of  our  agricultural  colleges  sn 
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open  to  the  criticism  of  being  top- 
heavy  with  the  purely  technical  and 
insufficient  in  the  subjects  that  make 
for  broader  culture.  This  situation  is 
improving,  how- 
ever, and  the  idea 
is  becoming  more 
generally  accepted 
that  the  education 
of  farmers  calls  not 
alone  for  more  pro- 
ficient husbandry 
but  also  for  the 
training  that  looks 
to  higher  ideals, 
broader  vision  and 
advanced  citizen- 
ship. 


Why  Go  To 
College? 

The  question 
Is  less  frequently 
heard  nowadays 
but  still  it  is  a  fair 
one:  "Why  should 
farmers  go  to  col- 
lege t"  Why  should 
men  in  any  vocation  go  to  college?  An 
engineer  may  learn  the  technical  op- 
erations of  his  work,  up  to  a  certain 
point,  by  serving  an  apprenticeship 
and  learning  by  doing  —  a  species  of 
cause  and  effect  training;  but  if  he  is 
to  meet  the  real  constructive  problems 
he  mii.st  be  equipped  to  figure  and 
think  them  out.  A  law>*or  may  read 
law  in  a  law  office  and  probably  pass 
the  bar  examination,  but  without  the 
ground  work  of  a  liberal  education  he 
is  not  likely  to  attain  a  high  rating  in 
his  profession.    A  dentist  may  learn 
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John  F.  Cunningham 
(Ohio  State  '97) 


to  plug  teeth,  or  to  extract  them,  by 
training  under  a  practitioner,  but  he 
is  not  likely  to  acquire  the  broad 
knowledge  now  necessary  to  the  pro- 
fession without  a 
more  general  med- 
ical education. 
Likewise  a  man 
may  become  a  very 
good  farmer  with- 
out going  to  college 
but  the  same  man 
would  be  greatly 
helped  by  a  tech- 
nical training  in 
the  many  .sciences 
on  which  agricul- 
ture rests,  while  his 
views  would  be 
broadened  and  his 
vision  lengthened 
by  the  training  in 
the  arts  and  clas- 
sics which  the 
course  in  agricul- 
ture should  also 
afford. 

With  the  host  of 
pn)blems  that  confront  the  farmer 
comes  a  call  for  fairly  definite  know- 
ledge of  all  of  the  great  branches  of 
science  —  chemistry,  physics,  mechan- 
ics, botany,  zoology,  bacteriology,  geol- 
ogj',  and  all  of  the  complex  subjects 
relating  to  the  care  and  cultivation  of 
the  soil,  growing  and  marketing  crops, 
breeding  and  feeding  animals,  etc. 
The  great  and  growing  adaptation  of 
power  to  fanning  brings  a  demand 
for»a  large  amount  of  new  informa- 
tion. The  demand  for  greater  econo- 
mies in  prmluetion  makes  necessary  a 
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inort'  (K'fitiite  form  df  niaua^ement 
and  eost  accuunliug.  All  of  the  re- 
ioiueefuliiess  of  the  trained  lamer 
plus  the  meet  advanced  sdence  and 
skill  an  Aeeeanry  to  make  farming 
piafitable  during  times  sueh  as  we 
have  reoently  experienced  and 
throiii^  whiefa  we  have  not  yet  com- 
pletely passed.  A  knovdedge  of  the 
past  is  always  the  best  gau^e  of  the 
future  and  this  is  particnlnrly  true  of 
tlie  business  aspect  of  fanning. 

Problems  Need  Trained  Minds 
Many  cbanges  have  taken  plaee  in 
r^ent  yean  in  the  relation  between 
agriculture  and  the  other  great  inter- 
ests of  our  population.  As  this  cmm- 
try  prows  in  pnptilation  the  a<riieiU- 
tnral  .sin*phisp?^  will  naturally  Ix-comf* 
less  and  los  an(]  many  chancres  in  the 
greai  t'cuaoniif  situation  will  be  un- 
avoidable. In  meeting  these  changes 
and  solving  the  far  reaching  problems 
that  are  bonnd  to  present  tliemselves 
trained  minds  are  necessary.  There 
is  also  something  eke  that  is  necessary 
and  that  is  a  fundamental  sympathy 
with  the  problems  of  the  farmer. 
Teehtiical  knowledge  alone  will  not 
fetch  the  answer  but  knowledge  liriktMl 
up  with  the  real  sympathy  and  clear 
understanding  of  the  peculiar  condi- 
tions under  which  the  business  and 
life  of  agrieuiture  must  In-  caiTicd  (ni 
will  alone  be  able  to  cope  with  the 
vital  problems  tiiat  the  future  holds. 

It  seems  clear  beyond  a  doubt  that 
tiiere  is  a  plaee  on  the  farms  of  Amer* 
iea  for  a  host  of  college  trained  men 
and  women.  The  compensations  of 
farming  are  not  to  be  rated  entirely 
in  dollanw  There  are  certain  qualities 


of  truth  and  gcnuituness  in  country 
life  thut  caauot  be  duplicutod  elst- 
where  and  which  can  be  indulged  in 
and  enjoyed  to  a  mueh  greater  d^ree 
if  one  is  trained  along  the  lines  that 
make  for  dear  interpretation  and  an- 
alysis of  conditions  that  surroond  and 
comprise  country  life.  To  one  who 
appreciates  the  truthful  things  of 
nature  there  is  no  solitude  and  little 
loncsomeness  in  the  open  countrj*.  On 
the  other  Imni  there  is  a  wid^»  anrl 
constJint  opportunity  fur  the  cxerciie 
of  one  s  finer  qualities,  linketl  up  with 
Uieful  service.  It  is  greatly  to  bo 
hoped  that  with  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  college  trained  men  and  women 
on  the  farms  of  this  country  will  eonw 
an  increasing  i4>preciatifm  of  the  fim- 
damental  importance  of  agrieultniat 
welfare  because  it  scaroely  needs  to 
be  said  that  on  farm  prosperity  resb 
the  prosperity  of  the  nation.  In  no 
better  way  can  the  ftitnre  welfare  of 
farminfr  be  assured  than  by  bavins? 
our  rural  population  comprised  to  an 
increasing  degree  of  people  of  educa- 
tion and  culture.

PIII  GAMiFA  DELTA  has  approx- 
imately 19,500  living  members,  on 
the  kisis  of  statistics  just  prepared  by 
the  National  Secretary  for  publica- 
tion in  the  forthcoming  issue  of 
Baird's  Manual. 

The  total  number  of  initiations  and 
affiliations,  as  nearly  as  can  be  determ- 
ined, on  June  1,  1923,  will  be  21,978. 
Allowing  for  deaths  and  duplications 
of  names,  the  living  membership  is 
between  19.000  and  20.000. 

The  chapter  at  Washington  and  Jef- 
ferson, whose  roster  includes  the  initi- 
ates of  both  Alpha  and  the  old  Beta 
Chapters,  has  the  largest  membership, 
with  606  names  on  its  roll.

Louis  Leverone  of  Chicago  Believes  Fijis  Can  Be  of  Mutual 

Aid  in  Employment  Problems

NOW  and  then  an  extremely  busy 
Fiji  (;omes  forward  with  an  in- 
teresting idea  which  has  value  for 
every  member  of  the  fraternity.  Here 
in  Chicago  where  they  brew  Fiji  spirit 
(in  spite  of  Volstead)  is  one  of  those 
busy  Fijis. 

Louis  E.  licverone  (Dartmouth 
'04),  as  vice  president  and  general 
manafrcr  of  Stein  Hall  Manufacturing 
Company,  guides  the  destiny  of  one 
of  the  largest  dextrine  and  starch  con- 
cerns in  the  count rj-.  For  several 
years  he  has  taken  time  from  his  un- 
usually busy  days  to  serve  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  through  Kappa  Graduate  Chap- 
ter.  As  a  director,  as  secretary  and, 


in  1922,  as  its  successful  president,  he 
has  worked  and  worked  hard. 

During  these  years  there  developed 
in  his  mind  the  idea  that  there  was  a 
great  possibility  of  our  graduate 
chapters  and  even  our  national  or- 
ganization doing  something  along 
vocational  lines;  the  helping  of  Fijis 
with  their  emplojinent  problems.  He 
has  interested  others  in  the  idea  and 
in  Chicago,  at  least,  something  will  be 
done  this  year  by  a  vocational  com- 
mittee of  Kappa  Graduate  Chapter.

But 
did  you  ever  stop  to  think  how  little 
11  em  paid  baekt  Why  not  pay  s 
little  by  helping  the  brotiier  who  has 
jut  graduated  and  wonders  where  he 
is  going  to  start  or  the  graduate  who 
is  mia-plaeedt 

*'We  list  a  lot  of  committees  in  the 
front  pages  of  the  magazine  and  many 
ot  them  do  splendid  work.  Why  not  a 
national  vocational  comTnittee  ?  I  think 
it  would  Hhow  wonderful  results. 

"Anj*  plan  adopted  might  well  in- 
clude the  is.suing  of  re^^nilar  bnllptins 
listiufT  tlie  qualificatiouii  of  such  Fijin 
as  may  be  hn>king  for  employment, 
also  listing  such  openings  as  may 
have  been  reported.  In  neither  case 
would  it  be  neeeasary  to  mention 
names.  If  this  plan  started  in  Chi- 
cago, other  eities  could  follow  along 
the  same  line  and  eventually  we  might 
have  a  nadonal  bnlletin. 

"If  we  were  ever  able  to  afford 
paid  almnTii  secretary  this  work  might 
quite  properly  fall  on  his  siioulders. 
I  don't  want  to  <'P'ate  the  iiupres^sion 
that  T  think  work  ot*  this  kind  will 
bent'iii  only  the  brother  looking  for 
help.  1  really  think  it's  a  good  busi- 
ness proposition.  All  other  qiuilifica« 
tioDs  being  equal,  I  believe  a  Fiji  will 
make  a  better  employe  or  associate  in 
my  bnsiness  than  one  who  is  not  a 
brother." 

There  is  food  far  thought  in  what 
Brother  Leverone  has  to  say.  That  he 
has  put  the  idea  into  practice  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  there  are  now 
eight  Fijis  on  his  pay  roll.  Are  there 
others  wlio  apprf>ve  of  the  idea  and 
shall  we  attempt  to  develop  it!

Beautiful  Structure  on  University  of  Washington  Campus 
Named  for  "Jimmie"  Eagleson  of  Sigma  Tau

THE  MEMORY  of  a  loyal  member 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  —  a  soldier 
and  a  gentleman  —  will  be  honored 


with  the  opening  of  the  $100,000  Y. 
M.  C.  A,  unit  on  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  Washington  at  Seattle. 

For  the  beautiful  structure,  now 
nearing  completion,  will  be  called 
Eagleson  Hall,  commemorating  the 
name  of  James  M.  Eagleson,  Sigma 
Tau  '16.  "Jimmie"  Eagleson  gave 
his  life  for  his  countrj-  in  the  World 
War.

An  unassuming  young  man,  es- 
teemed by  all  who  knew  him,  he  went 
overseas  shortly  after  America  en- 
tered the  war.  He  was  a  first  lieu- 
tenant in  the  69th  field  artillery.  Ac- 
companying him  was  his  father,  Dr. 
James  Eagleson,  prominent  Seattle 
physician,  and  major  in  Base  Hospi- 
tal unit  No.  60. 

Jimmie  Eagleson  weathered  every 
trial  and  tribulation  in  France.  The 
war  was  over  and  he  returned  joy- 
fully to  America.  He  thought  of  his 
wife  and  son  —  born  while  he  was  in 
France.     But  he  never  saw  either.

Law  Review

DQNALD  R.  Richberg  (Chicago 
*01),  prominent  lawyer  of  Chi- 
cago, ig  tlie  autiior  of  an  artichj  on 
"Developing  Ethic?   and  Resistant 
Law,"  published  in  the  Yale  Law 
i  JouTiud  for  D.Heiiiber,  1922.    It  is  a 
'masoned,  scholarly  exposition  of  a 
subject  close  to  Brother  Richberg's 
.  hearty  and  its  theme  Is  expressed  sae- 
cinetly  in  one  paragraph,  as  follows: 
"The  most  important  eondnsian 
!         diOQld  eome  out  of  this  last 
I  <!<tt«iderttioa  is  that  respeet  for,  and 
I  <^bedienee  to^  law  esnnot  he  obtained 


unless  the  law  is  continually  respons- 
ive to  the  ethical  demands  (f  the 
people  upon  whom  the  governmental 
authority  is  to  be  imposed.  It  is, 
therefore,  imi)erativo  that  the  law 
should  Htvtr  be  held  u  .sacred  heritage, 
that  the  law-makers  uud  the  law- 
givcrii  should  ever  bear  in  mind  that 
'the  principles  of  righteousness  haye 
no  fixed  abode,'  and  that  the  oonstita- 
tional  provision,  the  statute,  or  the 
decision  that  yesterday  eicpressed  the 
ripest  wisdom  of  the  ages  may  beeome 
anathema  tomorrow  and  may  be  a 
barrier  to  progress  and  a  menace  to 
the  general  welfare." 

The  author  is  well  known  nationally 
as  one  of  the  leading  legal  representa- 
tives of  labor  unions  and  re]>rr«nnted 
tlie  striking  railway  employees  in  their 
resistaneo  to  the  Federal  strike  in- 
junction order  recently  upheld  by  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. He  was  a  co-author  of  the  so- 
called  "Piumb  Plan"  for  nationaliza- 
tion of  the  railroads.  Ultra  eon> 
servatives  hold  Brother  Kiehberg  to 
be  a  radical,  and  those  better  ac- 
quainted with  him  realise  that  he  is 
rather  a  progressive  and  a  modeniist 
than  a  radical,  and  that  in  the  conn, 
oils  of  the  labor  forces  his  voice  and 
influence  are  regarded  as  conservative.

since  the  last  Ekklesia  there  have  been 
developing  a  lumilier  of  proposals, 
projects,  and  problems  that  merit  tlie 
careful  con«rid"ration  of  everj'  Fiji  if 
thoro  is  t(.  cnnie  ont  of  the  75tli  aiini- 
v^'i'sary  iiirct iii^'-  .1  record  of  construc- 
tive accomplishment. 

The  best  time  to  weigh  the  values 
of  proposed  legislation  is  not  in  the 


heetic  m<mientB  of  the  ftot-fleeting  ! 
convention  sessions,  but  rather  in  the 

calm  and  meditative  months  that  pre^ 

ocde  the  jEratheringr.  If  every  pnqposal 
likely  to  be  considered  at  Pittsburgh 
were  to  be  studied  intelligently  by  the 
**best  minds"  prior  to  the  conven- 
tion, there  wouUl  be  less  frround  for 
the  charge  oi'casionally  made  that 
actions  of  the  Ckkle^ia  are  too  hastily 
taken. 

What,  then,  are  some  of  the  items 
on  the  «*agenda"  of  the  75th  EUdesiat 


Judging  from  the  interest  displayed 

in  the  past,  expansion  is  perhaps  the 
most  important  question  that  the  dele- 
gates will  have  to  consider.  As  tlie-se 
lines  are  written  it  seems  jiroliable 
that  two  formal  petitions  will  Ije  eon- 
sidered  at  Pittsburgh,  with  a  third  one 
possible.  The  two  petitions  certain  to 
come  up  for  setl<m  are  those  from  the 
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Bachelors*  Club  at  Davidaoii  College, 
DavidaoQ,  North  Cazoliiia,  and  from 
Phi  Sigma  Tan,  a  local  at  the  Uni 
sity  of  Toronto,  Toronto,  Oanada.  Al- 
ready a  banago  of  propaganda  is  be- 
ing thrown  down  by  sopportera  of 
these  petitions.  Whether  any  charters 
will  be  granted  no  man,  of  course,  can 
predict  Mnth  certainty  and  no  wise 
editor  would  attempt  to  say.  Perhaps 
it  is  just  as  well,  for  it  is  a  fact  that 
the  mml  dramatic  scenes  of  our  as- 
semblies are  usually  those  surround- 
ing the  debut  iiij^  and  voting  on  peti- 
tions, especially  when  tiiere  h  some 
donbt  as  to  the  outcome;  and  the 
dramatie  ja  always  interesting.  The 
point  we  wonld  stress  in  connection 
with  the  expansion  qu&stion  is  the 
eztremo  desiraljility  of  those  with 
voting  power  fortifying  themselves 
with  \he  facts  concerning  the  <?tand- 
inpr,  tratlitions,  ideals,  and  aspirations 
of  botb  the  petitioners  and  their  col- 
leges. With  this  grounding  in  fact, 
there  is  less  likelihood  of  the  delegates 
being  swayed  or  stampeded  by  the 
"grsnd-and-florioDS-frateraity"  ora- 
tory of  the  proponents  and  the  oppon- 
ents. And  tliis  is  not  an  appeal  to  do 
away  with  the  qtell-binders.  We  like 
*mkl  Thsy're  great! 


One  can  not  speak  of  expansion 

without  launching  into  a  discussion  of 
colonization.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
the  last  Ekklesia  at  Birmingham  eom- 

mitted  the  fraternity  to  colonization 
and  provided  for  the  working  ont  of 
the  details  to  be  presented  to  tlie 
Pittsburgh  meeting.   Jmt  what  pro- 
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gress  the  Permanait  Conmiittee  on 
Expansion  has  been  making  in  this 
important  task,  we  hare  not  learned. 
There  will  probably  be  some  diverge 
ence  of  opinion  as  to  methods,  but,  if 
an  earnest  study  of  the  suggested 
plan  is  madr  iM  lore  tiic  Ekklesia,  it 
should  not  be  diflicult  to  arrive  at 
some  common  trronnd  on  which  can  be 
erected  a  modm  operandi  that  will 
bear  up  under  usa?e.  Every  idea  on 
tkia  rather  marked  departure  from 
our  established  method  of  t^ranimg 
charters  should  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  expansion  committee  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  personnel  of 
this  committee  is  listed  in  the  direc- 
tory seetion  of  this  magasine. 

Ubiqaitons  as  taxes  is  the  perennial 
problem  of  alnmni  interest.  Phi 
Qamma  Delta  has  not  been  making 
the  demands  upon  the  pocketbooks  of 
her  alumni  that  many  other  fraterni- 
ties hnve.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Ui-xt  Kkklesia  will  ciiusidor  Sfriously 
the  ju'oposal  to  atteni{)t  \hr  fnllcctiou 
of  auiiual  dues  from  all  aluiiuii  mem- 
bers of  the  fratornity.  Other  fratern- 
ities of  high  standards  are  collecting 
as  much  as  $5  from  as  many  as  40 
per  cent  of  their  Eving  alumni.  More- 
over, th«y  report  that  the  levying  of 
the  fee  has  bad  the  remarkable  effect 
of  stimulating  incressed  interest  on 
the  part  of  graduate  members.  Per- 
haps Phi  Qanuna  Delta  is  ready  to  try 
thi<?  plan  ;  perhaps  not.  Tlie  Toth  Ek- 
klesia, {riven  the  benefit  of  a  eross- 
seetion  of  opinion  of  the  entire  fra^ 
ternity,  should  determine. 
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A  growiug  deiaaud  for  a  return  to 
a  htudge  larger  than  the  one  now 
designated  aa  olBeial  will  be  tnns- 
lated  into  aome  sort  of  legislative 
proposal  to  be  presented  at  Pitts- 
bozgh,  we  ai«  inf onned.  The  objeo- 
tioa  is  made  that  the  badge  now  in 
use  is  not  readily  distingaishAbley 
especially  on  those  campus^  where 
other  groups  are  wearing  insignia  of 
similar  or  identical  shapf*.  The  re- 
I)ort  of  the  < '(»mmittee  on  liisi<,'iiia, 
appoiTitcn  upon  anitiorizal  ion  of  the 
Birmingiiuin  ?]kkl('iiia,  will  be  awaited 
with  interest  at  Pittsburgh.  Mean- 
while^ the  advantages  and  disadvant- 
ages of  a  larger  badge  should  be 
talkod  over  whenever  Fijis  meet  to 
gossip  about  things  fiateinal — and 
that  oogfat  to  be  whenever  th^  meet 

Thers  Is  another  phase  of  the  in- 
signia probleoL  It  ooneems  the  pur- 
ehsse  by  both  active  men  and  alumni 
of  novelties  that  were  declared  unof- 
ficial" by  the  73d  Ekklesia,  which 
went  on  record  nurainst  all  insignia 
except  the  regulation  bad>^t\  the  sister 
pin,  the  pledge  jiin,  and  coat-of-aniis 
rings.  This  regulation  has  admittedly 
been  only  half-heartedly  observed  by 
the  active  men  and  national  officers 
have  foond  it  very  difficult  of  enforce- 
meat  Three  courses,  possibly,  are 
open  to  the  75th  EkUesia:  (1)  It  can 
reaffirm  its  action  of  1921  and  in- 
corporate more  effective  p<  naltieo  for 
violations;  (2)  it  can  wipe  the  regula- 
tion from  the  books  as  not  represent- 
ing the  wi«!ie«!  of  the  chapters  of 
which  the  Ekklesia  i%i,  after  all,  the

All  of  which  is  prefatory  to  notho 
ideas  we  have  about  chapter  deltgates. 
There  has  been  a  tendency  at  recent

A  plan  i»  proposed  to 
introduce  a  truant  officer  at  Pitts- 
burgh to  bring  in  the  delinquents,  and 
even  the  harsh  expedient  of  declining 
to  pay  the  railroad  faro  of  habitual 
absentees  may  be  resorted  to.  All  this 
can  be  avoided  if  the  chapters  will 
elect  the  right  sort  of  delegates.  Men 
oui^ht  to  be  chosen  who  will  be  truly 
repreweiitative  of  their  chapters.  They 
ought  to  come  to  the  EUdesiA  pre- 
pared to  be  what  thej  are  called  — 
ocftve  delegates.

Up  to  1879,  the  eonventiona  were 
designated  as  of  the  year  of  holding 
them;  from  1879  to  1889,  they  were 
named  numerically  by  the  numbers 
of  conventions  held;  for  instance,  the 
oin-  h«  Id  in  1879  was  known  as  the  fif- 
teenth convention.  In  1889,  they  were

called  by  the  anniversary  year  ainoe 
the  founding  of  the  aodety.  The 
meeting  of  1889  was  known  aa  the 

forty-first  convention. 

From  1899  the  conventions  were 
called  Ekklesia  in  accordance  with  a 
resolution  passed  at  the  50th  conven- 
tion. 

The  conventions  have  for  the 
greater  part  been  held  annually. 
There  are^  however,  certain  akipa  in 
the  yean  1849  to  1877  and  during 
late  years  omiasiona  occurred  in  1914 
and  1918  on  aooount  of  the  World 
War. 

The  conventions  and  Ekklesiai  have 
been  held  in  cities  from  coa^^t  to  coast. 
rut-iii-Bay  and  Niagara  Falls  for  a 
time  threatened  to  become  perpetual 
bat  all  popular  places  have  been  out* 
classed  by  Pittaburgh. 

The  75th  Anniversary  EkUesia  wQl 
be  ninth  hdd  in  the  hoapitable  city  of 
loyal  Fijig,  Pittsburgh.

The  ccnLTeotionB  of  1879  to  1888, 
inclusive,  were  known  as  ihe  IStb  to 
the  24th  conventions.   In  reality  the 

convention  of  1879  was  the  sixteenth 
actual  convention  held.  In  Septem- 
ber, 1848,  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two 
chapters  then  existing-  at  JelTerstin 
College  and  Wa.shington  College  met 
at  Washington,  Pa.,  for  the  purpose 
specifically  of  eoiundering  amend* 
meats  to  tho  eonstittttioii.  The 
teroitgr  has  never  recovered  from  the 
amendment  infeetion;  it  Is  a  manifest 
eruption  at  eveiy  convention.  I  think 
we  mar  as5?nmc  that  meetings  of  the 
two  first  chapters  were  frequently 
held  to  discuss  plans  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  "Delta  Assoeiation"  dur- 
ing 1841),  1850,  and  1851.  The  Jeffer- 
son College  Chapter,  however,  main- 
tained its  Grand  Chapter  authority 
and  it  was  not  nntil  1852,  that  a  regu- 
lar convention  was  called,  "to  con- 
sider amendments  to  the  constito- 
tion." 

Inasmuch   as  Pittsburgh  is  the 

l^feeen  for  the  75th  Anniver?an'  Ek- 
klesia,  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  meetings 
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held  ill  tlie  city  of  Pittsburgh  may  be 
ol  iuterest  at  this  time. 

Convention  of  1852 

1S52 — There  aie  no  records  of  Uiis 
emwatiaa  in  th«  axdiim  of  the  f  n- 
temity.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Giand 
Chapter,  December  29)  1851,  urith 
Gmdoate  MembeiE  MoLarsn,.  Hall, 
jjogan,  and  Bnddoek  present,  "the 
propriety  was  discussed  of  holding  a 
crencral  convention  a.s  soon  as  practic- 
able and  at  whatever  place  may  seem 
most  convenient,  for  the  purpiM»e  of 
revising  our  Constitution  and  determ- 
ining whatever  may  be  beneficial  to 
the  order." 

On  Marsh  31,  1852,  with  Graduate 
Memibem  Finlogr,  Logan,  Kennedy, 
and  McLaren  present,  a  resolntion  was 
adopted  as  follows : — 

"Resolved,  That  the  *G'  inform 
the  several  chapters  of  the  order,  that 
it  is  our  wish  to  liold  a  convention  at 
Pittsbur^'h,  comniencinnr  on  Thursday, 
the  fifth  day  of  August,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reviaiiig  our  constitution  and 
tnunaetixig  whatever  elae  may  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  order,  also  reedved, 
that  a  oQfmmittee  be  appointed  to  eare- 
fully  examine  the  constitution  and  in- 
quire into  its  defects  and  wants  so  as 
to  be  prepared  to  propose  amendments 
and  alterations.  Cominittee,  Brothers 
Braddock,  Hall,  Gallagher,  Hopkins, 
and  McLaren." 

In  the  Grand  Chapter  minutes  of 
Ksj-  21,  1852,  a  eommonication  was 
reoei'ved  trtaa  Union  Cluster,  stating 
that  they  had  east  their  vote  for  Pitts- 
borsh  as  the  location  for  anticipated 
<M>nventian. 

There  are  no  written  details  per- 


taining  to  the  1852  convention  in  the 
archives  of  the  fraternity.  In  1911  I 
was  able  to  add  some  historical  mate- 
rial from  an  account  found  in  the 
City  Fost  of  I'iltsburgh  under  date  of 
August  10, 1852,  which  indicated  that 
the  convention  was  doeed  on  August 
6th.  The  newspaper  article  stated 
that  25  delegates  assembled  at  "Ar- 
thur's Hall"  to  list  to  some  liter- 
arr  performances.  The  speakers  were 
John  II.  Hopkins,  whose  subject  was 
"Erin,  Her  Pools  and  Poetry,"  and 
William  E.  McLaren,  who  delivered  a 
poem  on  "The  Soul  of  Beauty." 

Met  in  Old  Ccntnd  HaU 

1863— This  was  the  seoond  Pitts- 
burgh  conyention.  In  the  minutes  of 

the  Grand  Chapter  of  December  16, 
186^  this  note  is  found:  "It  was 
moved  and  carried  to  send  delegates 
to  a  convention  next  .snmnier.  On 
motion  Chapter  ajjrre«xl  to  propose  to 
the  other  eliapters  of  tlie  fraternity  to 
iiold  a  convention  in  Pittsburgh  on 
the  14th  of  August,  1863." 

In  the  minutes  of  June  80,  1868: 
**An  election  for  delegates  to  tiie  con- 
vention to  be  held  at  Pittsbnigh  re- 
sulted in  the  choice  of  Kggs^  Sr.,  and 
Jennings." 

In  the  minntes  of  June  14,  1864: 
"On  motioti  Brother  James  (Inloway 
was  chosen  Convention  Frutor  to  i-ep- 
rpsnnt  'Alpha'  in  place  of  DoWitt 

Waliar.'." 

The  1863  convention  of  the  fratern- 
ity was  held  at  Gentrsl  Hall,  Pitts- 
boTgh,  Penn.,  on  Angast  18  and  14, 
1863.  The  permanent  officefs  of  the 
convention  were;  Prendent,  W.  E. 
McLaren ;  vice-president,  M.  H.  Bieh- 
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ards;  secretary,  J.  H.  Ruddle.  The 
cliaptoi-s  ri_'i)n'seiiit;d  were  Alpha, 
Lambda,  Xi,  aiid  Pi. 

1864 — The  first  biennial  conven- 
tion was  held  at  Pittsburgh  on  August 
17  and  18, 1864,  at  Central  Hall.  The 
chapters  represented  were  Alpha, 
Beta,  Lambda,  Xi,  Pi,  and  Sigma. 
The  permanent  officers  of  the  conven- 
tion were:  President,  Irwin  Arm 
strong;  vice-president,  Frank  Rich- 
ards; secretary,  John  Henderson. 

1869 — The  1869  convention  was 
held  in  the  liiver  parlor  of  the  Monon- 
gahela  House,  Pittsburgh,  on  July  7, 
1869.  The  following  ehapters  were 
represented:  Alpha,  Xi,  Sigma,  Tau, 
Upailoii,  Gamma  Deuteron,  Beta  Deu< 
teron,  Delta  Deutenm,  Pi,  Omicron, 
Beta.  The  permanent  officers  of  the 
convention  w-ere:  President,  J.  H. 
Raymond  of  Delta  Deuteron  Chapter ; 
vice-president,  S.  M.  Jackson  of  Upsi- 
lon  Ohnpter;  secretarj',  T.  T.  Wight- 
man  of  Epsilou  Chapter, 

1884 — This  was  called  the  twenti- 
eth convention  and  was  held  at  Pitts- 
burgh on  August  26,  27,  28,  1884.  It 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Pi  of  Grand 
Chapter.  The  permanent  dBeers  of 
the  organization  were:  W.  S.  Miller, 
Pi ;  C.  V.  Mead,  Epsilon ;  S.  L.  Rich- 
ards, Gamma;  J.  M.  Onnond  :mu1  II. 
N.  Pierce,  assistant  Gammas;  tlie  ]{ev. 
J.  H.  Rallantyne,  Chaplain  j  B.  Speer, 
guardian  of  the  door. 

Bstablished  '^Founders*  Day" 

1891 — ^This  convention  was  termed 
the  forty-third  anniversary  conven- 
tion and  was  hdd  at  the  Monongabela 
House,  Pittsburgh,  on  October  28,  29, 
and  30,  1891.   The  convention  was 


opened  in  the  bamiuet  hall  of  the 
hotel  by  Frank  Keck,  senior  delegate 
from  Grand  Chapter.  S.  S.  Gilson  of 
Alpha  Chapter  gave  the  address  of 
welcome  in  behalf  of  the  resident 
alumni,  which  Was  responded  to  by 
Louis  P.  Bach,  junior  delegate  from 
Grand  Chapter.  The  pennanent  of- 
ficers of  the  organization  were:  E.  B. 
Meckel,  Pi;  William  F.  Chamberlin, 
Epsilon;  S.  S.  Hotchkiss,  Gamma; 
Grayson,  Ray,  and  A.  C.  Onnond,  as- 
sistant Guninia.s ;  C.  G.  Hazlett,  Chap- 
lain ;  G.  \V.  Bigler,  guardian  of  the 
door. 

Not  the  least  notable  of  the  many 
beneficent  measures  which  the  con> 
vention  has  left  to  the  fraternity  as  a 
legacy,  was  the  one  providing  for  a 

so-called  "Founders'  Day,"  for  gen- 
eral observance  both  by  active  and 
graduate  chapters. 

189»— This  was  the  fiftieth  con- 
vention of  the  fraternity  and  it  was 
held  jointly  at  Washington  and  Jef- 
fei-son  Ct)Ilege,  AVaiihington,  Penna,, 
and  at  Hotel  Schenley,  Pittsburgh, 
Penna.,  on  October  14  to  18^  1898. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
Brother  James  B.  Cauthers^  Alpha 
Chi,  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  in  the 
chapel  of  Jefferson  College.  Bishop 
.Joseph  C.  llai-tzell,  Alpha  Deuteron. 
was  chosen  temporar>-  Pi.  The  per- 
manent onu'fiN  for  thf  convention 
were:  Pi,  iiislHtjt  .Joseph  ('.  Hartz<H.

Historian  Rtdpath  Present

Wants  Dau  on  1872  Meeting 

I  am  not  at  all  positive  that  a  con- 
vention of  1872  was  held.  The  only 
thing  whieli  I  can  find  which  would 
indicate  that  there  wa«  an  1H72  con- 
vention is  a  report  which  1  have  in 
my  possession  which  was  made  by 
Ivappa  Cliapter  and  evidently  read  at 
one  of  their  meetings,  in  regard  to  the 
"coming  eonvention  of  1872."  The 
report  dealt  with  questiona  that 
Kappa  Chapter  felt  would  be  dis* 
cussed  at  tliia  ecmvention.  It  c(m- 
tained  references  to  the  following 

matt»'rs  : 

1.  In  it  iation  of  women  into  the  fra- 
ternity. 

2.  Tlie  proposed  aiuendment  to 
eonstitntion  of  designating  the 
order  of  establishment  of  new 
chapters  by  Greek  letters,  begin- 
ning with  Alpha. 

3.  Ritual,  the  seating  arrangment 
at  initiations. 

4.  The  quarto-centennial  celebra- 
tion. 

5.  The  cataloLni*'  fiiiid. 

Major  Iveck,  who  is  an  authority  on 
everj'thing  pertaining  to  llie  fratern- 
ity, says  in  a  reoent  letter:  ''If  my 
memory  serves  me  rightly,  a  conven- 
tion  was  hdd  in  1872  at  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  in  May  of  that  year."  I 
have  in  my  i)ossession  some  of  the 
records  of  Xiambda  Chapter  of  1872 
btit  find  no  comment  in  regard  to  nn 
1872  convention.   I  trutft  that  some 
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member  of  the  fraternity  in  reading

The  bemiiuent  surrounding  a  75th  an- 
nivenaty  alioald  demand  attendance, 
but  if  the  nndergndnato  will  believe 
the  testimonsr  of  tboae  of  na  who  m 
growing  old,  ecmventioii  attendance  is 
meet  desirable  because  of  tlie  common 
aim5;  and  aspirations  which  animate 
all.  It  if?  at  a  Phi  Gamma  Delta  con- 
vention that  disinterested  friendships 
are  formed  ami  the  fraternity  bro- 
thers from  the  small  country  college 
juid  the  lai-ge  city  college  join  hands 
in  a  eatfaolic  brotherhood  wliieh  thej 
have  new  before  reaUsed.  The  75th 
anniversapy  should  have  a  large  at- 
tendance of  sires  and  sons^  and  it  is 
with  til  is  thought  in  my  own  mind 
that  I  am  especially  looking  forward 
to  the  Diamond  oelebrati(m  in  Pitts* 
bur^h.

Rises  With  United  Press 

Brother  Biekel  ha.s  l)een  president 
of  the  United  Press  only  a  few  month". 
But  his  election  did  not  come  as  a 
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surprise.  He  worked  liis  way  up  with 
the  organization,  not  through  it,  for 
lilt'  rise  of  the  Ijjiited  I'ress  has  been 
ai»  spectacular  as  lias  been  Bidcsra. 
Not  80  many  yean  ago,  in  1907,  the 
United  Pra»  was  an  miateady  collec- 
tion of  shaky  little  newa  hnreaus  in 
various  parts  of  the  ooautry  with  a 
leased  wire  from  New  York  to  Cincin- 
nati; now  it  has  48.000  miles  o£  wire 
iind  Imn-nns  tlu'  world  over, 

iiicki'l  slartcHl  his  newspaper  work 
as  a  high  school  correspundent.  His 
first  job  was  on  the  Davenport  Times, 
from  irtdeh  he  "wmtt  to  the  Davenport 
B€puhlictt»  to  become  its  city  editor 
at  the  monifieent  salary  of  $12  a  week. 
That  was  in  1903,  and  that  year  he 
went  to  Lelaud  Stanford,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  a  Phi  Gam,  well 
known  for  college  activities  and  well 
liked  for  his  perKonality. 

Bickel  went  right  luirk  to  ntnvs- 
paper  work  after  his  gradualiou,  go- 
ing to  San  Francisco  to  joiu  the  forces 
of  the  Bxaminer.  Bight  after  the 
earthqnake,  Howard  B.  'Wheeler,  a 
Stanford  Phi  Qam,  now  with  Seknee 
Service,  won  him  over  to  the  Nctrs 
despite  a  sacrifice  in  siUary,  thus 
brinfring  him  into  the  Scripps-McBae 
organization. 

The  News  wa*;  then  closrly  allied 
with  the  United  Press  and  liickel  was 
soon  shifted  to  Portland  lo  manage  a 
U,  P.  bureau  there.  There,  iDcident- 
ally,  he  found  time  also  to  get  married 
a&d  to  organize  the  Beaver  Clab  into 
a  petitioning  body,  sQCoessf nl,  for  Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 

Then  came  four  years  in  Colorado, 
with  Bic'kcl  as  the  owner,  no  of 
the  Grand  Jtmetion  Daily .  That  was 


great  experience,  high  sport,  and 
plenty  of  excitement,  for  Bickel 
jumped  into  the  political  turmoil  and 
had  the  pleasure  of  helping  elect  Fiji 
Ben  Griffith  of  Denver  into  the  at- 
torney general's  office. 

In  1912  Bickel  sold  his  paper  and 
came  East.  He  met  Roy  Howard  of 
tlie  United  Press  and  got  into  the 
business  department  of  the  nr^raniza- 
tion.  He  lircaiii''  niana^^-r  at  Chicago, 
then  business  nuina<,'er,  treueral  news 
manairer.  general  mana^or,  vice-presi- 
dent, and,  at  the  age  of  forty,  presi- 
dent. 

Enters  Larry  Earnist 

Back  in  his  college  days  at  Stan- 
ford,  at  the  Phi  Gam  house  one  day, 
Biekel  met  a  brother  from  ralifoniia, 
Larry  Earnist  —  L.  C  Earnist,  '08 — 
also  a  Mid-Westerner,  a  erack  base- 
ball player,  editor  of  the  Daily  Cali- 
fornian,  member  of  upperclass  hojior 
societies,  and  what  not  else.  The  two 
had  a  common  interest  in  newspaper 
work  bnt  certainly  they  didn't  dis- 
cuss the  U.  P.,  for  neither  knew  any* 
thing  about  it. 

Earnist  went  to  Paiuulena  after  he 
left  college  ;nn1  enirnfred  in  newspaper 
work  thf»rr  and  in  otiiei-  coast  cities 
for  two  years.  In  IMDIJ  he  joined  th<^ 
I'nited  Pre.ss,  beconiing  manager  of 
the  Lo8  Angeles  bureau,  then  coast 
manager.  "When  Bickel  left  Chicago, 
Earnist  took  his  place  there,  then 
came  East  as  general  news  manager. 
In  1921  Bickel  and  Earnist  swapped 
jobs  as  general  manager  and  general 
news  manager. 

Xow  Earnist  is  vice-president  in 
charge  of  business  and  as  such  re- 
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spuiisible  to  his  Phi  Gam  brother, 
Bickel,  his  president.  But  with  all 
this  job-swappiug  gaiug  on  even 
Bicfcel  acUnita  that  doeaa't  mean 
mneh.

Voice  Is  Raiaed  Against  Proposed  Golonizalion  Flan  and  ^14- 
Points**  Extension  Policy  Is  Suggested

THE  COLONIZATION  plan  of  ex- 
teDnoQ  does  not  seem  to  me  to  go 
tar  enough  to  a4soompIlsh  the  purpose 
for  -wbieh  it  Is  intended. 

I  am  particu- 
larly opposed  to 
tliat  part  of  the 
l)laii  wliich  pro- 
poses that  a  co- 
lonizatioQ  com- 
mittee be  given 
antlKHity  to 
guide  the  fra- 
ternity in  mat- 
ters of  exten- 
sion. No  com- 
mit too.  however 
efficieut,  call  be 
as  conversant 
with  the  problems  of  each  section  as 
the  undergraduates  and  alumni  liv- 
ing in  the  section.  A  report  of  a 
eranmittee  on  extension  to  an  EkUeaia 
is  hut  the  eoUeetiTe  opinion  of  a  few 
Ffjis^  and  not  the  consensus  of  opin- 
ion of  a  majority  of  Fijis,  taken  sec- 
tion by  section.  In  all  the  time  I  have 
been  connected  with  graduate  chap- 
ters, I  have  never  hefird  of  a  member 
of  the  coiniiiittee  on  extension 


re- 


questing advice  from  a  graduate 
diapter. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  criticise 


those  loyal  and  enthtmastie  Fijis  ivfao 
hava  helped  to  direct  Fhi  Qamms 
Dtolta's  progress  in  the  past  Th^ 
deserve  the  laords  they  have  won. 
However,  if  we  are  going  to  maintain 
democracy  within  our  fraternity  and 
retain  alumni  interest,  we  should  give 
wider  latitude  to  the  section  conven- 
tion in  shaping  the  destiny  of  the 
fraternity  within  the  section. 

If  Phi  Qamma  Delta  were  one  of 
the  younger  fratemitiea  I  would  favor 
the  coI<misation  plan.  Bnt  it  seems 
to  me  we  have  reached  that  stage  in 
our  development  where  thore  must  be 
good  and  sufficient  reasons  for  grant- 
ing a  chai'ter.  We  should  be  more 
coneenied  witli  efficient  and  represen- 
tative government  and  the  stimula- 
tion of  alumni  interest  than  how  we 
are  going  to  enter  a  certain  desirable 
edlege  or  nniverdty. 

The  champions  of  colonisation  may 
be  prompted  to  answer  that  statement 
by  saying  that  the  purpose  of  coloni- 
zation is  not  a  desire  for  more  chap- 
ters, but  an  endeavor  to  fomuilate  a 
plan  for  future  expansion.  T  will  ad- 
mit that  there  are  several  tilings  in 
the  colonization  plan  which  I  favor. 
However,  I  believe  what  we  need  is 
not  a  plan,  but  a  well  defined  policy 
on  ^tension. 
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Several  yeBTs  ago  an  alumnoa  said 

to  me:  "The  only  active  interest  I 
hare  in  Phi  Qamma  Delta  iK  on  qties^ 
tions  of  exiMnsion.

We  can't  get  away  from  the  close 
.relatioDshig  of  qnestions  of  alumni 
support  and  extensiim. 

My  experience  in  graduate  chapter 
worh:  has  convinced  me  of  the  follow- 
in? : 

1.  The  purpose  of  a  jrraduate  chap- 
ter is  to  help  promote  the  best  intt  r- 
ests  and  Trtain  the  social  benefits  of 
Phi  liiiiiinia  Delta. 

2.  Alumni  interest  responds  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  responsibil- 
ity given  to  the  graduate  chapter. 

S.  Each  graduate  chapter  should  be 
as  much  a  part  of  the  life  and  gov- 
ernment of  our  fraternity  as  the  un- 
dergraduate chapter,  with  equal  re- 
prr^ontation  and  voting:  power  at  sec- 
tion conventions  and  at  the  Ekklesia. 

4.  The  Section  Chief  '^hould  visit 
regularly  ear>h  praduate  ehaptrr  in  his 
section  and  give  it  the  same  attention 


that  he  gives  the  undergraduate  chap- 
ter. 

5.  A  graduate  chapter  should  be 
assigned  a  geographical  territorj-  and 
should  nrjrr-  every  Fiji  living  therein 
to  bec«*ni<'  affiliated  with  it. 

fi.  AiihuhI  dues  to  tlif  i:ra'lii;i't' 
chapter  should  cover  a  subscript  ion  to 
the  magazine. 

For  these  reasons  I  advocate  closer 
relations  and  more  efficient  govern- 
ment within  the  section.  Each  section 
should  have  the  right  to  determine 
what  course  is  best  for  the  fratmity 
in  that  section  a.s  a  prerequisit-^  tr» 
action  by  the  Ekklesia,  and  the  Sec- 
tion Chief  should  be  the  sponsor. 

Suggests  "14  Potnta" 

With  the  idea  of  section  ri^'hts  as 
pai-amount,  I  suggest  the  foUowiug 
"14  points"  as  an  outline  for  a  policy- 
on  extension: 

1.  The  work  at  present  being  done 
by  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Bx- 
tension  should  be  taken  over  by  the 
Section  Chiefs. 

2*  Beqnirements  of  institutions 
should  be  agreed  upon  rather  than  sn 
api»eal  made  to  precedent  and  paat 
performances.

5.  In  order  for  a  coliesre  to  be 
placed  on  the  aecreditfnl  list,  it  shoiiW 
first  be  passed  on  at  a  section  conven- 
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tion  and  then  recommended  totiie£k- 
klesia  by  the  Section  Chiefs^ 

6.  Tnqinrit  s.  from  prospective  peti- 
tioners should  be  submitted  to  the 
Section  Chief. 

7.  If  a  petitioning  group  i>>  already 
in  an  aeciedited  college,  the  Section 
Chief  may  order  an  investigation. 

8.  ProBpective  petitioners  should 
not  be  permitted  to  solicit  support  un> 
til  after  the  petition  has  been  en- 
dorsed. 

9.  Petitions  should  only  be  en- 
dors<  'l  the  section  in  convention  as- 
serubl<'<l.  l)rl«'«rntc«!  to  the  oonvontion 
should       instructed  in  all  case's. 

10.  Xo  I'iji  .sliuuld  be  allowed  to 
encourage  a  group  of  prospective 
petitionexa  without  authority  from 
the  Seetien  Chiel 

11.  Petitioninir  expenses  should  be 
kept  as  low  as  possible  and  petitioners 
penoitted  to  spend  only  such  sums  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Section  Chief. 

12.  lndi\idual  n»«pon.sihility  for 
di.scourajrintr  petitioners  ;it  non-ac- 
credited colli'p'S  slioidd  be  relieved  by 
action  of  the  sect  ion  conveiition. 

13.  After  a  petition  has  received  a 
favorable  'vote  at  a  section  conven- 
tion,  as  outlined  above,  it  should  be 
the  duty  of  the  Section  Chief  to  pie* 
sent  the  faets  to  the  Ekklesia  and  re- 
quest  permission  to  place  the  petition- 
ers on  probation  under  the  guardian- 
ship of  interested  Fijis. 

14.  MHien  the  section  considers  the 
P»'titi(Miers  ready,  the  Section  Chief 
may  then  refer  the  question  to  the 
Bkklesia  for  a  vote  on  a  charter  grant.

ter letter  in  the  January,  1892,  issue 
of  Pm  Oakma  DwuTk  Quabtbblt  :

Uedieine  eaUs  for  hard  work  and 
I  much  self  deniaL  Nowhere  is  there  a 
^  bodjr  of  students  more  overloaded  and 
overworked  than  the  earnest  medical 
student.  Nowher*^  is  fh>^ve  a  proff»s- 
sional  man  more  overworked  tliaii  the 
s^K'ee^^>ful  physician.  Nowhere  ean 
you  find  a  sat  of  men  who  give  up  m 
mueh  time  to  their  profession  and  the 
perfeetion  of  their  laofesdmal  attain- 
mentB  attending  eeientiiie  meetings 
as  the  phyeieians  do. 

Jfedidne  has  advanced  with  such 
immense  strides  during  the  last  twen- 
ty-five years  that  it  is  simply  impos- 
sible for  any  one  man  to  be  a  master 
of  all,  so  that  medieijie  has  revived 
itself  into  two  prreat  cla.s.st's,  the  men 
who  practice  medieini'  and  the  men 
who  are  engaged  in  laboratorj^  and 
research  work.  The  men  who  practice 
medicine  are  again  divided  into  the 
general  practitioner,  the  internist,  the 
geaend  surgeon,  the  abdominal  sur- 
geon, the  gynecologist,  the  laryngolo- 
gist,  the  otologist,  the  ophthalmolo- 
gist, the  dermatologist,  the  sypliilolo* 
gisty  and  so  on.   The  laboratory'  or 


research  men  are  divided  into  pathol- 
ogist, bacteriologist,  seroh;)gist,  bio- 
chemist^ and  so  on.  The  modem 
trend  in  medicine  is  towai"d  special- 
ism. This  specialism  idiould,  however, 
be  a  Iwosd  ens  for  the  tme  specialist 
is  the  Cine  who  knows  everything  about « 
something  and  something  about  every-  . 
thing. 

With  all  this  altroism,  there  is  no 
flnanfttal  side  to  medicine  as  a  profes* 
sion,  for  the  man  wfa«  pats  the  dollar 
sign  ahead  of  service  is  only  a  chaila^ 
tan,  a  quack.  Thin^  are  so  regolated 
that  the  woiid  will  readily  recognise 
true  service,  and  will  reward  the  one 
who  o;ives  it  nnstintingly  with  the 
proper  returns  for  his  endeavors.  It 
may  seem  like  a  hardship  to  leave  a 
warm  bed  and  room  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  morninj?,  but  the  }*ood 
accomplished  is  a  sufdcieut  reward 
even  if  no  material  gain  results. 

Medicine  offers  an  ideal  existence 
for  the  laboratory  man,  and  the  pay, 
while  not  large,  it  may  be  from  |2,500 
to  even  $10,000  or  more  a  year,  is  sl- 
wsys  enough  to  solve  the  bread  and 
butter  problem,  leaving  the  man  able 
to  devote  all  his  time  and  enei^  to 
the  thing  which  interests  him  most. 
In  many  ways  it  is  an  ideal  existence 
and  oiTers  many  advantages.  "Who  ean 
tell,  p<^rhaps  someone  who  is  now  read- 
ing these  few  lines  may  take  up  medi- 
cine and  engage  in  researoh  work  and 
make  an  important  discovery,  as  the 
caose  of  some  disease,  or  invent  a  vac- 
cine or  senun  which  may  place  his 
name  high  above  any  of  his  feUows 
and  give  him  a  place  in  medicine  of 
equal  rank  with  Pasteur,  lister,  Koch, 
and  many  others. 
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Oregon  State's  Co-operative  Plan 

Fiji  Is  President  of  Unique  Organization  That  Reduces  Ex- 
pense of  Fraternity  Man  to  $348  Yearly  Average

ing expense,  and 
Gbobqb  Oraveb    every  item  hav- 
ing directly  to  do  with  living  and 
keeping  np  the  fraternity. 

This  figure  is  authentic  beyond  a 
doubt,  according  to  Brother  Ckorge 
D,  Graves  (On  iron  State  '24^,  presi- 
dent of  the  Orc^'oii  State  Collctre  Co- 
operative Maiia^'crs'  AsscH-iation. 
Bnother  Graves,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  manager  of  the  association, 
gathered  data  from  the  manager  of 
each  house,  made  out  his  charts,  and 
had  them  checked  by  a  certified  public 
accountant. 
Brother  Graves  has  been  president 


of  the  Co-operative  Manaijers'  As-^o 
ciation,  which  includes  the  manage n« 
of  51  fraternities,  sororities;  and  clul>s, 
for  the  past  10  months.  He  has  aided 
materially  in  firmly  establishing  the 
organisatioD  on  its  new  five-year  basis. 
A  student  board  of  five  direetois 
elected  annually  from  the  student  as- 
sembly directs  the  organization.  Fran 
among  these  are  elected  a  president 
and  vice-president.  A  manager,  who 
acts  as  seeretary-trea.surer,  is  selected 
and  jrives  his  entire  time  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  association.  The  man- 
ager furnishes  a  $10,000  fidelity  bond, 
and  a  ceitified  public  accouutant 
audits  the  books  annually. 

Borrowing  Power  Increaaes 

The  fset  timt  sll  the  houses  vk 

now  operating  on  the  five-year  con- 
tract with  the  sssociation  gives  tk 

standing  necessary  to  operate  success- 
fully, and  to  make  purchases  with 
deferred'  }niyments.  The  l)orro\vi[isr 
power  is  limited  only  Viy  the  state  law 
regulating  orgiUiizations  of  this  kind. 
Fraternities  which  formerly  could  not 
borrow  on  their  own  security,  can 
now  obtain  any  reasonable  amount  of 
money  through  the  baeking  of  the 
association. 
A  financial  start  was  given  the 
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associatioii  by  a  $20  loan  iioiii  every 
irateriiity  or  sorority  member  iii- 
doded  in  the  assoeiatioD.  These 
loans  were  made  through  the  house 
and  are  refunded  before  giadnation; 
each  member  aaromes  the  obligation, 
aud  in  five  years  this  loan  will  be 
fully  repaid  by  the  aseociation.  For 
tills  purpose  5  per  cent  of  the  10  per 
font  discoimt  on  sales  is  taxed  each 
bouse.  A  nil  iiit)ri-,ship  fee  of  $50  i^? 
required  i'v<>ui  ,  acii  organization  coii- 
uected  wiili  the  association.  The 
combined  feeft  famish  a  total  of 
$2300  which  Bum  ig  also  naed  as  a 
working  fund.  Dnxing  the  last  fiscal 
period,  a  som  in  excess  of  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars  waa  spent  under 
the  direction  of  the  asf^ociation  with 
an  estimated  saving  of  $25,000  for 
llie  fraternity  students,  A  new 
i^l 3,000  warehouse  was  coniplet*'d  tlie 
itt'^iiniirifr  of  this  school  year  and  is 
uow  being  occupied  by  the  association. 
The  last  payment  on  this  warehouse 
has  recently  been  made. 

Direct  Buying  Savea  Honey 

The  association's  method  of  buying 
is  simple :  Bock-bottom  prieea  are  to 
he  had  on  practically  every  com- 
modity, for  supplies  are  bonfrht  in 
carload  lots,  soiretimos  direct  from 
tli'«~ifactory.  Tlie  market  price  is 
charged  to  every  houi»e  whicli  buys 
goods  from  the  association  aud  only 
frstemity  homna  are  served.  When 
th^  pay,  a  flat  diaooont  of  10  per 
cent  is  giyen  them.  After  expenses 
ste  paid  out  of  the  remaining  sarplua, 
the  remainder  is  apportioned  among 
the  houses  as  to  the  amounts  they 
spent  for  suppliea. 


One  of  the  biggest  features  of  this 
association  is  the  various  services 
which  it  performs  for  the  1300  student 
members  of  the  organizations  in  the 
assoeiation.  Its  eiBdency  is  measured 
by  the  best  service  it  ean  give  the 
fraternity  people  at  the  least  possible 
cost.  Supplies  of  groceries,  furniture 
and  liardware  are  handled  for  the 
convenience  of  the  fratei'nities.  Con- 
tracts are  nc<rotiatcd  with  various  in- 
dividuals for  tlie  direct  snp])ly  of  such 
items  a^  wood,  in  ilk,  meat,  bread,  but- 
ter, etc.  The  association  operates  as 
an  employment  office  for  eooks  and 
other  help,  and  materially  aids  its 
memben  in  securing  the  b^  hdp  for 
their  organizations.  The  warehouse  is 
used  to  Steve  fumitui-e,  liousehold 
equipment  and  kitchen  utensils  for  its 
members  when  chanjres  arc  made  in 
residences  aud  storage  space  is  re- 
quired. 

Meetings  of  the  managers  are  held 
twice  a  month,  either  in  the  college 
tea  room  or  in  some  speeifled  fratern- 
ity or  sorority  house.  At  these  meet- 
iags»  suggestions  from  the  departm^t 
of  home  economics  are  put  in  practice 
by  the  house  managenk 

During  the  summer  miation,  the 
manafr*»r  and  other  help  are  nsed  to 
advantag-e  in  buying  frni^^  -uizar  and 
in  eanninpr  jams,  preserves,  jellies, 
fruits  aJid  vecretables,  through  the  use 
of  the  college  horticultural  products 
plant. 

The  idea  of  such  an  organization  is 
believed  to  be  original  at  the  Oregon 
State  College.  More  progress  has  been 
made  here  in  this  particular  line  than 
at  any  other  institution  in  the  United 
States  as  f  sr  ss  can  be  determined.

ONE  OF  the  hardest  problems 
that  many  chapters  have  to  cope 
with,  and  one  to  which  every  chapter 
has  to  pay  some  attention  in  order 

to  prevent  its 
becoming  a  men- 
ace, is  that  of 
keeping  the 
members  from 
wi  th  d  r  aw  ing 
from  college  un- 
til the  y  have 
completed  their 
courses.  That 
means  that  ev- 
ery brother 
should  spend, 
with  possibly  a 
R.  H.  Mitchell  y^j^  excep- 
tions, at  least  three  years  in  the  chap- 
ter. Until  this  has  been  accomplished, 
the  frateniity  is  not  as  efficient  and 
smooth-running  as  it  should  be  and  is 
not  doing  its  best,  in  that  it  is  failing 
sufficiently  to  encourage  its  men  to 
return  until  they  have  accomplished 
what  they  statrted  out  to  do  when 
they  first  entered  college.  Of  course, 
the  fact  that  a  man  may  fall  out  of 
college  after  his  first  or  second  year 
does  not  neces.sarily  mean  that  it  is 
the  chapter's  fault,  but  it  may  mean 
that  the  chapter  has  not  exerted  its 


greatest  influence  over  him.  In  some 
cases  it  is  known  that  students  hare 
come  back  to  school  only  because  of 
their  fraternity,  an  action  which  they 
never  regret. 

Those  chapters  located  in  collegcf 
or  universities  which  offer  to  students 
only  the  liberal  arts  courses  suffer 
most  from  this  cause.  The  under- 
graduates often  feel  either  that  ther 
have  had  enough  of  college  life  and 
should  be  leaving  in  order  to  go  to 
work,  or  that  they  should  be  at  a  tech- 
nical school  or  a  school  having  a  num- 
ber of  graduate  courses  where  they 
can  obtain  very  quickly  a  kiiowledfre 
in  some  particular  line  sufficient  to  aid 
them  in  procuring  positions  which 
may  seem  at  the  time  to  be  full  of 
possibilities.  Consequently,  not  realis- 
ing at  that  stage  the  advantages  d^ 
rived  from  completing  Uie  course  in 
liberal  art*  in  the  way  of  forming  as- 
sociations and  friendships,  as  well  a« 
receiving  the  training  and  information 
in  the  classroom,  the  undergraduate  is 
tempted  to  quit  his  course  and  to  start 
in  some  kind  of  work  too  soon  to  pro- 
cure the  best  ultimate  results. 

Upperclass  Years  Are  Best 

"When  one  leaves  college  before  get- 
ting his  degr<»e  or  completing  his

course,  it  hurts  all  concerned  —  him- 
self, the  college  or  university,  and 
espeeiaUy  tiie  chapter.  He  injures 
himsdf  V  ^  getting  all  he  shonld 
oat  of  his  college  life,  the  junior  and 
aeniiMr  yean  being  the  most  imitfal, 
in  that  in  these  years  the  student  is 
rounded  off  and  comes  to  r^ize  the 
more  important  and  serious  things  in 
life  and  to  realize  that  it  is  his  duty  to 
step  in  and  shoulder  his  share  of  its 
responsibilities. 

One's  untimely  wiLiidiawal  affects 
the  college  in  more  or  less  the  same 
way  in  which  the  fraternity  is  af- 
fiBcted.  The  colleges. and  nniTernties 
need  leadors  to  stand  to  the  forefront 
and  blaze  the  way  in  all  activities  and 
undertaldngB,  Th^  need  men  to  in- 
struct the  newcomers  in  the  ways  and 
traditions  of  the  school,  and  those  best 
fitted  for  the  ta-sks  are  naturally  those 
men  who  have  been  there  loii^^est  and 
who  are  most  capable  of  t^iaching  the 
new  men. 

In  the  same  wigr  does  the  chapter 
feel  the  need  of  having  all  of  its  old 
men  return,  eflpedally  its  senii^  and 
juiioFS.  The  younger  members  of  the 
fratexnity  ought  to  be  instructed 
properly  and  it  is  obvious  that  those 
who  know  their  frateiTiity  better  than 
their  brothers  are  the  best  qualified 
for  the  duties  of  properly  training 
the  freshmen  and  sophomores.  In 
ease  these  three-  and  four-year  men 
aie  lacking,  it  becomes  the  duty  of 
those  of  the  second  year  to  take  their 
places,  a  thing  which  they  should  not 
have  to  do  as  they  themselves  are  still 
in  the  stage  in  which  they  need  in- 
struction and  supervision.  When  the 
state  of  affairs  is  reached  where  a  new 


set  of  inexperienced  men  is  taking 
chai-ge  of  the  chapter  every  year,  it 
oogfat  to  be  remedied,  and  that  very 
fuicUy,  or  the  chapter  will  soeeumb 
to  the  overwhelming  tadcs  and  dilB^ 
enlties  that  constantly  present  them- 
selves. 

With  only  a  few  men  back  to  mn 
the  affairs  of  the  fraternity,  nishinj?  is 
an  e.xceedinjjly  hard  problem.  Four- 
year  men  are  naturally  better  and 
more  satisfactor)'  ru.shers  than  niem- 
bei"s  with  less  experience  because  they 
have  been  at  the  job  for  a  l<mger  time 
and  know  jaai  how  the  best  resnlts  are 
obtained.  ."With,  this  cqnditioii  pre- 
valent»  too  much  woik  is  thrown  on 
too  few  brothers  and  it  is  very  hard  to 
bear  np  under  the  strains.  This  situ- 
ation mipfht  occur  even  in  the  be.st  and 
seemingly  the  stnin^est  of  chaptei-s 
and  it  should  at  all  tini*»s  bo  carefnlly 
guarded  against  by  eonsUutly  preach- 
ing the  necessity'  of  returuiug  until 
the  complete  course  is  finished.  It  is 
hardly  possible  that  every  man  could 
xetam  every  year  mtil  he  received 
his  degree;  neverthekn,  this  end 
should  be  that  lor  which  we  nnceaS' 
ingly  strive. 

Does  Not  Learn  Fraternity 

Be.sides  the  faet  that  a  brother  is 
not  doin<r  his  duty  to  his  chapter  if  lie 
quits  school,  without  a  very  pood  rea- 
son and  before  he  has  been  there  long 
enough  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  to 
his  fraternity,  he  often  fUls  to  become 
the  interested  and  beneficial  alnmnns 
that  he  onght  to  become.  He  very 
likely  has  not  been  in  the  fraternity 
long  enongh  to  learn  what  he  should 
concenung  it,  thereby  not  getting  oat 
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oi  ilii  Ganmia  Delta  what  lie  has  a 
ri^bt  to  get.  Cooseqaeutly,  lie  is  not 
the  Fiji  that  those  who  have  epant  Ibar 
ywni  in  an  actire  ehapter  are;  not  be- 
canM  he  does  not  want  to  be,  bat  be> 
esuae  he  has  not  had  time  to  learn  tlie 
things  he  should  know  about  his  fra- 
ternity. He  does  not  realize  all  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta,  for  it  is  often  thoiifrlit  that 
spendiii*r  i<Mir  years  in  the  fraternity 
is>  fully  as  important  as  receiving"  the 
college  decree,  md  to  spend  a  shorter 
time  as  an  aetive  member  is  only  to 
mies  an  education  to  idiieh  mty  bro- 
ther is  entitl^.

Of  cmirse.  one  can  and  often  does 
continue  to  learn  about  his  fraternity 
after  he  gets  out  of  eollec-e  but  the 
more  time  the  fraternity  man  spends 
in  oollege,  the  greater  is  his  desire  to 
know  more  aboot  his  ohapter  and  his 
fk«tenut7  after  he  gets  out  of  eoUeite. 

Looking  at  the  matter  from  every 
point  of  view,  it  is  the  chapter's  duty 
to  make  a  great  effort  to  retain  every 
man  every  year  until  he  graduates. 
It  is  best  for  hi  in.  the  college,  the 
chapter,  and  the  fraternity.  Gamma 
Sigma  has  been  troubled  by  this  con- 
dition ill  the  pa»t  and  even  now  we 
are  constantly  striving  to  overcome  it, 
as  we  hope  to  do  in  the  fdtnie. 

By  promoting  good-fellowship  and 
by  unceasingly  impressing  upon  every 
one  the  importance  of  retaming,  it  is 
umiaDy  not  verj'  difficult  to  return  the 
majority  of  tl»e  chapter,  thereby  hav- 
ing' ;i  KiiVid  fonndntioTi  nnd  working 
basis  for  the  new  year's  work.

AN   EDUCATIONAL  enterprise 

XjL  which  members  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  will  watch  with  interest  is  the 
Ohio  TVesleyan  University  develop- 
ment program  ^vith  which  six  Fijis 
from  as  many  different  chapters  are 
prominently  identified. 

Dr.  John  W.  Hotfmaii  (W.  &  J.  '92) 
is  president  of  Ohio  "Wesleyan  and 
Walter  A  Jojies  (Ohio  Wesleyan  '97) 
is  president  of  the  univefsily's  board 
of  trustees.  Charies  E.  Eehleman 
(Penn  State  '05)  and  Bay  H.  Oris- 
wold  (Westeni  Beserve  X)7)  of  the 
Qriswcriid'Esbleman  Advertising  Com- 
pany at  Cleveland  are  handling  the 
advertising  account  for  the  campai^. 
Douglass  "W  ^Tiller  (DePauw  15)  is 
in  charge  of  news  publicity  and  My- 
ron J.  Jones  (Wooster  "93)  is  liL4d 
representative  in  northern  Oiiio  for 
the  director  of  the  program. 

Ohio  Wedeyan's  development  pro- 
gram  requires  #8,000,000  and  the 
money  raising  ettxutt  in  eonneetioD 
with  the  eaterprise  is  proving  unique 
in  several  particolars.  No  intensive 
drive  for  funds  is  included  in  tht^ 
plan.  Officials  hope  to  raise  the  total 
amount  in  eifrht  or  ten  years  but  no 
time  limit  has  l)een  set.  A  gi'cat  ad- 
vertising campaign  based  on  sound 
business  practice  has  been  in  progress 
for  almost  a  year  and  is  to  eontinae 
thijODghoat  the  duration  of  the  mon^ 
laiaing  effort.  The  educational  copy 
already  ran  in  Ohio  newspapers  re* 
presents  the  prreat  est  newspaper  cam- 
paign yet  used  by  any  college.  In 
additiou  to  newspaper  advertisements 
the  campaign  prepared  by  Griswold- 
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Eshlemau  has  iucluded  direct  adver- 
tising through,  letters,  folders,  and 
booklets. 

The  $8,000,000  to  be  raised  will  he 
devoted  primarily  to  new  bnildinuB 
and  general  endowment  The  fond 
for  professors'  salaries  is  to  he  in- 
ci-t  ased  by  $4,000,000  aiid  endowment 
is  also  provided  for  scholarships,  new 
equipment,  peiT^i'i^i^  for  retired  pro- 
fessors and  library  maintenance. 

The  building  fund  is  to  provide 
$2,350,000  for  the  construction  of  16 
new  buildings.  Some  of  the  more  im- 
portant stnustDKa  indnded  isL  the 
plan  are  a  men's  building,  two  menli 
dormitoriefl!,  a  model  edneational  unit, 
an  athletic  honae,  an  oratovy  building, 
a  cfaonistry  building,  a  women'a  dor- 
mitory which  is  now  nearing  comple- 
tion, a  physics  buildinpr.  a  women's 
building,  a  recitation  hall,  a  relit;;ion 
and  missions  building,  and  a  building 
for  political  science,  sociology,  and 
business  administration. 


Stowaway}  Experience  Related 
by  Allegheny  Fiji 

HOW  he  worked  his  way  from 
New  YoA  to  Montevidio,  Uni- 
sruay,  after  he  had  given  himself  up 
as  a  stowaway  on  the  S.  8.  Pan^ Amer- 
ica is  related  by  Bioilier  Glenn  Barr 
(Allegheny  '19)  in  a  letter  to  former 
Eieeative  Seeietaiy  James  A.  FarreU 
(G.CXT.  'OT),  who  by  chance  met 
Barr  on  shipboard  in  New  York  one 
day. 

Barr,  who  is  teaching  in  the  Aca- 
demia  Northeamcricana,  had  worked 
his  passage  to  the  United  States  on 
the  8.  8.  American  Legion  and  had 
spent  three  nwntlia  in  the  States. 


Failing  to  get  a  jol)  on  the  Paii-Aimr- 
ica  and  not  being  able  to  pay  his  way 
as  his  passport  waa  outdated,  Barr 
decided  to  stowaway  and  this  was  his 
espeiience: 

"Aa  I  suggested  to  you,  I  was  going 
to  stowaway.  I  did.  I  knew  one  of 
the  passengers,  eo  I  wmit  to  his  room 
and  hid.  I  gave  myself  up  when  well 
out  at  sea.  Then  thoy  found  work 
for  me.  They  put  me  to  work  down 
in  the  eu<7ine  room  a.s  ^^^peP.  Tt  was 
some  warm,  especially  on  this  tropical 
run.  After  1  got  used  to  the  heat,  1 
didn't  mind  it  as  it  was' only  eight 
hours  a  day.  I  got  pisnty  to  eat  and 
plenty  of  ^e^  on  the  way  down.  It 
was  quartered  with  the  crew. 

"I  erplained  my  case  to  the  purser 
on  the  way  down.  He  gave  a  good 
word  to  the  immigration  officer,  who 
let  me  land  without  trouble  when  he 
saw  my  old  paK??port  which  had  l>een 
vised  two  years  ago  by  the  Uruguayan 
Consul  in  New  York.  I  was  sure 
glad  to  get  off.  While  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  and  Santoa,  Brasil,  I  was 
looked  up  in  the  ship's  Jail  to  prevent 
my  landing.  However,  I  made  the 
best  of  that  I  dept  to  my  heart's 
content  and  read  two  good  books 
which  I  took  in  with  me.  It  was  just 
three  da}-^  re«;t  from  labor  for  me: 
Quite  an  experience!"

But 
this  is  what  I  had  in  ngr  mind  to  zer 
late: 

A  competing  firatemily  nrged  me 
before  I  was  a  pledged  Fiji  to  give  no 
e(Hiaiderati<m  to  the  Denison  Chapter 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  bpcanso  Lamlxla 
Deuteron  owed  fl'iO  ' n  a  piano,  and 
that  snch  indebtrdiu would  be  the 
iiilicritanee  of  any  who  joined  Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 

Not  Icmg  ago  I  attended  the  Norris 
Dinner  at  Lambda  Deuteron.  I  had 
not  been  there  for  eight  years  and  was 
astounded  at  the  material  growth  of 
Denisoo.  Five  millions  have  been 
added  to  the  endowment  in  the  last 
five  years.  A  new  chapel  with  won- 
derful chimps,  an  etblotie  field  which 
cannot  be  duplicated  in  any  small  col- 
lejre  in  the  countrv-^ —  are  some  o£  the 
aciiievements.  Plans  fur  a  new  li- 
brarj%  new  dormitories,  new  adminis- 
tration building  and  a  new  diemleal 
building  are  under  way.  Preceding 
the  dinner  about  fifty  alumni  who 
were  back  met  for  a  consideration  of 
the  plans  for  the  improvement  of  the 
beautiful  old  Fiji  lodpe  at  Denison. 
The  estimatf'd  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment was  .$25,000.  A  motion  to  adopt 


the  plan  was  made  and  seconded  and 
paaMd  without  dissention,  and  one- 
third  of  the  cost  raised  instanter. 
Thirty-five  years  ago  the  ehapter 
staggered  under  the  debt  of  ^150  on  a 
piano  with  interest  at  about  257c  per 
annum.  I  will  -wager  that  Lambda 
Deuteron  paid  for  that  piano  a  dnzcn 
timers  over,  or  was  it  ever  paid  ior^ 
Anyhow  the  music  itjom  of  the  Deui- 
sou  lodpre  is  <^raeetl  today  by  a  real 
Fiji  Krauieh  &  liaeh  grand  piano,  and 
I  am  quite  certain  that  it  is  entirely 
paid  for.  Some  change  fimn  a  bank- 
rupt $150  piano  debt  to  a  nonchalant 
decisioii  to  spend  ^,000  for  improve^ 
ments. 

Times  change.  Thirty-five  yeaa 
ago  the  price  I  paid  for  a  freshman 
banquet  was  50  cents.  A  certain 
member  of  the  Iota  Chapter  writes 
me  to  send  on  $8  for  a  freshman  ban- 
quet. 1  read  in  the  catalogue  of  Jef- 
ferson College  of  1850  the  following 
paragraph: 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  have  nude 
eonaideruble  additions  to  the  college 
grounds^  and  have  recently  erected  a 
large,  eommodious  and  comfortable 
three  story  brick  building,  near  the 
villajrc  to  furnish  accommodations  ti> 
such  stndeTifs  a.-^  may  desire  eh'\'ip 
boardinpr.  i>oai'din<r  is  thus  furnished 
to  a  considerable  number  at  rates  not 
exceeding  .^1  per  week.**

bona  fide  students  or  graduates  of 
higher  institutions  of  learning.  The 
author  of  the  bill  told  the  legislature 
tliat  gamblers  and  keeiu'i-s  of  dis- 
orderly houses  have  beeu  using  coin- 
binatiana  of  the  Greek  alphabet  aver 
their  doors  to  hide  their  real  business. 

In  this  conneetion,  Hearst  papers 
in  Washington  recently  made  much 
of  the  fact  that  a  gambling  club  in 
the  nation's  capital  whidi  called  it- 
self by  a  Greek  name  was  raided.  By 
the  uninitiated  the  "  Frat  Is  Raided ' ' 
caption  miprht  easih'  have  boon  tnkon 
to  mean  a  college  fraternity,  and  the 
Hearst  papers  were  not  diligent  in 
indicating  otherwise. 

Progress  of  the  bill  in  the  New 
Talk  asaembly  will  be  watched  with

conditions  under  wliieh  this  newly 
established  graduate  chapter  was 
organised.  In  the  first  place,  the 
gradnate  schools  of  Columbia  Umrer- 
ally  draw  on  an  average  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  Fijis  from  other  chapters 
every  year.  The  majority  of  tlu^sp 
men  have  received  degrees  from  their 
respeetive  universities,  and  conse- 
quently have  had  at  least  three  or 
four  yeai-si  o£  active  fraternity  life. 

At  Columbia  they  are  eonfnmted 
with  the  problem  which  seems  to  be 
the  proveibial  thorn  in  the  side  of 
eveiy  stranger.  What  are  they  going 
to  do  with  themselves  f  They  have 
always  regarded  their  frateniity  as  a 
distinct  feature  of  their  college  life, 
and  to  go  to  a  university  where  they 
eannot  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  as- 
soeialions  aiid  work  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  leaves  them  totally  lost.  Atlili-

Omega  Chapter  has  eiuleavored  to 
solve  the  pvoUem  in  pu^t  yean  >3r 
allowing  the  "outside''  Fijis  the  priv- 
ileges of  the  house,  and  also  gladly 
welooming  them  at  all  of  its  meetings. 
As  a  resnlt  of  this  cordial  iiMtation, 
each  year  finds  at  least  ten  graduates 
taking  their  meals  at  the  house  on 
114th  Street.  Tliore  are  also  a  few 
others  who  drop  in  the  house  occasion- 
ally, ajid,  in  tine  Fiji  spirit,  make 
themselves  feel  at  liome. 

It  was  under  such  conditions  that  a 
few  of  the  craduatef?  last  year  decided 
to  ionii  iiiemselves  iuto  a  graduate 
chapter  and  petition  the  Board  of 
Aiehoos  for  a  diarter.  Just  before 
the  spring  session  eame  to  a  dose 
Brothers  Darden,  Curtis,  Pdrce^  Cii« 
eher,  Bead,  and  Seymour  talked  it 
over  and  decided  to  hold  a  {graduate 
meeting  the  following  fall,  immedi- 
ately after  the  university  reopened. 
They  thought  it  useless  to  organize 
any  sooner  than  that  as  it  was  such  a 
short  time  before  the  close  of  the 
session. 

The  first  informal  gathering  of  the 
graduate  chapter  "in  the  making" 
was  held  at  the  chapter  house  the  fol- 
lowing fell  <«  Oetober  23,  the  above- 
mentioned  men  being  present,  with 
Brother  Baumeister  also  idded  to  the 
ranks  of  the  supporters.

Colgate  W.  Darden  was  dect«d 
"E";  Leslie  Curtis,  "Q";  Georpfe  A, 
Peirce, "  T  " ;  John  D.  Genmi  i  1 1 . "  Eg, " 
and  Charles  KitteK^on,  "T."  The  of- 
ficers for  T>pxt  year  will  be  elected  at 
the  next  meeting. 
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The  '*formal*informal**  banquet,  if 
saeh  a  eoodition  can  be  eoooeived  of, 
was  held  at  the  Triaaoa  Caf^  Bmd- 

waj  and  llOtb  Street,  on  Hareh  23. 
In  spite  of  a  raijiy  night,  fourteen 
Fijis  were  there.  After  eating  din- 
ner, staring  into  a  flashlifrht,  hv.A 
listening  to  a  short  talk  by  B  rot  lie r 
Dardon.  even'one  pav«-  a  toast  to  the 
gnuluaif  ciiapitT  and  the  fraternity, 
and  then  there  was  a  general  rush  for 
the  telephone.

Associated  witii  ir  ijis  siiiice  his  col- 
lege days,  Dr.  Hofl^nan  has  had  an 
opportuDity  to  view  college  men  and 
Greek  letter  organizations  from  the 
vantage  point  of  an  undergnidnate 
and  an  educator.  He  knows  what  a 
fraternity  can  do  to  insure  the  best 
development  of  its  younger  men,  how 
it  caji  work  with  the  admin 5 '^t ration 
of  u  co)1'»f_''''  to  the  bef?t  a(lvanta*,'o,  and 
— ^^'Iiat  vva.s  most  interesting  to  the 
San  Francisco  Fijis — how  the  alimini 
can  be  of  service  to  the  active  chap- 
ten. 

Dr.  Hofhum'a  informal  talk  will 
nmain  one  of  the  bright  spots  in  the 
ezperienoe  of  those  who  heard  him, 
expressing  as  he  did,  the  refreshing 
sentiments  of  a  brother  who  though 
one  of  the  country's  prominrnt  men 
can  still  see  thin^rs  from  the  college 
man's  anfjlp.  The  record  crowd  car- 
ried away  a  warmer  feeling  for  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  for  having  met  Brother 
HoAknan. 

Colond  Harfy  F.  Betheis  (Califor- 
nia '93)  talked  to  the  San  Fnneiaeo 
Phi  Gams  at  a  recent  Inncheon.  He 

gave  a  very  interesting"  account  of 
the  Grave  Registration  Service  in 
Europe  and  explained  the  worki!i*j  of 
the  bureau  in  ehari^-e  of  rptummii^ 
American  dead  to  the  Uidted  States. 
Colonel  Rethers  illustrated  his  talk 
ynth  pictures  of  the  cemeteries,  show- 
ing them  before  and  after  the  final  dis- 
position of  bodies  had  been  made.  As 
administrative  head  of  the  service,  the 
Colonel  was  faced  with  a  delicate 
problem.  A  single  mistake  in  return- 
ing the  body  of  an  American  soldier 


to  the  proper  home  woukl  have  re- 
sulted in  a  stt»rm  of  criticism  and 
doubt  but  bO  carefully  did  the  wurk- 
ers  identify  every  body  that  there 
was  not  not  one  error  out  of  the  thou- 
sands of  chances.  The  peroentage  of 
unidentified  American  dead  is  neg- 
ligible compared  to  that  of  the  Bri* 
tish  and  French  forces,  due  to  fore- 
sight in  locating  burial  plots,  re- 
cording identification  marks  nnd  se- 
lecting the  tield  men  whu  exhumed 
the  bodies,  the  Fiji  colonel  dwhired. 

It  is  such  interesting  talks  as  these 
that  assist  the  San  Francisco  Gradu- 
ate Chapter  in  the  work  of  holding 
together  an  organization  over  the 
initial  period  and  there  are  many 
more  of  the  brothers  that  will  be 
called  upon  to  teD  of  unusual  inci- 
dents in  connection  with  their  vocSp 
tions  within  the  next  few  months.

TOXY  said  that  he  would  furnish 
the  pieture  if  I  would  send  the 
data  along  to  the  magazine.  It  is  easy 
to  send  a  physieal  aeeount  of  the  de- 
lil^tfol  dinneivdane^  but  it  is  impos- 
sible to  put  into  print  that  atmosphere 
of  conf^cnial  comradeship  of  fine  men 
and  the  enchantment  of  the  Smiles  of 
tlie  beautiful  women. 

It  was  the  spriiij,'  dance  of  the  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  Club  of  New  York,  held 
(owing  to  the  small  quarters  of  the 
present  elub  rooms)  at  the  Army  and 
Navy  Club  in  eonjunetioin  with  the 
Fiji  Post  of  the  American  Legion» 
which  aeted  as  the  host.

DePauu"  Cliapter  has  learned  with 
regret  of  the  death  on  December  18, 
1922,  of  Dr.  Thomas  Bond  Wood 
(DePauw  '63),  the  larger  pait  of 
irtuMe  life  was  spent  in  eivic  and  reli- 
gious woik  in  Soiitli  America. 

Dr.  Wood  was  bom  Mareh  17, 1844, 
at  Lafajette,  Indiana.  He  reeeived 
the  A.B.  and  A.M.  degrees  at  Indiana 
Asbury  and  later  studied  at  Wesleyan 
University  in  Connecticut. 

Prom  1864  to  1867  he  was  a  teacher 
in  AVesJcyan  Academy  in  Massachu- 
setts, leaving  there  to  bct'oii^o  presi- 
denl  of  Valparaiso  College  in  Indiana. 

Later  he  became  a  missionary  to 
Bosaria  in  South  Ameriea^  where  aub- 
aeqiiently  he  was  appointed  Ameriean 
consul.  In  1875  he  was  admitted  to 
the  practice  of  Uw  in  Argentina.  He 
was  niso  a  professor  in  Bosario  Na- 
tional College. 

At  one  timo  he  was  superintendent 
of  all  of  the  work  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Board  of  Mi.ssions  in  Soutli 
America.  He  was  the  founder  and 
editor  of  several  weekly  papers  and 
was  the  author  and  publisher  of  sev- 
eral hymns. 

During  his  residence  in  South 
America  he  founded  the  first  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Ani- 
mals in  that  country  and  also  estab- 
lish od  several  lodges  of  Qood  Temp- 
lars. 


Because  «i  tailing  health,  Dr.  Wovd 
retui'ned  to  the  United  States  in  1912. 
In  1915  he  took  part  in  the  World's 
Bible  Oongrem.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Ameriean  Assodation  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science^  of  the  Sdentifie 
Congress  of  Latin  America  and  of 
many  other  assoeiations  and  oommk- 
sions. 


filGHARD  G.  CALTHBOP 

(Syracuse) 

Sigma  Nu  Chapter  lost  a  lo\  al  sup- 
porter when  Richard  Grant  Caltlirop 
passed  to  his  reward  on  Ai>ril  18.

From  1899  until  1904,  he  was  bead 
of  the  voeal  department  of  tiie  CoUege 
of  Fine  Arts,  Syracuse  University, 
and  it  was  during  the  time  when 
Sigma  Nu  Chapter  had  its  inception 
that  he  was  initiated  as  a  faculty 
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xnemlier.  FoUowing  the  period  spent 
in  collegiate  work  he  opened  a 
studio  for  privBte  teaobisg  whieh  he 
eondaoted  until  the  time  of  his 
death.  For  a  petiod  ol  twentj-five 
years  he  was  baritone  soloist  as  well 
as  director  and  member  of  the  quartet 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Ghuroh.

**Jinimie"  went  to  the  University 
of  Richmond  in  the  fall  of  1917  and

arta.  He  was  a  oottim  broker  and  for 
the  laat  twenty-flve  years  had  been  a 
member  of  the  New  York  Cotton  Ex- 
change.

these  coniniitte«'8  M"ore  composed  very  largely 
of  undergradiuitciJ.  Following;  the  recom- 
nieudation  of   tliese  coiiuuittues,  the  pro* 

poaed  aaMBdaiait  waa  doty  adoptai  hf  tbe 

Grand  Arch  Council  lai»t  June.  But  even 
then,  an  amendment  is  not  effective  until  it 
ha»  bt>en  ratilied  by  the  chapters.  The  pro* 
poaed  amendment  waa  aobadttod  to  tha 
chapters  for  ratifaatfon  this  fall  —  four 
months  after  its  orijfinal  adoption  i>y  the 
national  convention.  There  surely  was  ample 
opportoni^  for  dellbarato  rafleetloii,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  know  that  under  such  con- 
ditions the  chapters  themselves  deeisivaty 
approved  thi^  scholastic  requireuicul.

Later  Norris  served  as  war  cor- 
xeapondent  in  South  Africa  for  the  Son 
FruMoitCo  Chronide  at  the  time  of  the 
Jamestown  raid,  nnd  in  1888  went  to  Cuba 
for  MeCiure '«  magazine. 

There  were  other  book*  after  MeTeague; 
Morm  of  the  Lady  Lett^,  The  Third  Cirde, 
BUt,  and  .f  'Man 's  Woman.  Thou,  of  course, 
there  was  the  famous  trilogy,  An  Epio  of  the 
Wheat.  The  Ociopm  aad  The  Pf(  were  eon- 
lileted,  but  the  writer  didii't  Tkn  to  Unish 
the  third  volnmp. 

He  died  in  ban  Francisco  October  25, 
1902,  at  the  age  of  32.

A  B.IKER  WAK  STORY 

One  summer  uigltt,  early  iu  the  season  of 
1918,  the  light  burned  brigbtlj  till  after 
mtaBlght  In  tlw  oAm  of  Um  Bsenluj  of 
War.  The  tide  of  battlo  was  fast  flowing  to 
the  flood  across  three  ttiotUHind  miles  of 
ocean;  troop  movements  were  pouring  east- 
ward from  ear  ihorati  BeHeau  Wood  waa  in 
the  making. 

Sceretarv  Baker  (Johns  Hopkins  went 
home  the  laist  of  hi^  cierka  and  cuntiaued  ou 
at  Ua  M  alone.  Tlie  liglita  in  tiie  other 
offices  fla»hc><^  off.  one  by  one,  till  his  was  the 
only  Hglit  Ivft.  Tli*^  building  was  qtiiet,  de- 
serted save  by  him  aud  the  few  watchmen. 

As  1  o'dodi  neaied,  Mr.  Baker  deelded  to 
go  home.  Ue  turned  off  the  Hgfat  and 
stepppd  int*  tho  corridor.  It  was  almost 
darkened,  the  lighb  being  so  poor  that  the 
Beeretary  eonld  just  make  out  Ua  waj  to 
fhe  door. 

Hp  had  gone  three  or  four  paces  toward 
the  exit  when  he  heard  f<totsteps  at  the . 
farther  end  of  tbe  eorridor*  He  stopped,  In 
wonder,  that  maj  one  should  be  peeing  the 
corridor  at  so  OBaMmly  an  hour,  and  list- 
ened. 

UnniilakaUy,  fhe  aouad  waa  liuit  of  fbot- 

eteps.  Moreover,  the  tread  was  quick  and 
impatient.  Ai*  he  listoisc  ^  wo'i'l'-riiv^  if  p. 
watchman  was  trying  tu  keep  iiwako,  the 
sound  of  a  homan  v»lee  in  a  strange  and 
jumbled  tongue,  Ugfa-pitehed  and  elear, 
eame  to  his  car. 

The  Secretary  of  War  retraced  his  steps 
qnietly  to  his  own  door  and  thou  tiptoed 
down  the  eorridor  in  the  direetlon  wbenee 
came  the  pounds.  ITe  reached  the  end  and 
just  around  the  comer  beheld  the  figure  of 
a  clerk,  whom  he  knew  well,  walking  rapidly 
baok  and  f  oHli. 

And  as  he  walked  tlie  clerk  talkt'd  .ineit  ut 
Greek.  The  Secretary  recognized  the  luns- 
sagu  as  a  long  extract  from  an  old  (ireek 
tragedy,  written  bgr  one  of  the  major  poets. 
The  clerk  was  declaiming;  he  was  giving  the 
old  Grock  tragedy,  in  tonal  e^resrion,  all  he 
v>im  worth. 


For  half  a  nlniitB^  perimps,  Ifr.  Bsfaer 

looked  on,  unoh-cn  wl.  Presently  the  clerk 
saw  him  aud,  much  abashed,  halted  his  ps*> 
sionate  eloquence.  They  exchanged  a  few 
words  and  the  Sseretaxy  passed  on  ent  iato 
thenigiit 

Stich  an  incident,  nAt.ur.ilIy,  would  It-av? 
itd  imprint  on  a  mind  far  leas  sensitive  than 
that  of  tiie  Seeretary  of  War.  During  tb« 
weeks  tbi^  followed  Ifr.  Baker  tiiongbt  often 
of  the  midnij?lit  incident.  He  marvoled  that 
the  clerk  should  be  there,  and,  still  more, 
that  the  derk  should  know  so  wdl  the  Unei 
of  the  Oteek  tragedy. 

From  time  to  time  he  saw  tiw  elocL  Thn 
one  day  tlie  littlu  fellow  nj>peftred  no  inf>r« 
at  iiis  desk.  Ue  had  gone  into  the  ranks. 
And  thereafter  lir.  Baker  thonght  lets  af  the 
incideai. 

Some  time  afterward  Mr.  Baker  went  to 
Prance.  Ho  visited  the  expeditionary  force, 
inspected  all  branches  of  the  service,  learned 
at  first  hand  of  sU  thai  waa  going  on  aad 
conten^lated,  and  retamed  to  tika  UaiM 
States. 

He  eame  back  aboard  an  Army  transport 
On  beard  he  mingled  with  men  ae  well  as  of- 
ficers, chatted  with  the  dooghboys,  spent 

lon^  hours  in  their  qvuirters,  learned  of  ttieir 
viewpoint  with  respect  to  the  war. 
He  visited  also  the  dd^t  hoepltaL  Hswcat 

among  the  sick  and  wounded  aad  fiaaDlj 
nt^kt  if  to  be  sbnT\Ti  irt-""  the  ward  where  wpre 
kept  the  poor  fellows  who  had  become  de- 
mented. 

Tbey  took  him  there.  As  the  door  epcaed 

and  he  stood  on  the  threshold  there  smote  his 
ear  a  volley  of  l^reek  poured  out  in  a  voice 
high-pitefaed  and  elear. 

He  etopped,  tirander-etmek^  Be  HatSMi. 
He  recognized  the  tlieme.  It  was  from  .■iri 
old  Greek  tragedy  written  by  one  of  the 
major  poets. 

He  wont  to  tiie  bedride  trimnee  it  essMk 
And  there,  as  the  reader  already  has  wa-r- 
mised,  be  saw  once  more  the  clerk  with  whom 
he  had  parted  in  .the  dim  corridor  of  the 
War  Department  bonding  at  Waridagtca 
months  before.

Sewanee  Initiates  Trustee 

Altttniii  Roll  Strengthened  1^  Addition 
of  Dr.  A.  J.  G.  Banks  of  Baglo  Pass

Sewanek,  Tknx.  -The  Reverend  Alfred 
John  Gayner  Banks  of  Eagle  Pass,  Texas, 
was  inducted  into  the  mysteries  of  Phi  Gam- 
ma Delta  by  Gamma  Sigma  Chapter  at 
Sewanee. 

At  the  instigation  of  I'at  Ilolmos  (Texas 
'13),  also  a  resident  of  Kagle  Pass,  and  in- 
ddeataily  an  Important  member  of  tiie 
vestry,  choir,  and  congregation  in  Brother 
Banks'  church  there,  the  Sewanee  chapter 
liud  been  considering  the  r^»!ut  initiate  for 
some  time  and  awaiting  the  opportunity  of 
initiation.  Tlis  recent  short  visit  to  Sewanee 
afforded  tlie  dusired  opportoni^  and  Ganma 
Sigma  did  the  rest. 

The  inttiation  of  Bev.  Banks  is  partieu' 
larly  appropriate.  Being  an  alumnus  of  the 
university,  he  was,  w  hile  in  <»ollege,  a  eliarter 
member  of  a  local  organized  to  petition  Phi 
Gamna  Delta,  but  wldeh  for  several  reasons 
wwt  achieved  its  goal.

Lacking  but  a  few  months 
of  Us  B.A.  degree,  he  left  King's  College  in 
11^18,  eaited  for  America  and  entered  the 
throlo^tpnl  flepartmrnt  at  Sfwaneo  some 
nine  months  afterward.  Not  until  1917  did 
Brother  Banks  become  a  naturalized  Ameri- 
can eitben. 

While  at  Sr-wanee,  Brother  Banks  took 
prominent  part  in  Htudftit  activifii-n  iK-injx  a 
member  of  both  Pi  Omega  and  Phrudiun 
Literary  Soelotlee,  served  a  year  aa  seeretary 
of  the  Sewanee  Missionary  Society,  two  years 
on  the  Purple  staff,  and  reprpscntpl  8<'wanee 
in  an  intercollegiate  debate  agaiiiKl  the  L'ui- 
versity  of  Alabama  in  1^13. 

After  leaving  Sewanee,  Brother  Banks

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eraJ  years,  wont  tbenee  to  Cuero,  and  is  now 
rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Eedeemer  at 
Ettglt)  l  ass,  Tex.,  where  he  is  doiag  a  splen- 
did mwk.  H«  i0  s  «hwt«r  mmheat  and 
present  eecretary  of  the  Eagle  Pass  Rotary 
(J[nb,  an  18th  dej^rcc  Scottish  Kite  Maaou, 
and  a  ineinLier  of  the  Kuightu  of  Pythias.
